FUNCTIONS AND HISTORY 


Constitutional responsibility to Parliament for the good government of British 
colonial territories rests with the Secretary of State for the Colonies. It is the 
Minister’s responsibility, and the function of his Department, to see that the 
declared objects of British Colonial policy are carried out, and to marshal and 
organize the help the Colonies* need. 


The actual administration of the Colonies is carried out by the various Colonial 
Governments, the Governor of each Colony being the representative of Her 
Majesty The Queen. Subject to the overriding authority of Parliament, the 
Colonial Governments enjoy a large and increasing measure of autonomy. Each 
Colony has its own legislature and its own civil service paid from local revenue 
and not part of the Home Civil Service. 


Most of the Colonies are in tropical areas where the advance of the people has 
been retarded by unfavourable natural conditions. The Colonial Governments 
are thus at grips with some of the most complex and, at the same time, most 
fascinating problems facing the world. They have to bring to bear all the 
resources of western civilization in overcoming the natural handicaps which are 
the lot of so many in the tropics : and as the natural handicaps are overcome, and 
a sound economy established, they have to guide the people to social betterment 
and political maturity. 


To assist the Colonial Governments in this task United Kingdom funds have 
been voted under various Acts of Parliament, notably the Colonial Development 
and Welfare Acts of 1945 and 1950 which have provided £140,000,000 for these 
purposes. Substantial allocations from Colonial Development and Welfare 
funds, combined with loan finance and contributions from their surplus revenues 
have enabled Colonial Governments to draw up long-term plans of development 
on a firm financial basis. Total expenditure envisaged under these plans was, in 
1954, £526,000,000. Help in building up economic productivity is also pro- 
vided on a commercial basis by the Colonial Development Corporation, which 
ee we up by an Act of Parliament in 1948 and has powers to borrow up to 

9 ,000. 


In addition, the United Kingdom customarily makes grants to territories 
unable to finance an adequate administration from their own resources and to 
territories faced with special difficulties beyond their control, for example, through 
a natural disaster. Grants of these two kinds between 1920 and 1954 totalled 
over £206,000,000. 


It follows that the work of the Colonial Office touches on every aspect of 
government. The essence of its work is that it advises, assists and carries out the 
directions of the Secretary of State on everything pertaining to his responsibility 
for the good government of Colonial territories. This work involves many and 
varied activities. Thus the Colonial Office administers the Colonial Development 
and Welfare Acts, a task which includes the organization of schemes designed to 
serve the Colonial Empire as a whole. It recruits for the Colonial Governments 
the men and women they need for those higher grade administrative and technical 
posts which cannot be filled locally, and it organizes special training and refresher 
courses. Jt is the clearing house for information gained by experience and 
research throughout the Colonies. It has a staff of Advisers on the principal 
subjects calling for technical knowledge. Through the co-operation of some 350 


* The term “* Colonies ” is used, for convenience, to cover colonies in the strict sense of the 
term, protectorates, protected states and trust territories. 
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men and women, eminent in every field of science, public affairs and administra- 
tion, who sit on its Advisory Committees, it ensures that colonial problems are 
tackled with the fullest possible background of experience and knowledge. 
It arranges conferences which facilitate co-operation between the Colonial 
Powers, and it helps regional development. It is concerned with providing © 
guidance on a multiplicity of problems, covering every aspect of economic and 
social affairs and ranging from marketing methods to priorities for scarce 
supplies, from defence to currency, from the organization of air and other 
transport services to the use of insecticides. It sends technical advisers into 
colonial areas to advise on difficulties of organization and development. It keeps 
an eye on the welfare of nearly 10,000 students from the Colonies who are in 
Britain, while at the same time encouraging the expansion of education facilities 


_.y in the Colonies. It is concerned not least with fostering friendship and under- 


Standing between the people of Britain and the people of the Colonies and with 
making colonial affairs widely known in Britain, in the Colonies and abroad. 


To cope with this remarkable diversity of tasks, the Colonial Office has an 
establishment of about 1,200 officers of all grades. The great majority are Home 
Civil Servants, but it is the practice for a proportion of the administrative and 
advisory posts to be filled by men with field experience in the Colonies, either 
seconded for a period or, in a few cases, recently retired from the Colonial 
ae At present there are over 40 such men working in senior positions in 
the ce. 


Details of the organization of the Office are given in the section which follows 
under the heading “‘ Distribution of Business’. It will be seen that the Office 
is divided into both geographical and subject departments, and that there is in 
addition an Advisory and Research staff. To conduct routine ordering of equip- 
ment and supplies, certain classes of recruitment, and various financial functions 
on behalf of the Colonial Governments, the Secretary of State appoints the 
Crown Agents for Oversea Governments and Administrations, who have a 
separate office, financed by commission on work done. (See page 15.) 


* * * * * 


The necessity to set up an organization to deal with colonial affairs—which in 
those days meant the affairs of the settlements in North America and the West 
Indies—was first recognized in 1660. A Committee of the Privy Council at first 
undertook the task, but after a few months its responsibilities were taken over in 
December 1660 by a “‘ Council of Foreign Plantations’. Among those who 
served on the Council was John Evelyn, whose Diary records his appointment in 
February 1671: with the appointment, he adds, went ‘‘a salary of £500 to 
encourage me ”’. 


In 1672 the Council was united to the Council for Trade, and was henceforward 
known as the ‘‘ Council of Trade and Plantations ”. It was suppressed in 1677, 
and its functions, which had been much neglected, were transferred to the Privy 
Council. It was re-constituted in 1695, and continued to exist until 1782, at 
which date it consisted of eight Members of Parliament, who received a salary of 
£1,000 per annum each. 


The affairs of India were placed under its charge in 1748, and remained so 
until its abolition in 1782. Pitt’s India Act established the ““ Commissioners for 
the Affairs of India ” (commonly known as the Board of Control) in 1784, From 
1768 Colonial affairs have been dealt with by a Secretary of State. 


The office of Secretary to the Sovereign dates at least from the reign of Henry 
III. There was one principal Secretary only (who was already called Secretary of 
State) down to 1539, when a second was appointed. From 1708 to 1746 a third 
Secretaryship existed dealing exclusively with Scotland. 
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In 1768 a Secretary of State for the American or Colonial Department was 
appointed, in addition to the two principal Secretaries of State then existing ; 
but the commissions to the Council of Trade and Plantations continued to run as 
before. Both the Council and the new Secretary of State’s Department were 
abolished in 1782 by Burke’s Act, on the loss of the North American Colonies. 


By this Act power was given to delegate to a committee of the Privy Council all 
the functions hitherto exercised by the Council of Trade and Plantations, and 
circular instructions were sent to the Governors of the Plantations to transmit 
their returns and accounts to the Privy Council. Pending the appointment of 
a committee, Colonial affairs were dealt with by a subordinate branch of the 
Home Department, styled the Plantations Branch. 


At this time the duties of the two principal Secretaries of State were divided 
into “‘ Home ”’ and “‘ Foreign ”’, the affairs of Ireland devolving on the Home 
Department, which now undertook also those of the Colonies. 


In 1784 a ‘‘ Committee for Trade and Foreign Plantations ”’ was appointed in 
pursuance of Burke’s Act, and the new body was reorganized and placed upon a 
definite footing in 1786. The business hitherto dealt with by the Plantations 
Branch of the Home Office was transferred to this committee. 


At its commencement in 1793, the affairs of the French War were managed by 
the Home Department, but in 1794 Mr. Dundas (afterwards Lord Melville) 
who was then the Secretary of State dealing with the Home affairs of the 
Department, was appointed “ Secretary for War,” and also nominally Secretary 
of State for the Colonies ; but the Departments of War and the Colonies were 
not actually united until 1801, when Lord Hobart was created Secretary of State 
for the War and Colonial Department. From 1794 the ‘‘ Committee for Trade 
and Foreign Plantations ” (now known as the Board of Trade) gradually ceased 
to have any connexion with Colonial affairs. 


From the conclusion of the French War the attention of the Secretary of State 
was chiefly occupied with the Colonies, and he was usually designated as Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies. In 1854 a fourth principal Secretaryship of State 
was created—the Secretaryship for War ; the affairs of the Colonies then became 
the entire charge of a principal] Secretary of State. In July 1925 a new Secretary- 
ship of State for Dominion Affairs was set up, to take over from the Colonial 
Office business connected with the self-governing Dominions. 


The office of Parliamentary Under-Secretary of State for the Colonies has been 
in existence since 1830, and a third Ministerial appointment, that of Minister of 
State for Colonial Affairs, was created in January 1948 in recognition of the 
increasingly heavy volume of work at Ministerial level.

dried and canned fruit. The examination of raw 
materials includes chemical and physical investiga- 
tion and technical trials. 


Information is supplied concerning the sources 
of raw materials, cultural conditions, methods of

Commercial valuations and 
assessments of the suitability of materials are also 
obtained and factory tests are arranged when 
necessary.

Research into locust problems was started in 
1929, under the auspices of the Committee of 
Civil Research, at the Imperial Institute of 
Entomology. The Anti-Locust Research Centre 
has continued this work since 1945 when a grant 
was made under the Colonial Development and 
Welfare Act to supplement the grants from a 
number of British Territories. The Centre is 
administered by the Colonial Office. 


The functions of the Centre are :-— 


(1) To act as the centre for the co-ordination of 
locust information. 


(2) To be the headquarters of such research 
work as may be sponsored by Her Majes- 
ty’s Government with regard to locust 
problems. 


(3) To be responsible for the technical direction 
of anti-locust campaigns where those are 
mecessary; and of such permanent 
control schemes as are set up for dealing 
with the known outbreak areas of locusts 
in territories where Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment has interest or responsibility.

The Society was set up as an independent 
corporation in January, 1950, following the report 
of a joint Committee of the Colonial Office and 
the ational Institute of the Blind entitled 
** Blindness in British African and Middle East 
Territories’. Its objects are to stimulate official 
and voluntary action and to take the lead in an 
Empire movement “to promote the welfare, 
education and employment of the blind, and to 
prevent blindness’. Its area of operation includes 
any British Colonies not possessing responsible 

overnment, British Protectorates, Protected 
tates and United Kingdom Trust Territories, the 
High Commission Territories of South Africa and 
may, if the Executive Council of the Society so 
decides, be extended to include British colonies 
possessing responsible government, and_ terri- 
tories administered under a Condominium to 
which the British Government is a party. The 
Society is under the direction of an Executive 
Council to which three members are appointed 
by the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 


In 1951 the Society launched in the United 
Kingdom and Colonial territories a major appeal 
for funds which is still in progress.

The Imperial Agricultural Bureau, as it was 
called prior to 1948, is governed by an Executive 
Council consisting of the nominees of the Govern- 
ments of the United Kingdom and Northern 
Ireland and the other Commonwealth countries. 
It was set up in 1929 to administer eight bureaux 
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organized to act as clearing houses of information 
on research in eight specialized fields of agricultural 
science and was financed by a common fund 
provided by the Governments of the Common- 
wealth and Empire. In 1933, the Council was 
entrusted with the control of the administration 
and finances of the Commonwealth Institute of 
Entomology, originally set up in 1913, and the 
Commonwealth Mycological Institute, originally 
set up in 1920, and of such research activities in 
the United Kingdom as the participating govern- 
ments may agree should in future be conducted on 
a co-operative basis. The two institutes in 
addition to their function of being information 
services also have important and extensive work 
connected with identification. On the recom- 
mendations of the British Commonwealth 
Scientific Conference of 1936, the Governments 
ordered the creation of two more Commonwealth 
Bureaux, for Forestry and Dairy Science respec- 
tively. The Commonwealth Institute of Biological 
Control, Ottawa, is also under the administration 
of the Council. Prior to the Imperial Agricultural 
Bureaux (Review) Conference of 1946, the Bureau 
of Biological Control was known as the Parasite 
Service, a branch of the Institute of Entomology. 
A further Review Conference was held in June and 
July, 1950. The annual reports of the Council 
are submitted to each of the Governments 
through their several members.

The Empire (now ‘* Commonwealth ’’) Parlia- 
mentary Association was formed at the Coronation 
of King George V in 1911, having as its object 
the establishment of permanent machinery 
to facilitate the exchange of visits and information 
and thus to bring about closer understanding 
between those engaged in the parliamentary 
government of the component parts of the 
Empire. 


The Association consists of eight Main Branches 
in the National Parliaments of the fully self- 
ce countries of the Commonwealth, the 

nited Kingdom, Canada, Commonwealth of 


Australia, New Zealand, Union of South Africa, 


India, Pakistan and Ceylon, and four ‘‘ Auxiliary ”’ 
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Branches (a new category) in the Parliaments of 
the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland, Malta, 
the Gold Coast and Nigeria. There are also 
Branches in the State Parliaments of Australia, 
the Provincial Parliaments of Canada, some of the 
State Legislatures of India and Pakistan, the 
Territorial Parliaments of Southern and Northern 
Rhodesia and in the Parliaments of Northern 
Ireland, the Isle of Man and the States of Jersey, 
and 21 other “* Affiliated ’’ Branches in Legislatures 
of the Commonwealth which are not completely 
self-governing. In addition, there are 13 Sub- 
sidiary Branches in the Legislatures of Aden, the 
Falkland Islands, Fiji, Gibraltar, Guernsey, 
Hong Kong, North Borneo, Nyasaland, Sarawak, 
Seychelles, Tanganyika, Uganda and Zanzibar, all 
of which are attached to the United Kingdom 
Branch; there are two Subsidiary Branches, 
attached to the Australian Commonwealth 
Branch, in the Legislatures of the Northern 
Territory and of Papua and New Guinea, and one 
in the Legislature of Western Samoa, attached to 
the New Zealand Branch. 


There are also Associated Groups in the Con- 
gress of the United States and in the Parliament . 
of the Irish Republic, delegates from which 
attended the Conference in Canada in 1952. 


Plenary Parliamentary Conferences of the 
Association took place on seven occasions 
between 1916 and 1937, and smaller delegations 
held conferences before and during the Second 
World War. Since this time four plenary con- 
ferences have been held at two-yearly intervals, in 
London (1948), New Zealand, Canada, and Kenya. 
At the first of these important developments in the 
organization of the Association took place, with 
the result that a General Council was set up to 
co-ordinate the work of all the Branches, which had 
previously in some measure been carried out by 
the United Kingdom Branch. Sir Howard 
d’Egville, who had been Secretary of the latter 
since its formation, was appointed Secretary- 
General and Editor of Publications. At the same 
time the name of the Association was changed to 
* Commonwealth ’’ Parliamentary Association. 
In addition to the plenary conferences, the 
General Council meets annually and other con- 
ferences of a regional character are held between 
representatives of Branches in close proximity ; 
delegations from the United Kingdom Branch to 
Colonial territories are frequently arranged. 


The machinery of the Association provides 
introductions and hospitality for its members 
visiting countries of the Commonwealth ; various 
travel facilities; information by means of 
publications on matters of common interest to the 
various Parliaments, and also special information 
on any subject which members may desire to 
study ; meetings and conferences amongst mem- 
bers of the Association for the discussion of 
matters of mutual interest ; parliamentary privi- 
leges for visiting overseas members in the matter 
of access to various parts of the Houses of 
Parliament for the purposes of hearing debates 
and of meeting other members of the Association, 
etc. 


The General Council publishes quarterly a 
Journal of the Parliaments of the Commonwealth, 
a confidential Report on Foreign Affairs, and 
a Summary of Congressional Proceedings, U.S.A.

The Corporation was established under Royal 
Charter in 1921 in order to extend and promote 
the growing of cotton in the Empire. A grant of 
nearly £1,000,000 was provided by the Govern- 
ment, and the spinners of Great Britain agreed to 
supplement the resulting income by a levy on all 
cotton spun in this country. This levy has, since 
1948, been replaced by an annual grant from the 
Cotton Board, which collects a levy from the 
cotton industry. 


The Corporation is mainly concerned with 
research and experimentation on all aspects of 
cotton growing, and it works in close co-operation 
with the Colonial Departments of Agriculture 
and with research organizations in the United 
Kingdom and other territories. 


A new Cotton Research Station was officially 
opened in Uganda in 1950, taking the places of 
stations in South Africa and tlie West Indies 
which had been in existence since 1925 and 1926 
respectively. The new_station was built with 
capital supplied by the Corporation, the Colonial 
Development and Welfare Fund, the Cotton 
Industry War Memorial Trust, the Raw Cotton 
Commission and the Uganda Government. The 
African cotton-growing Colonies and the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan contribute to the cost of the 
research work. 


In addition to this station the Corporation also 
maintains staff who work on cotton growing 
problems on Government stations in the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan, Kenya, Tanganyika, Nyasaland, 
Nigeria and the West Indies.

The College was established in 1921, as the 
outcome of recommendations made in the 
Report of the Tropical Agricultural College 
Committee appointed by Viscount Milner in 1919. 
It was incorporated by Royal Charter in 1926. 
The object of the College is to promote the study of 
tropical agriculture in suitable surroundings and 
to create a body of British expert agriculturists 
well versed in the knowledge of soil management, 
crop and animal husbandry in the tropics, and 
of scientists possessing an intimate knowledge of 
the application of the natural sciences to tropical 
agriculture in all its branches, and to conduct 
research. Much of the research is financed by 
Special Research Schemes, under the Colonial 
Development and Welfare Act (Bananas, Cocoa, 
Soils, Sugar). The college buildings are at 
St. Augustine, near St. Joseph, Trinidad, on land 
granted to the college by the Government of 
Trinidad and Tobago. The funds of the college 
are derived from contributions from colonies 
and industries participating in the movement, and 
an imperial grant. 


The academic year extends from Ist October 
to 30th June. The following courses and facilities 
for study are available :— 


1. Post-Graduate Courses.—Open to holders 
of a degree or diploma of any British univer- 
sity, university collegé or other academic 
institution speciically approved by the Govern- 
ing Body of the Imperial College of Tropical 
Agriculture. Special facilities are available for 
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such graduates to extend their knowledge of, 
or undertake investigations into, subjects 
pertaining to tropical agriculture. 


2. Special Courses.—Open to officers of 
agricultural departments in the tropics, or similar 
institutions. Details are arranged on applica- 
tion. 


3. A Three-Year Diploma Course, primarily 
intended to give instruction in West Indian 
agriculture. Admission to it, therefore, is, 
save in exceptional circumstances, limited to 
students from the Caribbean area. As qualifica- 
tion for admission to this course the matricula- 
tion of any university within the British Empire 
or its recognized equivalent will be accepted. 


4. A Three-Year Course in Sugar Technology. 
The tuition fees are as follows :— 


(a) Post-Graduate. Course £75 per academic 
year, or in the case of a student from a 
foreign country £125. 


(6) Special Course £75 per academic year ; 
students from contributing Colonies £15 ; 
foreign students £125. 


(c) Diploma Course £50 per academic year ; 
foreign students £100. 


(d) Sugar Course. Fees as for Diploma Course.

The Institute was founded in 1924 as a result of 
a resolution of the British Empire Forestry 
Conference held in Canada in 1923. It is now 
merged with the University Department of 
Forestry, financed jointly by the University, the 
Colonial Office, Colonial Governments and _ the 
Forestry Commission, with smaller contributions 
from several of the Dominions. It provides 
undergraduate and post-graduate training, the 
latter particularly for forest officers of the 
Commonwealth ; undertakes the structural 
examination and the identification of timbers and 
the identification of trees; and carries out 
research on biological and econoniic problems 
bearing on forestry.

The Imperial Institute was erected at South 
Kensington as the National Memorial of the 
Jubilee of Queen Victoria, by whom it was 
opened in May, 189 


The original objects were to promote the 
utilization of the commercial and industrial 
resources of the Commonwealth by the chemical 
and technical investigation of raw materials and 
the supply of information relating to such materials 
and their production ; to maintain a comprehen- 
sive exhibition illustrating the life, scenery and 
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interests of all the countries of the Common- 
wealth overseas ; and to spread a knowledge of 
the life and work of the peoples of the Common- 
wealth amongst the people of the United Kingdom 
and especially the children. 


In 1899 the Institute was in financial difficulties 
and H.M. Government took over the building and 
assigned a great part of it to the University of 
London. In 1902 the management was trans- 
ferred to the Board of Trade, and in 1907 to the 
Colonial Office. In 1923 there was a Committee 
of Enquiry, the result of which was the Imperial 
Institute Act of 1925, which again transferred 
control, this time to the Department of Overseas 
Trade. In 1949 the scientific side of the Institute’s 
work was taken over by the Colonial Office, 
though it still carried on in the building, and the 
functions of the Institute became purely educa- 
tional. In the same year, by Order in Council, its 
control was again transferred, this time to the 
Minister of Education. In 1950 another Com- 
mittee of Enquiry was set up under Lord 
Tweedsmuir. It reported in 1952 and made far- 
reaching recommendations for the organization 
and expansion of the Institute ‘‘ to serve as a 
Commonwealth forum and further mutual 
understanding amongst the members of the 
Commonwealth countries by providing facilities 
for the presentation and exchange of ideas and 
information”. In July, 1953, the Board of 
Governors was reconstituted by Order in Council 
under an independent Chairman, the Rt. Hon. 
Viscount Hudson, C.H., with a mandate to con- 
sider the Tweedsmuir Report and to advise the 
Minister on the future development of the 
Institute. 


The educational activities of the Institute are 
concentrated mainly on spreading knowledge of 
the Commonwealth through the Government and 

ant-aided schools. Conducted school parties 
orm a large proportion of the public visiting the 
Exhibition Galleries at the Institute, lectures are 
given in schools throughout the country, and other 
services provided include film-strips, slides, publi- 
cations and visual aids of all kinds as well as the 
distribution of thousands of handling samples of 
Commonwealth products. Free showings of 
Commonwealth films are given daily. In all its 
educational work the Institute co-operates closely 
with the Local Education Authorities. 


Early in 1953 a vigorous expansion of Gallery 
exhibitions was undertaken and a start was made 
with changing the emphasis from products to 
people. Educational work among the adult 
public was developed by means of lectures and 
special exhibitions and entertainments by Com- 
monwealth artists. 


The Galleries are open every day to the public, 
admission free (Monday-Friday, 10 a.m.— 
4.30 p.m., Saturday 10 am.— 5 p.m., Sunday 
2.3 p.m.). Guide lecturers, specially qualified 
for working with children of school age, are 
available. 


Cinema performances are given on Monday-— 
Friday at 12.30 p.m., 1.15 p.m. and 3 p.m. ; on 
Saturday at 3 p.m. and 4 p.m. ; and on Sunday at 
3 p.m., 4 p.m. and 5 p.m. Special exhibitions, 
mostly of Commonwealth origin or interest, are 
held in the Exhibition Pavilion and in the Art 
Gallery throughout the year. The Commonwealth 
Lounge is available for the use of Commonwealth 
students from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. on week days, and 
In the evenings for meetings and social functions 
organized by societies concerned with Common- 
wealth students.

The School was founded in 1898 by the late 
Sir Alfred Jones, K.C.M.G., a prominent Liver- 
pool shipowner. Its objects are to train medical 
practitioners proceeding to the tropics, to conduct 
original researches into tropical disease, and to 
deal with clinical tropical medicine. 


Courses of instruction for the Diploma in 
Tropical Medicine and Hygiene (D.T.M. & H.) of 
the University of ape gee are held twice yearly 
during the autumn and lent terms. Each course 
lasts approximately three months and comprises 
lectures and demonstrations on tropical medicine 
and pathology, bacteriology, parasitology, ento- 
mology, tropical hygiene, practical sanitation, 
applied entomology, sanitary engineering, vital 
statistics and epidemiology. The Milne medal 
in tropical medicine and the Warrington Yorke 
medal in tropical hygiene are awarded on the 
results of the examination for this diploma. 
Medical practitioners of any nationality holding 
qualifications registrable in the United Kingdom, 
or otherwise acceptable to the University of 
Liverpool, are admitted to the courses of instruc- 
tion and examination for the D.T.M. & H. 
Instruction is also given in public health, ento- 
mology and parasitology to students taking the 
Diploma in Public Health (Liverpool), and in 
veterinary entomology and parasitology to 
undergraduate students working for the 
M.R.C.V.S. diploma and the B.V.Sc. degree. 
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Facilities are available to those wishing to 
carry out research. Clinical facilities are available 
in the Sir Alfred Jones Ward at the Liverpool 
Royal Infirmary and in the Tropical Diseases 
Centre, Sefton General Hospital.

The Institute was founded in 1926, under the 
chairmanship of the late Lord Lugard, for the 
purpose of providing an international centre for 
the promotion of research and the dissemination of 
information relating to the cultures, languages and 
social institutions of African peoples. 


With the assistance of grants from the Rocke- 
feller and other foundations, the Institute has 
carried out extensive researches, more particularly 
into problems arising from the impact of western 
civilizations on African societies. It has under- 
taken investigations at the request and with the 
support of the British Colonial Office and the 
governments of the British African territories. 
Financial support for research projects has also 
been received from the French and Belgian 
Governments, from the Carnegie Corporation of 
New York, from the Ford Foundation and from 
U.N.E.S.C.O. The Institute publishes mono- 
graphs on African anthropology and linguistics as 
well as a series of short memoranda on related 
topics and a quarterly journal Africa which 
contains a comprehensive bibliography. With the 
assistance of a grant from U.N.E.S.C.O., it pub- 
lishes a quarterly review of Abstracts of current 
periodical literature concerned with African 
studies.

The School was opened in 1929 as a post- 
graduate medical School of the University of 
London. In its constitution it represents the 
union of the London School of Tropical Medicine, 
which had been actively engaged in teaching and 
research since 1899, with the University teaching 
departments for the Diploma in Public Health. 
In 1934 the Ross Institute of Tropical Hygiene, 
which had been founded in 1926 in honour of 
Sir Ronald Ross, was incorporated with the School. 


The School’s Charter of Incorporation was 
secured in 1924 and supplemental charters were 
granted in 1931, 1934 and 1947. 


COURSES 


The course for the University of London 
Academic Postgraduate Certificate and Diploma in 
Public Health is designed primarily for qualified 
medical practitioners who intend to enter the 
public health service in Great Britain. The course 
commences at approximately the beginning of 
October each year and lasts for nine months, the 
preliminary Certificate course extending over the 
first three months. 


The course for the University of London’s 
Academic Postgraduate Diploma in Bacteriology 
provides advanced instruction for graduates in 
medicine, science (including veterinary science) 
and pharmacy who intend to follow a career in 
bacteriology. The course commences at approxi- 
mately the beginning of October each year and 
lasts for nine months. 


The course for the Conjoint Board’s Diploma in 
Tropical Medicine and Hygiene, a continuous one 
of five months’ duration, is open to qualified 
medical practitioners and is held twice a year 
commencing at approximately the beginning of 
October and the beginning of March. 


The course of study for the University of Lon- 
don’s Academic Postgraduate Certificate and 
Diploma in Tropical Medicine and Hygiene is 
designed to give advanced training in tropical 
medicine. There is a preliminary course of not less 
than four months which commences at approxi- 
mately the beginning of October each year. There 
is a final course of not less than four months which 
consists of advanced study in one of three fields— 
Medical Biology (Parasitology and Entomology), 
Clinical Tropical Medicine, or Tropical Hygiene. 


A ten-weeks course in Environmental Control is 
held twice in each academic year ; commencing 
on the first Monday in March and on the second 
Monday in September. Although intended 
primarily for health inspectors from abroad, the 
course is so planned as to be of value to medical 
officers and others interested in the health aspects 
of eo eamental control both at home and 
abroad.

The Unit was established in 1952, as a joint 
undertaking of the London School of Hygiene and 
Tropical Medicine and the Colonial Office, and is 
financed in part by Colonial Development and 
Welfare funds. The main functions of the Unit 
are (i) to study and exchange information on 
Colonial nutrition and food technology ; (ii) to 
provide advice and assistance in field work and 
investigations ; and (iii) to assist in arrangements 
for training colonial personnel in nutrition work. 
Contact between the Unit and the Colonial 
Territories for the exchange of technical informa- 
tion is maintained by the appointment of Nutrition 
Liaison Officers for each territory. 


The Unit is administered by the London School

Under the provisions of the Overseas Resources 
Development Act, 1948, as amended by the Act 
of 1951, the Corporation is charged with the duty 
of securing the investigation, formulation and 
carrying out of projects for production or process- 
ing in Colonial Territories in East Africa of 
foodstuffs or agricultural products other than 
foodstuffs and for the marketing of foodstuffs or 
such products. Under the provisions of the latter 
Act, responsibility for the Corporation was 
transferred from the Minister of Food to the 
eh! of State for the Colonies as from the Ist 
April, 1951. 

The Overseas Resources Development Act, 
1954, will result in due course in the transfer of 
the Overseas Food Corporation undertaking, as a 
going concern, to the Tanganyika Agricultural 
Corporation, a new statutory corporation set up 
for the purpose by the Tanganyika Government.

The Society was founded in 1901 in memory of 
Mary Kingsley and has the following objects :— 
To foster and encourage interest in Africa, 
particularly in Territories within the Common- 
wealth ; to form a link between those who are, 
or have been, concerned with Africa and to 
maintain in the United Kingdom a centre for the 
study of African affairs. 


The Society seeks to further these objects by 
the periodical publication of a journal, by 
lectures, meetings and social functions and by 
providing access to a reference Library and 
reading room.

Kew as a scientific establishment dates from 
1759, and a close connexion with the Colonial 
Office has existed since 1841. A scheme for a 
complete series of colonial floras was sanctioned 
in 1856, and has been steadily prosecuted. Kew 
is now primarily a research institution for the 
identification of plants. For this purpose it 
Maintains the world’s largest and most important 
herbarium supplemented by living collections of 
over 40,000 species and an exceptionally fine 
library. Special attention is given to the prepara- 
tion of gardeners for service in the Commonwealth. 


Relations with the botanical institutions of the 
self-governing Dominions are maintained by 
semi-official correspondence. With those of 
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colonies under the control of the Colonial Office 
the connexion is closer. In 1902 the Director was 
given the title of ‘* Botanical Adviser to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies.” 


With a view to furthering the co-operation 
between Kew and the botanical and agricultural 
departments of the Dominions and Colonies, 
the Empire Marketing Board in 1927 made 
possible the employment of an Economic Botanist 
at Kew, who was to be available either to visit the 
Dominions and Colonies from time to time or to 
set free an officer of the Kew staff to undertake 
overseas missions, including visits by botanical 
collectors to various parts of the world to study 
and bring home plants of economic importance 
for cultivation at Kew and distribution to the 
Dominions and Colonies. The post of Economic 
Botanist is now part of the regular establishment 
of the Museum Staff. 


To facilitate the exchange of plant material to 
various parts of the Commonwealth a quarantine 
house has been established.

The Society, which was originally called the 
Royal Colonial Institute, was founded in 1868 as 
a non-sectarian and non-party organization to 
promote the unity and welfare of the Empire by 
all means in its power, and received its Royal 
Charter of Incorporation in 1882. Its world-wide 
membership, now over 29,000, consists of Fellows 
and Associates and a Junior Section of Com- 
panions, young people under the age of twenty- 
five years. The headquarters building in North- 
umberland Avenue, which serves as the central 
meeting place for members and their friends and 
from which the Society’s varied activities radiate, 
was erected in 1936 to the design of Sir Herbert 
Baker, R.A., and is an Empire building in a very 
special sense in that its principal rooms were 
embellished with choice timbers from the Dom- 
inions and the Colonies. Most of this beautiful 
woodwork was destroyed by enemy action in 
1941 but is gradually being replaced by the 
generosity of previous donors. 


The Royal Empire Society is primarily a 
learned society. Its unique possession is the 
Empire Library at headquarters containing over 
250,000 books and pamphlets—many of the latter 
are of exceptional interest—as well as full sets 
of the transactions of many learned societies and 
of the Gazettes and other official publications of 
Commonwealth and Empire Governments. The 
Newspaper Room contains a full selection of 
current Commonwealth and Empire newspapers, 
journals, etc. The Library also issues biblio- 
graphies of the literature on Empire subjects and 
handles a large correspondence with students 
and others who seek guidance in research work. 


An Information Bureau provides up-to-date 
information on conditions and _ emigration 
prospects overseas, particularly in the Colonial 
Empire.

ADEN COLONY 


Area 

Aden Colony is situated about 100 miles east 
of the Straits of Bab el Mandeb on the south 
coast of Arabia. The area is 75 square miles 
(exclusive of Perim and the Kuria Muria Islands).

In 1954 the population, excluding military 
personnel and construction workers at the new 
refinery, was estimated at 150,000.

Geographical Features 


The Colony consists of two extinct volcanic 
craters forming rocky peninsulas, joined by a 
flat sandy foreshore, comprising :— 


(a) The peninsula on which are situated the 
main town known as Crater, the wharf and 
shipyard area of Maala, the modern harbour 
suburb known as Tawahi, adjacent to which 
is an area leased to the Air Ministry for R.A.F. 
and military purposes and known collectively 
as Steamer Point. 


(6) The isthmus known as Khormaksar 
where a large R.A.F. station is situated. 


(c) The strip of mainland between the two 
peninsulas which encloses the modern harbour 
and contains the township of Sheikh Othman 
and the villages of Hiswa and Imad. 


(d) The Little Aden peninsula where a modern 
refinery is being constructed by the Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Company Limited and where the 
two fishing villages of Bureika and Fukum lie. 


The Island of Perim, and the Kuria Muria 
Islands off the Dhufar Coast of Oman, also 
form part of the Colony. 


Climate 


The climate is not unhealthy, though the heat 
and humidity are trying between April and October. 
During the north-east monsoon, that is, between 
the latter part of October and April, the climate 
is generally cool and pleasant. The rainfall is 
extremely scanty and in some years non-existent, 
but as much as eight inches have been known to 
fall in a year.

History 


The plundering of an Indian ship on the coast 
near Aden led to the capture of Aden by a 
successful expedition sent from Bombay by the 
East India Company in 1839 under Major Bailey 
and Captain Haines of the Indian Navy. 


The need to establish coaling stations on trade 
routes because of the replacement of sailing 
ships by steamers was one of the reasons which 
led to the occupation of Aden by the British. 
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Little Aden was obtained by purchase in 1868. 
The coastal strip between the two peninsulas 
was secured by purchase in 1882 and 1888. 


Perim Island was first occupied by the French 
in 1738. In 1799 the British took formal possession 
but evacuated the Island the same year. It was 
later re-occupied by the British in January 1857. 


Under the provisions of the Government of 
India Act, 1935, and the Aden Colony Order, 
1936, the Chief Commissioner’s Province of 
Aden ceased to be a part of British India and 
was constituted as a Colony of Aden from Ist 
April, 1937. 


Constitution 


The Executive Council of the Colony consists 
of the officers lawfully discharging the functions 
of Chief Secretary, Attorney-General and Financial 
Secretary and such other persons as may from 
time to time be appointed by Her Majesty or as 
the Governor may appoint in pursuance of 
instructions from Her Majesty or as the Governor 
may provisionally appoint in the manner provided 
in the Royal Instructions. Under the provisions of 
the Aden Colony (Amendment) Order, 1944, which 
was brought into force from the 24th October, 
1946, a Legislative Council was constituted for 
the Colony of Aden. It consists of the Governor 
as President, four ex officio members, no more 
than four official members and no more than 
eight unofficial members. 


Land Policy 


Under the Crown Lands Ordinance, 1945, the 
Governor is empowered to lease or otherwise 
alienate in Her Majesty’s behalf any Crown Land 
for building, agricultural or any other purpose, 
on any terms and conditions, as he may think fit. 


Taxation 


Aden is a free port and there is no general 
Customs tariff, but taxes are levied on alcoholic 
liquor, tobacco and motor spirit. The Income 
Tax Ordinance provides for the payment of a 
graduated income tax by individuals ranging from 
4 per cent. to 75 per cent. on chargeable income. 
Companies pay at a rate of 374 per cent.

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Development Plans 


Aden Colony has been granted an allocation of 
£300,000 under the Colonial Development and 
Welfare Act of 1945 as a contribution towards a 
ten-year development plan. In 1954 it was estt- 
mated that the amount needed to complete the 
programme was £6,485,232. The programme 
is being financed through a Development 
Fund, which derives its revenue from allocations 
from surplus balances, Colonial Development and 
Welfare grants, and loans floated in London and 
partially allocated locally. The programme

A further sum of £4,000,000 is being spent on 
rg eo Works in connexion with the development 
of Little Aden where the new oil refinery has been 
sited. The sum of £4,000,000 is being financed by 
a loan from Her Majesty’s Government and will 
be repaid over a period of 30 years. 


Education in Aden Colony is under the control 
of a Director, who also advises in both the Eastern 
and Western Protectorates. In 1954 there were 
in the Colony some 3,820 pupils (2,720 boys 
and 1,100 girls) in Government schools, some 2,650 
(1,750 boys and 900 girls) in grant-aided schools, 
and some 1,500 (1,300 boys and 200 girls) in 
recognized private schools. In addition there 
are numerous unrecognized groups of children 
attending Koranic schools. The educational 
system consists of four years of primary, three 
years of intermediate and four years of secondary 
schooling. Secondary education is almost 
entirely in the hands of Government, which has 
provided two fine colleges for this purpose— 
Aden College, which prepares boys for the examin- 
tions of the London University General Certificate 
of Education and the Technical College where 
courses in carpentry and joinery, machine-shop 
engineering, and automobile engineering are given, 
leading to the City and Guilds examinations. 
Aden College also provides a one-year teacher- 
training course for men. Girls’ education, at 
the Girls’ Intermediate School, is taken as far 
as the mtermediate stage and, for selected girls, 
is ones by a two-year course of training for 
teachers. 


An evening institute offering courses in various 
technical subjects is also run at the Technical 
College and adult evening classes in academic 
subjects are also provided by the Education 
Department. 


There are at present 15 men and women on 
scholarships in the United Kingdom. 


The expenditure on Colony education has risen 
from £6,600 in 1936 to £129,403 in 1953-54. During 
this period some £300,000 has been spent on 
capital works. 


Libraries 

Amenities for the teaching profession include a 
club with a library of over 2,000 volumes. The 
Lake Library is now administered by the 
Municipality. There are also well stocked libraries 
at both the Colleges. 
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Health 


The principal diseases in Aden are those of the 
gastro-intestinal system, pneumonia, broncho- 
pneumonia and tuberculosis. Preventive measures 
against flies and mosquitoes have been very 
successful.

Communications 


A Civil Airport has been_constructed within 
the limits of the Royal Air Force Aerodrome at 
Khormaksar. Regular and reliable services are 
available to all the surrounding territories and 
to the Protectorate. There are regular air services 
between Aden and the United Kingdom. 


The Colony has a total of 76°47 miles of roads, 
of which 57° 80 are bituminous macadam surfaced. 
There are no railways. 


The vessels of the principal steamship companies 
call regularly at Aden and the number of vessels, 
exclusive of country craft, which entered the Port 
of Aden during 1953 was 4,645 with a tonnage of 
19,746,754. The number of country craft which 
entered the Port during the same period was 
1,676 with an aggregate tonnage of 128,543. 
There are 16 first-class berths, including nine oil 
berths suitable for large vessels ; four second-class 
berths, including two oil berths suitable for vessels 
of medium size; six third-class berths suitable 
for small vessels. The oil berths are connected to 
the land installation by submarine pipeline ; 
all berths are available for the supply of bunker 
coal and general purposes. The approach 
channel and the major portion of the mooring 
basin is dredged to 36 feet. 


Broadcasting 


Aden Broadcasting Service was inaugurated in 
August, 1954 and transmits daily in Arabic from 
15.45 hours GMT to 17.30 hours GMT simul- 
taneously on short wave 49.6 metres and medium 
wave 292 metres. 


Principal Occupations 


Of the estimated labour force approximately 
4,500 are engaged in Port activities such as 
bunkering, handling and transhipment of cargo, 
ship repairing and dhow building and the duties 
perlouied by pilots, crews of harbour vessels, 
ight keepers and so forth. The cleaning, sorting 
and packing for re-export of hides, skins, coffee, 
incense and gums is one of the Colony’s oldest but 
diminishing trades in which only some 400 workers 
are now employed. On the other hand the retail 
and catering trades are expanding and jointly 

rovide work for more than 2,000 workers. 
actories employ some 4,000 workers. 
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Main Products 


There is no agriculture in the Colony and the 
only local product is salt. This industry employs 
some 1,250 workers. Production in 1953 was 
240,423 tons. 


There is a primitive inshore fishing industry. 
The catch is mostly pelagic fish; it is sold 
both to the fresh market and to the salt fish 
exporters. 


The factories in the Colony refine oil, produce 
soap, aluminium domestic utensils, building 
materials, cigarettes, mineral waters, ice, etc., and 
dye and print cloth. These, and small producers of 
cloth by handloom, supply the local demand and 
provide for export to adjoining territories.

Apart from the export of salt, the bulk of the 
trade of Aden falls into two main classes, namely, 
entrepot and transhipment. The raw produce 
of neighbouring countries is transhipped at Aden 
to consuming countries in the vicinity. The 
salient features of the import trade are repeated in 
the export figures, as the bulk of imports are 
re-exported or sold in Aden for consumption 
outside. The principal business is in skins, 
hides, coffee, cotton piece-goods, cotton yarns, 
dates, grain, pulse and flour, sugar, tea, spices, 
oils, tobacco, gums, shells and salt. 


Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 


There are no marketing and co-operative 
organizations in the Colony but the recently 
created Co-operative and Marketing Department 
will supervise the marketing of produce, in the 
interests of both the producer and the consumer, 
and establish producer co-operatives.

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Geographical Features 


The Aden Protectorate is bounded on the east 
by the Sultanate of Muscat and Oman, on the 
north and west by the Ruba’ al Khali (or Empty 
Quarter) and the Kingdom of the Yemen, and on 
a south by the Gulf of Aden and the Indian 

cean. 


The Western Aden Protectorate is divided 
into (a) the littoral belt which varies between 
4 and 40 miles in depth ; (6) the maritime ranges, 
about 1,000-2,000 feet above sea level; (c) the 
intramontane plains, over 3,000 feet high ; and 
(d) the highland plateau ranging from 5,000 to 
8,000 feet high and which falls away into the 
Empty Quarter with a mean altitude of 2,500 feet. 
The country between the littoral belt on the one 
hand and the inéramontane plains and the 
plateau on the other is a tangle of mountains, 
ravines and valleys. 


The Eastern Aden Protectorate also has a 
littoral belt, which is backed by a rock plateau 
rising to a height of 6,000 feet and continuing 
inland for about 100 miles, where it breaks 
up into a system of wadis, some fertile, leading 
into the main Wadi Hadhramaut. Beyond, to 
the north, are the sands of the Empty Quarter. 


Climate 


The altitude, which ranges from sea _ level 
up to 8,000 feet, is responsible for considerable 
variations in temperature, humidity and rainfall. 
On the coastal Bares torrid tropical conditions of 
great heat and humidity exist in the summer 
months. During the same period in the mid- 
altitude zones it is hot but less humid, while at the 
highest altitudes the climate is warm and temperate 
but can in the winter be extremely cold. The 
whole area falls within the influence of the north- 
east and south-west monsoons. Rainfall in the 
coastal areas averages approximately two inches 
a year ; in the most favoured areas of the Western 
Aden _ Protectorate 2s por it may average 
ten inches. In general, rainfall decreases from 
west to east until, in the north-east section, 
conditions of extreme aridity are encountered. 


Mukeiras, a hill station on the Audhali plateau 
at 7,200 feet, is being developed as a summer 
Nee for people seeking a respite from the heat of 

en. 


Towns 


There are no large towns in the Western Aden 
Protectorate but in the Eastern Protectorate 
Mukalla, the sea port, is of some size. 


History 


For a time in the eighteenth century, the 
Western Aden Protectorate formed part of the 
domain of the Imam of Sana’a in the Yemen and 
several of the rulers of the tribal districts were the 
Imam’s “* wakils ”” or governors until his power 
declined and they declared their independence. 


After the occupation of Aden by the British in 
1839, some of the neighbouring chiefs entered into 
protective treaty relations with Her Majesty’s 
Government. Others followed suit as time went 
on ie last to do so being the Audhali Sultan in 


In July 1915, during the first World War, the 
Turks, who had conquered the Yemen in the 
course of the previous century, occupied the 
Abdali, Haushabi and Amiri districts of the 
Protectorate until the Armistice of 1918. 
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In 1934 a Treaty of Friendship was signed 
between Her Majesty’s Government and the 
Kingdom of the Yemen. There was an Exchange 
of Notes in 1950 when it was agreed to establish 
reciprocal diplomatic missions and to set up a 
Frontier Commission. 


In 1944 and 1945 five Western Aden Protectorate 
chiefs (the Fadhli, the Lower Aulaqi and the Lower 
Yafa’i Sultans, the Sharif of Beihan and the Amir 
of Dhala) entered into closer relations with His 
Majesty’s Government by new treaties in which 
they agreed, inter alia, to abide by the advice of 
the Governor of Aden in the improvement of their 
administrations. Similar treaties were signed by 
the Upper Aulaqi Sheikh and the Audhali Sultan 
in 1952, and by the Sheikh of Shu’eib in 1954. 
In 1952 the newly elected Sultan of Lahej accepted 
a political officer as adviser. * 


The most important aspect of recent history 
in the Eastern Aden Protectorate has been the 
decline of the traditional power of the Kathiri 
Sultans and the rise of the Qu’aiti—a new Yafa’i 
dynasty which gained power and wealth from 
military and other services rendered by its members 
abroad to the Nizam of Hyderabad. The Qu’aiti 
rulers first entered into a treaty with Her Majesty’s 
Government in 1882. This was strengthened in 
1888 by the conclusion of a Protectorate treaty 
in the common form of the treaties with other 
Protectorate chiefs. In 1918 the Kathiri Sultan 
made an agreement with the Qu’aiti Sultan 
acknowledging this treaty as binding on them 
also. In 1937 and 1939 respectively the Qu’aiti 
and Kathiri Sultans signed treaties undertaking 
to accept the advice of a British resident adviser 
in all matters except those concerning 
Mohammedan religion and custom. The Wahidi 
Sultan of Balhaf signed an Advisory Treaty in 
1949, and a similar treaty was signed by the Sultan 
of Qishn and Socotra in 1954. 


Administration 


Her Majesty’s Government does not administer 
the Protectorate directly but the British Advisory 
Staff advise the local rulers on the administration 
of their areas. 


In the Western Aden Protectorate the States 
nominate their own heads, who have subsequently 
to be recognized by the Governor of Aden. Not 
all the heads of States and tribal chiefs have com- 
plete control over their subjects but, since 
1943, the authority of some of them has been 
greatly increased by the introduction of simple 
administrative machinery and in several States 
an efficient administration is now functioning. 
There are now State Councils in Lower Yafai, 
Amiri, Lower Aulaqi, Shu’eibi, Fadhli, Dathina, 
Beihan and Upper Aulaqi and there is a Legislative 
Council in Lahej. For internal security some of 
the States have tribal guards (some partly paid 
for by Her Majesty’s Government as a temporary 
measure) under the joint control of the Adviser and 
British Agent and the heads of States. In 1937 the 
Aden Government raised a force known as the 
Government Guards for police duties in the 
Western Aden Protectorate. They are stationed 
inland in fixed posts and are paid for and con- 
trolled entirely by Her Majesty’s Government. 


In the Eastern Aden Protectorate the psc 
States are the Qu’aiti and Kathiri which are 
administered by their Sultans as constitutional 
rulers and have State Councils. The Wahidi 
States of Balhaf and Bir Ali have adopted simple 
administrations under the supervision of the 
Resident Adviser and British Agent, Eastern 
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Aden Protectorate. The island of Socotra is 
linked administratively with the mainland territory 
of Qishn under the Sultan of Qislin and Socotra. 


Land Policy 


Land ownership is subject to tribal law and 
Mohammedan law. Except for a fractional area, 
land is held by the indigenous inhabitants. The 
local State Governments are, in some cases, 
important owners of land. Land is held in 
absolute ownership and in trusts (waqfs). Land 
settlement is in progress in the Abyan area. 


Taxation 


The bulk of revenue collected by the Protectorate 
States comes from indirect taxes in the shape of 
Customs, excise and licence dues ; in addition 
tithes are collected on agricultural products.

Development Plans 


The Aden Protectorate received an allocation 
of £500,000 under the Colonial Development and 
Welfare Act of 1945 as a contribution towards 
various schemes. 


The main development scheme, that in Abyan 
initiated in 1947, aims to achieve a better use of 
land and water resources, and has developed at a 
satisfactory rate in all fields where adequate 
staff, machinery and materials could be mustered. 
The scheme is administered by the Abyan Board 
which contains State and Government representa- 
tives and which works in partnership with 
landowners and owner-occupiers or tenant 
farmers. Cotton is grown as a main crop and 
marketed by the Board. An area of approxi- 
mately 50,000 acres is now controlled for 
irrigation farming out of an estimated gross 
area of 120,000 acres. 


Other Development 

The Qu’aiti State has three development 
schemes for the coastal, central and wadi areas 
covering a total allocation of £139,000, to 
encourage and develop local industries, mostly 
agriculture. Similarly the Kathiri State has 
£23,500 allocated for agricultural development. 


Education in the States varies greatly in 
development, the Qu’aiti State being at present 
the most advanced. It has a school of six post- 
primary standards at Gheil Ba-Wazir. At Lahej in 
the Abdali State there is an Intermediate School, 
following the Egyptian syllabus, and a second 
intermediate school at Zinjibar in the Fadhli State 
serves the Western Protectorate. There are about 
400 boys at these schools. Below this level there 
are 76 primary (or lower than primary) schools 
with a total of some 5,000 boys. This does not 
include small Koranic schools which are found 
in many places, nor the private schools of strongly 
religious bias, of which there are more than 20 
in the Wadi Hadhramaut alone. 

Girls’ education is of fairly recent development. 
There are now five schools following the primary 
syllabus—two at Mukalla, one at Seiyun, one at 
Zinjibar and one at Shuqra—with a total of about 
290 girls. In addition there are ten girls’ schools 
and one mixed school of a lower level with about 
700 girls. Most of these are in the Eastern 
Protectorate. 

Thirty students are on scholarships abroad, 7 in 
the Sudan, 14 in Egypt, 4 in Syria, and 5 in Iraq. 

Recurrent expenditure on education has risen 
from £22,000 in 1947 to nearly £66,000 in 1954 
(£14,700 from Her Majesty’s Government). 


Health 
A Health Adviser, Aden Protectorate, first 


appointed in 1951, is based on Mukalla and is}. 


responsible for the health services in both Pro- 
tectorates. Organized State health services exist 
in the West in Fadhli and Lower Yafai (which 
share in a combined service with the Abyan 
Board) and in Lahej. The Qu’aiti and Kathiri 
States in the Eastern Protectorate have their own 
health services. Elsewhere States contribute in a 
varying degree towards services provided by Her 
Majesty’s Government. An Assistant Health 
Adviser in each Protectorate is the local adminis- 
trative and field executive for the areas which as 


yet have no developed services of their own, and! F: 
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assists the Health Adviser in all his functions. 
There are 57 rural health units in charge of Health 
Assistants, with some _ sub-professional staff 
trained in simple curative and preventive practices. 
There are ten mobile doctor’s units. In the West 
at Makhyan (Abyan) and in the East at Mukalla 
there are base hospitals with associated training 
centres. 


Communications 


A regular air service by Aden Airways is 
maintained throughout the year between Aden 
and Mukeiras, and Aden,. Riyan (18 miles from 
Mukalla) Al Qatn and Al Ghuraf in the Wadi 
Hadhramaut. 


There are no railways in the Aden Protectorate. 
Increasing use is being made of motor vehicles. 
These are for the most part driven along sandy 
beaches, dry river beds or across open desert, but 
several natural roads have been improved to take 
motor traffic and in a few cases new roads have 
been cut through difficult country. Roads are 
extremely rough and surfaces are infrequently 
repaired. Routes for new and improved roads are 
being surveyed. 

A coastal road in the Eastern Aden Protectorate 
runs from Reidat al Abdal Wadud in the east 
through Shibr, Mukalla, Bir Ali and Balhaf to 
connect with the Western Protectorate. Roads 
run inland from Shihr and Mukalla to the Wadi 
Hadhramaut and from near Balhaf to Azzan and 
Habban. The desert between the Wadi 
Hadhramaut and Beihan is also traversed by 
motors. Where these cannot yet penetrate the 
trafficis carried on camel caravans, which still travel 
to Aden from the Western Aden Protectorate and 
to Mukalla and Shihr from other parts of the East- 
ern Aden Protectorate in large numbers. Donkeys 
are also employed for both passengers and goods. 


Sea communications along the coast of the 
Protectorate are mainly by dhows, some of which 
have auxiliary engines. Small powered craft and 
coastal steamers make occasional and irregular 
visits to Mukalla and Shihr from Aden. 


Principal Occupations 

Agriculture employs about 90 per cent. of the 
population ; other occupations are fishing, dyeing, 
weaving, and preparation of hides and skins. 
Main Crops and Products 


The main crops are sorghum, millet, bulrush 
millet, wheat, barley, sesame, cotton (long staple), 
dates, Hamami tobacco.

The annual catch of wet fish has been estimated 
at 50,000 tons for a good season. At least 75 per 
cent. of this is taken in the Eastern Aden Pro- 
tectorate. Most of the fish is cured for consump- 
tion anand and for export to East Africa and the 
ar East. 
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External Trade 

The principal imports are grain, flour, rice, 
dates, sugar, sesame oil, tea, kerosene, spice, 
cloth, cotton piece-goods, tobacco, cigarettes, 
soap, glassware. 


The principal exports are cotton, coffee, skins 
and hides, lime, Hamami tobacco, cattle, ghee, 
sheep, goats, fish. 


The great bulk of trade with the Western Aden 
Protectorate goes by land from the town of Aden, 
and that with the Eastern Aden Protectorate goes 
by sea to the port of Mukalla. No reliable figures 
are available. 


Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 

Three Farmers’ Associations have been estab- 
lished in the Western Aden Protectorate, and a 
Date Farmers’ Association has been started in 
the Kathiri State. 


KAMARAN ISLAND 


The island of Kamaran in the Red Sea has been 
in British occupation since 1915. It does not 
form part of either the Colony of Aden or the 
Aden Protectorate, but the Governor of Aden 
is also the Governor of Kamaran under the 
provisions of the Kamaran Order in Council, 1949. 
Prior to that date the island was under the control 
of the Government of India, exercised through the 
Governor of Aden and a local Civil Administrator, 
whose ecclgnaton became Commissioner in 1949. 
Until 1953 a Quarantine Station was run in 
Kamaran for pilgrims on their way to Jedda by 
sea. This has now been closed down. 

Estimated expenditure on the administration of 
Kamaran in 1954-55 was £19,003, of which 
£14,799 was to be contributed by Her Majesty’s 
Government as a grant-in-aid. 

The island has an airport and Aden Airways 
planes land there on scheduled services.

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BAHAMA ISLANDS 


Area, etc. 


The total land area of the Colony is 4,404 square 
miles. It is separated on the west from Florida 
by the Straits of Florida and on the south from 
Cuba by the Old Bahama and Nicholas Channels. 


Population 


The population in 1953 was estimated at 86,659. 
Except for about one-sixth, the inhabitants are of 
the negro race. English is universally spoken. 


Geographical Features 


The Colony consists of an archipelago of about 
700 islands, of which only 20 are inhabited, and 
over 2,000 rocks. The islands are generally long, 
narrow and low-lying and are of aeolian limestone 
formation. The soil, except in small pockets, is 
shallow and overlays hard rock. On the whole, 
it is suitable only for peasant farming. Conditions 
are sub-tropical and both temperate and tropical 
trees grow literally side by side. It is probable 
that at one time all the islands were thickly 
wooded but little forest now remains except on 
Abaco, Andros and Grand Bahama, where there 
are extensive pine forests. 


Climate 


The winter climate is delightful. Frost is 
unknown, the average temperature is 70°, the 
rainfall is slight and cool breezes prevail. In July, 
August and September the heat ranges from 
80° to 90° and though the islands are never 
unhealthy, the change in temperature throughout 
the 24 hours is so small that those who remain in 
the Colony for the whole year may find the long 
summer somewhat enervating. 


The rainfall for the year 1953 amounted to 
53-69 inches compared with 62-70 inches in 1952. 
on ay months are May, June, September and 

ctober. 


Principal Town 


Nassau, the capital, is the chief port and the 
only town of any size. It is situated on the 
island of New Providence, the population of 
which is 46,125. 


History 


San Salvador, one of the islands composing the 
Colony, and identical with Watling’s Island, was 
the first land discovered by Columbus on his 
voyage in 1492. A few years later all the Carib 
inhabitants were transported to work in the Cuba 
mines. It does not appar that the Spaniards had 
settlements on any of the islands of the group 
at any time. In 1649 Parliament, on the petition 
of William Sayle, a former Governor of Bermuda, 


and others, passed “* An Act for the Adventurers | £2 


for the Eleutherian Islands” which constituted 
Sayle and his associates the proprietors of the 
islands. Notwithstanding an earlier Royal Grant 
in 1629 and the Cromwellian Act of 1649, 
Charles IT in 1670 granted the islands to six of the 
Lords Proprietors of Carolina. Before the 1670 


Grant the inhabitants of the islands had organized | deali 


the settlement and instituted a form of govern- 
ment, which included an elective House of 
Assembly, and had selected their Governor. His 
appointment was later confirmed by the Lords 
Proprietors and a regular system of government 
was established includmg a parliament, the lower 

ouse of which was elective, and this was 
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continued with several breaks until the civil and 
military government of the islands was resumed 
by the Crown in 1717. 


The settlement on New Providence was sacked 
by the Spaniards on several occasions between 
1680 and 1684. In 1684 all the inhabitants were 
driven away, and it was not until 1688 that the 
settlement was re-formed by their return, princi- 
pally from Jamaica. By 1703 it had reached some 
importance, when it was practically annihilated 
by the French and Spaniards. However, a year 
or so after this the dispersed. inhabitants returned 
once more. The islands became a regular 
rendezvous for pirates, and this finally determined 
the Crown to resume the civil and military 
government of the place ; since 1717 there has 
been a continuous line of Royal Governors. 
The islands were surrendered to a fleet of the 
American rebels in 1776, and again to the 
Spaniards in 1782, but were re-taken by a British 
force under Colonel Deveaux and British 
possession was confirmed by the Peace of 
Versailles, 1783. After the American Revolution 
a number of loyalists settled throughout the 
Bahamas group and received substantial assistance 
from England, and in 1787 the Lords Proprietors 
surrendered all their proprietary rights to the 
King for the sum of £12,000, which was provided 
by Parliament. 


Constitution and Administration 


The present constitution of the Bahamas is 
similar to those of the North American colonies 
prior to the War of Independence. The govern- 
ment is modelled upon that of England in the 
early days, the Governor representing the 
Sovereign, and the nominated Legislative Council 
and the elected House of Assembly representing 
respectively the Houses of Lords and Commons. 


The constitution, much as it exists to-day, was 
finally settled in 1729, when the Crown assumed 
direct control of the colony. Representative, 
though not responsible, government exists. The 
executive government is in the hands of a 
Governor, appointed by the Crown, who has the 
power of veto, and is advised by an Executive 
Council of not more than nine members. Various 
executive powers and the right to enact certain 
subsidiary legislation are vested by law in the 
Governor in Council. 


The Legislative Council, consisting of nine 
members nominated by the Crown, was created 
as . pererate Council by Royal Letters Patent 
in 2 - 


The House of Assembly is composed of 29 
elected members ; the qualification for members 
is possession of real or personal property to the 
value of £200. The qualification for electors is 
ownership of land to the value of £5 or the 
occupation of houses of annual rental value of 
8s. in New Providence, or half that amount 
in the Out Islands. Women have no vote. The 
normal life of the House is seven years, but it 
may be dissolved at any time by the Governor. 
No forms of local government exist. 


In addition to the usual government depart- 
ments in New Providence there are public boards 
ing with public works, education, health, 
pilotage, agricultural and marine products, oil 
exploration, electrical development, telephones, 
prisons, industrial school, licensing (liquor and 
shops) and libraries, which are epponee annually 
by the Governor, consisting of five members, two 
of whom are required to be members of the House 
of Assembly. 
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In the Out Islands the commissioners administer 
their respective districts ; annual boards of works 
and health under their chairmanship are appointed 
by the Governor. 


Land Policy 

The Status of Aliens Act 1950 empowers an 
alien to acquire and hold property within the 
Colony. 


Taxation 

There is neither income tax nor excise duty. 
The general Customs duty is 20% ad valorem plus 
74% ad valorem emergency tax. Staple foodstuffs 
pay a low specific duty and no emergency tax ; 
spirits and tobacco are taxed at higher rates than 
the general, and gasoline pays a specific duty 
with additional sales tax. Preferential margins 
are designed to implement the Ottawa and 
Anglo-American trade agreements.

The main sources of revenue are Customs dues 
and receipts from fees, Post Office, and public 
utilities. In 1953, 55°3% of the revenue was 
derived from import duties. For the same year 
the main heads of expenditure were :— 


Development Board (11:5%), Public Utilities 
(19°2%), Medical Department (12-8%), Public 
Works (14:7%) and Education (6-1%). 


In December 1953 the authorized Public Debt 
was £981,000 (approximately £11 per head of 
population). 


Currency 

The legal tender currency is British sterling, 
although United States and Canadian currencies 
are also generally accepted in the Colony. 
Currency notes of the denominations of 4s., 10s., 
£1 and £5 are issued by the Bahamas Government 
through the local branch of the Royal .-Bank of 
Canada. A total amount of £1,019,000 of these 
notes was in circulation on 31st December, 1953. 
Accounts are kept in sterling. There are branch 
banks of the Royal Bank of Canada and Barclays 
Bank (D.C. & O.) in Nassau. 


Education 


There is a government system of elementary 
education and attendance is compulsory from 
6 to 14 years of age. In 1951 legislation was 
passed empowering the Board of Education to 
conduct a Teachers’ Training College, continuation 
classes and a circulating library for schools. The 
government elementary schools were made free 
in 1885. Higher education is provided at Queen’s 
College, St. Francis Xavier’s Academy, the 
Government High School, St. Augustine’s Boys 
School and St. John’s College, all in Nassau. 


Of the 180 Primary Schools 102 are Board 
Schools and 28 are grant-aided ; the total of pupils 
is 21,054. There are 973 pupils in the five Second- 
ary Schools ; 414 in the technical school ;_ and 
43 students in the institutions providing higher 
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education. In 1953, 25 students from the Bahamas 
were taking courses in the United Kingdom, 
37 in the United States and 13 in Canada. 


Government expenditure on primary and 
technical education in 1953 was £145,359, com- 
ared with £16,802 in 1935. The latter figure is 
or primary education only as there was at that 
time no Government expenditure on technical 
education. 


Libraries 


There are two Public Libraries in Nassau and 
27 in the Out Islands. The Legislature has voted 
us for the construction of a third Library in 

assau. 


Health 


The medical needs of the Colony in New 
Providence are met by the new Bahamas General 
Hospital and Prospect Hospital (ex-R.A.F.). 
A new Mental Hospital is being built. There is a 
full-time resident staff of eight doctors, Matron 
and 10 Sisters, with 20 local nurses and 76 student 
nurses. The service of the Hospital is furnished 
largely free of charge. There is an Out-Patient 
Department, an Infirmary, Dental, Venereal, 
Ophthalmic and Surgical Clinics, and X-Ray and 
Bacteriological Laboratories. In 1953 in-patients 
numbered 5,179 and there were 17,651 out-patient 
attendances. 


The principal diseases are tuberculosis, venereal 
diseases and malnutrition. Preventive measures 
include a Public Health Department with sanitary 
staff, ante-natal and child welfare clinics. Medical 
services in the Out Islands are maintained by a 
staff of five Medical Officers and 24 Nurses with 
dispensary-clinics. 


Expenditure on Medical and Health Services 
for 1953 was £280,814 compared with £25,695 
during 1935. 


Communications 


Oakes Airport is the main airfield in the 
Bahamas. It provides 24-hours service for 
long range international and local airlines. In 
addition, there are six landing strips completed 
in the various Out Islands. Scheduled inter- 
national air services are operated into Nassau by 
B.O.A.C. from London via New York and 
Bermuda, and from Montego Bay, Jamaica. 
Pan American World Airways operate daily 
flights from Miami, Trans-Canada Airlines from 
Montreal via Tampa, Florida, Mackey Airlines 
from Fort Lauderdale and Palm Beach, and 
British West Indian Airways from Kingston, 
Havana, and Miami. 

Internal_ air services are run by Bahamas 
Airways, Limited, and Skyways Limited, with 
a fleet of amphibian aircraft giving complete 
out-island air service. 

During the year 1953, air traffic at Oakes 
Airport reached unprecedented levels, 7,971 
landings being recorded during the year. 


The following mileage is of roads in New 
Providence, practically all of which may be used

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On Eleuthera there is an asphalt main road 
60 miles in length covering the greater part of the 
Island and on Grand Bahama, 65 miles of motor 
road has been built. Rough but motorable main 
roads stretch from end to end of the islands of 
Exuma, Long Island and Cat Island and around 
San Salvador. There are no railways in the 
Colony. | 


There are regular freight services between the 
Colony and New York and Florida; Halifax 
and Montreal (Canadian National Steamship 
Line); and the United Kingdom (Royal Mail 
Line and Pacific Steam Navigation Company). 
The latter Line also operates a passenger service 
by the s.s. Reina del Pacifico. 


In 1953, 132 calls by cruise ships were made at 
assau. 


Ships also call at Inagua and Pine Ridge to 
take on salt and lumber exports. 


The tonnage of all vessels entered and cleared 
in the Colony in 1953 was: British 1,343,352 
total 2,670,085. 


Broadcasting 


Government owns and operates a broadcasting 
station located in Nassau. The power of its 
transmitter is 5,000 watts, frequency 1,540 kc/s, 
and call sign ZNS. Commercial operation began 
in 1950, though a broadcastmg station has 
existed since 1936. There are 4;249 licensed 
receivers in Nassau and 1,741 in the Out Islands, 
and it is estimated that there is an average of 
4-5 listeners per receiver. Government supplied 
and maintains 60 community receivers in school 
houses in the Out Islands where there may be as 
many as 200 listeners in the evenings. The Board 
of Education uses approximately 44 hours 
air-time per week for broadcasting educational 
programmes to Out Island teachers and pupils. 


Principal Occupations 


The tourist traffic continues to be the main 
industry of the Colony and is the chief source of 
revenue and of dollars. 


The following table shows the number and 
nationality of visitors during the years 1949-53.

Agricultural work in the United States provides 
employment for some 4,200 unskilled Bahamian 
labourers and their earnings in 1953 amounted to 
about $5,600,000. 


Main Crops and Products 


The main crops are fresh vegetables, tomatoes, 
Poa pineapples, citrus, bananas, avocadoes, and 
sisal. 


The estimated livestock population is: horses 
and mules 3,560, cattle 3,300, sheep 22,200, 
goats 14,000, swine 10,000 and poultry 405,000. 


Exports of timber in 1953 totalled 4,609,000 feet, 
valued at £2,207,088. 
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Crawfishing and scale fishing are extensively 
carried out during the open season (October Ist- 
March 15th). The bulk of the catch is exported 
to the United States. The following marine 
products are also exported :—sponges, salt, turtle 
shell, beach shells, and marine curios. 


There are four canning plants in the Colony 
which are engaged principally in canning tomatoes 
and pineapples. Straw products are manufac- 
tured as cottage industries and the raw material 
for this work is obtained chiefly from palm fronds 


and sisal fibre. The majority of the canneries’ 
output is consumed locally.

In 1938, 23-8 % of total imports came from the 

.K, ; -5% from other Commonwealth 
countries and 57-7 % from foreign countries. The 
corresponding percentages in 1953 were 23-5, 
17:4 and 59°]. 


In 1938, 22°6% of exports went to the U.K. ; 
22:5% to other Commonwealth countries and 
54°9% to foreign countries. The corresponding 
percentages in 1953 were 24-6, 22-2 and 53:2. 


Nearly all the Colony’s requirements are 
imported. The chief imports are cotton manu- 
factures, lumber, shingles, liquors, furniture, 
machinery, hardware and foodstuffs of all kinds. 


Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 


The Bahamas Produce Exchange in Nassau 
handles much of the agricultural produce of the 
Colony. It assists the farmers in New Providence 
and Out Islands in disposing of their produce 
without glutting the market and depressing prices 
unnecessarily. 


There are no co-operative societies in the 
Colony other than 17 Tomato Growers’ Associa- 
tions on the Islands of Eleuthera and Cat Island, 
and 65 Farmers’ Associations situated throughout 
the Colony. These associations are assisted by the 
Board of Agriculture to the extent of advancing 
seed and fertilizer, etc., for the tomato and other 
crops. The Board markets the crops and deducts 
their advances from the proceeds of each consignor 
until the entire indebtedness is liquidated.

Climate

Currency 

The currency in circulation is a West Indian 
currency issued by the Board of the Commissioners 
of Currency, British Caribbean Territories 
(Eastern group) consisting of Barbados, British 
Guiana, the Leeward Islands, Trinidad and 
Tobago, and the Windward Islands. Currency 
notes are of denominations $1, $2, $5, $10, $20 
and $100. British coin is legal tender and the 
chief medium of circulation. The West Indian $ is 
fixed at 4s. 2d., that is $4-80 to £1 sterling. 


Development Plans 


In 1952 the Government introduced a Five- 
Year Plan of Development and Taxation covering 


compulsory education may be introduced by 
stages for children between the ages of 5 and 14. 


Free elementary and secondary education is 
provided in elementary and “senior ”’ schools 
throughout the Island. Fees are charged in 
aided and independent schools. 


There are 124 public elementary schools which 
are entirely maintained by Government funds. 
During 1953-54 there was an average roll of 
32,700 pupils (16,838 boys, 15,862 girls). There 
are ten government-aided secondary schools 
(three first grade and seven second grade) with an 
attendance of 3,081 pupils (2,042 boys, 1,039 girls). 
A Teachers’ Training College trains 32 teachers 
(16 men, 16 women) annually. Codrington 
College, affiliated to the University of Durham, 
functions mainly as a Theological College. There 
were 28 students in residence during 1953-54. 


During the academic year 1953-54 there were 
25 Government Scholars and Exhibitioners attend- 
ing Universities overseas: nine in the United 
Kingdom, three in Canada, and thirteen at the 
University College of the West Indies. 


Adult Education is provided by the Barbados 
Evening Institute in Academic, Commercial, 
Technical and Vocational courses for 1,626 
students, and the Board of Industrial Training 
awards 48 bursaries annually for training under 
apprenticeship schemes with master workmen. 

Technical Institute has recently been established 
under the Five-Year Plan. 


Expenditure on education services in 1953-54 
was $2,175,203 compared with $269,342 in 
1935-36, and $199,760 in 1925-26. 


Libraries and Museums 


A free Public Library (56,000 books) is main- 
tained by Government. At _ British Council 
headquarters there are also a Music Library and 
a Reference Library. The Barbados Museum and 
Historical Society possesses collections of books, 
pictures, models, specimens of birds and fishes, 
and a collection of relics of the original Arawak 
inhabitants of the island. 
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Health 


The Barbados General Hospital has accommo- 
dation for 44 paying patients and 332 non-paying 
patients. In-patient attendances number about 
10,000, out-patient attendances about 100,000, 
pe annum. The Government maintains a mental 

ospital with accommodation for 320 males and 
465 females and a leper hospital at which there 
are 28 patients. For the training of midwives the 
Government Maternity Hospital has accommoda- 
tion for 20 expectant mothers. Each of the 
11 parishes has an almshouse for the care of the 
destitute sick and for the housmg of the aged and 
poor. These almshouses are on the medical side 
in the nature of cottage hospitals. 


Preventive medicine is based on the Health 
Centre System. At present one Centre is operating 
and another is proposed in the Five-Year Plan 
of Development. 


Expenditure on Health Services amounted to 
$1,580,208 in 1953-54 compared with $206,870 
in 1935—36 and $195,375 in 1925-26. 


Communications 


The airfield is at Seawell, about 12 miles from 
Bridgetown. The main airlines operating are 
the British West Indian Airways, linking with most 
of the other British West Indian Islands, Trans- 
Canada Airlines and British Guiana Airways. 


There are 632 miles of bituminous surfaced road 
open to traffic. 


Bridgetown is the only port of entry, although 
some loading of sugar takes place at Speightstown 
and oil is pumped ashore at Spring Gardens. 


The main shipping companies visiting Barbados 
are Harrison Line, Elder and Fyffes Line, Royal 
Netherlands Steamship Company, Compagnie 
Generale Transatlantique, Canadian National 
Steamships, Alcoa Steamship Company, Saguenay 
Terminals. Occasionally ships of Furness Withy, 
Moore McCormack, Blue Star, Lamport and 
Holt and Booth Lines visit port. 


Broadcasting 


A wired system, confined to Bridgetown and 
the suburbs, is operated by a local company— 
Barbados Rediffusion Service Limited. It has 
6,720 subscribers. 


Principal Occupations 


Most of the population is engaged in the 
cultivation of the sugar crop and auxiliary occupa- 
tions connected with the sugar industry. The 
1946 census gives 25,245 persons engaged in 
agriculture, 14,226 in domestic service, 10,373 in 
the retail trade, and 7,801 in construction work. 
About 2,500 persons are engaged in the fishing 
industry. 

There are seven trade unions with some 
17,500 members. 


Main Crops and Products 


Sugar cane is the principal export crop grown 
on all plantations and on nearly all small holdings. 
In 1954, sugar production was the equivalent of 
178,960 tons. 


Yams, sweet potatoes, eddoes, cassava, maize 
and pigeon peas comprise the main food crops 
which are grown in accordance with regulations 
issued annually. Green vegetables and other crops 
are cultivated on a minor scale and there is a 
limited production of tree crops and citrus fruit. 
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The estimated numbers of livestock are as 
follows :— 
Cattle, 15,050 ; Pigs, 24,367 ; Sheep, 33,444 ; 
and Goats, 16,099 


A Central Livestock Station has been established 
to investigate the possibility of deve opine an 
economic system of animal husbandry, with special 
attention to dairying. 


A Fisheries Section of the Department of 
Agriculture has been established in recent years 
for the investigation of more efficient methods of 
marine fishing and to encourage their use. The 
estimated catch of fish during 1952-53 was 
14,892,750 lb. valued at $2,233,912. 


Production of natural gas eure the year ended 
March 31, 1954, was 146,014 M.c.f. During 1953, 
4,868 tons of temper, building and manurial 
limestone were exported. 


Manufactures include the production of sugar 
for local consumption, rum, bread and a variety 
of biscuits, edible oil, aerated waters, cigarettes, 
soap, ice and furniture.

The ‘* Bermudas” or ‘“* Somers Islands ”’ are 
situated in the Western Atlantic Ocean, about 
580 miles east of Cape Hatteras in North Carolina. 
Their total area is now 20°58 square miles, of 
which 2-83 square miles are leased to the Govern- 
ment of the United States for naval and military 
bases, leaving 17°75 square miles available to the 
civil population. The United States Bases 
include a large airfield which is used by both 
military and commercial traffic. 


Population 

The estimated civil popuancn on the 3l1st 
December, 1953, was 39,651, of whom 15,242 
were white and 24,409 coloured. 


Geographical Features 

The Bermudas consist of about 300 coralstone 
islands and islets, roughly in the form of a fish- 
hook, along the southern rim of the oval plateau 
summit, about 22 miles from east to west and 
14 miles from north to south, of a steep sub- 
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Constitution 

Representative government was introduced into 
the Colony in 1620, but the charter of the Bermuda 
Company of London was annulled in 1684. 
Since then the Governors have been appointed by 
the Crown and the laws of the Colony have been 
enacted by a local legislature. Until 1888 this 
legislature consisted of the Governor and the 
House of Assembly and since then of the Gover- 
nor, the Legislative Council and the House of 
Assembly. 


The Governor is assisted by an Executive 
Council consisting of three official and four 
unofficial members. The Legislative Council 
consists of eleven members, three of whom are 
official and eight unofficial. The House of Assem- 
bly consists of 36 members, four of whom are 
elected by each of the nine parishes. There are 
5,066 electors, the elector’s qualification being the 
possession of freehold property of not less than 
£60 value. The qualification for a member of the 
House of Assembly is the possession of freehold 
property valued at £240.

Climate 

The climate is generally mild and humid with a 
mean annual temp2rature of 70° F. and average 
annual maximum and minimum temperatures of 
90° F. and 47° F. respectively. The coldest and 
hottest months are February and August with 
mean temperatures of 62° F. and 80° F. respec- 
tively. The average annual rainfall is about 60 
inches. The cliniate shows very little variation 
throughout the Colony.

The City of Hamilton, now the capital, with a 
population estimated at about 3,000, is situated on 
the main island.

Its population is estimated at about 
History 

The islands were probably discovered about 1510 
by a Spanish mariner, Juan Bermudez, but the 
Spaniards took no steps to form a settlement and 
the islands were still entirely uninhabited when 
in 1609 Admiral Sir George Somers’ ship The 
Sea Venture was wrecked upon one of the 
sunken reefs while conveying a party of colonists 
to Virginia. The reports of the beauty and 
fertility of the land induced the Virginia Company 
to seek an extension of their charter so as to 
include the islands within their dominion, and 
this extension was granted by King James I, in 
1612 and the first emigrants went out in that year. 
Shortly afterwards the Virginia Company sold the 
islands for the sum of £2,000 to a new body of 
adventurers called ‘* The Governor sre pagal apr 
of the City of London for the Plantation of the 
Somers Islands ”, and thenceforward for a con- 
siderable time the islands bore that name.

Taxation 


There is no direct taxation. The revenue of 
the Colony is mostly raised from Customs duties. 
The revenue of the corporation of Hamilton is 
derived from wharfage, shed tax, rents and local 
taxation assessed at the rate of 11s. on every £100 
of real estate and personal property, plus 3s. 
on every £100 for those freeholders receiving 
sewerage service. The corporation of St. George’s 
obtains its revenue in like manner, the rates being 
13s. 6d. on each £100. The nine parishes, which 
administer the general parochial affairs of the poor 
law, levy rates, and under the Liquor Licence Act 
licensees pay a certain sum which varies according 
to the class of licence held.

Libraries, Museums, Etc.

The Bermuda Government Aquarium with 
adjoining live zoological collection, which has 
recently been considerably enlarged and much 
improved, has a museum of local natural history 
and other exhibits. The Bermuda Historical 
Society also has museums in Haunilton and St. 
George containing items of local historical interest. 


Health 


The level of health in the Colony is high and 
Government services are chiefly engaged in 
preventive measures. The Public Health Depart- 
ment is responsible for the re ae of milk and 
meat, garbage collection and disposal, rat control, 
mosquito control, etc. It is also responsible for 
pre-natal and pre-school health services. 


The King Edward VII Isolation Hospital is 
privately run, but receives an annual Government 
grant-in-aid, amounting in 1954 to £125,000. 
The Mental Hospital is attended by Government 
Medical Officers and Health Officers. There is no 
public hospital or Government medical scheme. 


During 1953 total government expenditure on 
Health Services was £273,796 compared with 
£47,890 in 1935.

The Furness Bermuda Line’s ship Q.T.E.V. 
Queen of Bermuda maintains a weekly service 
between Bermuda and the United States and their 
Ocean Monarch operates, mostly as a cruise ship, 
between Bermuda, the United States, Bahamas, 
Cuba and the Saguenay River in Canada. 


The Pacific Steam Navigation Company’s 
passenger liner Reina del Pacifico calls at 
Bermuda four times annually in both directions 
on its regular service between the U.K. and South 
America and in the autumn operates a single 
cruise from the U.K. to the West Indies calling at 
Bermuda in both directions. The same company’s 
“S$” freighters with accommodation for a few 
passengers call at Bermuda approximately twice 
monthly outbound from the U.K. to South 
American west coast ports. The Royal Mail Line’s 
Loch steamers call at Bermuda appre once 
a month outbound from the U.K. to North 
American west coast ports and their “‘E” ships 
visit the Colony outbound from the U.K. to 
Caribbean ports. Occasionally inbound freighters 
of this Company call at Bermuda to convey cargoes 
of used British motor cars to the U.K. The 
MontreaJ, Australia and New Zealand Line’s 
inbound steamers from Australia and New Zealand 
to the U.K. call at Bermuda about four times a 
year to discharge refrigerated meat and dairy 
produce. Intermediate Cunard passenger liners

Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 

The only marketing scheme in operation in 
Bermuda is the “ Planned Production and 
Marketing Scheme ” introduced in 1949 to assist 
the growers of vegetables to find a suitable outlet 
for their produce. The growers taking part in the 
scheme contract to grow a specified acreage of 
certain vegetable crops. The Department of 
Agriculture agrees to O Purciare any produce from 
the acreage specified at guaranteed minimum 
prices. In addition to the produce grown on 
contract the Government Wholesale Agricultural 
Marketing Centre buys other vegetables, citrus 
fruit and bananas. This scheme has undoubtedly 
assisted the farming community as more farmers 
are applying to join. During 1953 purchases of 
agricultural produce at the Wholesale Marketing 
Centre amounted to £24,556. Receipts from the 
resale of this produce exceeded £25,784.

Geographical Features 


The Colony may be divided into three zones, 
viz., the low-lying coastland, the mountain region 
and the intermediate region. The coastland com- — 
prises a low-lying, swampy strip of marine 
alluvium which varies in width from about ten 
miles in the west to about 40 miles in the east. 
Its flat, grassy savannahs would mostly be 
inundated during the rainy season but for artificial 
drainage and sea defences. Almost the whole of 
the population and agricultural activity of the 
Colony is concentrated between the Pomeroon 
River and Corentyne River along this strip. The 
mountain region, known as the Pakaraima Range, 
lies along the western boundary of the Colony. 
Mount Roraima, a plateau 22 square miles in 
extent and over 9,000 feet above sea level, is the 
highest elevation. The intermediate region, the 
largest area of the Colony,.lies mainly to the east 
and south. It is almost entirely forest clad. The 
total area under forest is approximately 70,000 
square miles. 


There are many large rivers which with their 
numerous tributaries form a vast network of 
waterways. All the large rivers are impeded 
above the tideway by rapids, cataracts and falls. 
Kaieteur, one of the largest single-drop waterfalls 
in the world, is situated on the Potaro River. 
It is nearly five times the height of Niagara and 
has a vertical drop of 741 feet with a further 
80 feet of rapids and falls. Its width varies from 
350 to 400 feet. 


The Climate is pleasant for the greater part of the 
year; it is hot only in the summer months. 
The mean temperature is 80:3° (82:6° in the 
interior). There are two wet and two dry seasons 
in the coastal regions—the long wet season 
usually from April to August and the long dry 
season from September to mid-November. This 
is followed by wet weather until the end of 
January, and the short dry season until April. 
The rainfall average is about 90 inches in the 
coastal belt and 59 inches in the savannahs of the 
interior where the dry season is October to 
February and the wet season May to August. 
The nights are uniformly cool. 


Slight earth tremors are felt occasionally, but 
no damage is caused.

History 


There have been some discrepancies as to dates 
and other matters in the various historical accounts 
but the following brief statement is based upon 
what is taken to be the most authentic version. 


_ In history there are really five Guianas—Spanish 
Guiana (now Venezuela), Portuguese Guiana (now 
Brazil), Dutch Guiana (now Surinam), French 
Guiana and British Guiana. A navigable river 
was so important to the Europeans who first 
visited the coastline between the Amazon and the 
Orinoco that they gave the Amerindian name of 
the river to the surrounding countryside. Thus 
the three counties of British Guiana are Essequibo, 
. Demerara and Berbice, and the areas known as 
Rupununi, Mazaruni, Potaro, Cuyuni, Pomeroon, 
Corentyne, take their names from the rivers that 
flow through them. Guiana is an Amerindian 
word meaning “‘ Land of Waters.”’ 


The coastline of the country between the 
Amazon and Orinoco was first traced by Spanish 
sailors in 1499 and 1500 and the first European 
settlements were almost certainly Spanish or 
Portuguese. The Dutch established a settlement 
on the Pomeroon in 1581 but were evicted by 
Spanish and Indians (probably in 1596) and 
retired to Kyk-over-al up the Essequibo. In 1627 
Dutch merchants settled on the Berbice. The 
Dutch West Indian Company,:formed in 1621, 
controlled these settlements. 


The first English attempt at settlement in the 
area lasted from 1604-06, on the Oyapock River 
(now French Guiana). Fresh ventures in 1609 
and 1629 failed to establish a permanent settle- 
ment. Lord Willoughby, famous in the early 
history of Barbados, founded a settlement in 
Surinam in 1651 but this was captured by the 
Dutch in 1667. In October of the same year it 
was recaptured by a British expedition from 
Barbados, the leaders being unaware of the 
signing of the Treaty of Breda in the previous 
July. It was mid-1668 before the Dutch finally 
obtained possession of Surinam in accordance 
with the terms of that Treaty. In effect Surinam 
was exchanged for New York, though this was 
not explicit in the terms of the Treaty.. 


The Dutch retained their hold on the territory 
with more or less firmness, now yielding to 
England and now to France or Portugal, until 1796 
when during the war of the French Revolution 
it was captured by a British fleet from Barbados. 
The territory was restored to the Dutch in 1802, 
but in the following year retaken by Great Britain 
and finally ceded to her in 1814, exclusive of 
Surinam. 


Constitution 


A new and advanced form of Constitution with 
universal adult suffrage at the age of 21, a two 
Chamber Legislature and a ministerial system, 
based on the recommendations of the Constitu- 
tional Commission of 1950-51, was brought into 
effect in 1953 by an Order of the Queen in Council 
dated ist April, 1953, made under the British 
Guiana Act, 1928, and a General Election was 
held on the 27th April. As a result of subsequent 
developments it was announced on the 9th October 
that Her Majesty’s Government had decided that 
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A Constitutional Commission was appointed by 


the Secretary of State for the Colonies under the 
Chairmanship of Sir James Robertson, K.C.M.G., 
K.B.E., with Sir Donald Jackson, Chief Justice of 
the Windward and Leeward Islands, and Mr. 
George Woodcock, C.B.E., Assistant General 
Secretary of the Trades Union Congress, as 
members. 
light of the circumstances which made it necessary 
to suspend the Constitution of British Guiana to 
consider and to recommend what changes are 
required in it”’. 


Its terms of reference were: “In the 


The Commission’s report was published on the 


2nd November, 1954, and Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment announced their acceptance of its recom- 
mendation for a period of “‘ marking time ” in the 


advance towards self-government. In the mean- 
time the affairs of the Colony continue to be 
administered in accordance with the British 
Guiana (Constitution) (Temporary Provisions) 
Order in Council dated 22nd December, 1953. 
This provides for an Executive Council of three 
ex officio Members and not more than_seven 
Nominated Members ; and a Legislative Council 
of a Speaker, the same three ex officio Members 
and not more than twenty-four Nominated 
Members. 


Land Policy 


Land in the Colony falls within three categories— 


(i) Freehold (a) alienated by the Dutch prior 
to 1803 (5) alienated by the Crown ; 


a pedis land—about 90% of the area of 
the Colony ; 


(iii) Colony land, acquired from private 
owners and the Crown for public purposes. 


Crown land may be alienated or leased to any 
individual with the consent of the Governor ; 
in the case of Colony land with the consent of the 
Governor in Council. Absentee lessees must have 
a legal representative in the Colony. Alienation 
of Crown land is restricted to leases for periods 
not exceeding 99 years. The sale of Crown land 
has been suspended, but in very special circum- 
stances small areas may still be bought. 


Taxation 


The main heads of taxation are Customs, 
excise and licences, income tax, stamp duties, 
estate duties, acreage tax, duty on transport and 
mortgages. 


Income tax rates range from 6 cents (for the 
first $1,200 (€250)) to 60 cents on each $ of 
chargeable income in the case of individuals. 
Companies, other than Life Insurance companies, 
pay 45%; Life Insurance companies 15%.

Currency 

The currency in circulation is (1) the new unified 
currency notes issued by the Currency Board of 
the British Caribbean Territories (Eastern Group) 
brought into circulation on Ist August, 1951, by 
roclamation ; (2) note circulation of the two 
oint Stock Banks, Barclays Bank (D.C. & O.) 
and Royal Bank of Canada, being gradually 
withdrawn ; (3) United Kingdom silver and 
copper coins and local silver coins (4d.). The 
currency is exchangeable with sterling at par. The 
a a ree is the $ = 4s.

Development Plans 

Under the Colonial Development and Welfare 
Act of 1945, the sum allocated to British Guiana 
by way of financial assistance towards the 
economic and social development of the Colony 
was £2,500,000. During 1951 a supplementary 
allocation of £1,000,000 from Development and 
Welfare funds was made in favour of the Colony 
to enable the commencement of drainage and 
irrigation measures under a long-term comprehen- 
sive plan for effective drainage and irrigation of 
the coastlands and to implement certain proposals 
in the Evans Commission recommendations. Of 
the total grant of £3,500,000 a balance of £1,250,000 
was available at Ist January 1954. 


In addition to this a further grant of £3,125,000 
was allocated to the Colony in 1954 to assist in 
financing the Colony’s Development Programme 
1954-55 which envisages expenditure of over £9 
million during the two-year period. The remain- 
der of the Programme is being financed from 
loans and surplus revenue balances. This 
Programme was prepared on the basis of recom- 
mendations made by a Mission from the Inter- 
national Bank which visited British Guiana early 
in 1953 to undertake an economic survey of the 
Colony’s resources and advise on further develop- 
ment. The Mission’s report which was published 
in January 1954 recommended a financial invest- 
ment programme of nearly £14 million over the 
five years 1954-58 ; about 70% for Agriculture, 
Transportation and Communications, the remain- 
der for Forestry, Industrial projects, Electric 
power, Housing and various Public Works. The 
present Development Programme for 1954-55 is an 
expansion and acceleration of the Méission’s 
recommendations in both the social and economic 
sectors of the Colony’s economy. 


Arising from recommendations made by the 
Bank Mission for the planning and execution of 
the Development Programme, an Economic 
Council has been set up and a Credit Corporation 
has been established to administer credits for the 
encouragement of development in Agriculture, 
Industry, Forestry, Fisheries, Rural and Urban 


Housing. 
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Other Development 


Development is also being undertaken by the 
Colonial Development Corporation. The Cor- 
poration has acquired concessions for the large- 
scale development of timber in the area known as 
the Bartica Triangle, and has completed a new 
mill at Houston at a cost of over £600,000. The 
Corporation has shares in the British Guiana 
Consolidated Goldfields, Limited, which is engaged 
in the dredging and mining of alluvial gold, and 
in the associated Potaro Hydroelectric Company, 
Limited, which is building a small hydroelectric 
station at Tumatumari to provide necessary power. 
The Corporation has also furnished capital on 
short-term loan for the Rice Development 
Company. 


Education 

Nearly 80% of the population is literate. There 
are 333 primary schools (Governmenteowned and 
aided) with over 84,000 pupils. Secondary schools 
cater for about 5,500 students ; these include two 
Government schools—Queen’s College for boys 
and Bishops’ High School for girls with a total 
enrolment of about 1,000 students. The Carnegie 
Trade School for women provides day and 
evening courses in various domestic crafts and the 
Technical Institute trains industrial apprentices 
and provides evening classes. The number of 
students studying in the United Kingdom and the 
Republic of Ireland at ist January, 1953, was 217 ; 
those studying in Canada at 30th June, 1953, 
numbered 22. In 1953 the total recurrent expendi- 
ture on Education was £795,103. In 1938 expendi- 
ture was £94,290. 


Health 

The principal diseases are filariasis, enteric fever, 
tuberculosis, helminthiasis and nutritional de- 
ficiency (especially vitamin B complex). Preventive 
measures provided by Government consist of a 
Sanitary Department with headquarters in ped he 
town and branches in each district working under 
a Public Health Ordinance ; Medical Officers of 
Health for each county; a School Medical 
Service with a School Medical Officer ; a Mater- 
nity and Child Welfare League with a Lady 
Medical Officer of Health ; a Mosquito Control 
Service under a Chief Officer. 


There were in 1953, seven general Government 
Hospitals with 1,304 beds; three private general 
hospitals with a total of 283 beds; 22 cottage 
hospitals with 2,279 beds; one Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium with 264 beds ; one Leprosy Hospital 
with 382 beds, and one Mental Hospital with 507 
beds ; 20 dispensaries, four attached to remedial 
institutions (prisons, etc.). The remaining 16 
dispensaries handled 54,317 cases in 1952. 


In 1938 Government expenditure on Medical 
Services was £126,025 ; in 1953 £661,987. 


Communications 


Atkinson Field is the only airport but there are a 
number of airstrips. Internal services are operated 
id British Guiana Airways Limited. They are 

so the agents of the British West Indian Airways 
Limited who operate services between British 
Guiana and other parts of the Caribbean ; other 
external services are provided by Pan American 
Airways and the K.L.M. Royal Dutch Airlines. 


There are two Government-owned railway lines 
(single track), both parallel to the coast, 80 miles 
in length. Passengers carried in 1953 totalled 
1,772,954 and freight totalled 92,856 tons.

bituminous surface and 479 miles of burnt earth 
and other roads. 


The chief pos are Georgetown, New Amster- 
dam and Springlands, with a sub-port at 
Morawhanna. Port Georgetown handled nearl 
2% million tons of shipping in 1952. Britis 
Guiana is in direct communication with the 
United Kingdom, France, Holland, Canada, 
U.S.A., the West Indies, Surinam, and French 
Guiana. Services are provided for passengers and 
cargo principally by Booker Lines, Harrison 
Lines, Royal Netherlands Steamship Company, 
Compagnie Generale Transatlantique, Alcoa, 
Saguenay Terminals. 


The three main rivers, Demerara, Essequibo, 
and Berbice, are navigable by ocean-going vessels 
of moderate draught for 60, 35, and 100 miles 
respectively. There are also numerous other 
rivers which are navigable in their tidal reaches by 
smaller vessels. There are very many long stretches 
of water in the upper rivers navigable by launches. 
Ferry services, coastal and river services are also 
operated by steamers. 


Broadcasting 


The commercial broadcasting station, Radio 
Demerara, operates on short and medium waves 
with a power of 500 watts, medium wave, and 
2,000 watts, short wave. There were 14,833 
licensed holders of radio receiving sets in 1953. 


Principal Occupations 


The greater part of the population is enveeed in 
agriculture. Estimates of average amp oyment 
for the following industries are : sugar-planting— 
20,500 ; sugar milling—5,800 ; bauxite—2,750 ; 
rice milling—900 ; saw-milling—1,300. 


The main crops and products are sugar, rum, 
molasses, rice, coconuts, bauxite, timber, gold and 
diamonds. 


Timber production (principally greenheart, 
mora, and crabwood) in 1953 was nearly 44 million 
cubic feet. 


In 1953 bauxite production totalled 2,274,579 
long tons; gold production was 19,244 fine troy 
ounces and diamond production 35,306 metric 
carats. 


The livestock population in 1952 was: 
11,946; sheep 43,081; cattle 174,434; pigs 
25,182; horses 3,121; mules 62; donkeys 
7,733 ; poultry 442,660. This data does not 
include livestock under the direct control of the 
Sugar Estates. ;

The chief imports are machinery, flour, cotton

Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 

An independent Marketing Board is responsible 
for the sale of rice. This Board financed the 
purchase by rice farmers of tractors, combines, 
ploughs, etc. A hire service of mechanical 
equipment to farmers has been operated by 
Government mills and land settlement authorities. 


Investigations into mechanized cultivation and 
the agronomic problems involved are carried 
out on the Mahaicony-Abary Rice Development 
Scheme.

British Honduras lies on the Caribbean coast of 
Central America, bounded on the north and part 
of the west by Mexico and by Guatemala in the 
remainder of the west and south. Its land area is 
about 8,866 square miles, which includes a number 
of islets, known as “ cayes ”’, lying off the coast. 


Population 

The estimate at the end of 1953 was 75,778. 
The races are now heavily intermixed and although 
the 1946 Census gave the following racial figures

a great many persons would have considerable 


difficulty in deciding to which group they belong. 


English is the official language and the language 
taught in the schools. Spanish is also in common 
use, chiefly by the Indians—whose language it is 
tending to replace. The term Creole is now 
commonly used to denote local negroes and persons 
of negro extraction ; it is also used in respect of 
persons of mixed Spanish and Indian descent. 
The Census figure for Creoles therefore includes 
pure-blooded negroes as well as Latin-Americans. 
These latter immigrants now form an increasing 
proportion of the population. 


Geographical Features 


The coastline is, for the most part, flat and 
swampy, but the country rises gradually towards 
the interior. The Maya Mountains and the 
Cockscombs, which reach a height of 3,700 feet, 
form the backbone of the southern half of the 
Colony. All of the western (Cayo) District is 
hilly and includes the Mountain Pine Ridge most 
of which lies between 1,000 and 2,000 feet above 
sea level but rises in parts to around 3,000 feet. 
The northern districts are also hilly except towards 
the coast but contain considerable areas of low 
table land. There are seventeen principal rivers, 
of which the Belize River is the most important. 
None is navigable by vessels over five feet draught 
and few for any notable distance. An estimated 
92% of the mainland is under forest. 


Climate 

The climate is sub-tropical and on the whole 
agreeable to non-tropical peoples. In the capital, 
Belize, the temperature range during the year is 
50° to 96° with an average mean of 78-5°.” Most 
of the year the heat and humidity are tempered 
by sea breezes. This description applies with small 
variation along the whole coastal area. Inland the 
day temperatures, during the dry season, tend to be 
higher, up to 100°, but drop considerably at 
night. Rainfall increases from north to south :—

There are two dry seasons, the main one from 
March to May and the other in August and 
September (called the Maugre Season). 
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' The Colony has been struck from time to time 
by hurricanes; the most disastrous in recent 
history struck Belize on 10th September, 1931, 
causing heavy loss of life and property.

History 

The present Settlement was apparently estab- 
lished in 1638 but British sea rovers were frequent- 
ing the Bay from long before that year, and there 
is some evidence that a Settlement was formed in 
or around 1603. Logwood was the attraction, 
and the 1638 Settlement was augmented from time 
to time by sea rovers and—notably after the cap- 
ture of Jamaica by British Forces in 1655—by 
disbanded British soldiers and sailors. In the 
Treaty of Madrid, 1670, Spain recognized 
Britain’s sovereignty over the Bay Settlement. 


Concurrently another and larger British 
Settlement was building up on the Moskito Indian 
Coast, far to the south of British Honduras. 
Modern historians frequently confuse the two 
Settlements ; but although they assisted each 
other on occasion, they were entirely separate 
organizations with quite different forms of govern- 
ment. The Moskito Indians stubbornly and 
successfully resisted Spanish intrusion but 
welcomed and became loyal allies of the British 
settlers. The Moskito Coast settlers were known 
as the Shoremen and the Bay settlers as the 
Baymen. In 1786 Britain handed over the 
Moskito Coast to Spain in return for a small and. 
comparatively worthless strip of land contiguous 
to the Bay Settlement. Some of the Shoremen 
moved to Jamaica and the rest were compulsorily 
evacuated to the strip, where they became merged 
with the Baymen. 


The Bay Settlement was a piece of purely British 
pioneering. The Spaniards found plentiful sup- 
plies of logwood, and Indians for slaves, in 
Northern Yucatan and settled there. Southern 
Yucatan, on the other hand, was by then prac- 
tically. devoid of Indians and its littoral was 
a wilderness of mosquito-infested mangrove 
swamps guarded by lee-shore reefs and tricky 
channels. The Spaniards therefore left this coast 
alone until the British began to settle around the 
mouth of the Belize River. The export of logwood 
from the Bay Settlement broke the highly profitable 
Spanish monopoly, brought great prosperity to 
Britain’s wool and cloth-dyeing trades and caused 
Spain to launch attack after attack on the Settle- 
ment in an effort to drive out her competitors. 


This armed aggression continued until 1798, 
when the Spaniards invaded the Settlement in 
strong naval and military force. The Baymen, 
although badly under-armed and heavily out- 
numbered, resisted and, after several days of 
skirmishing, the forces met in sea battle off St. 
George’s Cay. Supported by H.M. Sloop 
Merlin, the Baymen fought with such deter- 


mination that the Spaniards were forced to retreat. 
This was Spain’s last attempt to dislodge the Bay- 
men by force of arms.

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Until 1786 the Baymen governed themselves. 
In that year, after many petitions from the 
Baymen, England appointed and sent out a 
Superintendent but the office was allowed to lapse 
in 1791. In 1797 Colonel Thomas Barrow was 
eppomes Superintendent and was also given the 
title of Commander-in-Chief (held by the Gov- 
ernors of the Colony ever since) to enable him to 
organize the defence against the obviously 
impending Spanish attack. Thereafter the office 
of Superintendent continued until 1862, when it 
was replaced by that of Lieutenant-Governor, 
under the Governor of Jamaica, and the Settle- 


ment raised to the status of a Colony. The 


Baymen resented being subordinated to Jamaica 
and in 1884 the Colony was detached from 
Jamaica and given a Governor. 


Constitution 


In 1954 the Legislative Council was replaced by 
a Legislative Assembly composed of nine elected 
members, three ex officio members, and a Speaker 
and three unofficial members nominated by the 
Governor. The status of the Executive Council 
was changed to that of chief instrument of policy, 
and it is now composed of the Governor, as 
Chairman, three ex officio members, and six 
members of the Legislative Assembly. The latter 
are elected by the Assembly but must include not 
less than two of the nominated unofficial members 
of that body. Universal adult suffrage was also 
introduced in 1954, and the first general election 
under the new Constitution was held on 28th 
April, 1954. The only fully organized party, the 
People’s United Party, gained eight of the nine 
elected seats. 


Land Policy 


The alienation of Crown land is carefully 
controlled to prevent, as far as_ possible, the 
acquisition of such land for purely speculative, 
non-productive purposes. No racial discrimina- 
tion is exercised. 


During 1953 and 1954 a land use survey was 
carried out. A land policy, based on the findings 
and recommendations of the Survey Team, is in 
process of formulation; it is expected to be 
completed and brought into operation by 1955. 


Taxation 


_ Income tax is levied on a graduated scale 
rising from 5% on the first $500 of chargeable 
income to 45% on all income over $25,000. 
Surtax is levied on the first $2,000 in excess of 
$8,000 of chargeable income at the rate of 10% ; 
on the next $5,000 at the rate of 15% ; on the next 
$5,000 at the rate of 20%; and on the remainder 
at 25%. Deductions allowed against income are a 
personal allowance of $600, plus allowances for 
wife, children, dependent relatives, life assurance 
premiums, earned income and gifts to charity. 
The rate of tax on Companies is 35% on the 
first $100,000 of chargeable income, 374% on the 
next $100,000 and 40% on the remainder.

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It was estimated that in 1953 approximately 
47% of the true revenue was derived from Customs 
duties and charges and 32 % from internal taxation. 
In the same year the main heads of expenditure 
were: administration 40%, public works 19%, 
medical and health 12%, education 10%, other 
social development and welfare services 2%. 


The Public Debt of the Colony at the end of 1953 
amounted to $1,917,423 of which $482,750 was 
in respect of borrowings made locally. Sinking 
funds on hand amounted to $495,197, leaving 
$1,422,226 as the net outstanding debt. Of this 
debt over $830,492 was in respect of amounts 
re-loaned to municipal quasi-government bodies 
and government servants. During 1952 a Deve- 
lopment Loan Ordinance (No. 21 of 1952) was 
passed authorizing the raising of a loan of 
$2,400,000 but no monies were raised under it 
until 1953 when $429,592 was raised. Of this 
amount $200,000 was obtained locally. 


Currency 


The unit of currency is the British Honduras 
dollar which is ieee ar at four to the £ sterling. 
Notes of $20, $10, $5, $2 and $1 are issued and 
there is a silver coinage of 50, 25 and 10 cents, a 
nickel coin of 25 cents (new issue) and one of 
5 cents, and a bronze I cent coin. 


Development Plans 


British Honduras received an allocation of 
£600,000 from Colonial Development and Welfare 
Funds in 1945, followed by a further £850,000 
as a result of recommendations in the Evans 
Report in 1949. In 1952 a further £800,000 was 
allocated to the Colony to finance the next stage 
of development, which is primarily in the field of 
agriculture. The Plan, which includes also loan 
funds of about £600,000 ($2,400,000), covers a 
four-year programme ; and in addition to the 
funds voted to agriculture, substantial allocations 
have been made for the consolidation of internal 
communications, the expansion and improvement 
of the electricity supply in Belize, re-afforestation, 
and social services. 


Other Development 


The Colonial pe copa Corporation has 
reduced its projects in the Colony to ramie and 
oranges, both on a small scale. The Fort George 
Hotel, built by the Corporation, was opened for 
business early in 1953. It has 35 bedrooms and is 
designed for tourist trade. 


The Citrus Company of British Honduras 
continues to expand the cultivation of grapefruit 
and oranges in the Stann Creek Valley. Exports 
of oranges and products thereof are increasing. 
The Company is also considering opening groves 
in the Western District. 


Education 

Primary education is principally through sub- 
sidized denominational schools controlled by a 
Board of Education. There are two government 
and 93 grant-aided primary schools with an 
enrolment of 12,690. In addition there are 24 
unaided primary schools. There are six secondary 
schools, all unaided and denominational, and one 
government-run Technical High School. A 
Teacher Training College was opened in Belize in 
June, 1954. There is no provision for education of 
university standard but scholarships are awarded 
which carry the recipients to the University College 
of the West Indies (Jamaica). The University 
College stations an Extraniural.Tutor in Belize.

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The actual expenditure on education from 
general revenue during 1953 was $387,648, 
compared with $71,175 in 1935. In addition 
$18,000 was devoted to Listowel Boys’ Training 
School for delinquent boys. . 


Libraries, etc. 


The Jubilee Public Library has reading rooms, 
a reference section, a lending section, a children’s 
section, and a stock of about 15,000 books. 
Boxes of books are circulated to small sub- 
libraries in the districts. The Baron Bliss 
Institute, Belize, was formally handed over to 
Government by the Baron Bliss Trust in 1954. 
The Institute has a modern dramatic stage and 
auditorium, lecture rooms, an exhibition hall and 
in addition houses the Jubilee Library and the 
local branch of the Extramural Department of the 
University College of the West Indies. 


Health 

_The Colony is relatively free from endemic 
disease. Malaria, which is most prevalent, has 
shown a substantial decrease in incidence owing 
to the half-yearly spraying with D.D.T. undertaken 
by government. The main hospital is in Belize 
and there are small hospitals in each of the five 
districts, all run by government. Beds total 244. 
In 1953 there were 5,701 admissions to the six 
hospitals and the out-patients department of the 
Belize Hospital recorded 50,249 attendances. 
Eleven rural dispensaries in the more important 
villages are each in charge of a qualified rural 
health nurse. 


Actual expenditure on health services from 
general revenue during was $458,641, 
compared with $80,071 in 1935. 


Communications 

Stanley Field, about ten miles north-west of 
Belize, is the principal airport of the Colony. 
International air services are operated to the 
Colony by the following airlines :— 

British West Indian Airways (B.W.I.A.). 
Transportes Aereos Centro Americanos, S.A. 
(T.A.C.A. International). 
Servicio Aereo de Honduras, S.A. 
(S.A.H.S.A.). 
In addition, British Colonial Airways, based in 
Belize, fly a scheduled round trip to Chetumal 
three times a week, using small, three-passenger 
planes. 

There is a weekly service between Jamaica and 
Belize and a thrice weekly service New Orleans 
(U.S.A.), Belize, Guatemala City, Tegucigalpa 
(Republic of Honduras) and return. British 
Colonial Airways also operate an internal air ser- 
vice, on schedule to certain district towns and on 
charter to other parts of the Colony. 

There are about 400 miles of all-weather roads 
miles of 
feeder roads usable by motor traffic and 162 miles 
of government-maintained bush trails and cart 
roads, some of them passable by motor traffic 
during dry weather. Logging trails, built and 
maintained by timber operators, can also be used 
by e.g., jeeps and landrovers, in the dry season. 

The only fairly regular passenger ship service is 
supplied by the Cayman Shipping Company which 
operates small vessels more or less fortnightly 
between Belize and Kingston, Jamaica. Cargo 
service is provided from the United States of 
America at irregular intervals by the United Fruit 
Company, and from the United Kingdom by 
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T. and J. Harrison, Ltd. In 1953 a total of 559 
steam and motor vessels and 910 sailing vessels, 
267,441 tons in all, entered the Colony. 


Broadcasting 


Government operates a radio broadcasting 
service (B.H.B.S.) transmitting on the following 
frequencies and powers :_ 1,280 kc/s (235 metres), 
500 watts; 3:3 Mc/s. (90 metres), 5 Kw. and 
4-9 Mc/s. (60 metres), 250 watts. Programmes 
are given in English and Spanish and include both 
local and foreign news, announcements of local 
interest, transcribed music and plays. Daily 
time totals four hours but will increase as local 
talent, now being fostered, becomes available. 
Licensed receiving sets in the Colony totalled 
1,748 at the end of 1953.

Membership of trade unions totalled 11,034. 
Actual financial membership is well below that 
figure. There are six trade unions in the Colony, of 
which the largest is the General Workers’ Union 
with a nominal membership of 9,800. 


Main Crops and Products 


Indian corn (maize), beans and peas, rice, 
cassava, and yams are the principal food crops of 
the Colony. The main export crops are coconuts, 
Citrus fruits and products, bananas and _ maize. 
Pigs and poultry are raised throughout the Colony. 
Timber is the principal export product, mainly 
mahogany, pine, and cedar. Rosewood, Banak, 
Santa Maria and other woods are also exported. 
Efforts are being directed to building up the 
Colony’s fisheries and an export trade to the 
United States, chiefly in lobsters, is growing. 


Of industries, sawmilling is the most important 
(21 mills in operation at the end of 1953) and there 
are a cigarette factory, a soap factory, an 
aluminium door, window and louvre fabricating 
factory, and several small furniture factories 
operating in Belize. In different parts of the 
Colony there are canneries, one operating in the 
Stann Creek Valley on citrus products is of notable 
size, and in the Corozal District there is a large 
sugar factory.

The chief imports are vehicles, motor spirits, 
machinery, cotton and artificial silk piece-goods, 
beans and peas, condensed, evaporated and 
powdered milk, flour, butter, margarine, and lard 
substitutes. 


Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 


A Marketing Board is operated by Govern- 
ment ; its principal concern is with the purchase of 
agricultural produce such as rice, beans and corn 
at guaranteed prices and the marketing of these 
products both locally and abroad. It also makes 
seasonal crop loans. 


At the end of 1953 there were 22 Credit Unions, 
four Consumer Co-operatives, six Marketing 
Co-operatives, two Farmers’ Co-operatives and 
one Housing Co-operative. In addition there 
were 41 junior and senior Savings Unions.

BRUNEI 
Area 


The State is situated on the north-east of Borneo 
and has an area of some 2,226 square miles.

Geographical Features 


_ Brunei has a coastline of about 100 miles, and 
Is split into two and surrounded on the landward 
sides by Sarawak. In the west the valleys of the 
Belait and the Tutong rivers, 
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than half the area of the country, consist of 
extensive swamps pracuedy changing through a 
series of ridge and swamp formations into low 
hills at the sources of the rivers. The Labi 
hills in the extreme west cover an area of some 
300 square miles and at no point exceed 1,300 feet 
in height. In the east the Brunei district is 
characterized by a number of steep rocky hills 
of no great height rising from alluvial flats, 
while Teimburong, except near the coast, is hilly, 
becoming mountainous as one approaches 
Bukit Pagon, a spur from the main Bornean 
range. 


Climate 


There are no well-defined seasons, but the ra:n 
fall tends to be heaviest from October to the middle 
of January. The annual rainfall varies from 
100 inches at the coast to over 200 inches in 
certain parts of the interior. The temperature 
rarely exceeds 90°; the usual daily range is 
between 76° and 86°.

History 


The Sultanate of Brunei was formerly a great 
and powerful State, and in the early years of the 
sixteenth century the authority of its rulers 
appears to have extended, not only over the 
whole of the island of Borneo, but over the 
Sulu Islands and some parts of the Philippines. 
Towards the end of the sixteenth century its 
power began to decline, the outlying territories 
gradually fell away, and by the beginning of the 
nineteenth century the kingdom of Brunei had 
dwindled so as to include only what is now 
Sarawak and part of British North Borneo. 


At this period the town itself seems to have 
degenerated to the condition of a slave market 
for the sale of captives of the Illanun and Sulu 
pirates. Anarchy was rife in the outlying districts, 
and in 1841 Sarawak proper was ceded to Mr. 
(later Sir James) Brooke in return for his services 
in quelling an insurrection at Kuching, and he 
was declared Rajah of Sarawak. In 1846 the 
island of Labuan was ceded to Great Britain as a 
base for anER DIALS measures, and in 1877 the 
whole of the northern portion of Borneo was 
ceded to form the nucleus of what was to become 
British North Borneo. At various later dates 
further cessions were made to the Rajah of 
Sarawak and to the British North Borneo Company 
till the territories of the State were eventually 
reduced to their present circumscribed limits. 


In 1847 the Sultan entered into a Treaty with 
Great Britain for the furtherance of commercial 
relations and the mutual suppression of piracy. 
An additional clause provided for extraterritorial 
jurisdiction over British subjects in Brunei, 
which provision was modified by an Agreement of 
1856. By a further Treaty made in 1888 Brunei 
was placed under the proteuce of Great Britain, 
and the Sultan agreed that the foreign relations 
of the State should be conducted by Her Majesty’s 
Government. Provision was also made for the 
setting up of Consular Courts with jurisdiction 
over British subjects and foreign subjects enjoying 
British protection. In 1905-06 a supplementary 
Agreement was entered into whereby the Sultan 


representing more ' undertook to accept a British officer, to be styled 
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Resident, who should be the agent and representa- 
tive of the British Government under the High 
Commissioner (at that time the Governor of the 
Straits Settlements, now the Governor of Sarawak). 


Constitution 

The supreme authority in the State is vested in 
the Sultan in Council. The State Council consists 
of 12 members, including the British Resident, 
with the Sultan as President. The assent of the 
Council is required for the enactment of legislation 
and important questions of policy are referred to it. 


The general functions of administration are 
carried out by a British Resident under the 
supervision of the Governor of Sarawak as High 
Commissioner. By a Treaty of 1906 the Resident’s 
advice must be asked and acted upon in all 
questions other than those affecting the 
Mohammedan religion. The seat of Government 
is in Brunei Town and there are Assistant Residents 
at Kuala Belait and at Headquarters. 


Land Policy 

In the State a transfer charge, lease or sub-lease 
of land to a person who is not a natural born 
subject of the Sultan, or who has not resided in 
the State for periods amounting in the aggregate 
to not less than seven years during the ten years 
immediately preceding the date on which such 
instrument is delivered to the Land Officer, shall 
be subject to, and shall not be valid or registered 
without, the approval of the Sultan in Council. 


Taxation 


At present there is no Income Tax upon persons 
Other than Companies. Companies are taxed at 
the rate of 30% upon their chargeable income. 
Import, export and excise duties are charged. 
A royalty is paid by the British Malayan 
Petroleum Company, based upon the amount of 
oil produced. A variety of licences are issued, 
mostly of a municipal nature.

Development Plans 


A five-year Development Plan received the 
approval of the State Council in August, 1953. 

he large sum of $100,000,000 has been set aside 
from the general revenue surplus to provide for an 
ambitious programme of works for the benefit 
of the State and its inhabitants. The plan will 
include provision for social services, pensions and 
disability allowances, free meals for school- 
children, resettlement of landless inhabitants, 
improvement of agriculture, communications, 
roads, telephones, radio-telephones, aerodromes, 
town improvement, water and electricity supplies, 
new schools, new scholarships, new hospital, 
travelling dispensaries, anti-malarial work, child 
welfare. This plan is in addition to the works 
which would normally be undertaken annually. 


The rebuilding of devastated areas was com- 
pleted in 1954, 


Education 
The number and types of institutions providing 
educational facilities are :— 


(a) 34 Malay Vernacular Schools, with a total 
enrolment of 2,679 ; 2,143 boys and 536 girls. 
These schools are fully maintained by Govern- 
ment. The Malay language is the medium of 
instruction; English is taught as a second 

. language beginning in the Fourth Year. 


(b) 7 Chinese Schools, with a total enrolment 
of 1,727; 1,058 boys and 669 girls. These 
schools are largely maintained by subscriptions 
from the Chinese communities in the areas in 
which the schools are situated, and by school 
fees. 1 receive grants-in-aid from Govern- 
ment. The British Malayan Petroleum Com- 
pany, Limited, gives financial aid to the two 

hinese Schools situated in the Oilfield area. 
The medium of instruction in all Chinese 
Schools is Chinese (Mandarin). English is 
taught as a second language beginning in the 
Third Year. 


(c) 6 English Schools ; 3 of which are run 
by the Roman Catholic Mission, 2 by Govern- 
ment and 1 by the Oil Company. The total 
enrolment of these schools is 1,511 ; 967 boys 
and 544 girls. The Mission Schools are largely 
maintained by Mission funds and school fees. 
All receive grants-in-aid from Government. 
Two of them, situated in the Oilfield area, 
receive financial aid from the Oil Company. 
One of the Government Schools and one of the 
Mission Schools have Secondary Forms, with 
a total enrolment of 178 ; 148 boys and 30 girls, 
(not included in the total for English Schools 
given above). : 

It may be mentioned, that all the schools listed 
under (a) (6) and (c) above are Primary Schools. 
There are as yet no separate Secondary 
Schools in Brunel.

(d) One Trade (Technical) School. is 
fully maintained and_belongs to the British 
Malayan Petroleum Company, Limited. The 
present enrolment is 96 ; first, 30 second and 
22 third year app reaucss: The practical instruc- 
tion given includes: Fitting, Turning, Motor 
and Diesel Mechanics, Welding and Blacksmith- 
ing. On the theoretical side are included Theory 
of Mechanics, Workshop Practice, Electricity, 
Mathematics and Machine Drawings. 


BRUNEI 


A number of Brunei students are attending 
educational institutions overseas. They fall into 
two categories (a) teachers (Malay Vernacular 
School Teachers) attending Training Colleges in 

alaya and Sarawak; there are 34 at present 
undergoing such training, 4 in Malaya, 2 male 
teachers and 2 female ; 30 in Sarawak, all males ; 
(6) students in English Schools for whom _as yet 
no suitable classes are available in Brunei English 
Schools. There are 12 such students, 3 in Malaya 
and 9 in Sarawak. In addition there is a Brunei 
student (a Chinese) taking an engineering course 
in the University of New South Wales. He has 
been recently awarded a scholarship under the 
Colombo Pian. 

Expenditure on education in 1953 was 
$1,008,332 compared with $36,059 in 1940 and 
$7,289 in 1930. 


Health 

Brunei State may be considered relatively 
healthy. The following diseases were of greatest

Of these it is considered that Tuberculosis is the 
greatest problem because of the difficult socio- 
economic conditions retarding attempts at 
eradication. A T.B. Clinic commenced work 
in 1953 and proper buildings followed in 1954. 


There is one 150-bedded State Hospital in 
Brunei Town, one 14 bedded Dispensary in 
Kuala Belait and the Oil Company also has a 
150-bedded Hospital there. There are two out- 
station dispensaries with 16 beds, and a small 
Tuberculosis Hospital with 22 beds has been 
constructed at Kuala Belait. Three floating 
dispensaries serve the riverain population and are 
not only bringing medicine to the homes of the 
people but also serving as a spearhead of 
propaganda.

Communications 

An aerodrome of International Code Letter E 
size on a Trunk Route is under construction, and 
should be in use in 1955. 


The Anduki airfield is operated by the British 
Malayan Petroleuni Company, Limited, for 
internal service and to Labuan. They also main- 
tain a light railway from Seria to Badas about 
eight miles long. 

There are 86 miles of roads; metalled 43 miles, 
earth 43 miles. 


The main pore are Brunei Town and Kuala 
Belait. The bulk of general cargo for Brunei is 
transhipped from Labuan and conveyed to the 
two main ports by a fleet of small coasting vessels 
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run by the Straits Steamship Company. Monthly 
visits are made to the Port of Brunei Town direct 
from Secor by this Company’s vessels of 
up to 1,700 G.E.T. The British Malayan Petroleum 
Company also maintains a considerable fleet of 
L.C.Ts., and these ply mainly between Brunei 
Town, Labuan and Kuala Belait. In addition, 
numerous native-owned motor launches, tong- 
kangs, and outboard motor boats carry on a 
coastal trade around the Brunei and adjacent 
Colonies’ ports. The State runs a motor launch 
service connecting with the air service and, as far 
as possible, the steamer service in Labuan, 
carrying mail and passengers. 


Principal Occupations 

Most of the population is engaged in agriculture. 
Numbers employed in other occupations in 1953 
were ; Government service (Public Works) 1,261, 
oil mining 4,952 and rubber 274.

of Cyprus. In 1191 Cyprus was conquered by 
Richard I of England following the ill-treatment 
of the crews of some English ships which had been 
wrecked on the island. From Richard the island 
passed to the Knights Templars, and later, when 
they found the task of government beyond their 
powers, to Guy de Lusignan, ex-King of Jerusalem. 
Cyprus was ruled by the Lusignan dynasty 
from 1192 until 1489, although the Genoese 
Republic held Famagusta from 1373 until 1464. 
From 1489 until 1571 Cyprus belonged to the 
Republic of Venice. In the latter year the Turks 
conquered the island and retained possession of 
it until its transfer to British administration. 


On 4th June, 1878, a convention was signed at 
Constantinople between the representatives of Her 
Britannic Majesty and the Sultan of Turkey, by 
which England engaged to join the Sultan in 
defending his Asiatic possessions against Russia in 
certain contingencies, and the Sultan “ in order 
to enable England to make necessary provision 
for executing her engagements ”’ consented “ to 
assign the island of Cyprus to be occupied and 
administered by England ”. 


On 14th August, 1878, a supplementary agree- 
ment was signed, giving to Her Britannic Majesty 
for the term of the occupation full powers for 
making laws and conventions for the government 
of the island in Her Majesty’s name, and for the 
regulation of its commercial and consular relations 
and affairs, free from the Porte’s control. 


On the outbreak of war with Turkey in 1914 the 
island was annexed to the British Crown by 
Order in Council of 5th November, 1914. By 
Article 20 of the Treaty of Peace with Turkey, 
signed at Lausanne on 24th July, 1923, Turkey 


the | recognized the annexation. 


On ist May, 1925, by Letters Patent passed 
under the Great Seal of the United Kingdom, 
the island was formally made a Colony and the 
High Commissioner assumed the title of Governor. 


Constitution 


Up to 12th November, 1931, the Government 
was regulated by Letters Patent of 10th March, 
1925, providing for the administration of the 
Olony by a Governor aided by Executive fand 
Legislative Councils.

voters. After the disturbances which occurred 
in the autumn of 1931 in various parts of the 
island, those clauses of the Letters Patent which 
dealt with the constitution of the Legislative 
Council were revoked by Letters Patent dated 
12th November, 1931, power to legislate being 
vested in the Governor. There is an Executive 
Council consisting, at present, of the Governor, 
the Colonial Secretary, the Attorney-General, the 
Financial Secretary, the Commissioner of Labour, 
and three non-official members. 


Land Policy 


Individual ownership of land is recognized and 
non-natives may acquire land. Except with the 
consent of the Governor, no alien may acquire, 
otherwise than by inheritance, ownership of any 
immovable property in the Colony. Compulsory 
acquisition of land may be made for purposes of 
public utility, with the consent of the Governor. 


Taxation 


Incomes which do not exceed £300 are exempted 
from income tax ; and the tax ranges from 1s. for 
every £ in excess of £300 to 15s. for every £ in 
excess of £6,000. Relief is given at the rate of 
£50 for each unmarried child under the age of 16 
or (if over 16) receiving full-time instruction at an 
educational establishinent. Where any child 
between the ages of 11 and 25 is receiving full-time 
instruction outside the Colony, this allowance is 
increased by an amount not exceeding £200 in 
respect of expenditure incurred on the child’s 
education. Relief is also given in respect of the 
wife’s earned income up to a maximum of £50, 
and in respect of life insurance premiums and 
pension and provident fund contributions. In the 
case of bachelors and spinsters the tax payable is 
increased by 333%, rising to 50% where the tax 
payable exceeds £90, up to a maximum of £500. 
The tax on salaries, wages and pensions is collected 
under the system of Pay As You Earn. Companies 
and similar bodies pay a flat rate of 8s. 6d. in the 
£ and deduct this tax from any dividends declared ; 
credit is given to the shareholder for the tax thus 
deducted in calculating his personal tax liability. 
Arrangements for relief from double taxation 
exist with the United Kingdom, New Zealand and 
Canada, and relief is also given if tax is payable 
on the same income in any of Her Majesty’s 
possessions where reciprocal relief is given. By 


an exchange of notes between the United Kingdom | f° 


and the Greek Government there is reciprocal 
exemption of air transport profits between Cyprus 
and Greece. 


Estate duty is levied on the estate of any 
deceased person which exceeds £2,000 in value. 
The rates of estate duty are not fixed on a per- 
centage basis in the case of estates of £15,000 in 
value and under. Such estates are divided into 
categories and the rates are specific amounts 
chargeable on each category. The _ specific 
amounts so chargeable range from £40 on estates 
between £2,000 and £2,500 in value to £1,615 on 
estates between £14,000 and £15,000 in value. 
In the case of estates in excess of £15,000 in value 
a percentage is imposed. This percentage ranges 
between 21% and 30% on that part of the estate 
which exceeds £15,000 in value. Relief is given 
In respect of quick succession where the estate 
consists of immovable property or a business, and 
for estate duty paid in respect of the same estate in 
any country of the British Commonwealth.

Other Development 


The Electricity. Authority of Cyprus has 
extended its area of supply to include the towns of 
Kyrenia and Paphos, the latter being supplied 
from a diesel generating station operated by the 
Authority in Paphos. Supply has also been given 
from the central system to the Improvement Areas 
of Platres and Troodos. Considerable develop- 
ment has taken place in each of the main towns, 
demand in some cases having been almost 
doubled since the introduction of the Authority’s 
new tariffs. Development of supply has also been 
encouraged in rural areas, particularly for irriga- 
tion purposes in the Astromeritis, Morphou and 
Peristeronari area. 


In addition to the funds provided for the 
electrification scheme, Government has advanced 
and will continue advancing loans to public bodies, 
local government authorities, etc., to enable them 
to carry out their own development projects, 
e.g. workers’ housing schemes, water supplies, 
street improvement, erection of public buildings 
etc. Up to the end of 1953, the outstanding balance 
of these loans amounted to £3,680,000. 


Education 


_ There is at present no form of higher education 
in Cyprus other than the two Teachers’ Training 
Colleges, one for men at Morphou and one for 
women at Nicosia. Secondary schools number 57 
with an enrolment of 16,634, while elementary 
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j schools number 706 with an enrolment of 66,114. 
There are separate schools for Greeks, ks, 
and Armenians, but most schools are co-edu- 
cational. The school population is_ steadily 
increasing at present with a consequent rise in the 
number of teachers required and a need for more 
accommodation. Efforts are being made to 
develop technical education to a level more in 
keeping with the needs of the island. 


Government expenditure on educational services 
in the school year 1952-53 amounted to £1,070,687 
compared with £121,986 in 1935. 


Libraries and Museums 


In Nicosia, Kyrenia, Limassol and Paphos 
there are public libraries which are controlled 
by the Municipalities. The Antiquities Depart- 
ment maintain a Museum at Nicosia. 


Health 

Expenditure by Government on medical and 
allied services was £453,077 in 1953 compared 
with £52,436 in 1935. Ten Government hospitals 
(including two sanatoria, a mental hospital and a 
leper farm) provided 1,021 beds in 1953. In 
addition there were 523 beds in 39 private 
hospitals and 114 beds in 13 rural hospitals. 
Out-patients at Government institutions numbered 
118,778 ; rural dispensaries dealt with 45,380. 


Communications 

Cyprus Airways Limited provide air services to 
Greece, Turkey, the Lebanon, Israel, Egypt, 
Libya, the Sudan and the Persian Gulf and in 
conjunction with B.E.A. to Rome and London. 
Other airlines serving the Colony are B.O.A.C., 
Greek National Airlines, El Al, Middle East 
Airlines, Air Liban, Turkish State Airlines and 
Skyways Ltd. There is one airfield at Nicosia and 
an emergency landing ground at Tymbou. There 
are no internal services.

The most important ports are Famagusta, 
Larnaca and Limassol. Famagusta has a harbour 
where vessels of an overall length of 425 feet can 
easily be berthed alongside the quay. Vessels at 
Larnaca and Limassol anchor in the open road- 
stead about 4-5 cables off the main jetty, and 
goods are transported to and from the shore by 
means of lighters. 


Regular passenger services are run between 
Cyprus and other parts of the Mediterranean. 
Cargo ships of many _nationalities—the most 
regular being vessels of the British Conference 
Lines (Mediterranean Section), some of which 
accept passenge 1 at rus ports, on 
itineraries between Continental and Mediterranean 

orts, Mediterranean and Red Sea ports and 
USA, Mediterranean and Black Sea ports. 


There is no railway or inland waterway. 


Broadcasting 

The Cyprus Broadcasting Service became fully 
operative on the 4th October, 1953. It is situated 
in Nicosia and operates on a medium-wave 
frequency of 692 Kc/s. with,a power of 10 kW.

Estimated numbers in other occupations in 1950 
were :—manufacturing industries 44,000 (building 
and contracting 8,800, clothing 7,000, textiles 
»700) ; service industries 51,400 (distributive 
trades 10,500, catering and hotels, 7,000) ; mines 
and quarries 6,300; Government service 6,000. 


At the end of 1953 there were three Employers’ 
Associations with 74 members, and 122 Workmen’s 
Unions with a membership of 18,583. In addition 
there were two Federations co-ordinating the 
activities of Workmen’s Unions and four Unions 
of Civil Servants. 


Main Crops and Products 


Wheat, barley, potatoes (two crops a year), 
grapes, raisins, cotton, deciduous fruit (apples, 
pears, cherries, plums, apricots, peaches), olives, 
almonds, carobs (locust beans), citrus, pulse 
crops, sesame, cumin, aniseed, onions, tobacco, 
wines, spirits, cheese and wool. 


The livestock population is: 
goats 194,000; swine 35,000; cattle 30,000; 
donkeys 44,000; mules 7,000; horses 4,000. 


Timber production in 1953 was 977,000 cubic 
feet R.U.B. including 827,000 cubic feet of soft- 
wood (pine) and 150,000 of hardwood timber. 
Firewood and charcoal production amounted to 
432,000 and 23,000 cubic feet respectively. All 
these products were consumed in Cyprus. In 
addition 2,456,000 cubic feet of timber and 544,000 
of derivative products were imported in 1953. 


Cyprus fisheries are not rich owing to the lack 
of nutrient salts, and the supply of fish is not equal 
to the demand. All the catch is sold locally and 
consumed fresh. 280 sailing boats, 55 sailing 
auxiliaries, using nets or lines, and 9 trawlers 
(Cypriot), occupying altogether 940 persons, 
caught 340,050 okes* of fish, estimated at a value 
of £89,420, during the year 1953. Production of 
inshore fisheries is negligible. 


The principal minerals are cupreous, iron 
pyrites and asbestos. Some 700,000 tons of 
pyrites, 100,000 tons of copper concentrates and 
15,000 tons of asbestos are exported yearly. 
Chromite, gypsum and terra umbra are also 
produced and exported. 


_ Cotton yarn spun locally satisfies a big propor- 
tion of the Colony’s requirements ; cotton goods 
and a variety of towels are manufactured locally 
by two main weaving plants and satisfy part of 
the local demand. There has recently been estab- 
lished in the island a modern ginnery and de-linting 

lant. Rayon goods are also manufactured on a 

imited scale. Other industries include the 
manufacture of cigarettes from imported and 
locally-grown yellow-leaf tobacco, wines and 
spirits, beer, cheese, macaroni, soap, soap oils, 
footwear, buttons, artificial teeth, carob gum, 
compound fodders, essential oils and perfumery, 
nails, litho hed crown corks, jute goods, 
plasters and plasterboards, pottery, bricks, tiles 
and mosaic.

A great expansion has also 
been observed in the production of aerated drinks 
and of sugared almonds, Turkish delight and other 
confectionery. 

Two important village industries are the manu- 
facturing of “‘ aladja’’—a special kind of cotton 
cloth mainly worn by the rural population— 
and of high quality laces. Other village industries 
are twine, rope, basket and mat making.

Tourist Traffic 


26,922 visitors came to Cyprus during 1953~ 
compared with 27,353 in 1952. Members of 
H.M. Forces and their families stationed in the 
Middle East were encouraged to spend their leave 
in Cyprus and more than 19,000 came. The 
island’s economy benefited by this invisible 
export to the extent of about £1,500,000 (not 
included in the above figures). 
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Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 


There are at present no marketing boards in 
Cyprus. All zivania (grape alcohol used in the 
wines and spirits industry) must be delivered to 
the Vine Products Control Scheme against an 
initial purchase price for which an advance is 
provided by Government. All profits from the 
sales of zivania by the Vine Products Controller 
are returned to the producers in the form of 
dividends. The Controller (Commissioner for 
Co-operative Development) is advised by a Board 
on which producers and manufacturers are 
represented. A special reserve fund for stabiliza- 
tion or other purposes has been created. A similar 
scheme has been introduced recently for raisins. 
Government is also the sole purchaser of wheat 
and barley through the agency of co-operative 
societies. 


The only other organized form of marketing 
is that of the various co-operative marketing 
societies and unions (and one federation of 
carob unions), which deal with substantial 
quantities of carobs, wines and spirits. and 
potatoes and lesser quantities of oranges, cherries 
and other fresh and dried fruits. There are 
at present 756 co-operative societies, the main 
types being credit, marketing, processing, con- 
sumers’ stores and farming societies. Membership 
exceeds 120,000, reserves are more than £ 
and deposits approximately £2,000,000.

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FALKLAND ISLANDS AND 
DEPENDENCIES 


Area 

The Falkland Islands, situated in the South 
Atlantic, lie some 480 miles north-east of Cape 
Horn. The numerous islands of which they are 
composed cover 4,618 square miles. There are 
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FALKLAND ISLANDS 


two groups of Dependencies : (a) South Georgia, 
800 miles to the east of the Falklands, together 
with South Orkney and South Sandwich, which 
lie 450 miles to the south-west and south-east 
respectively of South Georgia : (6) South Shetland 
an 
the former being some 500 miles south of the 
Falklands. 


Population 

A census was held on 3ist March, 1953, and the 
population, excluding Dependencies, was 2,230, 
there being rather more males than females. All 


were of European descent and most were British. | Coy 


The population of the Dependencies is estimated at 
1,400 in the summer whaling season, with rather 
less than half that number during the winter. 


Geographical Features 

There are two large islands, the East and West 
Falklands, and numerous smaller islands. The 
coastline is deeply indented and affords several 
good anchorages. The surface everywhere, except 
in Lafonia, is hilly, the maximum height being 
reached in the West Falkland where Mount 
Adam rises to 2,315 feet. There are no large 
inland waters. A feature of the treeless, moorland 
scenery is the “* stone runs ”’, long “‘ rivers”’ of 
angular, quartzite boulders. The island of South 
Georgia in the Dependencies is a mass of high 
mountains which are covered with deep snow 
where they are not too prespuous, and the valleys 
between are filled with glaciers which in many 
cases descend to the sea. 


Climate 

The islands are in the same latitude south as 
London is north but, apart from hours of sunshine 
which are almost identical, there is little similarity 
of climate. The islands are frequently, and in 
summer particularly, swept by high winds which 
some people from the United Kingdom find 
trying. The average winter and summer tempera- 
tures are a good deal lower than Kew. The 
climatic figures for Stanley are :— 


Mean annual temperature 43° 
Mean annual maximum 70° 
Mean annual minimum 19° 
Mean annual wind speed 15 knots. 
Mean annual rainfali 30 inches. 


The Dependencies have a rigorous climate of 
Antarctic character. 


Principal Town 

Stanley, the capital, population 1,135, is the 
only town. In the Camp, the countryside other 
than Stanley, the largest settlement is at Darwin 
where there are some 100 residents. 


History 

The Falklands are said to have been discovered 
by Davis in 1592 and were apparently visited by 
Hawkins in 1594. On the other hand it is claimed 
by some historians that Vespucci was in the 
Falklands in 1502. In 1764 de Bougainville 
established a small Colony at Port Louis in the 
East Falkland. This French settlement was taken 
over by Spain in 1766 on the promised payment 
of a sum said to have amounted to £24,000. In 
1765 apa Byron took possession of the West 
Falkland and left a small garrison at Port Egmont 
on Saunders Island, whence it was driven out by 
the Spaniards in 1770. This action on the part of 
Spain brought that country and Britain to the 
verge of war. The Spaniards restored the British 
garrison in 1771, but it was abandoned in 1774. 


Graham Land, the most northerly point of 
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_ In 1820 the Republic of Buenos Aires estab- 
lished a settlement in the East Falkland at Soledad 
(Port Louis) which was destroyed in 1831 as a 
reprisal for interference with American sealers 
by the U.S. warship Lexington. 


In 1833 the occupation of the islands was 
resumed by the British Government. Until 1843 
they were under the charge of naval officers 
engaged in making surveys. In 1843 a civil 
administration was formed, the headquarters being 
at Port Louis; but in order to obtain a better 
anchorage, they were later moved to Port William, 
where the settlement was named Stanley. The 
ony received regular grants-in-aid from 1841 
until 1880, and for a mail service until 1884-85, 
since when the Colony has been self-supporting. 
The development of the Colony has been closely 
linked with the growth of the Falkland Islands 
Company, the largest landowner and trading 
company, formed in 185]. 


Of the Dependencies, South Georgia and the 
South Sandwich group were discovered in 1775 
by Captain Cook who took possession of them 
for Britain. South Shetland was discovered and 
taken possession of by Captain W. Smith in 1819 
and South Orkney by Captain G. Powell in 1821. 
Graham Land was discovered by Captain Brans- 
field in 1829 and taken possession of for Great 
Britain by John Biscoe in 1832. 


Constitution 


The Government is administered by a Governor 
aided by an Executive Council which is composed 
of three ex officio members, one appointed 
official, and three nominated unofficial members ; 
and a Legislative Council composed of three 
ex officio, four elected, two nominated unofficial 
and two nominated official members. The 
present Constitution became effective on Ist 
January, 1949. 


There is a Town Council for Stanley. 


Land Policy 

All the land is held freehold and mostly by a 
very few large farms. Certain areas are Crown 
reserves. 


Taxation 


Direct taxation is in the form of income tax, 
individuals paying a_ graduated tax, ranging 
from lis. in every £ of the first £100 of taxable 
income to 3s. 6d. in every £ exceeding £850. 
Companies pay a flat rate of 3s. 6d. in the £. 
In 1949 an arrangement was concluded with the 
United Kingdom for the avoidance of double 
taxation. 

There is no general Customs tariff, import duties 
being confined to liquor, tobacco and matches. 
Export duties are levied on wool, tallow, guano, 
hides and skins, and whale and seal oil.

In 1952-53 the main source of revenue for the 
Colony was Internal Revenue, £248,000. The 
main heads of expenditure were Public Works, 
£41,000, Colonial Development and Welfare, 
£16,759 and Extraordinary Expenditure, £105,000. 


In the same year the main sources of revenue for 
the Dependencies were Customs, £90,000 and 
Internal Revenue, £54,000. The main heads of 
expenditure were the Falkland Islands Dependen- 
cies Survey research vessel John Biscoe, £77,000, 
and F.I.D.S. Bases, £50,000. 


There is no Public Debt. 


Currency 

The currency is British coinage and local £5, £1 
and 10s. notes which are interchangeable with 
sterling at par. 


Development Plans 
The Colony received an allocation of £150,000 
under the Colonial Development and Welfare 
Act of 1945 as a contribution towards a ten-year 
rogramme. In 1950 the plan was revised and it 
is now proposed to spend about £265,000 between 
1950 and 1956.

Education 


In 1953 there were 360 children of school age 
in the Colony. There is no system of higher 
education and no advanced secondary education. 
In Stanley the Government schools cater ade- 
quately for children between the ages of five and 
fourteen, though a number stay until their 
sixteenth year and, in most subjects, reach General 
Certificate of Education standard. Outside 
Stanley, education is carried on either in settlement

There are two lending libraries in Stanley 
operated by the Town Council and the Falkland 
Islands Company respectively. 


Health 

The commoner ailments in the Colony are the 
common cold, naso-pharyngitis, bronchitis, gastro- 
enteritis and rheumatism in its chronic form. The 
incidence of tuberculosis is higher than in the 
United Kingdom. 

There is one General Hospital in Stanley. An 
extension to the hospital, the Churchill Wing, was 
completed in 1953. The Colony has now a modern, 
well-equipped hospital, with 32 beds. 


The Government Medical Department employs 
one Senior Medical Officer and three Medical 
Officers, one of whom is in Stanley, one at Darwin, 
in Lafonia, and the third at Fox Bay, in the West 
Falkland. A Tuberculosis Officer has been 
employed since September, 1953, and is engaged in 
a tuberculosis survey of the Falklands. The 
nursing staff of the Hospital consists of the 
Matron, four Nursing Sisters and six Nurses. 


There are two Government-employed dentists 
in the Colony. One is stationed in Stanley, the 
other works wholly in the Camp. 


The Government Air Service is used extensively 
for medical transport to and from Stanley. The 
m.v. Philomel is also at the disposal of the Medical 
Department for use when the weather does not 
permit the use of the aircraft. 


Expenditure on the Medical Department in 
toe was £12,806. In 1935 the sum spent was 


Communications 

Communication between the Colony and the 
mainland of South America is maintained by the 
Falkland Islands Company’s vessel S.S. Fitzroy 
which runs a mail and passenger service at least 
ten times a year to Montevideo. Internal com- 
munications are maintained by sea with the 
Government-owned Philomel, the Fitzroy and 
a few small private vessels. There is also a 
small Government-owned air service. Travellers 
generally use horses when moving from one 
settlement to another on the mainland. South 
Georgia is served by vessels engaged in the whaling 
industry and the R.R.S. John Biscoe calls there and 
elsewhere in the Dependencies during the southern 
summer. There are no roads, except in Stanley, 
and no inland waterway or rail services. 


Broadcasting 

The Government runs a broadcasting station at 
Stanley, operating on 6,125 and 580 kc/s, with a 
power of 0-25 kW and and 0-5 kW respectively. 
In 1953 there were 361 wireless licence holders in 
the Colony. Government also operates a re- 
diffusion service in Stanley which in 1953 had 261 
subscribers. There is also a Government wireless 
station on the West Falkland to which most of the 
farms are linked by telephone.

FIJI 


Area 


The aggregate land area is 7,040 square miles 
and most of it is contained in the two main islands 
of Viti Levu (4,011 square miles) and Vanua 
Levu (2,137 square miles). About 100 of the 
total of 300 islands are inhabited. The dependency 
of Rotuma (18 square miles) lies some 400 miles 
to the north.

Geographical Features 


The islands comprising the Colony straddle the 
180° meridian and lie about 1,200 miles south of the 
equator. Most of them are of volcanic origin 
but some are of limestone formation. There are 
no active volcanoes though hot springs occur in 
isolated places. All the larger islands are sur- 
rounded by coral reefs. Mountain ranges of 
moderate height—the highest peak is 4,341 feet 
above sea _ level—lie athwart the prevailing 
easterly trade winds and there is consequently a 
marked difference in the heavy forest vegetation 
on the windward and the light reeds and grasses 
on the leeward slopes of most islands. The total 
forest area is approximately 3,486 square miles, 
more than half the total land area of the Colony. 


Climate 


The climate is oceanic and tempered by cool 
east or south-east breezes which blow between 
May and October. During the rest of the year 
winds are variable and tropical storms, known 
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locally as hurricanes, may occur. High humidity, 
which sometimes reaches saturation point, causes 
unpleasant living conditions whileitlasts. Rainfall 
varies from an annual average of about 120 inches 
in Suva to 75 inches on the leeward coast of Viti 
Levu. The diurnal range of temperature at 
Suva, a few feet above sea level, is about 11°, 
but recordings between 60° and 90° are not 
unusual. ©

History 


The first navigator to discover islands in the 
Fiji archipelago was Tasman in 1643. Cook 
charted a small island in 1774. Bligh of the 
Bounty sailed through part of the Group in 
1789 during his memorable voyage in an open 
boat after being cast adrift by the mutineers. 


Christianity was introduced into Fiji by 
Wesleyan missionaries from Tonga in 1835. 


Thakombau, an influential Fijian chief, offered 
to cede the sovereignty of the islands to Great 
Britain in 1858 in exchange for support against his 
rivals and help in meeting his debts, but the offer 
was refused. After a further unsettled period, 
Thakombau renewed his offer of cession. The 
Deed of Cession was signed at Levuka on the 
10th October, 1874. In 1882 the seat of govern- 
ment was moved to Suva because of its better 
harbour and greater facilities for expansion. 


Rotuma was discovered by Captain Edwards in 
H.M.S. Pandora in 1791 during his search for the 
Bounty mutineers. In the nineteenth century the 
principal Rotuman chiefs repeatedly offered to 
cede the island to Great Britain, in order to prevent 
the continuance of a succession of religious wars. 
Rotuma was formally annexed in 1881. 


Constitution 


The government of the Colony is provided for 
under Letters Patent, 1937, and Royal Instructions. 
The Executive Council, presided over by the 
Governor, consists of the Colonial Secretary, the 
Attorney-General, the Financial Secretary, as 
ex officio members, and six nominated members, 
two of whom are officials. When a vacancy 
occurs amongst the three unofficial members of 
Legislative Council serving on Executive Council, 
the five European, Fijian or Indian unofficial 
members of the Legislature, as the case may be, 
are invited to nominate one of their number as a 
suitable candidate for the vacancy. The Legis- 
lative Council is presided over by the Governor 
and consists of sixteen official members and fifteen 
unofficial members, of whom five are Europeans 
(three elected and two nominated), five Indians 
(three elected and two nominated) and five 
Fijians, who are nominated by the Governor from 
a panel of names of Fijians selected by secret 
ballot by the Council of Chiefs, itself consisting of 
elected and nominated members. 


A local government system, first established 
in 1876, and since 1945 known as the Fijian 
Administration, has jurisdiction over all Fijians 
in the Colony, a policy based on indigenous 
institutions. In executive control is the Fijian 
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Affairs Board, consisting of the Secretary for 
Fijian Affairs as chairman, the five Fijian members 
of Legislative Council, a Legal Adviser, and a 
Financial Adviser. The Secretary for Fijian 
Affairs is the executive officer of the Board and 
he is assisted, in each of the three administrative 
districts into which the Colony is divided, by a 
District Commissioner, who is in charge of the 
district and responsible to the Governor, through 
the Colonial Secretary, for the efficient adminis- 
tration of his district, including Fijian affairs. 
District Officers act as inspectors of the local 
government units but do not intervene in their 
management. 


In Rotuma, where language and customs differ 
from those in Fiji, the District Officer is the chief 
executive authority and he also has limited 
magisterial powers. A Rotuman Regulation 
Board, consisting of the District Offtcer and a 
number of Rotumans, makes regulations of local 
application. 


Land Policy 


Soon after the date of the cession a commission 
investigated the title to lands claimed by foreigners 
and as a result freehold titles to about 400,000 
acres of Fijian land were granted. The largest 
landowners are the Fijians and under the Native 
Land Trust Ordinance of 1940 the control of their 
lands, except areas demarcated and set aside for 
their own use and future maintenance, is vested in 
an independent Board, with the Governor as 
President, and administered on behalf of and for the 
benefit of the Fijian owners. The sale of Fijian- 
owned land is prohibited except to the Crown, and 
then only where it is required for a public purpose. 


Taxation 


Customs duties are levied on all imports. 
Income tax rates range from Is. to 6s. on each £ 
of taxable income. Provision is made for personal, 
married, dependent children and widows’ allow- 
ances. Companies other than non-Fijian shipping 
companies are liable for tax at the rate of 6s. 3d. 
In the £ on profits. Non-Fijian shipping com- 
panies are taxed at the rate of 44d. in the £. 


Surtax is chargeable on both individual and 
company incomes at varying rates. Death and 
gift duties are also payable.

It has been decided to undertake the construc- 
tion of new docks at Suva, an oil discharge berth, 
eupweys) and to reclaim an area of foreshore for 
oil storage installations, together with the con- 
struction of a wharf at Lautoka. The estimated 
cost of these projects is £2,750,000. It is now 
estimated that the new Water Supply for Suva, 
together with the cost of reticulation, will amount 
to £715,000. It is proposed that the Suva water 
supply and the docks project should be financed 
from External Loans. 


Other Development 


During 1951 at the request of various Fijian 
Provincial Councils, a Fijian Development Fund 
was established into which is paid an amount not 
exceeding £10 a ton from the proceeds of the sale 
of Fijian-produced copra. Such deposits are 
credited to the producing group or individual 
and bear interest at2°%. The money thus accumu- 
lated may be expended only on works or schemes 
which will benefit the Fijians. The fund is 
administered by the Fijian Development Fund 
Board and by the end of July 1954 had accumulated 
a sum of £397,571. 


Education 


At the end of 1953 there were 57,164 children 
enrolled in schools, representing 18-21% of the 
total population, compared with 16-13 % in 1946. 
There is a Government Teachers’ Training College 
at which in 1953 159 students attended the two- 
year residential course. Post-primary education 
is carried on by Missions, private bodies and the 
Government. 


There are 422 registered schools where staff 
and accommodation are satisfactory and 55 
recognized schools of a lower standard. In 1953 
there were 1,235 registered teachers in Government 
service, 173 registered teachers in schools con- 
trolled by private bodies, and 173 registered teach- 
ers remain as “‘reserved” in the service of 
particular Missions. During- 1953 gross expenditure 
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on education from general revenue amounted 
to £475,241, compared with £43,306 in 1935. 
This does not take account of local contributions 
by school authorities by way of expenditure on 
buildings. £50,864 (including £2,674 from 
United Kingdom grants) was expended from 


Development funds.

Libraries and Museums 


The Fiji Museum at Suva contains a fine his- 
torical and ethnological collection relating to Fifi 
and Western Pacific Territories. The Carnegie 
Library at Suva and the Shri Ramkrishna Library 
at Nandi are the main lending and reference 
libraries in the Colony. The Fiji Society, which 
is concerned with subjects of historic, scientific 
and antiquarian interest to Fiji, holds regular 
meetings and the record of its transactions has 
recently been published. 


Health 

The principal infectious diseases in Fiji are : 
ankylostomiasis, influenza, pertussis, infantile 
diarrhoea, pulmonary tuberculosis. Malaria does 
not occur. The total bed capacity of hospitals in 
the Colony is 1,987, of which 1,946 are in Govern- 
ment institutions ; there are also 43 dispensaries in 
the rural areas in charge of Assistant Medical 
Practitioners. In-patients in 1953 in Government 
hospitals totalled 17,063 and the number of out- 
patients, including those treated at dispensaries, 
was approximately 391,686. Leprosy is treated 
at the Fiji Leprosy Hospital, Makongai, with the 
most modern methods, and a tuberculosis survey 
has been made with the assistance of a United 
Kingdom grant. 


The Central Medical School, founded in 1888, 
provides a four-year course in medicine and 
dentistry to students from many South Pacific 
territories. There are at present 171 students in 
residence, including 29 from the United States 
Trust Territories in the Pacific. 


The expenditure from general revenue on medical 
services in 1953 was £655,575, compared with 
£78,052 in 1935. These figures do not take 
into account expenditure from Development 
funds of £60,453, provided by grants from the 
United Kingdom. 


Communications 


The Colony’s main airport is the international 
airport at Nandi, 135 miles by road from Suva. 
Aircraft on the trans-Pacific route from Canada 
and the United States to Australia and New Zea- 
land call at Nandi on both northbound and 
southbound flights. Services on these routes were, 
until the 15th May 1954 operated by British 
Commonwealth Pacific Airlines, Canadian Pacific 
Airlines Limited and Pan American World Airways 
(Incorporated). In May of 1954 British Common- 
wealth Pacific Airlines were taken over by Qantas 
who now operate a regular twice weekly service in 
each direction. In 1953, 782 aircraft from overseas 
landed at Nandi. During 1954 there was further 
reorganization of the services provided by Qantas 
and Tasman Empire Airways Limited between 
Fiji and Australia and New Zealand. T.E.A.L. 
now operate twice weekly between Nandi and 
New and using DCé6s, but two Solent flying 
boats have been retained to operate a twice 
monthly service between New Zealand and Suva, 
using Lauthala Bay Flying-boat Base, from which 
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they continue on the Coral Route flight to Tahiti, 
calling also at Samoa and the Cook Islands. This 
flight is also extended to Tonga. 


An internal air service was inaugurated by Fiji 
Airways, a local company, in 1951 and there are 
now regular flights between Suva, the international 
airport at Nandi, Lambasa, Savusavu and Taveuni. 


_ There are 440 miles of permanent line on the 
light railway operated by the Colonial Sugar 
Refining Company for bringing sugar cane to the 
crushing mills. The average annual tonnage 
transported is about 980,000. A free passenger 
service is run twice weekly on a section of track 
120 miles long. 

There are 1,083 miles of road, 670 miles of which 
have an all-weather surface. 


The chief ports are Suva and Lautoka but 
overseas shipping also calls at Levuka, Nasavusavu 
and Rotuma to load copra. Overseas vessels 
calling at Fiji ports during 1953 numbered 200, 
the majority being cargo vessels some of which 
also carry passengers ; there were 198,114 tons 
of cargo landed and 327,558 tons shipped from 
Fiji. A monthly passenger and cargo service is 
maintained by the Union Steam Ship Company 
and connects Suva with Auckland, Tonga and 
Western Samoa. There is a six-weekly cargo 
service from the United Kingdom to New Zealand 
calling at Suva. Port facilities for overseas 
shipping at Suva were severely reduced as a result 
of the 1952 hurricane and the 1953 earthquake. 
Regular inter-island cargo, passenger and mail 
services are maintained by a small number of 
motor vessels and there are numerous craft up to 
about 120 tons operating on irregular itineraries 
to and from the main centres. 


Broadcasting 

A broadcasting service is undertaken by the 
Fiji Broadcasting Commission from Stations 
VRH and VRH4 at Suva, operating on frequencies 
of 930 and 3,980 kilocycles with power of 2 kilo- 
watts and 500 watts. There are 4,319 licensed radio 
receivers in the Colony. 


Principal Occupations 


The economy of the Colony is based on agri- 
culture and to a smaller extent on gold mining. 
The cultivation of sugar cane is almost entirely 
in the hands of Indian peasant farmers. Fijians 
produce about three-fifths of the second important 
export cro Ps copra, and about 70 % of the employees 
at the gold mines are Fijians. The bulk of the 
population is not, however, a wage-earning one. 


There are 29 registered trade unions with an 
approximate niembership of 22,000. 


Main Crops and Products 

Gold mining is the only substantial non-agri- 
cultural industry and the Colony is otherwise 
wholly dependent upon primary production plus 
associated industries of the nature of coconut 
oil extraction and processing, pineapple canning 
and butter manufacture. Export income is 
secured from the sugar and the small pineapple 
canning industries, which depend almost wholly 
upon the Indian community, and from gold, 
copra and bananas, which are in turn all produced 
largely by Fijian labour and enterprise. 


Production for local consumption only, which 
normally closely approaches local needs, includes 
rice, root crops, such as taro, yams and cassava ; 
fish and livestock products including whole milk, 
butter and ghee, beef, pork, goat flesh and eggs ; 
and miscellaneous fruits and pulses.

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The livestock population is estimated at:

During 1953 approximately 583,000 cubic feet 
of sawn timber was produced and approximately 
2,500,000 feet (stacked) of firewood. Shortage 
of staff has handicapped forestry development. 


Reef and coastal fishing is undertaken in a 
small way by Fijians and Indians but the supply 
of local fish does not nearly meet the demand. 


A geological survey is being undertaken to 
determine in detail the areas of possible economic 
mineralization. Upon completion a geological 
map of the Colony will be issued. The cost of 
the survey is being met from a grant of £45,882 
from the United Kingdom.

PITCAIRN ISLANDS GROUP 


The small, volcanic islands of Pitcairn, Hender- 
son, Ducie and Oeno, of which only the first is 
inhabited, lie about 3,500 miles from Panama and 
3,000 from Auckland. Regular sea communica- 
tion with the outside world is limited to the brief 
calls of large passenger liners, which heave to 
for a few hours. A_ small radio station is of 
particular importance in arranging such calls with 
passing ships, especially when a doctor is required. 
’ Pitcairn was discovered by Carteret in 1767. 
In 1790 the Bounty mutineers landed with some 
women from Otaheite and these were the forebears 
of the present inhabitants. It was annexed as 
a colony in 1838 when two British ships visited 
the island. The Popwanen was removed at its 
own request in 1856 but 40 soon returned, and 
today the Islanders number about 130. 


Pitcairn is a British colony by settlement and 
was brought within the jurisdiction of the Western 
Pacific High Commission in 1898. On _ the 
Ist April, 1952, by Order in Council made by 
Her Majesty the Queen, the administration was 
assumed by the Governor of Fiji, following the 
separation of the offices of the Governor of Fiji 
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and High Commissioner for the Western Pacific 
There is an Island Council consisting of the Chie! 
Magistrate, two assessors and a secretary. These 
officers are elected annually by the peonle: The 
principal source of revenue is the sale of stamps 
A Government school is established under < 
trained teacher. Medical attention is given by = 
nurse resident on the island, assisted in cases 0: 
emergency by doctors from passing ships.

Geographical Features 


The River Gambia, some 700 miles in length, 
flows into the Atlantic by a wide estuary which 
narrows to two and a half miles between Barra 
Point and the town of Bathurst on St. Mary’s 
Island. There are 28 feet of water at the entrance 
of the river at low tide, and ocean-going steamers 
drawing not more than 16 feet can at present 
proceed without trouble to Kuntaur 150 miles 
up-river. There is no bar to the River Gambia. 
The Colony consists mainly of the Island of St. 
Mary, at the mouth of the River Gambia, the 
adjoining division of Kombo St. Mary and 
MacCarthy Island in the middle river. The 
Protectorate consists of strips of territory on 
either bank of the river, for most of their length 
no more than seven miles wide. 


Climate 


The Gambia has a long dry season, normally 
from November to May, which is pleasant with 
its low temperature and humidity due to the effect 
of the harmattan. Rainfall is confined to the 
period from June to October and averages about 
40 inches on the coast, decreasing inland. The dry 
season climate near the coast is better than in most 
places in British West Africa, with the exception, 
perhaps, of the Cameroons highlands. During 
the wet season, however, humidity increases and 
is higher on the coast. Up-river it is much hotter 
but less humid, especially during the pesriod 
February to May, after which the heat grad wally 
decreases, with a rapid increase of humidity.

History | 


_ The Gambia was discovered by the Portuguese 
in 1455 but they made no lasting settlement. 
Between 1588 and 1752 Royal Charters were 
granted to various English merchants to trade 
with it. French merchants also plied during 
that period but the right of trade was abandoned 
to England by France under the Treaty of 
Versailles in 1783 which guaranteed to the 
English their possession of Fort James and of the 
River Gambia, with the exception of a French 
factory established at Albreda on the north 
bank of the river. From 1807 to 1816 the general 
commerce between Great Britain and the Gambia 
fell off, in part due to the abolition of the slave 
trade. In 1816 a new settlement was founded on 
the Island of Banjul by English merchants from 
Senegal. Banjul was renamed St. Mary’s and its 
ee named after Lord Bathurst the then Secretary 
of State. 


The settlement was subject to the Government 
of Sierra Leone and was annexed to that Colony 
by Act of Parliament in 1821. From 1816 to 1822 
a Military Commandant, aided by a board of 
merchants called “‘ The Settlement Court’’, 
administered the Government. From 1822 to 
1829 the Commandant governed alone. 


In December 1829, the Secretary of State 
appointed the first Lieutenant Governor “ of the 
settlement of Bathurst and its dependencies in the 
Gambia ’’. The laws of Sierra Leone remained 
in force but the Lieutenant Governor was not 
accountable to the Officer Administering the 
Government there. 


_ The Gambia in the year 1843 was created an 
independent Colony with a Governor and 
Executive and Legislative Councils for the 
administration of its affairs. 


By the charter of 1866 it became a portion of the 
West African Settlements and continued to be so 
under the charter of 1874, until it was made a 
separate Government in 1888. 

MacCarthy Island was purchased in 1823 ; 
the Ceded Mile was granted by the King of Barra 
in 1826 ; and British Kombo was granted by the 
King of Kombo in the various cessions of 1840, 
1850 and 1853. In 1897 the countries of Foni and 
Jarra, on the south bank of the river, came under 
British protection. Foreign Kombo was also 
annexed by the British Government and is now 

_ divided into North, South and Central Kombo. 

The protectorate system of administration has 
been established since 1894 and extended from 
time to time by agreement with the different chiefs 
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concerned until Ordinance No. 7 of 1902 was 
passed, providing fully for the Government of 
the whole Protectorate, which is now divided into 
four Divisions and again into Districts. This 
ordinance has since been superseded by the 
Protectorate Ordinance, 1935. There is a Com- 
missioner in charge of each Division and each 
District is under a District Head Chief. 


Constitution 


Following recommendations approved by the 
Secretary of State in 1953 a new constitution for 
the Colony and Protectorate of the Gambia was 
introduced in September 1954. 


Under the Gambia (Constitution) Order in 
Council, 1954, the provisions of which apply both 
to the Colony and to the Protectorate, the Execu- 
tive Council consists of four ex officio Members, 
one Official Member, and not less than six Ap- 
pointed Members. The Executive Council thus 
has, for the first time, an unofficial majority. Of 
the Appointed Members, all of whom must be 
Elected or Nominated Unofficial Members of the 
Legislative Council, three have been appointed 
Ministers and assigned special responsibilities 
Or :— 

(a) the submission to Executive Council of 
questions relating to matters within their 
respective portfolios, 


(5) ensuring, in association with the appro- 
priate public officer, that effect is given to 
decisions taken by the Governor in Executive 
Council relating to these matters, and 


(c) conducting in the Legislative Council 
government business relating to matters within 
their respective portfolios. 


In the exercise of these responsibilities Ministers 
will be assisted by advisory committees consisting 
of the appropriate public officers and such other 
persons as the Governor may appoint. 


The Governor will continue to attend and pre- 
side at meetings of the Executive Council : with 
certain specified exceptions the Governor is 
required to consult the Executive Council in the 
exercise of his powers, but may act in opposition 
to their advice if he deems it right so to do. 


The Legislative Council, which met for the first 
time under the new constitution in December 1954, 
now consists of a Speaker, four ex officio Members, 
one Nominated Official Member, two Nominated 
Unofficial Members, and fourteen Elected Mem- 
bers of whom four are directly elected to represent 
Bathurst and Kombo St. Mary, seven are 
indirectly elected to represent the Protectorate, 
and the remaining three are indirectly elected from 
a panel of names submitted by the Bathurst and 
Kombo St. Mary municipal councils. Meetings 
of the Council are normally presided over by the 
Speaker, but the Governor retains the right to 
attend any meeting and preside thereat. The usual 
legislative powers of the Council are subject to 
the Governor’s reserve powers to legislate by 
declaration if he considers it expedient so to do in 
the interests of public order, public faith or good 
government. 


Land Policy 

Individual ownership of land is recognized in 
the Colony and there is no restriction on the 
acquisition of land by non-natives. Freehold 
interests in Crown lands are not disposed of 
except in special circumstances and with the 
sanction of the Secretary of State. A grant of 
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Crown lands for a term of years may be made b 
the Governor. The normal term is 21 years wi 
an option of renewal for a like term. 


Land in the Protectorate is held on native 
customary tenure from the Native Authority for 
the district in which it is vested. In general, land 
may not be alienated or leased to non-natives 
without the consent of the Governor. Except in 
a few cases, non-native occupation of land is 
confined to leases for not more than 21 years. 
Leases of small plots suitable for commercial or 
industrial purposes may be obtained from the 
Native Authority for the district, with the approval 
of the Governor. The power to approve is 
delegated to the Senior Commissioner. 


Taxation 


There is a sliding scale of personal income

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Currency. 

The currency in circulation is issued by the 
West African Currency Board in London on 
behalf of the four British West African territories. 
It consists of notes of 100s., 20s. and 10s. ; yellow 
metal alloy coins of 2s., Is. and 6d. ; bronze coins 
of id., and $d. and nickel coins of one-tenth penny. 
The currency is interchangeable with sterling at 
par. 


Development Plans 


A total of £1,300,000 was originally made 
available under the Colonial Development and 
Welfare Act of 1945. Of this sum £800,000 was 
for services (medical, agricultural, veterinary and 
educational) nclesing capital expenditure on 
buildings and plant. £500,000 was for the develop- 
ment of Bathurst and the Kombo. An additional 
allocation of £200,000 was promised in 1951 to 
augment the balance available for a reclamation 
scheme. 


The major capital works which will remain as 
monuments of the Colonial Development and 
Welfare Act are :— 

(i) A new hospital in Bathurst. 

(ii) A new town drainage system. 

(iii) 400 acres of adjacent reclaimed land which 

was formerly swamp. 

re A new urban water supply. 

(v) New schools. ; 

Ww New health centres and rural dispensaries. 

(vii) New veterinary headquarters. 


Other Development 


A “* Farmers’ Fund ”’ has been established from 
rofits of the Oilseeds Marketing Board. 
Besides meeting all the expenses of employing 
six Development Officers, it has enabled a number 
of schentes, chiefly of an agricultural nature, to be 
started. These schemes include expenditure in 
the opening up of new rice lands, fishing, poultry, 
tsetse control, communal gardens, group farming, 
introduction of timber-sawing by hand, and animal 
pest (baboon, monkey and pig) control. 


A large separate scheme is an experimental 
farm on part of the old Colonial Development 
Corporation Poultry Farm. This is financed 
partly by the Colonial Development Corporation 
and partly by the Fund ; it is under Government 
control. The Colonial Development and Welfare 
Rice Project in the middle river area was formally 
abandoned by the Corporation on Ist April, 1953, 
but is being carried on on an experimental basis 
by the Gambia Government with the help of 

olonial Development and Welfare Funds. It 
is now in the form of a “ pilot” scheme with a 
limited area under cultivation but with plans for 
gradual expansion to 800 acres in 1956. 


Education 

_ Government is response for primary educa- 
tion in Bathurst ; the schools have a religious 
grouping and are administered through Manage- 


ment Committees on each of which the appropriate | 


religious authority is represented. These Govern- 
quent schools are eight in number and grouped 
thus :-— 
One each—Anglican/Methodist Boys’, Girls’ 
and Infants’ School ; ; 


One each—Roman Catholic Boys’, Girls’ and 


Infants’ School ; 


One each—Mohammedan Boys’ and Infants’ — 


School. 


; 
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There are also a Government school for over- 
age pupils and a grant-aided Mission school ; the 
total number of children enrolled is 2,549. There 
is also a Domestic Science Centre for girls and an 
Arts and Crafts Centre for boys. Government 
schools have been opened at Bakau and Serekunda 
in the Colony; the rolls total 378 and there is a 
Mission school with a roll of about 200. There 
are four secondary Mission schools in Bathurst, 
two for boys and two for girls. The total number 
of pupils on the rolls of these schools, which are 
controlled by the Missions concerned but receive 
substantial grants from Government, is 286 boys 
and 172 girls. 


_The Methodist Girls’ High School runs private 
kindergarten and preparatory departments 
attended by 148 children. 


In the Protectorate there is a Government 
boarding school at Georgetown, the Armitage 
School, which gives secondary modern education 
up to Form V. Twenty-four village schools have 
been opened by District Authorities. They are 
staffed by Government teachers seconded to the 
Authorities. 


The Missions run five primary schools in the 
bed ae River Division, and two in MacCarthy 
Island Division. One of the schools in MacCarthy 
Island Division is run jointly with the District 
Authority. 


There is a Teacher-training College at Yundum 
with 22 students. Ten Gambians with Government 
scholarships and about 35 private students are in 
the United Kingdom. 


Government expenditure on education was 
£70,908 in 1953 compared with £5,038 in 1935. 


Health 


The most common. diseases are malaria, 
trypanosomiasis, ascariasis, yaws, bronchitis, 
leprosy and eye infections. The Health Services 
include special mosquito control units in 
Bathurst, Cape St. Mary and at Yundum Airport. 
Sanitary Inspectors are posted to important points 
in the Colony and Protectorate. The little-used 
Infectious Diseases Hospital, after renovation and 
repair, was opened as a Sanatorium in 1953 for 
treatment of cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, a 
disease which is becoming more prevalant. 


Medical facilities in the Gambia are based on 
two general Hospitals, one at Bathurst and one at 
Bansang. The Victoria Hospital, Bathurst, serves 
the town and surrounding area, is equipped to deal 
with general medical and surgical cases, and has 
an obstetrical unit and an out-patients’ depart- 
ment. The greater part of the Old Victoria Hos- 
pital has now been demolished and a new and 
modern building replaces it. The main block of 
the new Hospital was opened in 1953. Bansang 
Hospital in MacCarthy Island Division of the 
Protectorate caters for general medical and sur- 
gical cases, has a few beds for obstetrical cases, 
and an out-patients’ department. In 1953 4,710 
in-patients and 66,162 out-patients were treated. 


There are Health Centres at Basse, Georgetown, 
Kuntaur, Brikama, Bakau and Mansa Konko 
and 38 Dispensaries and sub-dispensaries situated 
throughout the Protectorate. Total attendances 
in 1953 were 234,593. 


Maternity and child welfare remains chiefly 
centred in Bathurst, but there are twelve such 
clinics, three in the Island of St. Mary, five in 
Western Division, three in MacCarthy Island 
Division and one in Upper River Division. Total 
attendances in 1953 were 76,405.

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Government expenditure on Medical and Health 
Services in 1953 was £103,051 compared with 
£32,315 in 1935. 


Communications 


The aerodrome at Yundum, 17 miles from 
Bathurst, is controlled by the Government and 
operated on behalf of the Ministry of Civil 
Aviation by International Aeradio Limited. The 
Public Works Department maintains runways, 
buildings, power and water supplies and_the 
meteorological services are operated by the West 
African Meteorological Service. The West 
African Airways Corporation service between 
Accra and Dakar calls twice a week on its northerl 
and southerly flights. Hunting Clan and Airwor 
Limited each call once a week in both directions, 
on their scheduled ‘“‘ Colonial Coach Class” 
service between the United Kingdom and the 
Gold Coast. 


There are 37 miles of tar macadam roads, 
51 miles of laterite vel all-season roads and 
approximately 667 miles of earth roads open to 
motor traffic during the dry season. There are 
also approximately 300 miles of Native Authority 
roads, many of which are little more than tracks 
but motorable in the dry season. Bituminous 
main roads are under construction and paving 
of the streets in Bathurst is in progress. 

The chief port is Bathurst, which handled 
83,119 tons of cargo in 1953. Services for 
passengers and cargo are provided by the Elder 
Dempster Lines and Palm Line and occasionally 
by John Holt and Company. The H.M.C.S. 
Lady Wright and the H.M.C\S. Fulladu maintain 
a weekly service between the main river ports from 
Bathurst to Fattoto, a distance of about 288 miles 
up the Gambia River. The two vessels carried 
in 1953 a total of 10,677 passengers and approxi- 
mately 1,161 tons of cargo. 


There are no railways. 


Broadcasting 

_ There is no broadcasting or rediffusion station 
in the Gambia. Domestic radio receivers operate 
without restriction.

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Geographical Features and Area 

Gibraltar is a narrow peninsula running south- 
wards from the south-west coast of Spain, with 
an area of 2} square miles. It consists of a long, 
high mountain called The Rock and a sandy plain 
to the north of it, raised only a few feet above the 
level of the sea, called the North Front. Its 
greatest elevation is 1,396 feet, its length 2? miles 
and its greatest breadth nearly 1 mile. 


Population 


The population is European and at the Census of 
July 1951 numbered 22,848. At the end of 1953 it 
was estimated at 24,736. 


Climate 


The climate is mild and temperate ; snow or 
frost is extremely rare. The mean minimum and 
maximum temperatures in winter are 45° and 65° 
respectively. In summer a warm breeze laden 
with moisture, known as the “* Levanter ”, strikes 
the eastern face of the Rock, condenses in the 
sky above and causes a cloud pall to hang over 
the city and bay. During this period the climate 
is humid and relaxing. The mean minimum and 
maximum temperatures in summer are 55° and 
85° respectively. The rainy season is spread over 
the period September to May; the average 
annual rainfall is 35 inches. 


History 


Gibraltar was possessed successively by the 
Phoenicians, Carthaginians, Ronians and Visi- 
oths, but remained uninhabited till the 

ohammedan invasion of Spain. It was held 
alternately by Moors and Spaniards until 1704 
when, during the war of the Spanish succession, 
it was captured by the British forces. under 
Admiral Sir George Rooke and ceded_to Great 
Britain by the Treaty of Utrecht in 1713. The 
cession was renewed by the Treaty of Versailles in 
1783. Many attempts have been made to take 
Gibraltar, especially during the great siege in 
1779-83, when General Eliott (afterwards Lord 
Heathfield) defended it against the united forces 
of Spain and France, but all have been unsuccessful 


and it has remained in British hands since its 


capture in 1704, 


Constitution 


The Gibraltar (Legislative Council) Order in 
Council, 1950, provides for the establishment of a 
Legislative Council consisting of the Governor 
as President, three ex officio members, two 
nominated members appointed by the Governor 
and five elected members. The ex officio members 
are the Colonial Secretary, the Attorney-General 
and the Financial Secretary. The Order in 
Council empowers the Governor to make laws 
for the peace, order and good government of the 
Colony with the advice and consent of the Council. 
The Governor possesses the usual reserve of 
power to pass into law any measure necessary or 
expedient in his opinion in the interests of public 
order, public faith or good government (including 
defence). The Gibraltar Letters Patent and the 
Royal Instructions provide that the Governor 
shall be advised in the exercise of his powers by 
an Executive Council consisting of four ex officio 
members and three unofficial members. The 
ex officio members are the Deputy Fortress 
Commander, the Colonial Secretary, the Attorney- 
General and the Financial Secretary.

Geographical Features 
The Gold Coast is divided into three main 
zones :— 

(i) A narrow belt of plains and scrubland, 
5-50 miles wide and following the coastline. 
It includes the Accra Plains and is intersected 
by rivers and streams. Only three rivers have 
permanently open mouths, guarded by shallow 
river bars. ; ; 

(ii) A belt of tropical rain-forest extends 
northwards from the coast, near the western 
frontier, for some 170 miles. The area is 
broken by ranges of heavily wooded hills, 
some of which rise from 600-2,000 feet, and is 
intersected by numerous rivers and streams 
navigable only by canoes. This area produces 
most of the timber, cocoa and minerals which 
play an important part in the economy of the 
Gold Coast. | 

(iii) North of the forest belt the country 
undulates gently between 300-1,300 feet, and 
is mostly covered by orchard bush with park- 
like areas and stretches of treeless plains. 
A range of hills runs north and south along 
the eastern boundary reaching a maximum 
height of 2,900 feet. = 


Climate | 

Except in the north, there are two rainy seasons 
in the year, separated by a short comparatively 
dry spell in July and August and a longer dry 
season from December to February. During the 
rainy seasons the well-known West African 
squalls normally occur. Jn the Northern Terri- 
tories the two rainy seasons tend to merge into 
one to the exclusion of the short dry spell. The 
longer dry season is correspondingly extended. | 

Dry north-easterly winds (the harmattan) reach 
the Gold Coast in January and February. They 
frequently bring particles of fine dust from the 
deserts in the north and cause a haze, which may 
become so thick as to impede navigation on the 
sea and in the air.

History 


- The Gold Coast first became known through 
Portuguese navigators, who visited the district 
in 1471 in their search for gold, ivory and spices. 
They built a chain of forts and castles along the 
Coast and these served as their trading posts. 
The slave trade later attracted the attention of 
traders of other European nations, notably the 
English and the Dutch; and in 1642 the 
Portuguese were compelled to abandon their 
possessions to the newcomers. By 1750, all the 
other European nations had relinquished their 
settlements on the Coast with the exception of the 
English, the Dutch and the Danes, who had their 
headquarters at Cape Coast, Elmina and 
Christiansborg respectively. 

In 1821 the Imperial Government assumed full 
control of the British Settlements on the Coast ; 
and by a convention made in 1871 the Dutch, 
who then remained the only other European 
nation on the Gold Coast, ceded their settlements 
to the British. 


The Colony of the Gold Coast was created by 
Charter in July 1874, and in August of the same 
year an Order in Council empowered the Legis- 
lative Council to legislate for the new Colony by 
ordinance. Even then the Colony did not include 
all the areas under British protection as the 
boundaries remained undefined. To regularize 
the position, therefore, these protected areas were 
annexed as a British possession in 1901 and the 
boundaries of the Colony were fully defined by 
Order in Council in 1906. 


In the interim the eighteenth century saw the 
rise of the formidable confederacy of the Ashantis, 
who soon began to demand a larger and a more 
direct share of the trade with the Europeans. 
As could be expected, the Coastal peoples 
resisted their demands, and this led to a continuous 
struggle. Eventually, in the nineteenth century, 
the Ashantis came into open conflict with the 
English, who tried to protect the Coastal peoples. 
In 1874, after a series of Ashanti wars, Sir Garnet 
Wolseley led a successful campaign against 
Kumasi, the stronghold of the Ashantis. After 
a final struggle in 1900, Ashanti was annexed to the 
British Crown in 1901, Prempeh, the King, was 
exiled and was only allowed to return in 1924. 
The Ashanti Confederacy. was restored in 1935 
and Prempeh’s successor was proclaimed Asan- 
tehene, the Ashanti title for the head of the 
Ashanti nation.

In 1922 a portion of the adjoining German 
territory of Togoland was placed by the League of 
Nations under British Mandate and has since 
been administered as a part of the Gold Coast. 
This strip of land became a Trusteeship Territory 
after the formation of the United Nations 
Organization. 


Constitution 


‘The Gold Coast is administered by a Governor 
with a Cabinet of Ministers and a Legislative 
Assembly. Under Letters Patent which came into 
force on the 18th of June, 1954 the Governor may 
appoint a Deputy Governor. 


Under the Gold Coast (Constitution) Order in 
Council, 1954, which came into operation on the 
18th of June 1954, there is provision for a Cabinet 
of Ministers consisting of not less than eight 
Members of the Legislative Assembly appointed 
by the Governor, acting in accordance with the 
constitutional convention applicable to the 
exercise of such functions in the United Kingdom 
by Her Majesty. The Prime Minister presides at 
meetings of the Cabinet, but at any special meeting 
summoned by the Governor the latter presides. 
The Prime Minister may charge any Minister with 
the responsibility for any department or subject 
other than certain subjects involving matters 
relating to defence and external affairs, for which 
the Governor is responsible. 


The Legislative Assembly consists of a Speaker 
elected by the Assembly and 104 Members elected 
by direct election and representing seven municipal 
and 97 rural electoral districts. 


The Constitution. makes provision for the 
following :— 


(i) the appointment of Ministerial Secretaries 
from the Assembly, 


__ {ii) the appointment of a Permanent Secretary 
in each Ministry and a Secretary to the Cabinet, 
who shall be public officers, 


(iii) the appointment of an Auditor-General 
removable only by the Governor on an address 
of the Assembly, and 


(iv) the establishment of a Public Service Com- 
mission and a Judicial Service Commission, 
certain provisions relating to which will be 
operative from 31st July, 1955. 


_ The Constitution contains provisions concern- 
ing the retirement of certain officers from the Public 
Service and for the grant of compensatory pensions 
or lump sum compensation to such officers. 


Land Policy 


In the Colony and Ashanti the land is owned 
by Stools*, families or individuals, except such 
as has been acquired by the Crown, mainly for 
public purposes. Grants by natives, other than 
customary grants, are subject to the provisions of 
the Concessions Ordinance, 1939, and subsidiary 
legislation made thereunder. In the Northern 
Territories the control of all land is vested in the 
Governor and all minerals are vested in the 
Crown. The vesting of rights in land in non- 
natives is therefore controlled by the Government. 
In Togoland under United Kingdom OL oigiegn 4 
the law appear to the Colony applies to the 
Southern Section, and the law applicable to the

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Northern Territories, to the Northern Section. 
In addition it is unlawful-for any native without 
the consent of the Governor to alienate any 
interest in land to a non-native. 
Accra, Sekondi-Takoradi and Cape Coast, 
Swedru and Sunyani all development is planned 
and controlled by statute. In other towns and 
villages development is planned and _ controlled 
by local authorities with the advice of the Ministry 
of Local Government. 


Taxation 


Income tax is levied on individuals, and on 
bodies of persons other than companies, on a 
graduates scale rising from 3d. in every £ of the 

st £200 of chargeable income to 11s. 6d. for 
every £ exceeding £10,000. The rate of tax upon 
companies is 9s. in the £, with relief for small 
companies incorporated locally during their first 
six years and for companies formally admitted as 
pioneer enterprises. Minerals duty is imposed 
upon the value of minerals won at rates varying 
with the profitability of the undertaking. Persons 
other than companies are exempt from this tax 
if they are engaged in winning diamonds or small 
quantities of gold only.

Currency 


The currency in circulation is a West African 
currency issued by the West African Currenc 
Board in London on behalf of the four Britis 
West African Territories. It consists of notes of 
100s., 20s. and 10s. ; yetcw metal alloy coins of 2s., 
ls. and 6d.; nickel coins of 3d., Id., 4d. and 
tenth penny. The currency is interchangeable 
with sterling at par. The estimated total currency 
outstanding at 30th June, 1954, amounted to 
£31,675,000. 


Development Plans 


The first Development Plan of the Gold Coast, 
which was approved by the Legislative Assembly in 
1951, for commencement with effect from the Ist 
April, 1951, provides for a total expenditure of 
approximately £774 million. This total is to be

Other Development 


Outside the scope of the Development Plan the 
two main items are the Volta River Project and 
the construction of a new modern port at Tema, 
17 miles to the east of Accra. The former is a 
multi-purpose development scheme mvolving the 
harnessing of the River Volta to produce cheap 
hydro-electric power; the exploitation of the 
extensive bauxite deposits for the production of 
aluminium ; the construction of the necessary 
road and rail communications to carry the bauxite 
to the smelter and the aluminium to the port ; and 
possibly the provision of a country-wide electrical 
grid and the irrigation of the Accra Plains. 
It is envisaged that the scheme would be carried 
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out as a joint operation by the Gold Coast and 
British Governments, and by Aluminium Limited 
and the British Aluminium Company. The public 
utilities in connexion with the scheme would be 
provided by the Gold Coast Government. The 
aluminium companies would be responsible for 
the bauxite mines and the aluminium smelter. 
Active investigations into the feasibility of the 
scheme have been proceeding since 1949 and at 
the end of 1952 the Gold Coast Government in 
consultation with Her _Majesty’s Government 
decided to set up a Preparatory Commission 
which would complete the investigations necessary 
to bring the scheme to its final form. The 
Preparatory Commission was set up in April 1953 
and hopes to produce its report during 1955. 


The Gold Coast is short of adequate port 
facilities, particularly on the eastern seaboard. 
The construction of a new harbour near Accra, 
with road and rail links to the existing network, 
was begun in 1952. The first phase, involving the 
provision of four deep water berths, is estimated 
to cost over £10 million and will, in addition to 
normal traffic, meet the needs of the aluminium 
industry when required. The access railway from 
Accra was officially opened on the 11th May, 1954. 


Education 

In January 1953 there were in the Colony, 
Ashanti and the Northern Territories, excluding 
Togoland under United Kingdom Trusteeship, 
3,597 Primary and Middle schools with an 
enrolment of 423,604 (301,257 boys and 122,347 
girls) and 55 Secondary schools (including one 
secondary technical school) with an enrolment of 
8,155 (7,066 boys and 1,089 girls). Post-middle 
technical institutions had an enrolment of 795 
(697 boys and 98 girls) and 2,642 students were in 
teacher-training colleges (1,858 men and 784 
women). 


Togoland under United Kingdom Trusteeshi 
had at the same date 403 primary and middle 
schools with an enrolment of 44,514 (29,077 boys 
and 15,437. girls); there were four secondary 
schools with an enrolment of 339, all boys. 
Three teacher-training colleges had between them 
297 students (250 men and 47 women). 


The University College of the Gold Coast is 
entirely residential. It provides training for 
London. degrees in Arts, Theology, Science, 
Economics and Agriculture. For this purpose it 
maintains Departments each under a Professor or 
Senior Lecturer in English, Classics, Geography, 
History, Mathematics, Economics, Theology, 
Philosophy, Sociology, Phonetics, French Studies, 
Archaeology, Botany, Chemistry, Physics, Zoo- 
logy, Geology and culture, together with an 
Institute of Education and a National Museum. 


Under a separate grant from Government, it 
administers a Department of Extramural Studies. 


The number of undergradutaes in residence 
is 450. These have been accommodated tempor- 
arily in buildings at Achimota while the College’s 
He s of Residence are under construction at 

gon. 


There is a College of Technology, Arts and 
Science in Kumasi with an enrolment of 885 
students in residence. This College offers courses 
in Civil, Electrical and Mechanical Engineering 
and courses in Accountancy, Surveying, Building, 
Secretaryship and Administration, Pharmacy and 
Agriculture. It has a Department of Teacher- 
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Training which provides a two-year post-secondary 
Teacher-Training course as well as_ specialist 
courses in Art and Crafts, Housecraft, Music 
and Physical Education. In addition the College 
gives two-year courses leading to the Cambridge 
University Higher School ificate Examination 
in Arts and Science and the London University 
Intermediate Arts and Science Examinations. 


Students and trainees from the Gold Coast and 
Togoland under United Kingdom Trusteeship 
who were in the United Kingdom and Ireland on 
the Ist January, 1954 numbered 854. Of these 
237 held Government scholarships, 27 held other 
scholarships, 105 were trainees on the Govern- 
ment artisan training scheme, and 485 were 
private students. In addition there were 121 
students in the United States of America and a few 
in other countries. 


At the end of December, 1953, just over 22,000 
learners had passed the literacy test during the year 
and been awarded a Gold Coast Literacy Certifi- 
cate. 4,709 literacy classes had been established in 
2,012 towns and villages.

Libraries and Museums 


The Gold Coast Government has entrusted to 
the University College of the Gold Coast the 
formation and development of a National 
Museum, the scope of which is provisionally 
defined as the achievements of man in Africa. 
The Professor of Archaeology (whose post was 
established in 1951) is Director of the National 
Museum, and the Department of Archaeology 
functions as its Research Branch, undertaking 
surveys and excavation in the Gold Coast as well 
as collecting antiquities and ethnological speci- 
mens. The collections are now housed and in part 
exhibited by the Department at Legon, in a build- 
ing which is to retain a small museum for research 
and teaching. A public Gallery is to be con- 
structed in Accra in 1955. 


The Gold Coast Library Board, a statutory body 
established in 1950, provides public library 
services over the whole country. There is a 
Central Library in Accra, a Regional Library in 
Kumasi serving Ashanti and the Northern 
Territories, and branch libraries in Cape Coast, 
Sekondi, Tamale, Ho and Kpandu. Lending and 
reference libraries, postal services, book box 
services, mobile libraries and children’s libraries 
ar provided. The book stock numbers 107,000 
volumes. 


Health 


The principal diseases treated in 1953 included 
malaria, pneumonia, helminthic diseases, rheu- 
matic conditions, affections of the respiratory 
system, nutritional diseases, skin diseases, diseases 
of the eye and annexa, and diseases of the 
digestive system. There.are four central hospitals 
(Government) with specialist facilities, in addition 
to 27 Government, 11 Mines, 8 Mission and 
10 private hospitals with a total of 2,632 beds 
and 378 cots. The number of beds is distributed 
as follows :—Government 1,755, Mines 462, 
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Mission 238, Private 177. These hospitals are 
supplemented ‘by 18 Government and 102 non- 
Government dressing stations in rural areas. 
Three Government health centres have been com- 
pleted and are functioning. In 1953 there were 
61,824 in-patients and 1,178,837 out-patients in 
the Government hospitals alone. 


There are three Schools of Hygiene (Accra, 
Tamale and Kintampo) for the training of 


Health Inspectors and Superintendents. The 


Medical Field Units organization makes surveys 
and initiates mass treatment of trypanosomiasis 
and yaws, is experimenting with antrypol in mass 
treatment of onchocerciasis and undertakes 
enquiries into the incidence of other endemic 
diseases, such as guinea-worm, bilharzia, leprosy, 
malaria, etc. 


Estimated expenditure on medical and health 
services for 1953-54 was £3,317,121, including 
£1,470,321 for development projects. This figure 

be compared with £298,810 in 1935-36, and

Communications 


The International Airport at Accra is linked 
with the other international airports of Kano and 
Lagos in Nigeria, Leopoldville in the Belgian 
Congo, Roberts Field in Liberia and Abidjan 
are Lome in French West Africa by direct air 
routes. 


This airport also serves the following inter- 
national trunk routes :-—

In addition to the international airport at Accra, 
internal aerodromes are provided at Takoradi, 
Kumasi and Tamale. These aerodromes are 
linked with the capital by internal services operated 
by the West Africa Airways Corporation. 


The total railway mileage open to traffic on 
3{st March, 1954, was $33 and the track mileage 
was 641. The main line runs from Takoradi to 
Kumasi, thence to Accra, a distance of 357 miles ; 
with branches: Takoradi Junction to Sekondi 
g miles), Tarkwa to Prestea (18 tar Aboso to 

innamon Bippo (2 miles), Huni Valley to Kade 
(99 miles Central Province line) and Dunkwa 
to Awaso (46 miles). The main line and branches 
are 3 ft. 6 in. gauge. 
carried during the financial year 1953-54 and 
1,833,006 tons of freight. 


There are 3,671 miles of roads maintained by 
the Public Works Department; bituminous 
surface 1,100 miles. In addition a considerable 
mileage is maintained by Regional Organizations, 

Authorities and timber firms. 


The chief port is Takoradi; there are smaller 
“surf” ports at Accra, Winneba, Cape Coast 
and Keta. During 1953, 7,830,000 net registered 
tons of shipping entered and cleared at all ports, 
of which 6,610,956 tons were handled at Takoradi. 


Broadcasting 


The Gold Coast broadcasting service run by 
the Government operates from Accra on two 
transmitters rated respectively at 1-3 kW. and 
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4,672,143 passengers were | fib 
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5 kW. Twenty-seven relay stations carry the 
Accra and B.B.C. services to 16,706 subscribers 
throughout the country. There are in addition 
4,034 licence holders. 


Principal Occupations 

A large proportion of the population is engaged 
in agriculture, primarily cocoa and subsistence 
farming. Returns rendered by employers which, 
however, cover only a part of the working 
population, show the numbers in the main occupa- 
tions to be: agriculture, forestry and fishing, 
25,073 ; mining and quarrying, 41,037 ; manufac- 
turing, 11,776 ; construction, 44,700 ; electricity, 
gas, water and sanitary services, 4,241 ; commerce, 
23,498 ; transport, storage, communications, 
18,511 ; Services, 47,439. Of the total of these 
figures, employment by Public Authorities 
accounted for 92,645. 


There were 75 registered trade unions as at 31st 
December, 1953, of which 66 had submitted 
returns as at 31st March, 1954, showing a total of 
41,231 paid-up members. . 


Main Crops and Products 


Almost all agricultural production in the Gold 
Coast is carried out by peasant farmers, sometimes 
organized as communal groups. Modifications in 
the traditional pattern of agriculture are gradually 
taking place, partly as a result of experiments and 
extension work by the Department of Agriculture 
and partly as a result of economic changes in the 
country. 


In recent years rather more than one-third of 
the world’s supplies of cocoa have come from the 
Gold Coast which is the largest single producer. 
Within the Gold Coast cocoa is the basis of the 
national economy ; since World War II, exports 
of cocoa beans have averaged a little under 70% © 
of the total value of domestic exports and about 
92%. of agricultural exports. Apart from a 
relatively small amount which is processed in a 
local factory, all cocoa produced is exported as 
prouare’ beans. Production is entirely in the 

ands of individual agriculturalists whose planta- 
tions are mostly very small. 


The main food crops are millet, maize, guinea- 
corn, plantain, yams, cassava, cocoyam, ground- 
nuts, cowpeas and rice. 


Other relatively important agricultural products 
are palm oil and palm kernels, kola-nuts, coconut 
oil, copra and coconuts, and shea butter. Minor 
crops include rubber, coffee, bananas, cotton and 
res. 


Palm oil and palm kernels were the most im- 
portant agricultural exports of the Gold Coast 
until the rapid expansion of the cocoa industry 
supplanted them. There is a very considerable 
internal trade in perscarp and kernel oils; _ the 
oils are extracted by hand, and consumed over a 
wide area. They are also used for soap-making 
on a cottage-industry scale. 


Livestock number :—cattle 430,160; sheep 
464,320; goats 427,629; pigs 57,984; horses 
5,836 ; poultry 2,525,862 ; donkeys 16,814. 


During 1953 local production of livestock for 
slaughter numbered :—cattle 26,085 ; sheep. 

This stock 
did not meet the needs of the country as regards 
meat and 64,514 head of cattle, 139,140 sheep, 
105,233 goats and 306 pigs were imported.

HONG KONG 
Area 


The land area is Spores 391 square 
miles (Hong Kong Island 32 square miles, 
Kowloon 3} square miles, Stonecutters Island 
3 square mile, New Territories (leased) 355 square 
miles). British waters comprise a rectangular 
area of some 738 square miles, containing the leased 
and ceded territory and bounded on the north 
by the shores of Deep Bay and Mirs Bay, between 
which lies the land frontier with China. 


Population 

The population of the Colony at the end of 
1953 was estimated to be 2,250,000, of whom the 
overwhelming majority are of Chinese race, many 
being British subjects by virtue of birth in the 
Colony. The number of Europeans and Americans 
permanently resident, ear ey nag her personnel 
and their families, is about 15,000, including some 
10,000 British subjects from the United Kingdom 
and Commonwealth, 3,000 British subjects of 
Portuguese origin, and approximately 2,000 aliens. 
There are some 4,000 aliens temporarily resident. 


Geographical Features 


The Colony consists of the island of Hong Kong 
and a portion of the mainland to the North, 
together with some 75 adjacent islands rap 
from Lantau with an area of about 58 square miles, 
to uninhabited rocky islets. A peninsula, on 
which Kowloon stands, juts southward from the 
mainland towards Victoria, the capital, on Hong 
Kong island. Between these two lies the harbour, 
one of the finest natural ports in the world. Much 
of the built-up area surrounding the harbour has 
been reclaimed or levelled. 


The greater part of the Colony consists of 
steep, unproductive hillside covered with dense 
scrub in some parts, in others seriously eroded 
as a result of indiscriminate felling of trees during 
the Japanese war-time occupation. Cultivation 
is confined mainly to the narrow valleys. The 
coastline is sharply indented. 


A steep range of hills divides Kowloon from 
the New Territories to the North, in the centre 
of which is the highest mountain Taimoshan, 
3,142 feet ; Lantau Peak is 3,068 feet and Victoria 
Peak on Hong Kong Island 1,805 feet high.

Climate 


The climate is sub-tropical and governed by 
monsoons, the winter being cool and dry, the 
summer hot and humid. The mean monthly 
temperature varies from 59°F. in February to 
2°F. in July. The actual temperature rarely 
rises above 95° F. or falls below 40° F. ‘The 
average annual rainfall is 84:76 inches, three- 
quarters of which falls between May and Septem- 
ber. The mean relative humidity exceeds 80% 
during the summer but in early winter sometimes 
falls as low as 20%. 


Principal Towns 


The great bulk of the population lives in Victoria 
and Kowloon, which are each estimated to contain 
close to one million people. There are several 
flourishing market towns in the mainland part 
of the New Territories, which is predominantly 
agricultural, but the population has increased 
in some areas as a result of industrial development 
in post-war years. The most thickly populated 
of the outlying islands is Cheung Chau, with about 
22,000 inhabitants. The fishing communities 
. the coast live to a great extent permanently 
afioat. , 


History 


_ Hong Kong was founded as a British Colony 
in 1841, the cession of the Island to Great Britain 
being confirmed by the Treaty of Nanking in 
1842. The area on which the main urban part 
of Kowloon now stands, together with Stone- 
cutters’ Island in the harbour, Aplichau and 
Green Island, was ceded by the Convention of 
Peking in 1860; and in 1898 the New Territories, 
which consist of the rural area north of Kowloon 
and the islands around Hong Kong, were leased 
to Great Britain for 99 years. 


The Colony was occupied by the Japanese 
from 1941 to 1945, and in the following four 
years made a remarkably rapid recovery. 


Constitution 

The Government is administered under Letters 
Patent of 14th February, 1917, by a Governor 
assisted by an Executive Council and a Legislative 
Council. The Executive Council, which is con- 
sulted by the Governor on all important adminis- 
trative matters, consists of six officials and six 
unofficials, three of whom are Chinese and one a 
member of the Colony’s Portuguese community, 
The Legislative Council consists of nine officials 
and eight unofficials, four of whom are Chinese 


and one Portuguese. There is an Urban Council 


with power to make by-laws relating to public 
health, sanitation and other subjects. It consists

Taxation . 
_ (1) Earnings and Profits: Tax.—This tax, 
introduced for the first time in 1947 by the Inland 
Revenue Ordinance (Cap. 112),\is a substitute 
for the more orthodox type of*,income tax.

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imit under Business Profits Tax where tax is 
only charged if the profits exceed $7,000). 
Salaries and Annuities Tax is levied on income from 
employment earned by residents of the Colony 
after deducting a personal allowance of 37,000, 
and allowances for a wife ($5,000) and for up to 
nine children. The rates of tax charged vary 
from one-fifth of the standard rate on the first 
$5,000 of chargeable income to double the standard 
rate on chargeable income exceeding $45,000 
There is a provision, however, whereby the maxi- 
mum charge for Salaries and Annuities Tax shall 
not exceed tax at the standard rate on the total 
assessable income without the deduction of any 
allowances. Property Tax is charged at one-half 
of the standard rate (i.e. 64%) on the net rateable 
value of all land and buildings situated in the 
Colony. 

Under all four taxes the charge is limited to 

profits or income arising in or derived from the 
Colony. As an alternative to these separate 
taxes, a resident of the Colony may elect to be 
personally assessed on his total Hong Kong 
income. A single assessment is then made by 
allowing similar allowances and charging similar 
rates of tax as is the case under Salaries and 
Annuities Tax. A set-off is then allowed for any 
amounts already paid under the four separate 
taxes. 
(2) Estate Duty.—Estate Duty is levied on 
conventional lines at rates varying between 2% 
in the case of estates valued between $5,000 and 
$10,000, and 52% in the case of estates valued at 
over $30 ion. 

(3) Other Sources of Revenue.—-Other sources 
of revenue are Rates, Stamp Duties, Entertainment, 
Betting and Business Registration Fees. Excise 
Duties are also payable on tobacco, hydro- 
carbon oils, liquor, toilet preparations and table 
waters.

In 1954 education was provided in 1,097. 
schools for over 224,000 pupils. This figure 
represents rather less than one in ten of the 
estimated total population.

Private schools provided places for some 144,000 
children ; grant-aided and subsidized schools for 


62,000; while 40 Government institutions 
catered for 17,000 children. There were 280 


students in the United Kingdom for higher studies 
in 1953-54, including those doing technical and 
vocational courses, while a number pursued their 
studies elsewhere. Government expenditure on 
education in the Colony was approximately 
$23 million as compared with $24 million in 
1938 and $1 million in 1928. 


The University of Hong Kong has 938 students 
in the following faculties—arts, science, medicine, 
engineering and architecture. The annual Govern- 
ment grant to tle University has been increased to 
$4 million andj in addition, an annual capital 
grant of up to $3 million is to be made available 
by Government. 


Libraries 

Local libraries include an English and Chinese 
library at the University, a British Council 
library and a small educational library at the 
Education Department. 
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Health 


The Health division undertakes the control of 
anti-epidemic measures, the care of expectant 
and parturient mothers, infant welfare work and 
the inspection and treatment of school children. 
It is also responsible for port and airport health 
work, anti-malarial imeasures, social hygiene, 
tuberculosis control and a B.C.G. campaign, 
food and drug control, public health propaganda, 
the registration of births and deaths and patho- 
out chemical and biochemical laboratory 
work. 


The Government maintains and _ operates 
eleven general and special hospitals and provides 
financial assistance to six other hospitals run by 
voluntary organizations. In addition, there are in 
the Colony nine private hospitals which do not 
receive financial help from the Government. The 
numbers of beds in the three groups are 1,855, 
1,663 and 990 respectively. 


In-patients treated in Government and Govern- 
mend-aided hospitals during 1953 totalled over 
98,000, and out-patients in the three main 
Government hospitals were just over 878,000. 
There are also a large number of dispensaries and 
clinics in both urban and rural areas. 


The general state of health is very good ;_ there 
were no major epidemics except one of typhoid 
with 1,434 cases. 


The most serious scourge is tuberculosis ; 
11,900 cases were notified in 1953 with 24:7% 
fatalities. Pneumonia (all forms) occasioned 
nearly 3,700 deaths; infant mortality was 73-6 
per 1,000 live births.

Communications 


Air.—The airfield at Kai Tak is limited in size 
by the geographical features of the neighbourhood, 
but international traffic continued steadily. 
During 1953 there were 12 companies operating 
regular international flights through the Colony, 
and the bulk of aircraft continued to be of the 
DC-3, DC-4, DC-6, Canadair, Constellation and 
Convair types. A total of 5,145 international flights 
of commercial aircraft carrying 96,421 passengers, 
2,291,765 kilos of freight and 551,193 kilos of 


mail, in addition to transit traffic, was recorded | 187,674. 


during the year. 


Rail.—There is a railway 36 kilometres long 
connecting Kowloon with the Chinese frontier, 
but there has been no through passenger traffic 
since October, 1949. Through goods traffic is 
conveyed in Chinese section wagons. Total 
goods carried during 1953 amounted to 233,536 
tons, and 3,993,002 passengers were carried. 


Roads.—There are 437 miles of roadway, 94% 
of which is of metalled construction. 


Shipping.—73,602 vessels entered and cleared 
during 1953-54, their net registered tonnage being 
25,846,010. 1,728,371 passengers landed or 
embarked by sea during the same period. A 
frequent ferry service crosses the harbour and 
links the principal islands to the westward. 


Broadcasting 


Radio Hong Kong is the Government-owned 
broadcasting service. It transmits programmes 
on medium wave (2 kW.) from two separate 
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stations, in English and three Chinese dialects. In 
addition Radio Hong Kong operates a short- 
wave station of 24 kW. There were 42,298 licence 
holders at the end of 1953. A private concern 
operates a rediffusion service on a commercial 
basis with programmes in English and Chinese. 
At the same time, this organization is required to 
relay a certain proportion of pro es from 
Radio Hong Kong. At the end of 1953 there were 
some 44,865 subscribers to the service. 


Principal Occupations 


Most of the urban population is engaged in 
coinmerce or industry, and the rural population 
in agriculture or fishing. There has, however, 
been more industrial development in both the 
urban and rural districts and workers in registered 
and recorded factories and workshops numbered 
103,596 at the end of 1953 of whom 37,606 were 
women. Employment is liable to fluctuation 
during any year but reliable statistics of unemploy- 
ment and under-employment are not obtainable, 
nor is it possible to collect statistics of outworkers 
in the numerous cottage type industries. It is esti- 
mated, however, that another 100,000 persons are 
thus employed.

Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 


There are twelve Vegetable Marketing Co- 
operative Societies with a membership of over 
2,300. Eleven of these Societies have federated 
and formed a Federation of Vegetable Marketing 
Co-operative Societies. In addition six Boar 
Service Societies, one Irrigation Society, one 
Co-operative Building Society, two Salaried 
Workers’ Thrift Loan Societies, one Draft Animal 
Society, and one Fertilizer and Feed Purchasing

Society have been formed. Seventeen Fishermen’s 

rift and Loan Co-operative Societies have been 
formed and fishermen are gradually becoming 
aware of the benefits of co-operation. The total 
number of members of these 42 Societies (including 
one Federation) is 3,514. 


The Vegetable Marketing Organization trans- 
ports vegetables to the Central Wholesale Market 
at Kowloon from co-operative societies and three 
collecting centres and two depots in the New 
Territories. The three centres are run by the 
farmers and are being encouraged to develop into 
co-operative societies. 


Four Wholesale Fish Markets are now in 
operation, the latest having been opened in June, 
1952, at Aberdeen, the main fishing port on Hong 
Kong Island. A revolving loan fund of a quarter 
of a million dollars has existed since 1946 and is 
of great benefit to fisherfolk ; this fund has now 
almost completed its seventh revolution.

Geographical Features 


The Island is mountainous and rises in the 
centre to 7,402 feet (Blue Mountain Peak). The 
area of land over 1,000 feet above sea level is 
2,110 square miles. There are numerous rivers. 
Forest lands comprise about 400,000 acres, of 
which 232,000 constitute the Government Forest 
Reserves. 


Climate 

Generally speaking, the rainy months are May 
and October but in the extreme north-east winter 
rains fall between November and January. The 
heaviest annual rainfall, which exceeds 200 inches, 
occurs near the Blue Mountain Ridge in the 
north-east, the lowest in the extreme south.

History 

The Spanish occupation of Jamaica lasted for 
over a century and a half. When the riches of 
Mexico and Peru were opened up by the con- 
queers the Spaniards flocked to the mainland 
rom the island colonies and Jamaica became 
little more than a supply base for expeditions to 
the mainland of America. The population, which 
had never been very great, dwindled to an 
insignificant and impoverished community which 
offered little resistance to the English invasion 
under Admiral Penn and General Venables in 
1655. With this date the modern history of the 
Jamaican people may be said to begin. The 
last attempt to recover the island for Spain 
collapsed and the last remnant of the Spaniards 
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left Jamaica from Runaway Bay in 1660. The 
Sparards had imported slaves from Africa, most 
of whom they took with them, but a small number 
remained in the mountains of the interior and 
formed the nucleus of the Maroons. Of the 
present community, the founders and pioneers. 
were colonists who came from England, Wales, 
Scotland and Ireland in the seventeenth century. 


Constitution 

_ On the Sth May, 1953, the Constitution granted 
in 1944 was extended by the Jamaica (Constitution) 
Order in Council, 1953, the principal features of 
which provide for :— 

(1) the appointment of a Chief Minister and 
seven Ministers charged with the responsibility 
of Government Departments by the Governor 
on the recommendation of the Chief Minister ; 


(2) the replacement of five elected members in 
Executive Council by eight Ministers thereby 
ensuring a majority of the elected element in 
that body. 


The present constitution provides for a Privy 
Council, an Executive Council, a Legislative 
Council and a House of Representatives. 


The Privy Council consists of the Colonial 
Secretary, the Officer Commanding the Troops, 
the Attorney-General, the Financial Secretary and 
two nominated unofficial members. It advises the 
Governor in the exercise of his disciplinary powers 
over members of the Government service and in 
the exercise of the Royal Prerogative of mercy. 


The Executive Council is presided over by the 
Governor and consists of the Colonial Secretary, 
the Attorney-General, the Financial Secretary, 
two unofficial nominated members from the 
Legislative Council and eight Ministers. 


The Legislature consists of two Houses, the 
Legislative Council and the House of Representa- 
tives. 


The Legislative Council consists of three 
ex officio members, not more than two official 
members and not less than ten unofficial members 
nominated by the Governor. The Council 
elects one of its unofficial members who is not a 
member of the Executive Council to be its 
President. 

The House of Representatives consists of 32 
members elected by adult suffrage from con- 
stituencies into which the Island is divided. 
At its first meeting the House elects one of its 
members to be Speaker. The Chief Minister and 
seven Ministers are appointed by the Governor 
from among its members. In the case of the 
Chief Minister, the name of the person whom it 
is proposed to appoint is submitted to the House 
for approval before appointment is made. The 
seven Ministers are appointed on the recommen- 
dation of the Chief Minister. 


Land Policy 

Appreciable areas of Government-owned lands, 
with the exception of Forest Reserves, have been 
disposed of under the existing Land Settlement 
Scheme, which is a freehold system of tenure. 
However, in recent years, experiments have been 
carried out under a leasehold scheme. There is no 
restriction on alienation to non-natives. 


Taxation 

The main heads of direct taxation are : Income 
tax, land and property tax, death duties— 
namely, (a) estate, (6) legacy and (c) succession 
duties—and the licence duty on motor vehicles 
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and on other personal properties. Taxes on real 

roperties are collected on the basis of the 
improved value. This is defined as the actual 
present gross value of the property. 


‘Indirect taxation comprises Customs duties, 
excise duties, entertainment duty and certain 
licences and fees. Essential foodstuffs are either 
free of Customs duty or at low rates. Several 
industries are granted duty-free admission of 
building materials, plant and equipment.

The substantial deficits in 1951-52, 1952-53 and 
1953-54 have resulted largely from rehabilitation 
expenditure following the hurricane of 1951. The 
revenues for 1951-52 and 1952-53 include receipts 
of apEron mately £1,000,000 in each year in respect 
of hurricane rehabilitation assistance received 
from Her Majesty’s Government. In addition, 
receipts from Colonial Development and Welfare 
Funds totalled £669,000 in 1951-52, £696,000 in 
1952-53 and £663,000 in 1953-54. 


A Loan of £3,500,000 was successfully raised on 
the London money market in early 1953 and the 
Public Debt now stands at£17,700,000 with Sinking 
Funds amounting to approximately £3,500,000. 


Development Plans 


The Development Plan launched under the 
stimulus of the Colonial Development and Welfare 
Act of 1945 is nearing completion and a plan for 
the period 1955-60, based on the recommendations 
of the International Bank Mission’s Report, has 
been prepared. 


Currency 


British silver and cupro-nickel coins of all 
denominations circulate freely. Nickel and 
bronze alloy subsidiary coinage of 1d., 4d., and 3d. 
denominations are in circulation. Jamaica 
Government currency notes in circulation on 


31st March, 1954, amounted to £4,764,687. 


Education 


The University College of the West Indies, at 
Mona, near Kingston, has faculties of Arts, 
Science, Medicine and Education. In the 1953-54 
session there were 301 students. Technical educa- 
tion is available at the Kingston Technical School 
which had 528 students in 1953. The Government 
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awarded nine scholarships for higher education m 
1953, tenable at the University pear bay the West 
Indies or in the United Kingdom or Canada. There 
were 52 Jamaicans with scholarships at Universities 
in the United Kingdom, three in Canada and one 
in the U.S.A. In addition there were 672 private 
Jamaican students out of which 434 are student 
nurses. There is no reliable estimate of the num- 
ber of private students in North America. In 1953 
there were 27 secondary schools with an enrolment 


| of 7,917 and 714 primary schools with an enrol- 


ment of 218,513. 


Expenditure on educational services in 1953 was 
£2,448,061 of which about £43,995 was contri- 
buted by the United Kingdom. In 1935 the expen- 
diture was £226,392. 


Libraries, Museums, etc. 


The Institute of Jamaica, a cultural centre of the 
Island, includes a general Lending Library, a West 
India Reference Library and a Museum. The 
Museum contains a comprehensive survey of 
exhibits dealing with geology and plant and animal 

e. 


Health 


During 1953 the Government spent approxi- 
mately £1,628,102 on its medical services, which 
are organized on an island-wide basis. This 
figure excludes the cost of maintenance and the 
construction of buildings. Expenditure in 1935 
amounted to £191,207. 


Disease rates compare favourably with more 
advanced countries nearby, e.g. the United States 
of America and Canada. Among the colony’s 
main diseases are: helminthiasis, yaws, malaria, 
venereal diseases and pulmonary tuberculosis. 
The island has recently suffered outbreaks of 

oliomyelitis and typhoid fever, the first epidemics 
or many years. 


Each of the Island’s 14 parishes has a full-time 
Medical. Officer (Health), in charge of public 
health services, and a staff of sanitary inspecto 
public health and district nurses. In the hea 
Office in Kingston are specialist officers who are 
responsible for the various phases of public 
health activities, which include ser es A 
health education, quarantine, public health 
nursing and control work in tuberculosis, venereal 
diseases, yaws and malaria. There are four 
mobile health units which carry on a generalized 
public health programme in different areas.

The Island is intersected by an extensive system 
of tar-treated and metalled roads, suitable for 
motoring ;_ the highest one passes over a gap at an 
elevation of a little over. 4,000 feet. Owing to the 
configuration of the Island there are many bridges 
and culverts and sharp turns; the maximum 
gradients are generally 1 in 15. There are 2,615 
miles of main roads, of which 831 miles are 
asphalted, the remainder being of waterbound 
macadamized surface ; and about 4,438 miles of 
parochial roads, of which approximately 2,137 
miles are suitable for motor traffic. 


The principal ports are Kingston, Montego Bay 
and Port Antonio. Regular cargo and passenger 
services are maintained with the United Kingdom 
by Messrs. Elders and Fyffes, the Jamaica Banana 
Producers’ Association, the Royal Mail Lines, the 
Harrison Lines and the Compagnie Generale 
Transatlantique ; with Canada by the Canadian 
National Steamship Company and Saguenay 
Terminals Limited; with the United States 
of America by the United Fruit Company 
and the Alcoa Steamship Company. Bulk cargoes 
of ag lee products are imported from Trinidad 
and Aruba.

Under the Coffee Industry Regulation Law 
raw 43 of 1948) and the Cocoa Marketing Law 
Law 40 of 1951), the Coffee Industry Board and 
the Cocoa Marketing Board were appointed on 
the 6th December, 1948 and 13th December, 
1951 respectively. These Boards are given wide 
statutory powers to regulate and develop these 
industries. 

The Exports Division of the Marketing 
Department is the sole exporter of pimento, 
coffee and cocoa (the last two on behalf of the 
Coffee Industry and Cocoa Marketing Boards) 
a for the Blue Mountain type coffee, which is 
handled by a group of pre-war dealers. 

The Sugar Manufacturers’ Association (com- 
prising all the sugar manufacturers in Jamaica) 
provides the liaison between the sugar industry, 
the Government of Jamaica, and overseas 
interests. It deals with all aspects of the sugar 
industry, and sells co-operatively sugar for local 
consumption and all rum and other by-products. 


(6)Excludes Sugar Reserve Fund Contributions. 


As far as exports are concerned, during the war 
and up to 1952 when the British Ministry of Food 
urchased the entire exportable surplus, the Sugar 
Manufacturers’ Association acted for the entire 
industry. The position now is that under the Com- 
monwealth Sugar Agreement of 21st December, 
1951, Jamaica is entitled from this year onwards, 
to a Global quota, divided into a Negotiated Price 
Quota and a Free Quota. The former is sold to the 
Ministry of Food at annually negotiated prices, 
and the latter is disposed of through commercial 


channels, as in the years before the war. 

Through its subsidiaries, the Sugar Manu- 
facturers’ Association maintains substantial inter- 
ests in firms engaged in the manufacture of 
commodities ancillary to the sugar industry, 
e.g. :— 

Wholly owned _ subsidiaries—Jamaica Car- 
bonics, Ltd.; Anhydrous Alcohol, Ltd. 
artly owned subsidiary—Jamaica Oxygen 
and Acetylene, Ltd. 

The Citrus Growers’ Association has full 
responsibility for the industry, and is the sole 
exporter of citrus, which is marketed co-operatively 
for its members. It operates a processing plant 
and packing house, which, together with 
independent processors and packers, obtain 
quotas of fresh fruits for packing and canning. 
These arrangements do not include limes, lemons 
and uglis. 

The Banana Board was appointed on Ist 
October, 1953 under the Banana Board Law (Law 
24 of 1953). The Board is the sole exporter of 
bananas and has wide powers over the industry. 


On the 31st December, .1953, there were 118 
Co-operative societies with 14,115 inembers, and 
total Share Capital of £152,822 registered under 
the Co-operative Societies Law. Of these, 55 
were Credit Societies operating principally in the 
urban areas ; 3 were Agricultural Credit Societies 
operaba in the rural areas amongst farmers ; 
21 were Consumer Societies ; 27 were Producers’, 
Marketing and Processing Societies; 4 were 
Transport and Tillage Societies; 2 were 
Co-operative Farming Societies ;_ 1 was a Housing 
Society ; 1 was a Cattle Insurance Society ; 1 was 
a Land Lease Society; and 3 were Central 
Societies, 1 for Credit Societies in urban areas and 
the other 2 for Marketing Societies. 
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The Credit Societies made loans amounting to 
£150,648 and recovered £107,523 during the year. 
The value of goods sold in Consumer Societies 
was £88,759 and the value of produce marketed 
through Marketing Societies was £95,656.

CAYMAN ISLANDS 


Area 

The Islands consist of Grand Cayman, Cayman 
Brac and Little Cayman. Their total area is about 
100 square miles. 


Population 

At the 1943 census the population was 6,670 : 
Grand Cayman 5,311, Cayman Brac 1,296, 
Little Cayman 63. Roughly classified according 
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to racial origin 1,052 are of African, 3,518 of 
mixed and 2,100 of European descent. The 
estimated population at the end of 1952 was 7,651. 


Geographical Features 


The principal island, Grand Cayman, is distant 
about 178 miles from the nearest point of Jamaica. 
It is about 22 miles in length, with a breadth 
varying from four to eight miles : very low-lying, 
it is difficult to sight from the sea. Little Cayman 
is geographically similar. Cayman Brac is 
distinguished from the other islands by a massive 
central limestone bluff. The coasts are for the most 
part rock-bound, protected by coral reefs enclosing 
a few fair harbours. Grand Cayman has a 
magnificent six-mile beach. - There are no rivers 
in any of the islands. 


Climate 


From November to March it is cool, the 
prevailing winds being from the north, and 
temperatures range from 60° to 75°. In the 
summer the range of temperature is some 10° 
higher and during certain periods mosquitoes 
abound. The rainfall at Georgetown during 1952 
was 64-35 inches. Hurricanes occur at intervals, 
as in 1876, 1903, 1909, 1917, 1932 and 1944. The 
1932 hurricane was particularly disastrous to 
Cayman Brac and Little Cayman, resulting in 
considerable depopulation of the latter. A 
meteorological station at Georgetown, operated 
jointly with the Government of Cuba, makes an 
important contribution to the Caribbean hurricane 
warning system. | 


Principal Towns 


Georgetown and West Bay have populations 
of 1,462 and 1,866 respectively. 


History 


The islands were discovered by Columbus in 
1503. No settlement was made, but they were 
frequently visited by ships for revictualling 
purposes. By the Treaty of Madrid in 1670, 
when Jamaica was ceded to the British Crown, 
the Cayman Islands were also ceded. The earliest 
record of a grant of land to settlers is dated 1734. 
Due to their inaccessibility, the islands were for 
long a favoured refuge for those seeking to 
escape from justice. The population in 1774 
was 176, in 1802 it had risen to 933, of whom 
545 were slaves. In the past century the popula- 
tion has steadily risen. In 1863 the administrative 
arrangements which had grown up for the internal 
administration of the Islands were ratified by 
Act of Parliament. 


Constitution 


The Government is administered by a Com- 
missioner who is also Judge of the Grand Court: 
Justices of the Peace (at present 27) are appointed. 
by the Governor of Jamaica, and these, with 27. 
elected members known as Vestrymen, constitute 
the Legislative Assembly of Justices and Vestry 
under the presidency of the Commissioner. 
Enactments are subject to the assent of the 
Governor of Jamaica. The Legislature of Jamaica 
may make laws for the peace, order and good 
government. of the Cayman Islands and may 
amend or repeal any laws locally passed. The 
present constitution dates from 1832.

of the inhabitants engage in other fishing pursuits 
and in agriculture, but the mainstay of the 
economy of the islands is the fact that Caymanians 
are first-class seamen and readily find employment 
on the mainland of America, and in United States, 
Central and South American ships. Their 
remittances to their families enable a standard of 
living to be maintained considerably higher than 
the islands’ own resources could justify. There 
are also some excellent shipwrights, though ship 
construction is now only sporadic. Trade union 
legislation is in existence, but no unions have been 
registered.

Area 
The Turks Islands Bank and the Caicos Bank 
cover an area of approximately 70 by 50 miles. 
ne total land area is estimated at 166 square 
miles. 


Population 

In 1952 the population was estimated at 
6,600 : Turks Islands 2,175, Caicos Islands 4,425. 
Of the total, 80 were of European, 4,441 of African 
and 2,079 of mixed descent. 


Geographical Features 


Geographically the islands are a part of the 
Bahama chain and have the same flat character- 
istics, there being no land above 250 feet. The 
Turks Islands are separated from the Caicos 
Islands by a 20-mile stretch of ocean water known 
as the Turks Islands passage ; the Caicos Islands 
are surrounded by a shallow water reef. The 
islands generally are arid and stony. 


Climate 


The south-east trade winds blow constantly 
throughout the year, giving an equable and 
healthy climate. Rainfall is variable and tends 
to be higher in the Caicos Islands ; on Grand 
Turk the annual average is about 21 inches. The 
mean annual temperature in 1952 was 79-2° 
Severe hurricanes occurred in 1866, 1873, 1888, 
1926, 1928 and 1945. 


-A United States weather bureau is maintained 
by Cable and Wireless Limited at Grand Turk. 


Principal Towns 


The towns and largest settlement_are Grand 
Turk, Cockburn Harbour (South Caicos) and 
Bottle Creek (North Caicos), with populations of 
1,945, 940 and 1,850 respectively. 


History 


The Caicos Islands were settled by loyalist 
planters from the southern States of America after 
the War of Independence. After the abolition of 
slavery in 1834 the planters left the islands, their 
former slaves remaining in possession. In the 
meantime, in 1799, the islands were annexed by 
the Bahamas Government, but in 1848 a separate 
charter was granted to the islands divorcing them 
from the control of the Bahamas. After a period 
of severe financial stringency, the Legislative 
Council in 1873 petitioned Her Majesty that the 
islands might be annexed to the Colony of 
Jamaica and from 1874 to the present time they 
have been one of its dependencies. 


In 1953 the U.S. Government completed a 
Guided Missiles Observer Station at Grand Turk, 
under an extension of the Bahamas Agreement. 


A United States Government Naval Facility for 
Oceanographic Measurement was established at 
Grand Turk in 1954. 


Constitution 

An Order in Council of .1873 which annexed 
the islands to Jamaica made provision for the 
constitution of a Legislative Board for the Turks 
and Caicos Islands. Board now consists of 
four official and four unofficial nominated 
members appointed by the Governor of Jamaica. 
The Commissioner is ex officio President of the 
Board, which has full legislative and budgetary 
powers, but ordinances require the assent of the 
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Governor of Jamaica before becoming law. 
Laws passed by the Legislature of Jamaica do not 
apply to the Dependency unless they are made 
applicable in express terms. The revenues and 
expenditure are independent of those of Jamaica. 


Land Policy 

Much of the land on the salt islands is held on 
private freehold title. The law limiting the rights 
of aliens to own land was repealed in 1953. 


Taxation 

The main heads of taxation are Customs import 
duties, royalty on salt and stamp sales. There is 
no direct taxation.

Other Development 


Prior to 1953 90% of the import trade of the 
Dependency was handled by the Competent 
Authority, a department of the Government. The 
profits on a turn-over of some £130,000 were 
almost entirely devoted to food subsidization. All 
food subsidies ceased on Ist April, 1952, and in 
November of that year the Competent Authority’s 
department was converted into a government- 
owned trading corporation known as the Turks 
Islands Importers, Ltd. No further government 

onsored development is envisaged, and great 

ifficulty is being experienced in meeting the 
recurrent costs of the developments effected in 
recent years. 


Education 


There are 12 Government Elementary Schools 
and one Senior School m the Dependency. In 
1952 there were some 1,000 pupils on the rolls 
and the average attendance was 800. Expenditure 
on education during 1953-54 amounted to £5,500, 
compared with £840.in 1935.

A_ 16-bed cottage hospital of modern design 
has just been completed at Grand Turk, together 
with a dental clinic. Medical officers, seconded 
from Jamaica, are stationed at Grand Turk and at 
East Harbour on South Caicos. There is a clinic 
at Cockburn Harbour and a maternity clinic at 
Bottle Creek on North Caicos. Total expenditure 
on medical services in 1953-54 was £7,738, 
compared with £990 in 1935. Half the salaries of 
all trained staff is now contributed by the Jamaica 
Government. 


Communications 


There are airfields at Grand Turk and South 
Caicos. The former is a military airstrip con- 
structed by the United States Government in 
connexion with the Guided Missile Project. 
A weekly air mail service operates through Nassau 
in the Bahamas. A monthly air service is operated 
by British West Indian Airways out of Kingston, 
Jamaica. There is a monthly mail, freight and 
passenger service to Jamaica by sea and ships 
7 occasionally from England and the United 

tates. 


Grand Turk is an important junction of cables 
to Jamaica, Barbados and Bermuda. A radio 
telephone system connects Grand Turk with 
Salt Cay and the Caicos as well as providing a 
service with Jamaica and the United States. 


Principal Occupations 
Most of the population of the Turks Islands 
roup and of South Caicos are normally engaged 
in the production (by solar evaporation) and 
shipping of salt, but the industry is now in a 
state of acute depression owing to lack of modern 
loading facilities. The remainder of the Caicos 
population are mainly fishermen, and do a limited 
amount of subsistence agriculture. A large pro- 
porno of the male population is usually absent 
rom home working in the Bahamas lumber 
camps, the Inagua salt works or as crews on 
merchant ships. 


Main Crops and Products 


Sisal is grown under conditions of peasant 
agriculture in the Caicos Islands, but the quality 
is poor, owing to the absence of fresh water for 
retting and washing. During 1953 46 tons 
were exported. Salt is the main product of the 
Dependency and the output over the past 25 years 
has averaged about 43,000 tons annually. Craw- 
fish are exported frozen to Florida, and conchs are 
sold dried in Haiti.

History 


The eastern and north-eastern boundaries of 
Kenya were originally defined along the Juba 
River by an agreement with Italy (1891) but 
upon the cession of Jubaland to Italy in 1925, a 
commission was appointed to adjust these 
boundaries. The northern boundary is defined 
by an agreement with Abyssinia in 1947 which 
supersedes the original agreement of 1908. 


The Protectorate is a strip of land extending 
ten miles inland along the coast from Tanganyika 
to Kipini and the islands of the Lamu Archipelago 
and consists of the mainland dominions of the 
tan of bar, in respect of which a rent of 
£10,000 per annum is paid to His Highness. 
The original concession was made to a company, 
subsequently called the Imperial British East 
Africa Company, but the territory was transferred 
in 1895 to Her Majesty’s Government, and the 


Ya | whole Protectorate was placed under the control 


of a Commissioner and Commander-in-Chief. 
It_was transferred in 1905 from the authority 
of the Foreign Office to that of the Colonial 
Office. By Orders in Council of 1906 the Protec- 
torate was placed under a Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief and executive and legislative 
councils were constituted. The frontiers were 
defined by te ara et with Germany (1890 and 
1893) and Italy (1891), and by Order in Council in 
1926. All foreign consular jurisdiction was, during 
the year 1908, transferred to the British court. 


By the Kenya Annexation Order in Council, 
1920, the territories outside the mainland 
dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar were 
established as a Colony ; the Sultan’s mainland 
dominions are now styled the Protectorate of 
Kenya, whilst-the remaining territory is known as 
the Colony of Kenya. 


Constitution 


Under additional Royal Instructions dated the 
13th of April, 1954, there was set up a Council

The Executive Council consists of the Ministers 
and such other persons, who are styled Appointed 
Members, as may be appointed by the Governor. 
There are at present three such Appointed 
Members, two being African and one Arab. 


The Legislative Council consists of the 
Governor who is President, a Vice-President who 
is Speaker and 54 Members of whom eight are 
€x officio Ministers, 18 Nominated Members (who 
all accept the Government whip on major issues of 
policy), 14 European Elected Members (of whom 
three have ministerial functions), six Asian 
Elected Members (of whom two have ministerial 
functions and one is a Parliamentary Secretary), 
one Arab Elected, Member, six African Represent- 
ative Members (of whom one has ministerial 
functions and one is a Parliamentary Secretary) 
and one Arab Representative Member (who is also 
a Parliamentary Secretary). 


In the East African Central Legislative 
Assembly Kenya is represented by one Official 
and four Unofficial Members, two of the latter 
being European, one Asian, and one African. 


By the Kenya Protectorate Order in Council, 
1920, it was provided that the Governor of the 
Colony should be Governor of the Protectorate, 
that the Executive Council of the Colony should 
be deemed to be the Executive Council of the 
Protectorate, and that it should be lawful for the 
Legislative Council of the Colony to legislate for 
the Protectorate. The Supreme Court is situated 
at Nairobi, and sessions are also held at Mombasa, 
Nakuru, Eldoret, Kisumu, Nyeri and various 
other places. 


A General Election was held in 1952 for the 
constituencies established by the Legislative 
Council (Temporary Provisions) Ordinance, 
1951. This Ordinance defined the boundaries 
of the 14 European Electoral Areas, the six Asian 
and the one Arab Electoral Areas. The six African 
Representative members were appointed from 
among the three names submitted by each of the 
electoral colleges set up in each of six areas of 
the Colony. 


The African District Councils Ordinance, 1950, 
conferred on African local government bodies 
similar f esdeite to those exercised by non-African 
Local Authorities. There are now 24 African 
District Councils exercising powers of raisin 
their own revenues by rates, engaging staff, 
undertaking works and promoting the welfare of 
the inhabitants within their areas. They also 
possess powers of passing local legislation 
regulating health, agriculture, law and order, 
ublic works, etc. The Local Government 
County Councils) Ordinance, 1952, enables 
District Councils in the settled areas to prepare 
schemes for organizing the local government of 
their area into a County Council. 
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In October, 1952, a State of Emergency was 
declared in Kenya. The Government then 
assumed s owers in order to maintain law 
and order in the face of a campaign of violence and 
barbarous atrocity engineered, principally amongst 
the Kikuyu, by the Mau Mau secret society. The 
Government, aided by the Security Forces, which 
include the Kenya Police Reserve and the Kikuyu 
Home Guard, as well as by United Kingdom troops 
under the command of General Sir George 
Erskine, is making strenuous efforts to stamp out 
terrorism. In May, 1953, Sir Frederick Crawford 
was appointed to the eo of Deputy Governor 
in order to lighten the administrative burden 
falling upon the Governor as a result of the 
Emergency. 


Land Policy 


All land in Kenya falls into one of two 
categories :— 


(a) Crown lands. 
(6) Native lands. 


** Crown lands” include not only the High- 
lands but also native leasehold areas, native 
reserves, temporary native reserves and native 
settlement areas. 


** Native lands” are permanently reserved for 
Africans in so far as the occupation, use, control, 
inheritance, succession and disposal of the land 
are concerned and all the rights euoyes under 
native laws and custom are preserved. 


Crown land within a municipality or township, 
even in the Highlands, may be alienated to persons 
of any race for not more than 99 years. Crown 
land in the Highlands, outside a municipality, 
township or native reserve, may be alienated to 
Europeans only, except by consent of the High- 
lands Board, on 999-year leases in the case of 
agricultural land. 


Taxation 


The forms of direct taxation are : income tax, 
which applies to all members of the community ; 
personal tax, which applies to Europeans and 
Asians ; poll tax, which applies to Africans, and 
hospital tax contribution, which applies to 
Europeans. Under the Income Tax Law generous 
personal allowances are given and the rate of 
tax for resident individuals commences at 
Shs. 1/50 in the £ on the first £400 of chargeable 
income, and increases on a graduated scale to 
Shs. 11/- in the £ on incomes exceeding £50,000 

r annum. In addition a surcharge of 75 cents 
is made on each £ of chargeable income in excess 
of £800. Persons other than individuals, which 
includes companies, are liable at Shs. 5/- in the £. 
The maximum rate of the personal tax is £10 per 
annum and the amount of the hospital contribution 
is calculated on the amount of total income. 


The other main forms of taxation are Customs 
and excise duties.

Currency 


The currency in circulation is an East African 
currency issued and controlled by the East 
African Currency Board in London on behalf of 
the four East African Territories—Kenya, Uganda, 
Tanganyika and Zanzibar—-and also British 
Somaliland and Aden. The standard coin is the 
East African shilling (cupro-nickel) with subsidiary 
coinage of the following denominations: 50 
cents (cupro-nickel) and 10 cents, 5 cents and 1 
cent (bronze). The note issue consists of notes of 
the following denominations: Shs. 10,000/-, 
Shs. 1,000/-, Shs. 100/-, Shs. 20/-, Shs. 10/-, Shs. 
5/- (Shs. 200/-, and Shs. 1/- notes previously issued 
are gradually being withdrawn from circulation 
and are no longer issued). The currency is inter- 
changeable with sterling at par. 


Development Plans 


A review of the relevance of the Ten-Year Plan 
1946-55 programme in the light of changing 
circumstances was entrusted to a Sub-Committee 
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of Executive Council, and in view of the effect 
of the prolongation of the Emergency on priorities 
this Committee decided to draw up a completely 
revised programme for a period of three and a. 
half years ending 30th June, 1957. In the present 
disturbed situation and with the increase in the 
establishment of the police and prison services the 
Planning Sub-Committee have had to recommend 
large allocations for police, prison and military 
buildings ; and _in view of the sharp increase in 
the burden _of Government expenditure and the 
possible effect of the Emergency on business 
confidence, the Committee have been anxious to 
ensure that all projects which are likely to raise 
productivity are provided with the necessary 
capital finance. A detailed analysis of the pro- 
posed expenditure programme amounting to £21 
million will be presented in the Committee's 
report. 


Total expenditure envisaged under the ten-year 
plan 1946-55 was £38:8 million and by the end 
of 1953 actual expenditure amounted to £27°4 
million, or 70 per cent. of the plan value.

Education (1953 figures)—African 

The number of African Secondary and post- 
Secondary schools was 56, with an enrolment of 
4,583 pupils. Twenty of these institutions were 
Government schools with 2,244 pupils, and 36 
were aided schools with 2,339 pupils. There was a 
total of 3,319 Primary and Intermediate schools, 
with 330,190 pupils. Of these, 236 were Govern- 
ment schools with 27,270 pupils ; 1,911 schools 
with 236,485 pupils were aided and 1,172 schools 
with 66,435 pupils were unaided. Among these 
schools were 53 teacher-training centres, six 
vocational schools and one _ teacher-training 
centre- having 62 pupils who have passed the 
Cambridge Overseas School Certificate. ae 


Asian Education 


The number of Secondary schools remained at 
20 with a total enrolment of 4,401 pupils. There 
were ten Government schools with 3,389 pupils, 
four aided Secondary schools with 946 pupils 
and six unaided schools with 66 pupils. The 
number of Primary schools was 100 with a total 
enrolment of 26,566 pupils. There were 18 
Government Primary schools with 13,624 pupils, 
72 aided schools with 12,381 pupils and ten 
unaided schools with 561 pupils. In these 
Primary schools there were 14,507 boys and 
12,059 girls. There were also three Government 
teacher-training colleges with a total of 125 
students of whom 61 were girls. 
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European Education 


There were nine Secondary schools of which 
four had classes for Primary school children. The 
total number of Secondary pupils was 2,009. 
There were three Government schools with 1,455 
pupils, one school with 153 pupils was aided and 
the five other schools with 401 pupils were 
unaided. Schools providing Primary education 
numbered 39, with a total enrolment of 5,508 
pupils. There were twelve Government schools 
with 3,494 pupils, ten aided schools with 509 
pupils, and 17 unaided schools with 1,505 pupils. 


Arab and Other Races’ Education 


There was one Government Secondary school 
with 82 pupils, and ten Government Primary 
schools with 1,763 pupils. There was a total 
enrolment of 1,781 pupils in two aided Secondary 
schools and three aided Primary schools. 


Higher Education 


The only institution for higher education in 
East Africa at present is Makerere College in 
Uganda. In 1954, 56 Kenya students were 
admitted to the College making a total of 168 
students in all from Kenya in residence. 


A second institution, the Royal Technical 
College, Nairobi, is under construction. 


Many Kenya students are given assistance to 
take courses of higher education, usually in 
institutions overseas. Government provides 
bursaries for all races and additional scholarships 
are. made available from funds drawn from the 
Colonial Development and Welfare schemes. 
There are also scholarships limited to candidates 
from specific schools. African District Councils 
award bursaries, mainly to men at Makerere 
College, but also in a few cases for study overseas. 
In addition there are scholarships available for 
Asian teachers to enable them to take degree 
courses in the United Kingdom and to qualify 
for responsible teaching posts in Secondary 
schools. Among other sources of funds to assist 
students in going overseas, are scholarships offered 
by the Government of India, open to Africans and 
Arabs, and awards are made on the recommenda- 
tion of a Committee for Study and Training in the 
United States of America, which are open to all 
races. 


The total number of Kenya students in the 
United Kingdom for the academic session 
1953-54 was 482. This number included 55 
Africans (33 with bursaries or scholarships), 
nine Arabs (eight with bursaries or scholarships), 
257 Asians (44 with bursaries or scholarships), 
161 Europeans (42 with bursaries or scholarships). 
There were also approximately 50 Kenya African 
students in India during this period. 


Total Government recurrent expenditure on 
education in 1953 was £2,452,609, compared with 
£170,000 in 1935. 


Libraries and Museums 


Government assists financially the McMillan 
Memorial Library and the Desai Memorial 
Library, both in Nairobi, and also the Library 
in Mombasa. The Ministry of African Affairs 
has a small library of general reference books and 
books on Africa. 


The Coryndon Memorial Museum, Nairobi, is a 
general natural history museum and also has an 
important section dealing with prehistory. It 
ranks as one of the leading museums on the African 
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continent. The Curator, Dr. L. S. B. Leakey, is 
assisted by a staff of eight Europeans and eighteen 
Africans. 


Health 


Total expenditure by the Medjcal Department 
on Hospital Health Services in 1953 was £1,243,804 
compared with £203,451 in 1935. 


In 1953 beds available in Hospitals (including 
Maternity Homes) totalled 8,661 (Government 
6,469, Local Authorities 506, Missions 1,190, 
Private 496). In-patients in Government Hos- 
pitals totalled 162,635, out-patients 1,091,709. 


Communications 


Eastleigh airport, Nairobi, is the main aerodrome 
used by international services. Internal scheduled 
services operated by E.A.A.C. are based on 
Nairobi West and operate services in Kenya to 
Mombasa, Kisumu, Eldoret and Kitale as well as 
connecting services to the neighbouring territories 
of Uganda, Tanganyika and Zanzibar. A number 
of aircraft-operating companies are based at 
Nairobi West. Air Safety and Aeradio Services are 
provided by the East African Directorate of Civil 
Aviation and meteorological services by the East 
African Meteorological Department. All air 
services operating into East Africa are licensed 
by the Air Transport Authority. 


International services connect Kenya direct 
with the United Kingdom, Europe, India, South 
Africa, the Belgian Congo, Aden, Ethiopia and 
Madagascar. 


There are approximately 20,500 miles of road, 
varying in standard from good bitumen surfaced 
highways to tracks in the more remote areas which 
can be used only with difficulty by motor vehicles. 
The main roads, except during exceptional rains, 
are for the most part all-weather. They include 
part of the Great North Road (Cape Town to 
Cairo) which passes through Kenya by_way of 
Namanga on the Tanganyika border, Nairobi, 
(near Kisumu on the Uganda border); the 
Nakuru, Eldoret, Broderick Falls to Tororo 
in Uganda; the Mombasa—Nairobi road; the 
Mau Summit-Kisumu road and the Nairobi- 
Nyeri-Nanyuki road.

Broadcasting 


A broadcast transmitting station is operated at 
Nairobi by Cable and Wireless Limited. Pro- 
gramme material for a European and an Asian 
Service is produced by Cable and Wireless in 
their own Studios. All broadcasting to Africans, 
in Swahili, Kikuyu, Luo, Luluhya, Kikamba and 
Nandi/Kipsigis, is produced in the studios of 
the African Broadcasting Service, which is part 
of the Department of Information, and fed by 
land line to Cable and Wireless Ltd., for trans- 
mission on medium and short wave transmitters 
owned by the Department of Information and 
operated on its behalf by Cable and Wireless Ltd. 

cal broadcasts in Swahili and Arabic are also 
originated in a Department of Information Studio 
in Mombasa and transmitted there by Cable and 
Wireless Ltd. At Nyeri the Department operates 
its own short wave transmitter and originates 
four hours of Kikuyu broadcasting daily in its 
Studios there. All transmitters have a power of 
3. kW. The Department of Information has 
distributed several thousand radio sets to African 
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listeners ; the vernacular programmes are relayed 
by mobile vans in market places, etc., and 
rediffusion schemes are in operation in Nairobi 


and Nakuru. There are at present 18,000 licensed | 75 


receiving sets in use in Kenya. 


Principal Occupations 
Most of the populaton of Kenya are occupied 

in peasant cultivation; a lesser number are 
pastoralists. Minorities are engaged in seafaring 
and fishing at the coast and on the Victoria and 
Rudolf Lakes. Many Africans in the Highlands 
also own forest plantations.

Main Crops and Products 
The main crops and products are sisal, coffee, 
tea, wattle extract, cotton, maize, wheat and 


pyrethrum. 

Beef production, dairying, sheep, pigs and 
poultry play an increasingly important réle in 
the general agricultural policy of the Colony and 
considerable quantities of meat. butter, hides and 
skins, wool and bacon are produced annually. 
In addition there is considerable African produc- 
tion of millets, grains and pulses which often 
yield an exportable surplus. zi 

The forests of the Highlands provide the bulk 
of the Colony’s timber supplies—softwoods such 
as Podocarpus and pencil cedar and hardwoods such 
as East African olive and camphor. Forest produce 
from the established plantations is becoming 
available in increasing quantities and already 
provides some 15% of the annual softwoods 
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production of the Colony, as well as considerable 
numbers of poles. The annual yield of mangrove 
pole arom the coastal areas is in the region of 


Fishing is carried on both on the coast and in 
Lake Victoria and apart from seasonal shortages, 
on adequate supply is obtained for local consump-

The chief minerals in order of value covering 
the year 1953 were soda ash, salt, kyanite including 
mullite, gold, copper concentrates, lime products, 
diatomite, carbon dioxide gas and _ graphite. 
A certain amount of asbestos was also produced. 


The total value of minerals won during 1953 
was approximately £1,470,000. 


There are some 80 main types of manufacturing 
and industrial activity, producing goods for local 
consumption and export. The main productions 
for export are aluminium holloware, bacon and 
pork products, base metals, boots and _ shoes, 
canned foodstuffs, cheese, cigarettes, diatomite 
produce dried milk, essential oil, gold, soda, 

ydrogenated_ oils, insecticides, kyanite and 
mullite, passion fruit juice and pulp, pyrites, 
pyrethrum extract, refractories, sisal products, 
tanned leather, wattle extract or bark, woollen 
blankets and textiles, pencil slats. Fancy leather 
goods and native curios are made by individual 
craftsmen for local consumption and export.

THE LEEWARD ISLANDS 


Area and Geographical Features. 


The Colony has a total area of 423 square 
miles, and consists of a number of islands belonging 
pay to the chain of the Lesser Antilles and partly 

the Virgin Islands) to the eastern extremity of 
the Greater Antilles. illa, Sombrero and 
the British Virgin Islands lie apart, to the north 
and north-west. St. Kitts, Nevis and Montserrat 
and Redonda form part of the volcanic chain 
of the Lesser Antilles, and Antigua and Barbuda 
form part of the eastern sedimentary series of the 
same chain. 


Antigua is the seat of government and residence 
of the Governor.

Climate 


The climate of the islands varies, but is usually 
dry and fairly healthy. Antigua is subject to 
drought, and has an average annual rainfall of 
about 45 inches ; St. Kitts, Nevis and Montserrat 
have average rainfalls of from 50 to 60 inches. 
The mean temperature is about 80°, with but a 
slight range. The Virgin Islands are. cooler. 
The hot season is from May to October; the 
rainy season from August to January. 


History 
The islands were discovered by Columbus i 
1493 and became British during the seventeenth 
century. They have been from the first associated 


G. | politically as well as geographically. They were 


all colonized from St. Kitts as-centre, all included 
in the Carlisle grant, and possessed a common 
Legislature as far back as the reign of William and 
Mary. The General Legislature met for the last 
time in 1798, when it passed a humane slave 
amelioration Act. 


Constitution 


By the Leeward Islands Act, 1871, an Executive 
Council and a legislative body styled the General 
Legislative Council, under one Governor, were 
constituted for the five (now four—Dominica 
became a colony of the Windward Islands on Ist 
January, 1940) Presidencies which comprise the 
Colony. There is a majority of elected (now called 
representative) members on the General Legislative 
Council, there being five representative members 
each from the Presidential Legislatures of Antigua 
and St. Kitts-Nevis-Anguilla, two representative 
members from the Presidential Legislature of 
Montserrat and one representative member from 
the Presidential Legislature of the Virgin Islands, 
a total of 13 members. The representative 
members on the General Legislative Council are 
chosen by the unofficial members of the Presi- 
dential Legislatures from amongst the elected 
members of those Legislatures. Presidential 
members are also associated with the administra- 
tion of their Presidencies by their appointment to 
Committees, dealing with such subjects as social 
services, public works and trade and production, 
under the chairmanship of elected members. The 
official members of the General Legislative Coun- 
cil are the Colonial Secretary, the Administrators 
of Antigua and St. Kitts—-Nevis-Anguilla, the 
Attorney-General, the Commissioners of Mont- 
serrat and the Virgin Islands, and two persons 
holding office of emolument under the Govern- 
ment of the Colony or of any Presidency appointed. 
by the Governor, a total of eight members. There 
are also two nominated members, appointed by 
the Governor from amongst the nominated 
members of the Presidential Legislatures. The 
Governor is President of the Council and has a 
casting, but not an original, vote. There is also 
a Deputy President of the Council chosen from 
amongst its members. 
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The Federal Executive Council comprises 
four ex officio members and ten appointed 
members, of whom three are official and seven 
unofiicial. 


The General Legislative Council has concurrent 
legislative powers with the local legislatures on 
certain subjects specified in the Act. Any island 
enactment on such subjects is void if repugnant 
to an enactment of the General Legislature, or 
may at any time be repealed or altered by one. 


The Council, the life of which cannot exceed 
three years, meets at least once a year, at a 
place notified by Proclamation. There are 
usually two sessions a year lasting several days 
on each occasion. 


The expenses of the federal establishment are 
voted by the Council, and apportioned among 
the Presidencies. 


As already announced, it is proposed, however, 
to abolish as soon as practicable the present 
Federal Government. The four Presidencies of the 
Leeward Islands will then become separate 
Colonies, the whole group remaining under one 
Governor. It has further been agreed in principle 
that ministerial systems should be introduced in 
Antigua and St. Christopher-Nevis-Anguilla, on 
the lines of the constitutions already in force in 
Barbados, Trinidad and Jamaica. The necessary 
preparations may take some time. 


Currency 


The British Caribbean Currency Board controls 
a unified decimal system of currency for the Eastern 
Group of the British Caribbean Territories, but 
only notes of denominations of $1 and upwards 
are at present in circulation. Trinidad and 
Tobago notes are being withdrawn. Silver and 
bronze coins of the United Kingdom are still in 
common use and are accepted at face value. 
United States currency circulates freely in the 
Virgin Islands, where all values and prices are 
determined by it.

ANTIGUA 
Area 


The area of Antigua is 108 square miles, the 
Dependency of Barbuda 62 square miles, the 
Dependency of Redonda (uninhabited) half a 
square mile. Barbuda lies 25 miles to the North, 
Bevonee 25 miles to the south-west of the main 
island. 


Geographical Features 


The western part of the island of Antigua is 
composed entirely of volcanic rocks (highest 
point Boggy Peak, 1,330 feet). The eastern and 
northern parts are of limestone, below 500 feet 
above sea level, and a central plain stretches 
diagonally across the island. Barbuda is very flat 
with a large lagoon on the west side. There are 
no rivers. 


Principal Town 

St. John’s, the capital, has a population of 
about 11,000. , 
History 


_ The first settlers were a few English who arrived 
in 1632. In 1663 Charles II made a formal 
grant to Lord Willoughby, who at once proceeded 
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to send out large numbers of colonists. For a 
short time the island was in French occupation, 
but in 1667 it was declared an English possession 
in terms of the Treaty of Breda and has remained 
British from that date. 


Constitution 


The Executive Council consists of the Adminis- 
trator and the Crown Attorney as ex officio 
“members, and five other members appointed by 
the Governor. The Governor, and in his absence, 
the Administrator, presides over the Executive 
Council. 

The Legislative Council, as reconstituted in 
December 1951, is composed of the Administrator 
as President, two official members, three 
nominated and eight elected members. A Deputy 
President is elected by the unofficial members of 
the Council from among their number. 


Land Policy 

Land may not be alienated or leased to aliens 
without the consent of the Governor. Except 
in a few cases, alien occupation of land is confined 
to leases for not more than 99 years. There is 
a small amount of Crown land which, when not 
used for public purposes, may be leased or sold. 


Taxation 


The main forms of taxation are income tax, | Air

Development Plans 


Antigua was originally allocated £499,000 under 
the Colonial Development and Welfare Act of 
1945. A further grant of £200,000 was made in 
1952, bringing the total allocation to £699,000. 
The actual expenditure under various schemes, in 
progress and completed, up to August 1954 was 
£665,323 made up as follows :—

This has left a balance of £33,677 to which 
should be added £10,000 transferred from the 
Federal allocation making a total of £43,677 
available for new schemes. 


Education 

There are 30 Government elementary schools, 
one grant-aided and six recognized private 
schools, with a total enrolment of 10,574 pupils. 
The five Secondary schools—four grant-aided and 
one denominational—have a total enrolment of 
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1,248 pupils. A Teachers’ Training College 
accommodates 40 female teachers from the four 
Presidencies of the Colony. The graduation 
standard from this college approximates to that 
of the Cambridge Higher School Certificate. 
There are 20 students studying in the United 
Kingdom, 14 in the United States and seven at the 
University College of the West Indies in Jamaica. 
Government expenditure on education in 1953 
was $324,843 compared with $21,650 in 1935. 


Libraries 


The Public Library in St. John’s has a book 
stock of over 11,000 volumes. Library services 
have recently been established in the rural areas. 


Health 

The total expenditure on medical and allied 
services in 1954 was estimated at $543,535 
compared with $86,318 in 1935. In 1952 the 
Hospital (96 beds) treated 2,022 cases. Apart 
from the dispensaries maintained at the residences 
of District Medical Officers, there are three 
health centres and 11 dispensaries. 


Communications 

Coolidge Airfield, which was constructed by 
the American Army Air Force as a military airfield 
in 1942, is now used by the local Government as a 
civil airfield. It is used mainly by Pan American 
irways, British West Indian Airways and Air 
France with direct services to other West Indian 
Islands and to the United States of America. 
Travel to other parts of the world is made by 
connexions from Trinidad, Jamaica, and America. 


There are 62 miles of main roads and 85 miles of : 
secondary roads.

MONTSERRAT 


Area and Geographical Features 


The area of the island is about 32 square miles. 
It is very mountainous and comprises three main 
hill masses—Silver Hill in the north (1,285 feet), 
Central Hills (2,450 feet) and Soufriere Hills 
(Chance Peak 3,002 feet) in the south. The area 
of land under forest and woodland is about 
10 square miles. 


Principal Town 


Plymouth, the only town, has a population of 
about 2,500. 


History 


The island was colonized in 1632 when a 
number of Irishmen of Warner’s company made 
their homes there. It was captured by the French 
in 1667, restored to England at the Peace of 
Breda later in the same year, but capitulated to 
the French again in 1782, and was finally ceded 
to Britain in 1783.

Constitution 


The present constitution is defined by Ordinance 
No. 1 of 1952 which enlarges the elective element 
in the Legislative Council and creates four 
electoral districts in place of a single one. The 
Council is now composed of the Commissioner as 
President, two ex officio members, two nominated 
members and five elected members. One of the 
elected members is also Deputy President of the 
Council. The Executive Council comprises the 
Commissioner (President), the Crown Attorney, 
the Treasurer and three unofficials appointed by the 
Governor. 


Land Policy 

Crown land comprises the Government Land 
Settlement, where occupation is confined to an 
annual lease, and a small area acquired for public 
purposes. All other land is privately owned.

It was estimated that in 1953, 44-4 % of ordinary 
revenue was derived from Customs and excise 
and 8-3% from direct taxes. 


Development Plans 


Montserrat received an allocation of £124,000 
under the Colonial Development and Welfare Act 
of 1945 as a contribution towards a ten-year 
development plan. This plan was revised at the 
end of 1951 and several useful projects are in 
process of execution. Further grants from the 
Imperial Treasury now bring the total allocation 
to £188,000. 


Other. Development. - 


A private company, the Montserrat Company 
Limited, is working side by side with Government 
in the development of a livestock industry. The 
establishment of an electric light and power plant 
for Plymouth is also projected by Government. 


Education 


Primary education and secondary education 
are both in the main government controlled. 
There are 12 Government elementary schools, one 
aided denominational school, and one elementary 

rivate school. There is one Government 

econdary school, and a preparatory private 
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school for children between the ages of 5 and 12 
years. At the end of 1953, of an estimated 
school population of 3,900, 3,296 children were 
enrolled in Primary schools, with an average 
attendance of 2,865(86-9%). Theenrolment of the 
Secondary school at the end of the same period 
was 144. 

During the year 1953 there were three students 
from the Presidency pursuing professional courses 
abroad under the Leeward Islands Scholarship 
award, two of them in the United Kingdom, an 
one in Jamaica. One young woman completed 
in Great Britain an Arts Course under the Colonial 
£1,000,000 Scholarship Scheme. Three primary 
school teachers were in training colleges. 

Government expenditure on education in 1953 
was $125,188 compared with $14,000 in 1935. 


Library 

The Montserrat Public Library has a member- 
ship of over 550 adults and juveniles and 
comprises adult, juvenile and reference sections 
with a total book stock of about 4,000 volumes. 


Health 

Total expenditure on medical and allied services 
in 1953 was $107,281, compared with $15,816 in 
1935. There were 55 available beds at the 
Glendon Hospital. In-patients at the hospital 
totalled 1,110, out-patients (first attendances) 
6,539. There were three health centres and four 
out-posts at which ante-natal and infant welfare 
clinics were held. 


Communications 

The island’s road system consists of three main 
public roads, total mileage 33 miles ; and about 
30 miles of secondary unsurfaced roads. There is 
an air strip, and a regular weekly shuttle air 
service is operated between Montserrat and 
Antigua. 

The Alcoa and the Harrison Steamship Com- 
panies’ steamers call when freight offers. The 
island is linked with other islands of the Colony, 
and with Dominica and Barbados, by two motor 
launches which maintain a regular service between 
all the islands. 


Broadcasting 

A local broadcasting service has recently been 
approved under a grant from Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare funds, and the Administration 
provides a grant of £100 per annum to meet local 
recurrent expenses. 


Principal Occupations 

In 1946, the total population gainfully employed 
was found to be 6,617, 59-68% of them in 
agriculture. There is one trade union in the 
island which claimed a membership of 368 at the 
end of 1953.

ST. CHRISTOPHER, NEVIS and ANGUILLA 


Area and Geographical Features 

The total area of the Presidency is 153 square 
miles (St. Kitts 68, Nevis 50 and Anguilla 35 
square miles). St. Kitts has a range of lofty 
mountains traversing its central part (Mount 
Misery 3,711 feet). Nevis is nearly circular in 
form with a central mountain rising to 3,596 feet. 
Both islands are of volcanic origin. Anguilla is 
flat and composed of oligocene limestone and 
clay. Hot mineral springs with valuable medicinal 
properties are to be found near Charlestown, 
Nevis. 

The Principal Towns are Basseterre, the capital 
of St. Kitts, with a population of 13,500, and 
rr eae the capital of Nevis, population

History 

St. Kitts was colonized by Sir Thomas Warner 
in 1623. For more than a century it changed 
hands with the French-as a result of constant 
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warfare, but was finally restored to Great Britain 
by the Treaty of Versailles in 1783, as was Nevis 
(which was colonized in 1628) and both have 
remained British possessions since that date. 
Anguilla has remained a British possession since 
its colonization in 1650. 


Constitution 

The Executive Council for the Presidency 
consists of the Administrator (when the Governor 
is present) two other ex officio members, and one 
other official member. There are five unofficial 
members, of whom one represents Nevis. 


Under an Ordinance of 1952 the Legislative 
Council comprises the Administrator (President), 
two ex officio members, eight elected members and 
three nominated members. An elected majority 
in the Legislative Council is thus provided for. 


Land Policy 


Aliens cannot own land except under licence 
from the Governor. 


Taxation 

The main taxes in force are Customs duty and 
income tax. Income tax rates range from 6d. in 
the £ to 15s. in the £ upon the chargeable income 
of an individual.

Education 

In 1953, there were 32 Government primary 
schools (St. Kitts 17, Nevis 10, Anguilla 5) and 
1 denominational primary school in St. Kitts 
which receives a Government grant. The total 
enrolment was 10,780. Five secondary schools 
(Government 4, private 1) had an enrolment of 
805 pupils. The estimated expenditure on educa- 
tional services for 1953 was $401,890 compared 
with $44,952 in 1938. 


Libraries 

There are three main public libraries in the 
Presidency, one in each island with headquarters 
in St. Kitts, and subsidiary book distribution 
points throughout the islands. Book circulation at 
the end of 1953 amounted to 40,586 volumes. 
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Health 


The total estimated expenditure on medical and 
health services in 1953 was $642,882 compared 
with $96,864 in 1938. A free grant of £33,000 
from Colonial Development and Welfare funds 
has been made available for the construction and 
equipment of Health Centres in the Presidency and 
for the training of Health Nurses in Jamaica. 
In 1953, beds available in two general hospitals 
totalled 159 ; those in two cottage hospitals, 21. 
There were ten Health Centres and 14 Outposts at 
work in the Presidency. Their chief functions are 
to improve standards of nutrition, to promote 
maternal and child health, to improve environ- 
mental sanitation, to control tuberculosis, venereal 
disease and yaws and to educate the communities 
in health matters. There are also a tuberculosis 
ward and a leprosarium. 


Communications 


One airport, about two miles north of 
Basseterre by road, serves the island. The 
runway is 4,125 feet by 300 feet and lies in a west- 
east direction. 


Principal Occupations 

The staple industry is sugar and 7,612 persons 
are employed on estates or in the sugar factory 
at Basseterre. In Nevis and Anguilla there is a 
high percentage of peasant ownership of land. 

There are five organizations registered under 
the Trade Union Act, with a total membership of 
3,597. The largest is the St. Kitts-Nevis Trades 
and Labour Union, membership 3,181.

BRITISH VIRGIN ISLANDS 
Area 


The total area of the Presidency is 67 square 
miles. Excluding numerous small rocks, the 
islands number 36, of which 11 are inhabited. 
The largest are Tortola (20 square miles), Virgin 
Gorda (13 square miles), Anegada (11 square 
miles) and Jost van Dyke (7 square miles). 
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Geographical Features 


The Islands, except for Anegada, represent 
a projection of Puerto Rico and the U.S. Virgin 
Islands archipelago. Anegada, a flat coral feature 
of more recent geological formation, is the 
northern outpost of the group in the Atlantic, 
and is surrounded by dangerous reefs. Virgin 
Gorda and Tortola rise abruptly like the tops of 
submerged mountains from a submarine plateau 
of 20-30 fathoms of water. The highest elevation 
is 1,780 feet on Sage Mountain, Tortola, where 
the remnants of an interesting xerophytic rain 
forest still exist. 


Principal Town 


Road Town, Tortola (population 1,000), is the 
seat of the Presidential Administration. 


History 

In 1648 a party of Dutch buccaneers are said to 
have set up their abode at Soper’s Hole, Tortola, 
but were driven out by a party of English adven- 
turers in 1666. In 1672 Colonel Stapleton, 
Governor of the Leeward Islands, took Tortola 
from the Dutch, who were then in possession. 
It was not, however, until 1680,-according to 
Suckling, that the islands were permanently settled 
by English planters from Anguilla; they have 
been uninterruptedly British since then. In 1773 
the Settlers were prance a charter and the first 
House of Assembly was convened the following 
year. 


Constitution 


The Commissioner, who is the chief executive, 
administers the Government under the Governor 
of the Leeward Islands. The Commissioner is 
assisted by an Executive Council consisting of 
himself as the ex officio member (when the 
Governor is present) and two official and three 
unofficial Appointed Members. The Virgin 
Islands Constitution Act, 1950, under which the 
legislature was constituted, was replaced by the 
Virgin Islands Constitution and Elections Ordin- 
ance, 1954, which provides for a Legislative 
Council with an elected majority elected on a 
constituency basis by universal adult suffrage. 
The Legislative Council consists of the Com- 
missioner as President, two nominated official 
members, two nominated non-official members 
and six elected members. The Council elects at 
its first meeting a Deputy President who presides 
in the absence of the Commissioner. 


Land Policy 


Aliens cannot hold land except under licence 
from the Governor. Such licences are granted 
only on condition that the alien undertakes to 
carry out some development and agrees to expend 
on the property a certain sum of money within a 
fixed period of years, usually three to four. 


The total area of Crown lands is estimated at 
18,000 acres. Most of it is situated in the islands of 
Anegada and Virgin Gorda. In Anegada, where 
the soil is poor, the occupants of Crown lands 
are allowed the use of those lands free of charge 
but rentals are collected from occupants of Crown 
lands elsewhere, where there is good soil fertility. 
Arrangements exist for the sale of Crown lands to 
occupants in the islands of Anegada and Virgin 
Gorda. Non-natives own approximately 2,626 
acres of the total land area of the Presidency. The 
preawne type of tenure for all holdings is fee 
simple. 
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Taxation 

Taxes consist mainly of Customs duties and 
land, house, road, animal, boat and income 
taxes. Import duties average 12% ad valorem at 
general rates and 8% ad valorem at preferential 
rates. Export duties are fixed at specific rates 
which average less than 5% at current market 
values. 
_ The income tax rate upon the chargeable 
income of every person other than a company, 
ranges from 6d. to 13s. 6d. in the £. Companies 
pay a flat rate of 5s. 6d. in every £.

Development Plans 


The Presidency has been granted allocations 
totalling £106,000 under the Colonial Development 
and Welfare Act of 1945. Expenditure on schemes 
up to 1952 has been undertaken mainly on school 
buildings, agricultural and livestock development, 
water supplies and health projects. Since 1953 a 
road construction programme has been in 
progress ; additional staff has been recruited for 
the Public Works Department to carry out the 
programme, and road-making machinery and 
plant have been purchased. Schemes have also 
been approved, and plans are well advanced, for 
the imstallation of radiotelephones both for 
internal and external communication, and for a 
piped water supply for Road Town. 


Education 


There is one Secondary and post-Primary, and 
one Primary school, maintained by Government ; 
[1 denominational schools, which receive grants 
from Government funds; and three private 
schools. In 1953, there were 943 male and 
95 female pupils enrolled at all schools. Atten- 
Jance was approximately 76-1% of enrolment. 


The cost of primary education, except the 
rovision and maintenance of denominational 
chool buildings, is met from Government funds 
ind in 1953 the sum of $69,060 was so expended, 
ompared with $3,446 in 1938. 


Libraries 

There is a Library in Road Town, said to be one 
of the best of the small libraries in the British 
~aribbean. There are library deposit services in 
he out islands. In 1953 the Library had a total of 
1,873 books and 976 registered borrowers. 


Tealth 

The Tortola Cottage Hospital has 30 beds, and 
1 total of 600 out-patients received treatment 
luring 1953. There were 525 in-patients. The 
xpenditure of the Medical Department in 1953 
was $51,101 compared with $2,592 in 1938.

Citizenship legislation which came into force on 
15th September, 1952, confers citizenship by 
operation of law on all subjects of the rulers of the 
States and certain categories of citizens of the 
United Kingdom and Colonies born in the 
Federation. It is estimated that the number of 
persons who were citizens by operation of law at 
3ist December, 1953, was 4,173,000 :—

As a general rule for non-Malays who are not 
Citizens of the United Kingdom and Colonies the 
qualification necessary for automatic citizenship 
and State nationality is to have been born in the 
Federation and to have had one parent born there 
also. Non-Malays without this qualification may, 
under certain conditions, acquire citizenship by 
registration or naturalization. The policy behind 
the legislation is to make citizenship available 
(i) by operation of law to anyone who by birth 
can be assumed to be sufficiently assimilated to 
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registration or naturalization to others who have 
reasonable qualifications to be regarded as 
Malayans. 


Geographical Features 


The Federation occupies the southern section 
of the Kra Peninsula, which protrudes at the 
south-eastern corner of Asia between India and 
China. It is divided by mountain ranges, the 
main trend of which is north and south. The high- 
est mountain is Gunong Tahan, 7,186 feet. This 
and other peaks constitute some of the highest 
territory on the Asian mainland south of the 
Himalayas. The centre of the Peninsula is a series 


-of parallel ridges separated by strips of low 


country, while to the east and west of the outside 
ranges are the coastal plains, which are mainly 
alluvial, and in the south a region of low land. 
pproximale’y 80% of the whole area remains 
under primeval jungle, mountain, or swamp. The 
coastline of the Malay Peninsula extends to over 
1,000 miles; on the west lies a practically un- 
broken succession of mangrove and mud flat, with 
infrequent indentations of bays. On the east coast 
there are long unbroken stretches of sand. Within 
the territorial waters lie the Langkawi Islands 
(rising to over 2,000 feet) off the north Kedah 
coast, and off the east coast, Tioman and othe 
scattered islands. 


The two principal rivers are the Perak and the 
Pahang, the latter some 200 miles long. 


That part of the country cleared of forest and 
jungle has been developed into great rice- 
producing areas, as in the alluvial plains of 
Kedah, Perlis and Kelantan. Other areas, 
particularly the Kinta Valley, Perak, have been 
mined for tin. 


Climate 

The principal features of the climate are 
copious rainfall, high humidity and uniform 
temperature. The year is commonly divided into 
south-west and north-east monsoon seasons, 
which correspond roughly with the summer and 
winter of northern latitudes ; but, apart from the 
east coast, the differences of climate normally 
associated with the word “ monsoon ”’ are barely 
discernible in Malaya. On the east coast, and for 


a few miles inland, the wettest period is from 
November to January. In most other_places, 
maximum rainfall occurs in October and Novem- 


ber with a less pronounced maximum in March 
and April. Rainfall averages about 100 inches 
a year though the annual fall varies considerably 
from place to place and year to year. Jelebu in 
Negri Sembilan is the driest place in Malaya with 
an average of 65 inches, and Maxwell’s Hill in 
Perak the wettest, with 199 inches a year. 


The average maximum temperature in the plains 
is rather less than 90° F. and the minimum about 
70° F. At the hill stations temperatures are con- 
siderably lower; at Cameron Highlands the 
extreme temperatures recorded are 80° F. and 
36° F. and at Fraser’s Hill 82° F. and 53° F. The 
nights are reasonably cool everywhere and 
although the days are frequently hot and, on 
account of the high humidity, somewhat oppres- 
sive, it very rarely happens that refreshing sleep 
is not possible at night. The effect of the heat and 
humidity is, however, cumulative and after a few 
years a change to a more bracing climate is 
desirable for Europeans if health is to be 
maintained. The highest temperature recorded in 
the plains during 1953 was 99° F. and the lowest

History 


In 1786 Francis Light obtained for the East 
India Company a grant of the almost uninhabited 
island of Penang, and in 1800 Province Wellesley 
was added. Malacca came into British hands in 
1795 during the Napoleonic wars, but was handed 
back to the Dutch in 1814. The loss of Malacca 
caused Stamford Raffles to look for a site on 
which to build up a new trading centre as a rival 
to Malacca. His choice fell on the island where, 
four centuries before, had flourished the Malay 
city and port of Temasik or Singapura, which 
after its sack in 1377 had disappeared from 
history. Raffles obtained a concession from the 
representative of the Malay ruler of Riau-Johore 
and on 29th January, 1819, the Union Jack was 
hoisted. As a free port Singapore at once began 
its phenomenal development as centre of the 
entrepé6t trade. Malacca returned to British 
hands in 1824 when, by the Anglo-Dutch Treaty 
of London, Malaya was recognized as a British 
sphere of influence. The Straits Settlements of 
Penang, Malacca and Singapore which at first 
came under the India Office, passed to the control 
of the Colonial Office in 1867. The extension of 
British authority into the Peninsula was hastened 
by unsettled conditions in the Malay States which 
had deteriorated in some cases into civil war and 
disorder. In 1873 the new Governor of the 
Straits Settlements came out with authority for 
more active intervention. The first result was the 
Treaty of Pangkor with Perak in 1874, and in the 
next decade there followed agreements with 
Selangor, with the States of Negri Sembilan and 
with Pahang. In 1909 Siam transferred to Great 
Britain her rights in the northern States by the 
Treaty of Bangkok. In 1910 agreements were 
concluded with Kelantan and Trengganu (the 
latter amended in 1919) in 1923 with Kedah and 
in 1930 with Perlis. Relations with Johore were 
regulated by a treaty made in 1914. All these 
treaties were similar in their main features. The 
Malay States agreed to acy British protection 
and to have no dealings with foreign powers except 
through Great Britain, and were in turn guaranteed 
protection against attack by foreign powers ; to 
each State a British officer was appointed as resi- 
dent or adviser, whose advice the Rulers agreed to 
follow in all matters except those of the Muslim 
religion or Malay custom. The foundations of 
good government and friendly relations laid by 
such early Residents as Sir Hugh Low and Sir 
Frank Swettenham made possible the great 
economic development of this century, when 
European and Chinese capital built up the rubber 
and tin industries and made of Malaya one of the 
most prosperous territories in the Commonwealth. 
In the early years of the century Perak, Selangor, 
Negri Sembilan and Pahang became a Federation 
(the Federated Malay States) with a Resident- 
General as chief executive officer, and a system of 
centralized government was inaugurated. This 
system lasted in varying forms until 1932, when 
there was a ineasure of decentralization by which 
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legislative powers were to some extent restored to 
the States and the authority of the Rulers and 
Residents was reinforced. 


Progress and prosperity in Malaya were brought 
to an abrupt stop during the Japanese occupation 
from December 1941 to August 1945. On the 
liberation of the country, the Government of the 
Malayan Union was established, but this adminis- 
trative system met with strong objections by the 
Malays and on the Ist February, 1948, a new 
Constitution came into force. The new Constitu- 
tion allowed each State and Settlement to retain 
its individuality under a strong central government. 


Constitution 


The Federation of Malaya, which comprises the 
nine Malay states of Johore, Pahang, Negri 
Sembilan, Selangor, Perak, Kedah, Perlis, 
Kelantan and Trengganu and the two British 
Settlements of Penang and Malacca, was consti- 
tuted on Ist February, 1948, by :— 


(a) the Federation of Malaya Agreement, 
1948, between His Majesty King George VI 
and Their Highnesses the Rulers of the Malay 

States of Johore, Pahang, Negri Sembilan. 
Selangor, Perak, Kedah, Perlis, Kelantan and 
Trengganu ; 


(b) the State Agreements between His 
Majesty and Their Highnesses the Rulers ; and 


(c) the Federation of Malaya Order in 
Council, 1948. 


The Federation of Malaya Agreement, as 
from time to time amended, provides for an 
Executive Council of 20 members, presided over 
by the High Commissioner, and for a Legislative 
Council of 75 members presided over by a Speaker. 
Of the 75 Councillors, 50 are unofficial, represent- 
ing various economic, commercial, professional 
and cultural interests, nine are Presidents of the 
Councils of State in the States, two represent the 
Settlement Councils of Penang and Malacca, 
three are ex officio members (the Chief Secretary, 
Attorney-General and Financial Secretary) and 
11 are Members of the Federal Executive Council. 


In the Executive Council, besides the three 
ex officio members and the Secretary for Defence, 
ten members have quasi-ministerial responsibilities 
for various functions and groups of departments. 
Their ‘‘ Portfolios ’’ are Home Affairs, Economic 
Affairs, Natural Resources, Health, Education, 
Industrial and Social Relations, Transport, Works, 
Posts and Telecommunications and Local Govern- 
ment, Housing and Town Planning. All except 
the members for Economic Affairs and Works are 
Asians. There are also two members without 
portfolio, both Asian. 


The Federation Agreement also established a 
Conference of Rulers consisting of the Rulers of all 
the Malay States. The Conference meets the 
High Commissioner at least three times a year. 


The State Agreements provide for the establish- 
ment of a State Executive Council and a Council 
of State in each State. The Council of State is the 
legislative body. In each of the Settlements of 
Penang and Malacca there is a Nominated Council 
and a_ Settlement Council. The Settlement 
Council, as the local legislative body, corresponds 
to the Council of State in a Malay State. 


The Federation Agreement records the desire 
of His Majesty and Their Highnesses the Rulers 
that progress be made towards self-government, 
and their agreement that, as a first step to this 
end, legislation shall be introduced as soon as

circumstances permit for the election of members 
to the various legislatures established under the

Emergency 


Since June 1948 a state of Emergency has 
existed in Malaya. Special powers were assumed 
by the Government in that month to preserve law 
and order in the face of outbreaks of violence 


perpetrated by the Malayan Communist Party. 


Communist terrorists have since then carried out 
from jungle bases in an 


guerrilla operations : 
attempt, by ambush, murder and the destruction 


of property, to impose their will on the Malayan 


people. They have not succeeded in doing this, 
but they have caused a great deal of suffering to 
innocent people. 


the murder in October 1951 of Sir Henry Gurney, 
the then High Commissioner and a devoted 


servant of the people of Malaya, General Sir! Al 
Gerald Templer was appointed High Com- 


missioner and Director of Operations and Mr. 


D. C. (now Sir Donald) MacGillivray, Deputy 
These appointments were 
the first steps in a widespread reorganization of 
Government 


High Commissioner. 
the Security Forces and other 
machinery. 


By the time of General Templer’s departure in 
May 1954, terrorist activity had steeply declined 


and the increasing flow of information about the 


terrorists given to the Security Forces reflected the 
renewal of public confidence. This progress has 
continued under the regime of Sir Donald Mac- 
Gillivray, who succeeded General Templer as High 
Commissioner, and of Lieutenant-General Sir 
Geoffrey Bourne, G.O.C. Malaya Command, who 
succeeded General Templer as Director of 
Operations. The problem of the Security Forces 
has now largely resolved itself into locating and 
attacking the “ hard core”? of some 5,000 Com- 
munist terrorists in their bases in the deep jungle, 
often protected by a screen of misled aborigines 
whose allegiance has to be won. 


The campaign to end the Emergency is being 
fought simultaneously on social, political and 
economic fronts. 
** squatters ” in the jungle fringes, where they were 
an easy prey for the Communist terrorists, have 
been resettled in the relative security of New 
Villages, with land, public amenities and the 
opportunity of running their own affairs through 
elected Village Councils. As far as the drain on 
the country’s finances caused by the Emergency 
will allow, social services, notably in the field, of 
education, are being steadily developed. Political 
progress continues rapidly : elections were held 
last year to village, town, Municipal, and some 
State, Councils : the first elections to the Federal 
Legislative Council are being held this year and 
a Ministerial system of government adopted. Thus, 
side by side with the restoration of law and order, 
there can proceed, in accordance with the policy of 
Her Majesty’s Government, the development of 
a united, democratic and ultimately self-governing 
Malayan nation. 


Land Policy 


The Torrens system of registration of title to 
land is in force in the Federation, except in the 
Settlements of Penang and Malacca where it is

The Government, with the 
assistance of its locally raised (and largely 
voluntary) Security Forces, as well as British and 
Commonwealth troops, and with the support of 
the large majority of the people of Malaya, has 
made great efforts to put down terrorism. After 


More than half a million former 
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intended to introduce registration of title as soon 
as 1s practicable. Most alienated land is held in 
perpetuity on payment of an annual rent to 
Government. It is now the usual practice, 
however, to alienate town land on 99-year leases. 
Malay Reservations have been created within 
which land may not be alienated to non-Malays. 
State land, not lying within Malay Reservations, 
and Crown land may be alienated to Federal 
citizens and non-Federal citizens. 


Taxation 


The most important form of taxation is indirect 
by means of export duties on rubber and tin, and 
import duties on tobacco, beers, spirits, petrol 
and textiles. The main form of direct taxation 
isincome tax. All persons not resident in the 
Federation are chargeable at a flat rate of 30%. 
There is provision for relief for a non-resident 
British subject or a non-resident British protected 
person. In the case of individuals resident in the 
Federation, $3,000 is deductible from assessable 
income if the individual is unmarried. A further 
allowance of $2,000 is made to a married man. 
lowances are also made in respect of children 
up to nine in number, for life assurance premiums 
paid, and for obligatory or contractual contribu- 
tions to approved pension or provident funds. 
The rate of tax on the chargeable income remain- 
ing after the above-mentioned allowances have 
been made varies from 3% on the first $500 
to 30% on chargeable income in excess of $50,000. 
The rate of tax chargeable on the income of 
companies was raised to 30% in 1951. A double 
taxation relief arrangement with the United 
Kingdom is in operation.

The nine State and two Settlement Governments 
have their own budgets for local administration 
which are balanced by allocations from Federal 
funds.

The figures of 
revenue for 1949, 1950, 1952 and 1953 include con- 
tributions from Her Majesty’s Government in aid 
of defence expenditure of $42,857,143 (£5 million), 
$25,714,286 (£3 million), $3,385,714 (£395,000 
and $1,200,000 (£140,000) respectively.

Currency 
The currency in circulation is that issued by the 
Board of Commissioners of Currency, Malaya 
and British Borneo, and is exclusive legal tender 
in the Federation of Malaya, Singapore, Sarawak, 
North Borneo and Brunei. It consists of the

Development Plans 

A six-year Draft Development Plan was 
prepared in 1950 and it is intended that its revision 
should shortly be undertaken. The latest estimates 
of the cost of schemes in the Development Plan 
show expenditure up to 1957 of the following

Basic Services.—26:5% of the total expenditure 
will be devoted to the development of electricity, 
12:0% to railways and 4-1 % to water supplies. 

Social Services.—12°2% of the total expenditure 
will be spent on the resettlement of squatters in 
New Villages, 7-3% on education and 7:0% on 
housing. 
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Productive Services —10°4% of the total 
expenditure will be allocated to the Rural and 
Industrial Development Authority for projects of 
all kinds directed towards the development of 
inte areas, and 4-5% on drainage and irrigation 
works. 


The sources of funds are :— 

(a) the Malayan allocation under _ the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Acts, 
$42:8 million. | 

(b) the Colonial Development Corporation, 
which so far has provided about $60-7 million 
towards the development of electric power ;

(e) other sources not yet explored. 


Education 

The University of Malaya, serving the Federa 
tion of Malaya and Singapore, has faculties of 
Arts, Science and Medicine. In the 1953-54 
session there were 554 students from the Federa- 
tion. The Technical College, Kuala Lumpur, had 
238 students, and the Agricultural College, 
Serdang, 71 students. Government awards 
scholarships and bursaries for higher education, 
tenable at the University of Malaya or in the 
United Kingdom, Australia or New Zealand. 
There are 300 students being trained as teachers 
at the Malayan Teachers’ Training College, 
Kirkby, Lancashire, 150 at a New Training 
College in Kota Bharu, Kelantan, and in addition 
there are over 1,100 Malayan students at Univer- 
sities and centres of higher learning overseas. In 
1953 there were 148,384 pupils in 325 English 
Schools (schools for mixed races where the 
medium of instruction is English), 347,253 pupils 
in 2,055 Malay Schools, 252,065 pupils in 1,214 
Chinese Schools and 43,878 pupils in 869 Indian 
Schools. With Government aid, Adult Education 
Associations have been formed in all States and 
Settlements. At the end of 1953 these had 
organized 847 classes in vernacular literacy and 
English, with about 20,000 adult students enrolled. 
Government grants to the Association in that year 
totalled $304,882. 


Expenditure on Educational Services in 1953 
was about $103,953,910, of which $2,327,505 was 
contributed by the United Kingdom under the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Acts. 


Libraries, Museums, etc. 


There are museums in Kuala Lumpur and in 
Taiping, both of which have libraries, and new 
museums have been established in Malacca, 
Seremban and Penang. Under the Preservation of 
Books Ordinance, 1950, three copies of all publica- 
tions printed in the Federation are required to be 
sent to the National Museum in Kuala Lumpur. 
The Malayan Historical Society, founded in 1953, 
is producing district and town histories and record- 
ing much information which would otherwise be 
lost. Archaeological and anthropological re- 
search is conducted from the National Museum. 


Health 


In 1953 Government maintained 70 hospitals 
with 12,687 beds ; general 8,212, maternity 1,228 
and infectious—including pulmonary tuberculosis—- 
3,247. In addition, Government maintains four 
institutions with 3,470 beds for the treatment of 
leprosy and two mental hospitals of 4,200 beds. 
At Government hospitals the total number of 
in-patients treated was 236,633 (general 233,286, 
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mental 2,641, and leprosy 706). On rubber 
estates there are 120 hospitals maintained privately 
with 5,477 beds ; 86,014 in-patients were admitted 
during 1953. Treatment of the rural population is 
carried out through dispensaries (including mobile 
road and river boat units) and infant welfare 
centres. These number 169, 75, 15 and 476 
respectively, and the total number of new cases 
treated was 4,204,110. 


The total expenditure on Medical and Health 
Services in 1953 was $47,124,758 compared with 
$16,623,487 in 1947. A further $1,576,311 was 
spent on the emergency expansion of health 
services in new villages. 


The principal diseases treated in Government 
hospitals throughout the Federation were as 
follows :— 

Malaria 7,712, pulmonary tuberculosis 5,847, 
dysentery 1,865, diarrhoea and enteritis 5,412, 
pneumonia 4,600, bronchitis 7,923, beri-beri 
ao venereal diseases 1,661 and enteric fever 


The main anti-malarial measures in towns and 
villages are sub-soil drainage by permanent works, 
oiling and D.D.T. spraying of houses. Water 
supplies are treated according to modern methods, 
Sanitation is either water-borne or by bucket 
system of removal in all the towns. 


Communications 

About 1,300 route miles are covered by domestic 
air services. The Dakota fleet of Malayan Airways 
Limited serves the eight main aerodromes (Kuala 
Lumpur, Ipoh, Taiping, Penang, Alor Star, Kota 
Bahru, Kuantan and Malacca), and in addition 
13 smaller towns are served by the Beaver aircraft 
of the Federation Air Service which are owned by 
Government and operate under the management 
of the Malayan Railway Administration. 


Malayan Airways operate 30 services each week 
between Kuala Lumpur and Singapore and also 
provide services from the Federation to Medan 
thrice weekly, to Bangkok and Saigon, once 
weekly. Thai Airways and Union of Burma 
Airways operate to Penang from Saigon and 
Rangoon respectively. 

The route mileage of the Malayan Railway open 
to traffic in 1953 was 984. The main line runs from 
Singapore 488 miles north-westwards to Prai 
(opposite Penang Island): there are short 
branches to the west coast, and a longer branch 
(99 miles) from Bukit Mertajam northwards to the 
Thailand frontier at Padang Besar; the east 
coast line runs from Gemas (137 miles from 
Singapore) northwards 327 miles to Tumpat on 
the north-east coast of the peninsula. 


The Malayan Railway connects with the 
Thailand Railway at Padang Besar and Sungei 
Golok. 

Passenger journeys in 1953 totalled 6,631,893 
and paying goods tonnage 2,043,073. Gross 
revenue reached the record figure of $58-5 
million : total working expenditure was $50°8 
million. 

The Public Works Department maintains about 
6,238 miles of public road, of which 4,100 miles 
is metalled surface, grouted or sealed with 
bitumen, 308 metalled surface waterbound, 882 
hard surface waterbound, 683 earth surface, 
244 hard surface bitumen sealed, and 21 concrete 
surface. 

The principal ports in the Federation are 
Penang and Port Swettenham : the numbers and

Navigational aids around the 800-mile coast are 
maintained by the Marine Department. 


Services to and from the United Kingdom are 
provided by the main shipping companies on the 
Far Eastern service. Local companies provide 
coastal services to ports in South-East Asia. 


Broadcasting 


The Department of Broadcasting is pan- 
Malayan. It maintains stations of ‘* Radio 
Malaya ’’ at Kuala Lumpur (two 10 kW. medium 
wave transmitters, and one 5 kW. shortwave), 
Penang (two 2 kW. medium wave), and Malacca 
(one 250 watt medium wave) but much of the Fed- 
eration is served by the shortwave transmitters of 
** Radio Malaya”, Singapore. There were 
121,850 licence holders in the Federation on 31st 
December, 1953, including 11,025 subscribers to 
Rediffusion (Malaya) Limited. Over 1,600 
schools in the Federation are equipped with 
receivers for the reception of school broadcasts 
from Radio Malaya. Special rural broadcasts in 
Malay, Tamil, Mandarin and six other Chinese 
dialects are broadcast from the Federation 
transmitters. They are also heard on about 1,000 
community receivers installed in rural areas by 
the Government and on receivers installed on 
several hundred mines and estates for the benefit 
of the workers. 

Work is proceeding on the new broadcasting 
centre at Kuala Lumpur, and the Studios are 
expected to be fully operative by 1955.

ment. occupations. Industrial Workers’ Unions 
have 67,916 members drawn from about 27 
different categories of employment. The seven 
Employers’ Unions have a membership of 791, of 
whom the Rubber and Tin Employers’ Unions are

The corre- 
sponding figures in 1953 were, 20-5%, 18-9%, 
24-5% and 36°1%.

About 40% of the Federation’s import and 
export trade 1s channelled through Singapore. An 
increasing proportion, however, particularly of 
imports, is being channelled through Federation 
ports. Trade with the United Kingdom has 
increased reflecting the improved supply position 
from that source. Similarly Commonwealth 
imports (particularly from Australia) have been 
increasing slowly. Imports from neighbouring 
territories have fallen to more normal levels from 
the peak of 1950-51 when rubber and tin were 
booming. As a result of improved availabilities 
from soft currency sources of supply, imports from 
Canada and the U.S.A. have declined slightly. 

The United States, however, has been one of 
the largest customers, although exports have 
declined since the high figures after the war 
resulting from heavy purchases of rubber and tin. 
Exports to the United Kingdom are now at about 
the same level as to the U.S.A. having been lower 
immediately after the war. Exports to neighbour- 
ing territories have fluctuated with changing 
conditions, both economic and political, and 
appear to be declining. To Japan, however, they 
are increasing and the balance of trade has turned 
sharply so that exports are nearly double imports.

MALTA 


Area 


The total area is 122 au are miles made up of 
the three main islands as follows : Malta 94-876 
square miles, Gozo 25-899 square miles and 
Comino about one square mile.  Filfla and 
Cominotto are mere islets. 


Population 

On 31st December, 1953, the population, which 
is European, was estimated at 320,613, divided as 
follows: Malta 292,285, Gozo and Comino 
28,328. Malta is overpopulated, and it is the 
policy of the Government to encourage and 
assist emigration. From 1946 to 1953 over 35,000 
persons emigrated ; the figure for 1954 was over 
11,500, of whom 8, 400 went to Australia. The 
United Kingdom Government has undertaken to 
meet two-thirds of expenditure on emigration for 
the period 1953-57, up to a maximum of £200,000 
in any one year. 
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Geographical Features 


Malta consists of a plateau with a hard core 
of coralline limestone on the west side which 
descends by gentle steps to a plain composed of a 
thick stratum of soft globigerine limestone on the 
south-east. The highest point on the Island, 
situated near Dingli, is just over 800 feet above 
sea level. The Grand Harbour and Marsamxett 
Harbour are excellent ports of call, while safe 
anchorages are also provided by Marsaxlo 
Bay, St. Paul’s Bay and Mellieha Bay. There are 
no rivers, lakes or forests. In low-lying places the 
soil, which contains a high percentage of lime and 
is rich in phosphates, is deep, but elsewhere it is 
shallow. Cultivation is mainly in terraced fields 
where the soil is held by rubble walls. 


Climate 


The climate is healthy. There are no excessive 
periods of hot or cold weather. ‘The lowest 
temperature in 1953 was 41°3° recorded on 
the 14th January, while the highest, 95-3°, occurred 
on the 31st July. The mean annual temperature is 
66° and the mean annual rainfall is 17 inches. 
Rain is rare in June, July and August. In July 
the heat at sea level approaches that experienced 
in subtropical countries. The nights, however, are 
pleasant and cool, except during the prevalence 
of the scirocco wind which blows from the 
south-east.

History 


From Roman times until 1530 Malta was 
subjected successively to Arab and_ Sicilian 
domination. In 1530, the Emperor Charles V 
gave the Island to the Knights of St. John of 
Jerusalem, who held it until 1798, when Napoleon 
Bonaparte invested it on his way to Egypt, 
having prepared the ground by intrigue and 
revolutionary propaganda. On 12th July, 1798, 
Ferdinand de Hompesch, the last Grand Master in 
Malta, capitulated without any resistance, and 
the Order was dispersed. The French installed 
themselves in the islands, but their interference 
with Maltese laws and customs brought about a 
sharp reaction, and the Maltese drove the French 
troops within the fortified towns and, with the 
help of the British fleet, held them closely blockaded 
for two years, after which the French, reduced to 
extremities, surrendered to the British. 


In 1800 the Government was placed in the 
hands of Great Britain. The Treaty of Amiens 
provided that the islands should be restored to 
the Knights, but this was prevented by the re- 
commencement of the war, and they were finally 
annexed to the British Crown by the Treaty of 
Paris in 1814. 


Malta was a vital point in allied strategy in the 


Second World War, and the Island was subjected | all 


to heavy enemy air attacks between the entry of 
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Italy into the war in 1940 and the liberation of 
North Africa in 1943. In 1942, Malta was 
awarded the George Cross in recognition of the 
part she had played in the War. 


Constitution 


Letters Patent granting self-government to the 


Island came into force in 1947. They provide for 


kk | 2 Legislative Assembly of forty members, elected 


by universal suffrage by proportional representa- 
tion. The Legislative Assembly passes Bills for 

fhe peace, order and good government of 
Malta ”, subject to certain limitations regarding 
“reserved matters”. The Ministry consists of 
the Prime Minister and not more than seven other 
Ministers. The Executive Council consists of the 
Cabinet presided over by the Governor. Legisla- 
tive and administrative powers in regard to defence 
and various matters related or incidental to 
defence and external relations, are reserved to the 
Governor, advised by the Nominated Council, 
which consists of the Lieutenant-Governor, the 
Legal Secretary and three officers (one each from 
the Royal Navy, the Army and the Royal Air 
Force). The Privy Council consists of the 
Executive Council and the Nominated Council 
sitting together, and affords an opportunity for 
joint consultation in matters in which action 
proposed to be taken by one side of the dyarchy 
may affect the other side. 


The English language and the Maltese language 
are the official languages of Malta. 


Land Policy 


There is no restriction on the alienation of land 
to non-Maltese, but the Mortmain Law restricts 
the alienation of land to religious bodies or 
institutions under certain circumstances. 


Taxation 


__ The principal forms of taxation are income tax, 
import duties, excise duties, stamp duties, enter- 
tainment duties, tombola duty, licence duties, and 
succession and donation duties. 


Income tax, introduced in 1949, is levied on all 
personal incomes, with certain exceptions, at the 
following rates :—

Interest at 24% is paid by the Government on 
£79,081 outstanding balance on 3ist March, 1938, 
of the debt known as “ Massa Frumentaria ” 
incurred by the Municipality of Valletta under 
the Government of the Order of St. John of 
Jerusalem, in connexion with the monopoly of the 
wheat trade. The funds of the “ Massa Fru- 
mentaria’’ were in 1798 appropriated by the 
oe Government then in occupation of the 
sland. 


By the Temporary Borrowing Act, 1951, the 
Government was enabled to borrow an amount up 
to a maximum of £500,000 by way of an overdraft 
on the Public Account in order to meet the cost 
of consignments of wheat and other essential 
commodities imported by the Government. The 
Act, which provided for the repayment of any sum 
borrowed not later than 31st March, 1953, has 
now lapsed. 


Under the Malta Treasury Bills Act, 1952, the 
Government may, whenever authorized by 
Resolution of the Legislative Assembly, raise 
money not exceeding the amount specified in suc 
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England. The amount of local currency 
in circulation on 3lst March, 1954, was 
£16,757,882. 


Development Plans 

For the current ten-year development period, 
1946-56, Malta has been allocated £2,750,776 from 
Colonial Development and Welfare Funds ;

Education 


Compulsory education was introduced in 1946. 
Elementary education is carried on principally in 
free Government schools which are Roman 
Catholic. There are 112 Primary schools, where 
Maltese and English are the only languages of 
instruction, with an enrolment of 42,623 
pupils, and six Secondary schools (one of them 
preparatory) with 1,837 pupils. The Royal 
University of Malta, founded in 1769, has an 
average attendance of 300 students and grants 
degrees in divinity, law, medicine, architecture, 
engineering, dental surgery, pharmacy, arts and 
science. The number of Maltese studying or 
attending post-graduate courses in United 
Kingdom Universities or colleges during 1952 was 
five. There are 26 evening classes for languages 
and commercial subjects with an attendance of 
3,839, and 95 literacy classes for illiterates and 
semi-illiterates with an attendance of 1,950. Two 
technical schools and one tailoring school cater 
for 347 students, while 240 pupils attend 23 
evening classes for handicraft. Forty-seven trade 
classes for emigrants have an attendance of 
661 pupils. There are two Government orphan- 
ages with a total of 173 inmates. The total 
number of private (elementary and secondary) 
schools is 73, with an attendance of about 14,191 
pupils. In 1953-54 the amount spent on Educa- 


h | tion was £673,618 compared with £149,521 in

Currency 


The currency of Malta consists of notes of 
20s. and 10s., issued by the Board of Com- 
missioners of Currency, together with British 
coins, including silver, cupro-nickel and bronze 
coins, and local notes in denominations of 5s., 
2s. 6d.,2s.and 1s. Bank of England notes ceased 
to be legal tender in the Island in 1949. Maltese 
£1 and 10s. notes are on a par with sterling, and 
£ for £ coverage is maintained at the Bank of 


Libraries, Museums, etc. 


The Royal Malta Library has a stock of 46,540 
books, the Gozo Public Library has 12,952. 
There are also 34 circulating libraries in the various 
districts (23 in Malta and 11 in Gozo). 


The Museum at Valletta was closed during the 
war and has not yet been reopened. The following 
are, however, open to visitors: The Palace 
Armoury, Hal-Safliena Hypogeum, Museum of 
Roman Antiquities, St. Paul’s Catacombs, 
Tarxien Neolithic Temples, Ghar Dalam Museum, 
Ggantija Temples, Gozo. 
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Health 

There are eight hospitals in Malta with a total 
of 2,625 beds, and six in Gozo, with 484 beds. 
During 1953 in-patients numbered 10,873, out- 
patients 26,306. There are in addition 43 District 
Medical Officers, 38 Health Visitors (district 
nurses) and four subsidized Midwives. In the 
village dispensaries the number of attendances by 
the public in 1953 was 96,387.

Vaccination of all infants against smallpox is 
compulsory on attaining the age of two months. 


During 1953-54 the amount spent by the 
Medical and Health Department was £1,206,289, 
as compared with £202,268, in 1935. 


Communications 

The commercial airport of Malta is Luqa 
Airfield, which is also a Royal Air Force Station, 
but there are other airfields at Hal Far and Ta 
Qali. British European Airways operate the 
following services :—(a) a daily service to and 
from the Island to the United Kingdom, stopping 
at Rome and/or Naples ; (6) a twice-weekly service 
to Sicily (Catania) ; (c) a service to Tripoli, 
Benghazi and Cairo twice a week. In addition 
there are the following coach class services from 
Malta : (a) to Central Africa by Airwork Limited 
and Hunting Clan Transport Limited once a week ; 
(b) to Northern and Southern Rhodesia by Central 
African Airways once a week ; (c) to Cyprus by 
Skyways Limited once every two weeks. During 
1953-54, 5,103 aircraft off-loaded 19,990 
passengers while 5,102 aircraft took off 20,431 

assengers ; 103,263 passengers passed through 

alta in transit. 


The size of the Island does not provide scope 
for internal air services and the only railway line 
ceased to operate in 1931. 


Five miles of road have so far been surfaced 
with sheet asphalt and 355 miles with full grouting, 
semi-grouting and surface asphalt dressing. 


The chief port is the Grand Harbour, which in 
1953 handled 1,741 steamships of a total tonnage 
of 2,592,542 and 177 sailing vessels with a total of 
13,914 tons. There is no regular passenger line 
between Malta and the United Kingdom. A twice- 
weekly service to Syracuse is operated by the 
Star of Malta, a_locally registered vessel. The 
Italian Tirrenia Line runs a service calling at 

-Naples, Messina, Catania, Syracuse, Malta, 
Tripoli, every five days. A ferry service running 
between Marfa and Mgarr links the two Islands 
of Malta and Gozo. 


Broadcasting 

There are no broadcasting stations in Malta. 
The number of wireless receiving sets on 30th 
September, 1954, was, however, 12,510. Messrs.

Main Crops and Products 


The main crops are potatoes, vegetables, grapes, 
wheat, barley and forages. Fresh vegetables and 
potatoes are the main cash crops. In 1952~53 
27,502 tons of potatoes and 38,382 tons of 
vegetables were produced. 


The livestock population in 1953 was :— 
cattle 8,695; horses 2,295; donkeys 3,715; 
mules 2,483; sheep 18,299; goats 37,115; 
pigs 20,733. 


During 1953 19,669 cwts. of fish were landed 
by local fisherinen (mainly during the months 
between May and November) with a wholesale 
value of £135,855. 


There are no known mineral resources in Malta 
and raw materials have nearly all to be imported. 


There are no heavy industries in the islands, 
but a growing number of light industries produce 
flour, flour-paste, tomato-paste, beer, wine, aerated 
waters, cigarettes, smokers’ pipes, matches, shirts, 
footwear, handbags, furniture, cement, tiles, 
marble works, bitumen, basketware, soap, 
candles, crown corks, gloves, mirrors, homespun 
cloth, buttons and tanned leather; lace and 
homespun are village industries. 


The Government grants monopolies for from 
5 to 15 years to help the setting up of new 
industries.

MAURITIUS 


Area 

The area of Mauritius is approximately 720 
square miles, that of Rodrigues 40 square miles 
and the area of the Lesser Dependencies, viz., the 
Chagos Archipelago (the largest islet is Diego 
Garcia), Agalega and the Cargados Carajos or St. 
Brandon Isles, approximately 473 square miles. 


Population 

The population (31.12.53) is: Mauritius 
525,000 ; Rodrigues 14,000 ; and Lesser Depen- 
dencies 1,700. It is divided into three groups: 
(1) General population (29-3%) comprising Euro- 
peans and descendants of Europeans and people of 
African and mixed origin; (2) Indo-Mauritian 
opulation proper (67-1%) made up of immigrants 
rom India and their unmixed descendants ; and 
(3) Chinese population (3°6%) consisting of 
immigrants from China and their unmixed 
descendants. 


Geographical Features 


The island lies in the Indian Ocean, 550 miles 
It is chiefly of volcanic 


coral reefs. There are several small chains of 
mountains, the principal peaks reaching about 
2,700 feet. There are mumerous rivers and 
streams; none of them is navigable beyond a short 
distance from the sea. The land rises gradually 
from the coasts, and the centre of the island is 
composed chiefly of a fertile plateau varying in 
altitude from 1,000 feet to 2,000 feet. 


Climate 


The south-east trade winds blow during most 
of the year and the climate is generally humid. 
The coastal regions are quite warm in summer but 
the central plateau is comparatively cool all the 
year round. Rainfall increases from an annual 
average of about 50 inches at or near sea level, to 
nearly 200 inches on the highest part of the 
plateau. There is no real distinction between 
dry and wet seasons. Tropical cyclones usually 
occur between November and May and the period 
of most frequent activity is from January to March. 
Mauritius is only slightly affected by these 
destructive storms in most years, but on the 
average the effect is considerable once in four 
years and serious once in ten years.

Mauritius was probably first visited by Arab 
sailors and by Malays during the Middle Ages. 
During the early sixteenth century Portuguese 
sailors visited the island several times and the 
first European to discover it is believed to have 
been Domingos Fernandez. The Portuguese used 
it merely as a port of call without making an 
settlement. The first settlers were the Dutc 
who landed in 1598 and gave the island the name 
of Mauritius in honour of their ruler, Prince 
Maurice of Nassau. The settlement never 
developed and the island was abandoned in 1710. 
In 1715, the island was formally taken possession 
of by the French. A small first contingent of 
colonists was sent in 1721 from the neighbouring 
island of Reunion (then called Bourbon), but it 
was not actually occupied till 1722 when a small 
party of colonists were sent out on behalf of the 
French East India Company. The Island was then 
named Isle de France. From 1722 till about 1767 
it was governed by that Company. From 1767 to 
1810, apart from the brief period of independence 
under the Colonial Assembly during the French 
Revolution, it was in charge of officials appointed 
by the French Government. 


During the long war between England and 
France, French men-of-war and privateers based 
on the Isle de France were a source of great 
mischief to the English merchant vessels. The 
British Government decided to capture the island 
and in 1810 a strong British expedition was 
eventually successful. The former name of 
Mauritius was then restored to it, and, with its 
dependencies, including Rodrigues, it was ceded 
to Great Britain by the Treaty of Paris in 1814. 


Constitution 


The Government is vested in a Governor with 
an Executive and a Legislative Council. In 
accordance with Letters Patent. Royal Instructions 
and Order in Council dated the 9th December, 
1947, the Legislative Council is composed of 
three ex officio, 12 nominated unofficial, and 
19 elected members, under the Presidency of the 
Governor. The Executive Council consists of 
three officials (the Colonial Secretary, the 
Financial Secretary and the Procureur and 
Advocate-General) and four members selected by 
the Legislative Council from amongst the non- 
official members. The Royal Instructions provide 
for the appointment of other members to Executive 
Council and, in September 1953, one elected 
member and one nominated member were 
appointed. The tenure of office of appointed 
members is three years.

Land Policy 


Roughly one-sixth of the area of the island is 
owned by the Crown and consists of (a2) Crown 
lands proper made up of unconceded lands and 
lands re-acquired by the Crown, and (b) ‘** Pas 
Geometriques ”’ being reserved land lying on the 
sea coast between the high water mark in spring 
tides and a line drawn parallel to the general 
contour of the coast at a distance of 81-21 metres. 
Alienable Crown lands may be sold only by public 
auction, except in the case of lands required for 
religious, charitable or educational purposes, or for 
public utility, when a nominal price is charged. 
The deeds of sale do not alienate the right of the 
Crown in respect of any mines of precious stones 
or metals or any layer of mineral oil or the right of 
the Crown of entering the property for the purpose 
of mining or of boring and collecting mineral oil, 
but no other restrictive clause is inserted in the 
deed of conveyance. Crown lands (“ Pas 
Geometriques ”” excluded) may be leased by 
private contract or public auction. Portions of 
“Pas Geometriques ” not exceeding two hectares 
may be leased by private contract after publication 
of notices. In the case of portions exceeding 
two hectares, the lease must be by public auction. 

The remaining five-sixths are privately owned 
lands of which the holders are free to dispose as 
they think fit.

Since 1946 costs of materials and labour have 
increased appreciably and a review of the Plan 
has accordingly been begun. 


Education 


There are 297 educational establishments in 
Mauritius. Of this total, 240 are primary schools 
and one post-primary, 55 secondary and one post- 
secondary, with a total of 87,473 pupils. The 
Government institutions comprise 72 primary 
schools, one post-primary school, three secondary 
schools, one training college for teachers and a 
College of Agriculture. Nine secondary and 
76 primary schools within the total given above 
are State-aided. There are also a number of 
private day and evening schools teaching such 
subjects as the Koran, Urdu and Hindi. The 
development of technical education is under 
review ; at present it is limited to a number of 
apprenticeships in the Railway Department. The 
Government awarded 14 scholarships in 1953 for 
higher education overseas, and 7 officers were sent 
on study-leave courses for further training in the 
United Kingdom. Mauritian students in the 
United Kingdom and Republic of Ireland Univer- 
sities numbered 257. 


A start has also been made on adult education 
with the launching of public lectures, continuation 
and science extension classes and on school 
broadcasts to primary and secondary schools. 


In the financial year 1953-54, expenditure on 
education was Rs.12,374,848. In 1935 expenditure 
was Rs.1,347,201. 


Libraries and Museums 


The Natural History Museum, Port Louis, and 
the Naval Historical Museum, Mahebourg, are 
both run by the Mauritius Institute. A small art 
gallery is also annexed to the Port Louis Museum. 


There are six Libraries :— 

(i) Police Library, Port Louis, (ii) Municipality 
of Port Louis Library, (iii) Town Council of Beau 
Bassin/Rose Hill Library, (iv) Carnegie Library, 
Curepipe, (v) Mauritius Institute Library, Port 
Louis, (vi) British Council Library, Rose Hill. 


Health 


The continuation of the Malaria Eradication 
Scheme has resulted in the almost complete 
disappearance of the disease from Mauritius. Not 
a single case of malaria was admitted to the public 
hospitals during the year under review. The main 
causes of morbidity were influenza and other 
diseases of the respiratory system, anaemias, 
diseases of the digestive system, and accidents. 


The health inspectorate works from health 
Offices of which there are 14 throughout the island. 
The total number of beds available in 1953 was 
1,174 in general hospitals, 693 at the Mental 
Hospital, 228 at the Orthopaedic Centre, 62 at the 
Leper Asylum and 73 in the Prison hospitals. 
In addition, 33 sugar estates provide each a small 
hospital with a total of 738 beds for the sole 
benefit of their employees. There were also five 
private nursing homes with 53 beds, 45 static dis- 
pensaries, four mobile dispensaries and one 
mobile dental clinic. The Maternal and Infant 
Welfare Service provides ten static centres and one 
mobile ante-natal clinic. Admissions to hospitals 
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numbered 31,909 ;. attendances at static dispen- 
saries numbered 399,899 and at mobile dispensaries 
111,849. 

The expenditure on medical services amounted to 
Rs.11,676,674 during the financial year 1953- 
54, compared with Rs.1,964,369 in 1929-30. 


Communications . 

The airport (Plaisance) is run by the Colonial 
Government and the meteorological services are 
under the control of the Director, Royal Alfred 
Observatory. Air France operates a scheduled 
** Constellation’ service three times a week 
between Paris and Mauritius through Cairo, 
Nairobi, Madagascar and Reunion. Qantas 
Empire Airways operate a scheduled service 
between Sydney and Johannesburg via Melbourne, 
Perth, Cocos Islands and Mauritius. No internal 
services exist. 

The railway carried 2,128,966 passengers and 
470,111 tons of freight in 1952-53. Track mileage 
totalled 92. 

There are in the Colony about 500 miles of main 
roads, 200 miles of branch roads, and 54 miles of 
streets in villages and extra-urban areas. About 
341 miles of main and branch roads have been 
asphalted. 

Port Louis, the capital of the island, is also the 
only port ; it can accommodate ten ocean-going 
vessels at any one time, and four small vessels. 


Regular cargo services are provided from the 


United Kingdom by the Clan Line of steamers, 
Union-Castle Line and Bullard King Limited and 
from continental ports by the French companies 
Messageries Maritimes Limited and Nouvelle Cie 
Havraise Peninsulaire ; a frequent service is also 
provided by a combined French and Swedish 
Company, Svedel Lines. Passenger services from 
the United Kingdom direct to Mauritius are 
infrequent ; the French vessels direct from 
Marseilles to Mauritius provide the better service. 
The Dutch Royal Interocean Lines vessels call at 
Port Louis regularly on their Far East-South 
Africa-South America service, providing a regular 
passenger and cargo service to and from South 
Africa. During 1953 a total of 330 vessels entered 
Port Louis giving a total of 1,164,412 net tons, an 
increase of 27 vessels over the previous year. 


Broadcasting 

Government runs the Mauritius Broadcasting 
Service, which has a monopoly in the Colony. 
The station operates on 220 metres, 1,364 kce/s 
medium wave and 19-88 metres, 15,604 kc/s short- 
wave with powers of 5 kW. and 14 kW. respectively. 
In June 1954, there were 16,852 wireless licences 
in force in the Colony, with an estimate of five 
listeners per receiver. It is hoped that a new 
studio and a new transmitting building will be 
erected in the near future in connexion with a 
scheme of technical improvements. 


Principal Occupations 

Cane plantations and sugar manufacture give 
employment to approximately 4,300 skilled and 
50,000 unskilled workers. Other industries are 
tea planting and manufacture, employing 1,500 
workers; tobacco 2,100; aloe fibre 1,400. 
The docks give employment to about 1,300 
workers ; the building trade 1,100 ; Government 
and public services 9,800. 


Main Crops and Products 

The main crops are sugar cane, ‘ aloe” 
(Furcraea) fibre, tea and tobacco. Sugar is 
produced in 27 factories the modernization of 
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which is nearly completed. Practically all the: 
“aloe ”’ fibre produced is utilized locally for the 
manufacture of sugar bags. The Colony grows. 
some of its subsidiary foodstuffs, vegetables and a 
proportion of its vegetable oil requirements. 
Coconut oil is extracted at a factory in Port 
Louis from copra obtained from the dependencies 
known as the Oil Islands. The only by-product of 
sugar cane is alcohol, of which 32,000 hectolitres. 
of 100° G.L. were produced in 1953.

The chief imports are grain and flour, edible 
oils and fats, petroleum products, textiles, 
vehicles, iron and steel goods and electrical 
goods, coal, cement and fertilizers. 


Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 


The whole of the sugar produced is marketed 
by the Sugar Syndicate, the price of sugar being 
fixed by agreement with the Ministry of Food. 


On the 30th of April, 1953, there were 275 
registered co-operative societies with a membership 
of 23,431, paid-up share capital amounting to 
Rs.863,566 and General Reserves totalling 
Rs.809,202. The turnover in goods and services 
for the year was Rs.27,917,094. This figure of

Report and Master Plan for Port Louis, 1953. 
By Professor L. W. Thornton White. 
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Area 


Of the total area of 373,250 square miles, the 
Colony comprises 1,381 and the Protectorate 
371,869 (including 34,081 in the Cameroons 
Trust Territory). The country is divided into three 
Regions whose areas are :—Northern 281,782, 
Eastern 46,065, Western 45,403 square miles. 


Population 


A census of the country was carried out in 
three stages : the Northern Region in July 1952, 
the Western Region in December 1952 and the 
Eastern Region in June 1953. The population, 
based on this census, amounted to 31,171,000 
distributed as follows :—Northern Region 
16,840,000 ; Eastern Region 7,971,000 ; Western 
Region 6,360,000. The total non-African popula- 
tion is approximately 15,000. The main tribal 
groups are :—Fulani 3,023,000, Hausa 5,488,000, 
Yoruba 4,508,000, Ibo 4,944,000. These are 
the known figures for each group within the 
Region it mainly inhabits and exclude minorities 
living in other Regions. Population is densest 
between Lagos and Ibadan in the West and around 
Kano in the North. 


Geographical Features 


There are four main zones, each stretching 
across the country from east to west and corre- 
sponding closely to the annual rainfall. This falls 
from as much as 200 inches in the south-east to 
as little as 20 inches in the north. The four zones 
are :—- 


(i) A belt of creeks and mangrove swamps 
along the coast, which includes the Niger delta. 
It extends anything from 10 to 60 miles inland. 


(ii) A well-watered belt of dense tropical 
forest from 50 to 100 miles wide. It is rich in 
oil palms and cacao. 


(iii) A belt of park-like land with savannahs 
of high grass, and largely uninhabited because 
of tsetse fly. 


(iv) A vast undulating plateau about 2,000 
feet high, with occasional hills of granite and 
sandstone sometimes rising to over 5,000 feet. 
The northern half of this is free of tsetse fly, 
and carries a heavy stock of nomadic cattle. 
This area also produces groundnuts and cotton. 

The Cameroons Mountain (13,350 ft.) is a volcano, 
and was last active in 1922. There are 2,600 
square miles of land over 5,000 feet and 193,000 
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square miles over 1,000 feet. The main rivers 
(with length in Nigeria) are as follows: Niger, 
730 miles ; Benue, 495 miles ; Sokoto, 390 miles ; 
Kaduna, 340 miles; Cross, 335 miles and 
Dongola, 330 miles. 

Lake Chad, the only important lake, has an 
area of 1,850 square miles. There are 119,431 
square miles of forest (constituting 31-9% of the 
total area of the country) and 30,504 square miles 
of forest Reserve. 


Climate 


There is a dry season, roughly from November 
to April and a rainy season, which is longer in the 
south than the north and later in the east than the 
west. The wettest months in the north are August 
and September and in the south, June, July and 
August. Average annual rainfalls are :—Kaduna, 


2,000 feet above sea level, 52 inches; Enugu, 
600 feet above sea level, 71 inches; Ibadan, 
600 feet above sea level, 48 inches. The annual 


average temperature is everywhere about 80°. In 
the south the temperature varies very little ;_ in 
the coe it may rise as high as 110° but the nights 
are cool. 


Principal Towns 


Lagos, with a population of 272,000, is the 
capital. The Regional capitals are Kaduna 
(Northern), Ibadan (Western), Enugu (Eastern) 
with populations of 51,635, 459,196 and 63,000 
respectively. Nearly all the large towns are in the 
Western Region where there are at least ten towns 
of over 50,000 population. In the north, Kano has 
a population of 131,000. In the East, Onitsha, 
Aba and Enugu have more than 50,000. 


History 

As far back as the seventeenth century British 
traders had mercantile depéts on the mouths of 
the Niger and adjacent rivers and creeks, trade 
until the nineteenth century being mainly in 
slaves. Journeys were not undertaken into the 
interior, however, until the era of exploration 
which began with the formation in London of an 
African Association in 1788. The Association 
directed its attention to solving the mystery of the 
‘“* Great River ” which was known to flow through 
much of West Africa. Thanks to the journeys of 
Mungo Park, Hugh Clapperton and the Lander 
brothers, it was demonstrated in 1830 that the 
many rivers flowing into the Bight of Benin were, 
in fact, the delta of the Niger. 


Under the inspiration of MacGregor Laird and 
others, efforts then began to use the Niger as a 
commercial highway into the interior. They were 
not on the whole successful, but British and other 
firms maintained stations in the delta chiefly to 
trade for palm oil. The energy and vision of Sir 
George Goldie led to an amalgamation of the 
British firms into a single company, and the new 
company developed its trade to such effect that 
opposing interests were all bought out. At the 
Berlin conference in 1885 the British claim to a 
sphere of influence over the Niger districts was 
accordingly recognized. 

The British company, now given a charter and 
re-named the Royal Niger Company, proceeded 
to extend its influence into the interior by treaties 
with local rulers. There was friction with French 
interests but in 1898 the British and French 
Governments signed a convention regulating 
boundaries. In 1900 the administrative rights and 
powers of the Royal Niger Company were taken 
over by the Crown.

Until 1914 the country was administered in 
two parts—the Protectorate of Northern Nigeria 
and the Colony and Protectorate of Southern 
Nigeria. The Colony comprised a small area 
around Lager which had been annexed in 1862 
as a base for operations against the slave trade. 
From 1900 to 1903 the authorities in Northern 
Nigeria were engaged in bringing under control 
the powerful emirates of the Hausa states and 
the Kanuri kingdom of Bornu which maintained 
large standing armies used for slave raiding. 


In 1914 Northern and Southern Nigeria were 
amalgamated to form a Colony and Protectorate 
of Nigeria. At the end of the 1914-18 war part 
of the adjacent territory of the German Cameroons 
(which had been occupied by Anglo-French forces) 
was placed by the League of Nations under 
British Mandate and has since been administer 
as part of Nigeria. Following the formation of the 
United Nations the Cameroons became a Trustee- 
ship Territory. 


Constitution 

On the ist of October, 1954, Nigeria became a 
Federation, its government being provided for b 
the Nigeria (Constitution) Order in Council, 1954. 


This Order provides for a Council of Ministers 
comprising the Governor-General as President 
and ten Ministers (three from each Region and 
one from the Southern Cameroons) and three ex 
officio Members, namely the Chief Secretary of 
the Federation, the Attorney-General of the 
Federation and the Financial Secretary of the 
Federation. 


There is a House of Representatives for 
the Federation, consisting of the Speaker and 
184 elected members, 92 elected by the Northern 
Region, 42 elected by the Western Region, 42 
elected by the Eastern Region, six elected by the 
Southern Cameroons and two by Lagos. There 
may be special Members, not exceeding six, 
appointed by the Governor-General to represent 
communities and interests not otherwise ade- 
quately represented and in addition, the Chief 
Secretary, the Attorney-General and the Financial 
Secretary of the Federation are ex officio members 
of the House of Representatives. 


Elections to the House of Representatives were 
completed in December 1954. The strength of 
the main parties in the new House is :—

which won all the seats in the Southern 
Cameroons.

under the Regional Governor. In the Northern 
Region, in addition to the Ministers, there are 
three ex officio Members in the Council. 


In the Northern and Western Regions there are 
two-chamber systems of Government, consisting in 
each case of a House of Chiefs and a House of 
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Assembly. In the Eastern Region there is a House 
of Assembly only. The Members of the Eastern 
and Western Houses of Assembly are all elected. 
In the Northern Region the Members of the House 
of Assembly are all elected except for four ex 
officio Members and five Special Members who 
are appointed by the Governor of the Region. 


The Southern Cameroons has an Executive 
Council, comprising the Commissioner of the 
Cameroons as President, three ex officio Members, 
and four unofficial Members whom the Governor- 
General appoints from among the members of the 
House of Assembly of the Southern Cameroons. 


The N.P.C. is the majority party in the Northern 
House of Assembly, the N.C.N.C. in the Eastern 
House of Assembly, the Action Group in the 
Western House of Assembly, and the K.N.C. in 


ed | the House of Assembly of the Southern Cameroons. 


_ Elections to the Federal House of Representa- 
tives are completely separate from the elections to 
the Regional and Southern Cameroons Houses of 
Assembly. The method of election to the Federal 
Legislature varies with the Regions. In the 
Northern Region and the Southern Cameroons 
the basic principle of election is through electoral 
colleges. In the Western Region the Federal 
elections in 1954 were based on elections by ballot 
for all tax-payers, with no age qualification. In 
the Eastern Region universal adult suffrage was 
introduced for Federal elections. In the Western 
and Eastern Regions and in Lagos voting was by 
secret ballot with the use of symbols. Elections to 
the Regional Houses of Assembly follow the same 
pattern, although they are subject to such variation 
as circumstances require. 

Under the 1954 Constitution certain subjects 
became exclusively a matter for the Federal 
Legislature. In addition there is a Concurrent 
List of Subjects which may be dealt with by the 
Regional Legislatures as well as by the Federal 
Legislature. All other subjects became a matter 
for the Regions. Among the subjects which 
became exclusively Federal are External Affairs, 
Aviation, Banks, Census, Customs, Defence, 
Police, Maritime Shipping, Mines and Minerals, 
Posts and Telegraphs, Trunk Roads and Railways. 


Land Policy 

In the Protectorate land may not be alienated 
or leased to non-natives without the consent of 
the Governor. Except in a few cases, non-native 
occupation of land is confined to leases for not 
more than 99 years. In the Colony individual 
ownership is recognized and there is no restriction 
on alienation to non-natives. There is a small 
amount of Crown land acquired mainly for public 
purposes. 


Taxation 

Two forms of direct taxation are in force: 
income tax and general tax. The Income Tax 
Ordinance provides for non-natives throughout 
Nigeria, and natives in the township of Lagos, 
to pay a graduated income tax ranging from 43d. 
in every £ of the first £200 to 15s. in the £ for 
every £ exceeding £10,000. There are special 
rates for incomes which do not exceed £150. 
Companies pay a flat rate of 9s. in the £. In 
48 an arrangement was concluded with the 
United Kingdom Government for the avoidance 
of double taxation. 

General tax is paid by natives outside the 
township of Lagos, assessed in a variety of ways 
from the individual assessment of wealthy traders 
in large towns to a flat rate in backward areas. 
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The other two main forms of taxation are the 
trade tariffs and excise duties.

The currency in circulation is issued by the 
West African Currency Board in London on 
behalf of the four British West African territories. 
It consists of notes of 100s., 20s. and 10s. ; alloy 
coins of 2s., 1s. and 6d.; nickel coins of 3d. ; 
bronze coins of 1d., $d. and tenth penny. Nickel 
coins of ld. $d. and tenth penny continue to 
circulate but are withdrawn on presentation to 
banks. The currency is interchangeable with 
sterling at par. 


Development Plans : 
Nigeria received an allocation of £23,000,000 


under the Colonial Development and Welfare 


Act of 1945 as a contribution towards a ten-year 
development plan. In 1951 the plan was revised 
and it is now proposed to spend about £34 million 
between 1951 and 1956. The money is to be

Other Development 


The Regional Production Development Boards 
are devoting large sums of money to the improve- 
ment of production methods for both food and 
export crops which is so essential to the well-being 


of some 200 awards. 
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of the country. They include the operation of oil 

ills in the west and east, the distribution of 
artificial fertilizers, particularly in the north, a 
survey of cocoa soils, the establishment of a 
20,000 acre cattle ranch in the east and schemes 
for mechanizing rice cultivation. They are also 
spending large sums on roads. The Government 
has also set up a Development Board at Lagos to 
provide roads and services near Apapa Wharf to 
which the Colonial Development Corporation is 
lending £1} million. The most important indus- 
trial plants, other than the Nigerian Tobacco 
Company at Ibadan and the plywood and veneer 
factory at Sapele, are the spinning and weaving 
mills at Kano and Lagos and the ceramic factory 
at Ikorodu, near Lagos, which supplies a large 
proportion of domestic pottery requirements. 
Plant for the manufacture of cement is in process 
of establishment at Nkalago, in the Eastern 
Region. 


Education 


There is a University College at Ibadan with 
Faculties of Arts, Science, Agriculture and 
Medicine : funds have been voted for the erection 
of a Teaching Hospital, the University College 
Hospital, Ibadan. In 1953-54, 405 students were 
in residence in Ibadan and others were completing 
clinica! and other courses in the United Kingdom. 
The Zaria branch of the Nigerian College of Arts, 
Science and Techriology is to be the biggest of the 
three branches of this Institution which, when 
completed, will cater for 750 resident students at 
its three branches in Zaria, Ibadan and Enugu. 
Other technical education is available at the Yaba 
Technical Institute where there were 219 full time 
students, and at the Yaba, Kaduna, Enugu, Ombe 
River, Kano and Bukuru Trade Centres with an 
attendance of 709 trainees. Another Centre at 
Sapele will open during 1955. In 1953-54, in 
addition to 178 scholarship training course and 
study leave awards made by the Central Govern- 
ment, the Eastern and Western Regional Govern- 
ments awarded 230 and 200 scholarships respec- 
tively, a large proportion of them being for study 
overseas. The Northern Regional Government 
also embarked on an extensive training programme 
The number of Nigerian 
students in the United Kingdom during 1953-54 
was about 2,000. There were, in addition, 318 
Nigerian students in the United States of America 
and 45 in Canada. 


In 1953 there were 127 Secondary Schools with 
an estimated enrolment of 32,500 students ; 
116 Teacher Training Colleges and Centres with 
an enrolment of some 9,000 students, and 9,651 
Primary Schools with an enrolment of 1,069,789 
students.

Libraries and Museums 

Lagos has a Municipal Library and other 
libraries are maintained by the British Council and 
the Public Relations Department. The latter has 
also organized a travelling library scheme. 

A National Museum is under construction at 
Lagos and there are local museums at Jos, Ife, 
Oron and Benin. 
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Health 

The principal diseases are malaria, yellow fever, 
trypanosomiasis, cerebro-spinal meningitis, pneu- 
monia, smallpox, leprosy, yaws, tuberculosis, 
dysentery, venereal diseases, intestinal parasites, 
filariasis, onchocerciasis, elephantiasis and tropical 
ulcers. Under 6,000 cases of sleeping sickness were 
treated in 1952-53 compared with 7,505 in 
1951-52 ; 3,258 cases of smallpox and 2,275 of 
cerebro-spinal meningitis were treated. Intensive 
vaccination campaigns greatly reduced the number 
of smallpox cases. Considerable progress was 
madejn the campaign against leprosy. There were 
over 50,000 patients under treatment. 


Hospitals (excluding infectious diseases hos- 
pitals) numbered 129. There were 271 Maternity 
Centres and 9 Rural Health Centres. Beds 
available in hospitals totalled 9,879 and in 
Maternity Centres 2,430. For every 100,000 of the 
population there were 0:414 hospitals, 3:27 

ispensaries and 0:869 Maternity Centres. One 
hospital bed was available to about every 3,000 of 
the population. 1,361,473 out-patients and 
158,163 in-patients were treated in the hospitals 
and over 10 million cases were dealt with by 
Dispensaries. In Maternity Centres 45,262 
deliveries were made and over 700,000 attended for 
ante-natal treatment. 


Total expenditure on medical and allied services 
in 1953-54 was estimated at £5,189,503 compared 
with £458,384 in 1938-39. 


Communications 

Kano, Lagos and Maiduguri are international 
airports and there are 15 other airfields used by 
the internal services of West African Airways 
Corporation. The Corporation also operates 
services connecting Lagos with the other British 
West African territories, Dakar and Khartoum. 
International services of B.O.A.C., K.L.M. and 
Air France connect Nigeria with London, Western 
Europe, the Union of South Africa and French 
West and Equatorial Africa. A connexion to New 
York is available by the Pan American Service 
through Accra. During 1953 11,508 aircraft 
arrived and departed. The number of air passen- 
gers exceeded 57,600. Full meteorological 
forecasting offices are established at Kano and 
Lagos under the control of the British West 
African Meteorological Service with headquarters 
in Lagos. 

The Nigerian Railway carried 5,490,432 
assengers in 1953-54 and 2,298,000 tons of 
reight. Route mileage totals 1,903 and track 
mileage 2,218, plus 133 miles of narrow gauge. 


There are 28,807 miles of road (1953) ; 
bituminous surface 1,631 miles, gravel or earth 
surface 27,176 miles. 


The main ports are Lagos and Port Harcourt, 
and there are smaller ports at Calabar, Burutu, 
Sapele, Warri, Victoria and Tiko. Services for 
passengers and cargo from the United Kingdom 
are provided by Elder Dempster Lines Limited, 
which operates a regular fortnightly passenger 
service, Palm Line Limited, John Holt Line 
Limited and Elders and Fyffes. Cargo services 
are also operated from Scandinavian ports by 
Hoegh Line and Scandinavian West Africa Line. 


The Nigerian Government maintains a service 
carrying passengers and coal between Lagos and 
Port Harcourt while there is a regular monthly 
service linking Lagos, Calabar and Victoria 
provided by Elder Dempster Lines. This company 
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and the Palm Line also provide irregular services 
linking other coastal ports while a Spanish concern 
links Calabar and Fernando Po. 


_ The river Niger and its chief tributary, the 
river Benue, are the principal inland water 
highways. The Niger is navigable for a distance 
of 537 miles upstream to Jebba and the Benue for 
547 miles from Lokoja to Garua in the French 
Cameroons. Although the Benue and the upper 
reaches of the Niger are only navigable during 
a limited season at high water, both rivers provide 
an important alternative to the Nigerian Railway 
for the evacuation of produce. In all there are 
approximately 4,000 miles of navigable inland 
waterways in Nigeria. 


Broadcasting 


The Government runs broadcasting stations at 
Lagos (one 20 kW. and two 0:3 kW.), Kaduna 
(one 7$ kW. and two 0:3 kW.), Enugu (one 2$ kW. 
and two 0:3 kW.) and Ibadan (one 0°3 kW.). 
There were 9,757 subscribers in 1953 with an 
estimated four listeners per receiver. The Govern- 
ment operates wired distribution systems in the 
Northern and Eastern Regions. In the Western 
Region the system is operated by a private 
company under licence. There were over 28,000 
subscribers in 1953. 


Principal Occupations 


Most of the population is engaged in agriculture 
and the largest number of wage earners is employed 
by the Government. In 1953, the total number 
of wage earners was about 300,000 of whom, 3,000 
were females. This figure does not include the 
many persons working for small employers. The 
following are the 1953 figures for those occupa- 
tions in which there are more than 19,000 
employees.

In 1953 there were 131 Trade Unions with a 
membership of 143,282. Six unions had member- 
ships in excess of 5,000 and aggregated 90,593. 
The largest union is the Nigerian Union of 
Teachers. 


Main Crops and Products 


The main crops are yams, cassava, guinea corn 
and millet, cocoyams, groundnuts, oil palms, 
maize, cocoa, rice and cotton. 


The livestock population is: goats 6,230,000, 
cattle 4,048,000, sheep 2,949,000, swine 90,000. 


Timber products are of three categories :_ logs, 
sawn timber and plywood, of which the first is 
the most important. 11-9 million cubic feet of 
logs and 1:2 million cubic feet of sawn timber 
were exported in 1953. 


Despite extensive fishing in inland and coastal 
waters, the supply of fish does not meet the 
demand. At sea, improved methods of fishin 
by canoe and motor boat are being developed. 
The Nigerian Shipping and Trading Company are 
operating two large trawlers. Inland reservoirs 
are being stocked and village fishing ponds started. 


The chief minerals are tin, all of which is 
exported, and coal which is used almost entirely 
by the railway. Small quantities of columbite, 
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lead, zinc and gold are also produced. Tin 
concentrates production runs at about 12,000 tons 
a year and coal at about 700,000 tons. 


Apart from hand methods of expressing ground 
nut and palm oil, there are 57 palm oil mills 
operated mainly by Regional Production Develop- 
ment Boards ; five groundnut oil mills, three of 
which are privately owned ; three soap factories 
at Apapa, Aba and Kano ; a cigarette factory at 
Ibadan ; a brewery at Lagos; several small 
plants producing fruit juices, minerals and soda 
water ; a cannery ; an up-to-date plywood and 
veneer factory at Sapele, several small sawmills 
elsewhere ; two 50-loom weaving mills, one near 
Lagos, tlic other at Kano ; some light engineering 


works ;_ tyre re-treading plants; a ceramic 
factory ; and several rice mills, some being 
Government-operated.

Principal Exports by Volume and Value 
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Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 


Four independent Regional Marketing Boards 
handle the five main export crops—cocoa, palm 
kernels and palm oil, groundnuts and cotton, They 
ensure orderly marketing, aim to improve the 
quality of the products, guarantee prices to 
producers by announcing minimum buying prices 
before each season, spend money on research and 
finance schemes for the economic benefit of the 
people in the producing areas. The Government 
and the Marketing Boards have a common 
policy of developing co-operative organizations. 
Its success is indicated by the fact that the tonnage 
of cocoa marketed by the Association of Nigerian 
Co-operative Exporters represented over 10% 
of the total Nigerian cocoa crop. The Govern- 
ment also finances the Department of Co-operative 
Societies whose activities and scope have expanded 
steadily. At the end of 1953, there were 1,336 
py eae Societies with a membership of

History 


Early in the sixteenth century the Sultan of 
Brunei was the overlord of the bulk of the territories 
which now comprise Sarawak, Brunei and North 
Borneo. In the sixteenth and _ seventeenth 
centuries European intrusion reduced the power 
of Brunei. An era of lawlessness ensued, and by 
the middle of the nineteenth century piracy had 
become such a scourge that charts warned 
merchants against trading in those _ waters. 
The Sultan of Brunei offered the island of Labuan 
to the British Government in 1844 and in accor- 


dance with that offer the island was annexed in 


1846, the cession being formally agreed to in a 
treaty with the Sultan in 1847. In 1872, after 
protracted negotiations, a large area on the main- 
land was ceded by the Sultans of Brunei and Sulu 
to Mr. Alfred Dent and his associates, in return 
for annual payments. The cession conveyed full 
rights over the territory, and was made in per- 
petuity. In November 1881, the British Govern- 


‘ment granted a charter to the British North Borneo 


Provisional Association, Limited, which had taken 
over the concessions from Mr. Dent and his 
associates, and the company assumed charge of the 
territories under the title of the British North 
orneo (Chartered) Company in 1882. This 
Company governed British North Borneo until 
January 1942, when it fell to the Japanese, and 
was the last of the chartered companies to 
administer an area of the British Empire. The 
territory was liberated by the Australian 9th 
Division in September 1945, and was under 
military administration until 15th July, 1946, when 
it became part of the new Crown Colony of North 


Borneo. 


The Island of Labuan, formerly administered 
as a separate colony from 1846 until 1890 and 
later as a settlement of the Straits Settlements, 
also became part of the new Colony of North 
Borneo on the same date under the Labuan 
Order in Council. 


Constitution 


The constitution is regulated by Letters Patent 
under which a governor and commander-in-chief 
of the Colony is appointed. Under this instrument 

] sovereign rights are assumed over British 
North Borneo, following the North Borneo 
Cession Order in Council. The three instruments 
bear the date 10th July, 1946. 


Authority was given under Letters Patent of 
1950, for the establishment of a Legislative 
Council and Executive Council in and for the 
colony, in place of the Advisory Council which 
had existed hitherto, and an Order in Council 
brought into force on the 17th October, 1950, 
provides for the establishment of a Legislative 
Council. It is presided over by the Governor 
and consists of three ex officio members, nine 
official niembers and ten nominated members. 
The Executive Council consists of three ex officio 
a two official members and four nominated 
members. 


NORTH 
Land Policy | 


_Government’s policy is to protect the interests 
of natives, who are given grants in perpetuity 
instead of leases for limited periods up to 99 hale 
eases 
available to all, and Native Titles available to 


There are two forms of land tenure: 


natives (who include all indigenous inhabitants). 


No lease for town land may be for more than 
99 years. The area opened up by natives (excluding 


village reserves) is approximately 131,461 acres, 
almost all on individual title. All unalienated 
land is the property of the Crown. 


Taxation 

The two main forms of direct taxation are 
income tax and residents’ tax. The scope of 
income tax is restricted to companies incorporated 
or registered in the colony or elsewhere and the 
rate of tax payable is 30%. With effect from Ist 
January, 1950, an arrangement was concluded with 
the United Kingdom Government for the avoid- 
ance of double taxation. The residents’ tax 
legislation provides for all residents whose annual 
taxable incomes exceed $3,000 to pay tax 
ranging from 1% on incomes in excess of $3,000 
to 124% on those exceeding $100,000. 

A poll tax of $1°50 per annum is paid by 
natives who do not pay to Government $3 or more 
annually by way of rent or boat or fishing licences. 


_ The other main source of taxation is Customs 
import and export duties. The highest general 
rate on imports is 30% ad valorem on motor 
vehicles, e preferential rate being 10%. 
Manufactured goods are usually charged 10% and 
textiles and clothing 15% with a preferential 
rate of 74%. The free list includes essential 
food-stuffs, building materials, and passengers’ 
personal and household effects. Essential 
machinery and plant of British manufacture is 
also free of duty. The ag gat ed of goods exported 
are dutiable ; 10% of the f.o.b. value is an average 
charge, but certain items are given special 
attention, e.g. rubber is charged 5% on the 
first $30 per pikul, 10% on the next $5 per pikul 
and 15% on the balance, allowance being made 
for freight, handling charges, etc. In addition 
a cess of 2 cent per Ib. is levied on all rubber 
exported, this revenue being utilized for the 
development of the rubber industry. Most of 
the timber exported is charged a royalty, but other 
timber is charged export duty in accordance with 
the Timber Roll. 


Public Finance 

From the re-establishment of civil government, 
following the liberation from Japanese occupation 
in July 1946, to the end of 1952 local revenue 
was in excess of recurrent expenditure. Grants- 
in-aid totalling $16,642,858 and loans-in-aid 
amounting to $2,057,142 were provided by His 
late Majesty’s Government up to the end of 1951 
for purposes of reconstruction and a further 


grant-in-aid of $1,500,000 was provided in 1953. | 


In addition grants-in-aid totalling $4,700,000 have 
been made for ex gratia war damage compensation.

Currency 


The currency in circulation consists mainly of 
Malayan currency, which was introduced by the 
British ili Administration immediately 
after the liberation of the territory, with a small 

uantity of British North Borneo Chartered 
mpany notes and coin issued before the 
Japanese occupation. Chartered Company 
currency ceased to be legal tender on 31st August, 
1953, but when handed into offices of the Treasury 
it remains redeemable at its face value for 
Malayan currency. The buying and selling rates 
of the Malayan dollar fluctuate slightly in accor- 
dance with the Singapore market. For the purpose 
of conversion to sterling, the value of a dollar is 
taken at 2s. 4d. 


Development Plans 


A plan covering the reconstruction and develop- 
ment of North Borneo up to 1955 was drawn up 
in 1947 and totalled $19,138,989 for reconstruction 
and $28,382,375 for development. This plan was 
revised in 1950 and was linked to the Colombo 
Plan, the present position being that the total 
estimated cost of reconstruction will be $34,702,963 
and for development, up to 1957, $74,168,949. 
The cost of reconstruction is being met mainly 
from Colony revenues with assistance from Her 
nore Ae Government in the form of a grant-in- 
aid. Up to the present $2,357,143 have been pro- 
vided by Her Majesty’s Government for this 
purpose. The financing of the development 
costs wi carried out with assistance from 
Colonial Development and Welfare funds, loans, 
Colony surpluses and assistance from the Mutual 
Security Agency towards the re-building of the 
main wharves of the Colony. The provisional 
amount allocated to North Borneo from Colonial 
Development and Welfare funds is $20,803,757.. 
ae development programme is made up as

Under Agriculture the money is being spent on 
irrigation schemes, experimental stations, soil 
surveys, mechanical rice cultivation and livestock 
disease control. Under Transport and Com- 
munications improvements to the railway and the 
building of new roads, to open up new agricultural 
areas, and improved communications around the 
main centres, are in hand. > Under Social Services. 
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a new Teachers’ Training College and new hospitals 
have been built and there is slow but steady pro- 
gress in the implementation of town plans, 
provision of new housing and accompanying 
services. 


Other Development 


Over and above work being undertaken by 
Government, the Colonial Development Corpora- 
tion, in partnership with a local firm, are 
developing ex-Japanese hemp and rubber estates 
on the east coast. 


In July 1952, the original timber concession 
which covered some 80% of the forest of the 
country, and which had existed for many years, 
was terminated, and a number of companies have 
now undertaken logging operations on_ new 
concessions under the control of the Forest 
Department. 


Education 


There are 68 primary and two post-primary 
Government schools; 47 primary schools and 
one secondary school receiving grants-in-aid ; 
and 112 primary schools and one secondary 
school unaided by Government. The_ two 
Government post-primary schools are the Trade 
School with 21 pupils and the Teachers’ Training 
College with 89 students. Eleven of the grant- 
aided primary schools have secondary classes and 
one of the unaided primary schools is Chinese 
with Junior Middle (secondary) classes. Of the 
233 schools in the Colony, 115 are Chinese. The 
primary school course is of six years, with Malay, 
Chinese or English as the medium of instruction. 
Secondary schools are either Mission English 
schools with a five-year course, or Chinese Middle 
schools with a three-year course. The total 
enrolment of pupils is 24,105, of whom 7,226 are 
girls. This compares with 2,150 pupils in 1934. 
Of the present enrolment, 1,607 pupils are 
receiving secondary and 22,498 primary education. 

No secondary technical and no post-secondary 
education is provided, but some 36 students are 
taking higher education courses overseas, 13 o 
them with scholarships or fellowships under the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Fund, or the 
Colombo Pian. 


In 1953 recurrent expenditure on education from 
Colony funds amounted to $625,911. There is 
one local authority which provided $7,538 
towards the cost of its schools from funds raised 


cally. 


Libraries 
There is a reference library in the Secretariat 


and reference and lending libraries ate main- 


tained at the headquarters of the Education 
Department and at the Information Office, 
Jesselton. The Information Office has organized 
branch libraries in a number of the smaller 
towns. 


Health 


The principal diseases are malaria, pulmonary 
tuberculosis, acute respiratory disease, bowel 
infections and skin complain There are two 
general hospitals (100 eds); five outstation 
hospitals (32-45 beds) ; and 11 dispensaries 
(5-20 beds). The total number of beds is 559. 
There are also 12 dispensaries situated in outlying 
districts staffed by senior dressers under the 
supervision of District Medical Officers. In 1953 
out-patients (first attendance) numbered 174,819, 
in-patients 11,024. 
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There is a mental hospital at Sandakan with 
100 beds and aleprosy settlement on Berhala Island 
near Sandakan, which accommodates 60 patients. 
There are at present 50 in the settlement. 


_A health visitor is responsible for the super- 
vision of the training and work of native midwives. 
Health centres, specializing in maternity work 
and child welfare, are maintained at Jesselton, 
Sandakan and Tawau and there are 20 subsidiary 


e 


rural health clinics. 


Recurrent and special expenditure on medical 
services from Colony funds in 1953 amounted to 
$2,044,890. 


Communications 


There are three civil airports, situated at 
Jesselton, Sandakan and Labuan, that at Labuan 
being of international standard. External services 
are prove: by Malayan Airways from Singapore, 
Cathay Pacific Airways from Manila and Hong 
Kong, Qantas Empire Airways from. Australia, 
Hong Kong and Tokyo, Air France from Indo- 
China and New Caledonia and Garuda In- 
donesian Airways from Djakarta and Manila. 
In 1953 there were 6,457 movements of aircraft. 
An _ internal feeder service linking Labuan, 
Keningau, Ranau, J esselton, Sandakan and Tawau 
was inaugurated in 1953. It is operated by 
Malayan Airways under a special arrangement 
with the Government. 


In 1953, 418,000 passengers were carried on 
the railways and the weight of freight hauled was 
33,000 tons. The total length of the railway, 
which is of metre gauge and serves the West Coast 
ae southwards and part of the interior, 
is es. 


There are 172 miles of metalled roads with 
bitumen-sealed surface; 52 miles of other 
metalled roads ; 213 miles of earth roads, and

The chief ports are Labuan, Sandakan, Jessel- 
ton, Kudat, Tawau and Lahad Datu. Ten 
shipping lines run services to and from the Colony 


f | as well as numerous other miscellaneous chartered 


vessels loading timber at Labuan and east coast 
ports. A regular feeder service to all ports in 
the Colony, Brunei and Sarawak is maintained 
by a fleet of seven coastal steamers and numerous 
small craft under 50 tons. Over 3,300,000 
gross tons of shipping used the ports of the 
Colony in 1953 and the quantity of cargo handled 
was 580,126 tons. _ 


Broadcasting 


An experimental broadcasting station has been 
established (“* Radio Sabah ’’) which provides a 
regular lunch-time broadcast including news items 
in Chinese (Kuo-yu and Hakka), Malay and 
English. Plans are in hand for setting up a more 
adequate service with assistance from Colonial 
Development and Welfare funds. There are some 
2,750 licence holders. 


Principal Occupations 


The 1951 census showed that 82,998 persons 
were engaged in smallholding agriculture, the 
bulk of whom were natives engaged in padi 
planting on their own account. Figures for other 
occupations were: rubber production 20,331 ; 
commerce 6,037 ; fishing 5,452; Government 
services (not including Railway Department) 
4,225; timber 3,637; coconut, copra and 
coconut oil production 3,373 ; transport and 
communications 2,345; firewood and cutch 
1,821 ; building 1,642.

THE FEDERATION OF RHODESIA 
= * AND NYASALAND 


History 

Closer political association between Southern 
Rhodesia, Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
has been under consideration for many years, 
A Royal Commission under the chairmanship of 
Lord Bledisloe reported in 1939 (Cmd. 5949) 
that the time was not then ripe for amalgamation 
or (although they did not consider such a solution 
in detail) for federation. They recommended 
instead the establishment of regular consultative 
machinery. This was set up in 1945 in the form 
of a Central African Council, after a delay due 
largely to the war. 


The limitations of purely consultative machinery 
led to the revival of the idea of closer political 
association and the then Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, the Right Honourable James 
Griffiths, M.P., stated in the House of Commons 
on the 8th November, 1950, that His Majesty’s 
Government had decided that there should be a 
fresh examination of the problem. Subsequently 
a conference of officials of the interested Govern- 
ments met in March 1951 and its report (Cmd. 
8233) published in June 1951 set out the need 
for closer association and recommended urgent 
action. It rejected amalgamation and recom- 
mended a scheme for a federation under which 
the Central Government would have certain 
specified powers, the remainder being left with 
the territorial Governments; the Constitution 
was to include special safeguards for African 
interests. 


His Majesty’s Government described the report 
as..‘‘a constructive approach to the problem ” 
and announced that no decision would be taken 
on the proposals until there had been full 
discussion and time for opinion to crystallize. 
In August and September, 1951, discussions took 
place in Central Africa with representatives of all 
communities and a conference was convened 
at Victoria Falls in September of that_ year. 
The nature and conclusions of the conference 
were set out in. a communiqué dated the 21st

After the change of Government in the United 
Kingdom, a statement was made in Parliament on 
the 21st November, 1951, that His Majesty’s 


contemplated a 


*|Government were in full agreement with the 


Victoria Falls Communiqué and that they favoured 
a scheme of federation on the general lines recom- 


w.| mended in the Officials’ report. The statement 


specifically endorsed assurances set out in the 
Victoria Falls Communiqué regarding African 
interests and undertook to ensure that they should 
be formally embodied in a Federal Constitution. 


Informal talks took place in London in 
January 1952 with the Prime Minister of Southern 
Northern 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland; and His Majesty’s 
Government reaffirmed that they could not agree 
to amalgamation of the three territories but that a 
further conference would be convened in April, 
in London, to formulate a draft scheme of 
federation. This conference met in London in 
April and May, 1952, and drew up a draft Federal 
Scheme, published in June 1952 (Cmd. 8573). 


A final conference met in London in January 
1953 to consider the draft Federal Scheme in the 
light of the report of three Commissions, set up 
on the recommendations of the previous con- 
ference. These were the Fiscal Commission, the 
Civil Service Preparatory Commission and the 
Judicial Commission. The conference agreed 
upon a number of improvements ‘and incor- 
porated them in the final Scheme, published in 
February 1953 (Cmd. 8754.) : 


The Rhodesia and Nyasaland Federation Act, 
1953, empowering Her Majesty to provide for the 
Federation of Southern Rhodesia, Northern 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland, received the Royal 
Assent on the 14th July, 1953. The Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland (Constitution) Order in 
Council, 1953 (Statutory Instrument 1199) was 
made, together with the Federation of Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland (Commencement) Order in 
Council, 1953, on the Ist August, 1953. 


The Constitution—Preamble 


The Constitution is set out in the Annex to the 
Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland oe 
stitution) Order in Council. It is based closely 
on the final Federal Scheme. The_ preamble 
states that ‘‘ Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
should continue, under the special protection of 
Her Majesty, to enjoy separate Governments 
for so long as their respective peoples so desire, 
those Governments remaining responsible (subject 
to the ultimate authority of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom) for, in particular, 
the control of land in those territories, and for 
the local and territorial political advancement of 
the peoples thereof;” the preamble also 
emphasizes that under the Federation the self- 
governing status of Southern Rhodesia and the 
protectorate status of the two Northern territories 
are preserved. 


The Executive . 
The Constitution provides for a Governor- 
General, to be appointed by Her Majesty; and 
there are provisions for the appointment of a 
Deputy or Acting Governor-General according to 
circumstances. In him are vested the executive 
powers of the Federation, but he must appoint a

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Prime Minister and other Ministers, with assigned 
functions, and also an Executive Council ; 
and, except in certain matters specified as within 
his discretion, he must act on the advice of 
Ministers and the Executive Council. 


- The Legislature 


The legislative 


I owers of the Federation are 
vested in the F i 


eral Legislature, consisting o 


_ Her Majesty and the Federal Assembly composed 


of a Speaker and 35 Members. Of these, 26 
Members—14 from Southern Rhodesia, eight 
from Northern Rhodesia and four from Nyasaland 
—are known as the ‘‘ Elected Members”. There 
are also six “‘ specially elected African Members.” 
(two from each territory) and three European 
Members (one from each territory) charged with 
ie y responsibilities for African interests. 
Zhe Member from Southern Rhodesia is known 
as the “specially elected European Member” 
and the two from the Northern territories as the 
specially appointed European Members ”’. 


Certain subjects, such as external affairs and 


defence, are exclusively within the legislative and 


executive competence of the Federal Government. 
Others, such as industrial development, health and 
broadcasting, are subjects on which both the 
Federation and the territories can legislate, 
although in the event of inconsistency Federal 
law prevails. All other matters not specified in 
the Constitution are reserved to the territorial 


‘Governments. 


African Safeguards 


There are also certain safeguards relating to 
African land rights, and Section 33 (1) of the 
Constitution states that “ notwithstanding any- 
thing in this Constitution the Federal Legislature 
shall not have power to make provision for the 
acquisition, whether compulsorily or by agree- 
ment, of any African land, or of interests in or 
‘rights over any African land, otherwise than in 
accordance with the provisions of any of the 
African land laws applicable to the land in 
question ; and any power for the compulsory 
acquisition of land conferred by law on the 
Federal Legislature shall, notwithstanding any- 
thing in that law, not be exercisable in relation to 
can land for the purpose of settling immigrants 

ereon ”’. 


The Constitution provides for a Standing 
Committee of the Federal Assembly, to be known 
as the African Affairs Board. The Board com- 
prises the specially appointed European Members 
and the specially elected European Member and 
one of the specially elected African Members 
from each territory. The general function of the 
Board is to make representations, as provided in 
the Constitution, in relation to any matter within 
the legislative or executive authority of the 
Federation which the Board considers to be 
desirable in the interests of Africans; and, if 
the Government of any territory so requests, 
to give that Government any assistance in relation 
to the study of matters affecting Africans, and in 
particular assistance in the exchange of informa- 
tion. The Board has also the particular function 
of drawing attention to any Bill or instrument 
having the force of law, if that Bill or instrument 
is, in their opinion, a “‘ differentiating measure ” 
viz., a Bill or instrument by which Africans are 
subjected or made liable to any conditions, 
restrictions or liabilities disadvantageous to them 
to which Europeans are not also subjected or 
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made liable, or having that effect in its practical 
application. The Board has the power to cause 
such a Bill to be reserved for the signification of 
Her Majesty’s pleasure, subject only to a certain 
limited discretion given to the Governor-General 
to override their request. If the Governor- 
General assents to a Bill despite the Board’s 
representation, he is required to report on the 


f| Matter to a Secretary of State without delay. 


The Judicature 


The Constitution provides for a_ Federal 
Supreme Court consisting of a Chief Justice of 
the Federation, with not less than two and normally 
not more than six Federal Justices. The Federal 
Supreme Court has exclusive original jurisdiction 
in disputes between the Federation and 
Territories, and certain other matters connected 
with the Constitution ; exclusive jurisdiction to 
decide questions as to the interpretation of the 
Constitution ; and exclusive appellate jurisdiction 
on the interpretation of the Federal or territorial 
Constitutions. 


Finance 


The Constitution defines the Federation’s 
fiscal powers and provides for the establishment 
of a Loans Council. Provision is made for the 
transfer to the Federation of such assets, liabilities 
and public debt of each of the territories as are 
designated by a statutory Apportionment Com- 
mission as, in its opinion, necessary for purposes 
of the Federal Government under the terms of the 
Constitution. 


The Public Service 


The power to appoint, promote, transfer, 
dismiss and exercise disciplinary control of officers 
of the Federal Public Service is vested initially in 
the Governor-General; and there is provision 
that no person shall on ground of race only be 
ineligible for employment in the Federal Public 
Service, although in determining the suitability 
of any person for any employment in the Service 
regard may be had to the circumstances of the 
locality of the employment. The Order in 
Council provides for the early appointment of an 
Interim Public Service Commission, and lays 
down rules for the initial secondment of staff from 
the territories. 


Amendment of the Constitution 


A conference is to be convened not less than 
seven nor more than nine years from the date 
(23rd October, 1953) of the coming into force 
of the Constitution, to review the Constitution. 
In the meantime, no amendment can normally be 
made to the Constitution without the agreement 
of the Governments of the United Kingdom, of 
the Federation itself and of the three territories. 


The Establishment of the Federation. 


The Commencement Order in Council provided 
for the coming into force of certain parts of the 
Federal Constitution on the 3rd September, 1953. 
The Right Honourable Lord Llewellin, G.B.E., 
M.C., T.D., was. appointed Governor-General 
and Commander-in-Chief of the Federation at 
the semnnMe of August 1953, assumed his office 
in Salisbury (the temporary capital of the 
Federation) on 4th September, 1953, and, by 
Proclamation, brought the remainder of the 
Constitution into force on 23rd October, 1953. 
The Governor-General appointed an interim 
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Ministry with Sir Godfrey Huggins (Federal 
Party) as Prime Minister; the interim Federal 
Government promulgated electoral regulations 
for the election of the First Federal Legislative 
Assembly. The poll for the election was held on 
the 15th December 1953, and the Federal Party 
gained an absolute majority. The Federal 
ro aed met for the first time on 2nd February, 


The Interim Public Service and Apportionment 
Commissions were appointed before the end of 
1953 and the Loan Council in 1954 ;_ they were at 
work during the year. The Federal Government 
took over the majority of its responsibilities under 
the Federal Legislative List, and assumed a number 
of powers within the Concurrent List. The first 
Federal Budget was introduced in July. By that 
date, or shortly after, all Departments were in 
operation. 


Responsibilities of Her Majesty's Government 


The Secretary of State for Commonwealth 
Relations acts as the channel of communication 
between Her Majesty’s Government and the 
Federal Government, as well as between Her 
Majesty’s Government and the territorial Govern- 
ment of Southern Rhodesia. The Secretary of 
State for the Colonies remains responsible for the 
territorial affairs of Northern Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland. 
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(See also section on The Federation of Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland.) 


Area 


The Protectorate of Northern Rhodesia lies 
on the plateau of Central Africa. Its area is 
288,130 square miles, including 3,000 square miles 
of inland water.

Geographical Features 


With the exception of the valleys of the Zambezi, 
the Luapula, the Kafue and the Luangwa Rivers 
the greater part of Northern Rhodesia has a fiat 
to rolling topography with elevations varying 
from 3,000-5,000 feet above sea level, rising in 
the north-eastern districts to occasional altitudes 
of over 5,000 feet. The highest group of hills is 
the Muchinga Mountains which form part of the 
great escarpment running down the western 
edge of the Luangwa River Valley, and of these, 
individual peaks rise to about 8,000 feet. There 
are three great lakes: Lake Bangweulu in the 
northern district and Lakes Mweru and Tangan- 
yika on the northern boundary of the Territory. 
Lake Bangweulu and its swamps cover an area 
of about 3,800 square miles. On the southern 
boundary lie the Victoria Falls, the largest 
waterfall in the world, and on the northern 
boundary the second highest waterfall in Africa, 
the Kalambo Falis, 703 feet high. A large pro- 
portion of the Territory is covered with deciduous 
woodlands. 


Climate 


There are three distinct seasons—the rainy 
season from November until April, the winter 
season from about May to September and the 
hot season between September and November. 
The rainfall averages from 25 inches a year in 
the southern areas to over 50 inches in the north. 
In the hot season day temperatures may run 
from 80°-100°, but at night there is a very distinct 
drop in the temperature.

History 


Two early travellers in Northern Rhodesia 
deserve notice. The first was the Portuguese 
governor of Sena, Dr. Lacerda, who visited 
Chief Kasembe’s capital on the eastern shores. of 
Lake Mweru in June 1798. The second was Dr. 
Livingstone who travelled through Barotseland 
to Angola in 1851 and returned via Tete to 
Portuguese East Africa in 1855, discovering the 
Victoria Falls en route. He died at Chitambo, 
south of Lake Bangweulu, in May 1873. In the 
early part of the nineteenth century the Territory, 
sparsely occupied by Bantu tribes, was invaded 
by the Arabs from the north, the Ngoni branch 
of the Zulus from the south and the Kalolo who 
migrated from Basutoland. The Kalolo conquered 
what is now Barotseland but the indigenous Lozi 
later revolted and under Lewanika imposed their 
Tule again. 

In 1891 Lewanika was informed that the 
proiececs of Her Majesty’s Government had 

n extended to his country as he had requested 
that it should be, and on 17th October, 1900, 
the Barotse Concession was signed by him and his 
indunas and representatives of the Chartered 
Company. The concession was confirmed in due 
course by the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
and under its terms the Company acquired certain 
trading and mineral rights over the whole of 
Lewanika’s dominion, while the paramount 
chief was to receive, among other advantages, 
an annual subsidy of £850. 


The first task of the administration was the 
eradication of the slave trade conducted by the 
Arabs. In 1898 the last caravan was intercepted 
and the slaves freed, and by 1906 Lewanika had 
agreed to the emancipation of the conquered tribes, 
whose status had been a mild form of slavery. 


Before 1899 the whole Territory had been 
vaguely included in the Charter granted to the 
British South Africa Company, but in that year 
the Barotseland-North-Western Rhodesia Order 
in Council placed the Company’s administration 
of the western portion of the country on a 
basis. It was closely followed by the North- 
Eastern Rhodesia Order in Council of 1900 
which had a similar effect. The two territories 
were amalgamated in 1911 under the designation 
of Northern Rhodesia and the administration of 
the Company (subject to the exercise of certain 
route of control by the Crown) continued until 

924. The capital was at Livingstone. In that 
year the administration of the Territory was 
assumed by the Crown in terms of a settlement 
arrived at between the Crown and the Company, 
and the first Governor, Sir Herbert Stanley, 
was appointed on Ist April, 1924. In 1935 the 
capital was moved to Lusaka. 


Constitution 


Government is carried on by a_ Governor 
appomted by the Crown, with an Executive Council 
of nine Ministers, each responsible for a group of 
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Departments, five officials and four unofficials. The 
Legislative Council consists of twenty-six members, 
of whom eight are official, twelve are elected 
Europeans, two are Europeans nominated by the 
Governor to represent African interests, and 
four are Africans, nominated by the Governor 
(who usually nominates those selected by the 
African Representative Council from among its 
own members). It is presided over by the Speaker, 
who is an unofficial but not a member of the 
Legislative Council. 


Land Policy 


Land is divided into (i) Native Reserves vested 
in perpetuity in the Secretary of State in trust 
for the African population ; (ii) Native Trust 
Land also vested in the Secretary of State for the 
benefit of Africans but which may on certain 
conditions be temporarily alienated to non- 
natives; (iii) Crown Land. Crown Land is 
alienated on leasehold tenure by the Land Board 
which insists on certain standards of finance and 
farming skill. There is in certain areas freehold 
land held by private persons who obtained title 
in the early days. 


Taxation 


Native tax is ped by all adult male Africans, 
unless exempted, and varies between 6s. and 
17s. 6d. per annum. There are, in addition, 
certain levies generally varying between ls. and 
5s. per annum made by Native Authorities. 

Income tax, supertax and undistributed profits 
tax are assessed by the Federal Government. 
A territorial surcharge may be imposed in 
addition. 

Customs tariffs and excise duties are the main 
forms of indirect taxation.

Currency 

The currency normally used was issued by the 
Southern Rhodesia Currency Board and was 
common to Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland. 
The present denominations are 10s., £1, £5 and 
£10 notes, cupro-nickel or copper halfpennies 
and pennies and cupro-nickel or silver threepenny 
pieces, sixpences, shillings, florins and half-crowns. 
Under the Federation’s Coinage und Currency 
Act, 1954, the Federal Legislature has made 
provision for coinage and currency in the Federa- 
tion. Their issue then came under the control of 
the Central African Currency Board. With 
effect from Ist January 1955 British coins ceased 
to be legal tender in Northern Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland and Southern Rhodesia coins became 
the only legal tender in the Federal area. 


Development Plans 

On the introduction of the Federal Constitution 
it was necess to distinguish in the Northern 
Rhodesia Development Plan the responsibilities 
of the Federal and Territorial Governments. 
This was done in the 1953 review of the Plan which 
is now estimated to cost £52 million up to the end 
of the period in 1956. The division between the

Education 

Non-African Education and all Higher Educa- 
tion became the responsibility of the Federal 
Government on ist July 1954. 


There are 29 Government schools, two Govern- 
ment-aided and seven private schools providing 
education for European children. Seven of the 
Government schools provide education up to 
Form V. There are six Government hostels 
where 361 children board. The enrolment in 
1938 in Government schools was 1,048 and in 
1953 was 7,812 ; in Government-aided and private 
schools it was 200 and 1,346 respectively. Technical 
training is given in conjunction with corre- 

spondence courses. Government assistance in 
t e form of scholarships, bursaries and loans is 
given to those who proceed to higher education 
centres outside Northern Rhodesia. There were 
105 students in receipt of such assistance in 1953. 


At present there are ten Northern Rhodesia 
European bursary holders studying in the United 
Kingdom, and 22 in South Africa. 


There is one Coloured school, and financial 
assistance is given to those who cannot attend 
there to enable them to be educated outside the 
Territory. Similar assistance is given to Indian 
ule who cannot attend the seven Indian 
schools

Rhodes-Livingstone Institute, Museum, etc. 


The Institute, with headquarters at Lusaka, 
has conducted social research in British Central 
Africa since 1938. Emphasis is placed on the 
study of the reaction of African peoples to modern 
social and economic conditions. 


The Rhodes-Livingstone Museum at Living- 
stone is Northern Rhodesia’s National Museum 
and tells the story of the Territory from the Stone 
Age to modern times. 


The aims of the Northern Rhodesia Society are 
to promote the study of ethnology, history, 
geography, natural history and kindred sciences 
in their relation to Northern Rhodesia. 


Health 
Public health became the responsibility of the 
Federal Government on Ist July 1954. : 


There are eight Government European hospitals 
in the Territory. During 1953 7,996 patients 
were admitted, while there were 37,537 attendances 
at the out pater! department. The principal 
causes for admission were diseases of the respira- 
tory system, infectious and parasitic diseases 
(excluding malaria), diseases of the digestive 
system, and malaria (including undefined malaria). 


Approximately 40,362 persons were admitted 
during 1953 to the African hospitals run by 
the Government, and there were 498,754 atten- 
dances at the out-patient departments. The 
principal causes of admission were infectious and 
parasitic diseases (excluding malaria), accidents, 
malaria, and diseases of the respiratory system. 


In addition to the hospital facilities described 
above, there are 91 Government Rural Health 
Centres. In 1953 there were approximately 
18,000 in-patients, 460,000 out-patients and 
1,700,000 out-patient attendances. 


Communications 


During 1954 the Federal Government assumed 
responsibility for Civil aviation, inter-territorial 
main roads and other aspects of communications. 


There is an international airport at Livingstone 
and national airports at Lusaka, Ndola and 
Kasama, all of which lie on the north and south 
corridor through the Territory. There are 42 
other airfields, 19 of which are all-weather. 
Internal services are operated by Central African 
Airways. External services are operated by 
B.0.A.C. and Springbok Airways.

Hunting and Airwork Air Charter. 


The Rhodesia Railways line runs north and 
south from the Congo Border (at Sakania) to 
the Victoria Falls. Branch lines serve the copper 
mines from Ndola. The total length of permanent 
way is 642 miles. In the year ended 31st March 
1953 the railways carried 744,488 
and 3,107,446 short tons of freight. 
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The total mileage of maintained roads in the 
Territory is now 18,628, made up as follows :-—

There are 377 miles of main roads of Class | 
(bituminous surface) standard. This total includes 
roads maintained by the Public Works Department, 
main roads through townships, and also roads 
completed but still maintained by Contractors. 

The Zambezi River Transport Service Board 
of Control operates a transport service along the 
Zambezi River from Livingstone to Mongu. 
The first portion of the route is covered by rail, 
and the remainder by road. In 1953 the Service 
carried 2,439 short tons and 8,524 passengers. 


Broadcasting 


The Central African Broadcasting Station is 
situated in Lusaka and broadcasts for seven 


hours daily to the Africans of the two Rhodesias 


and Nyasaland. Programmes in English and 
seven vernaculars are radiated on two transmitters, 
of 15 kW. and 2$ kW. A licence fee of 30s. is 
charged to listeners in Southern Rhodesia and 
licences are issued free of charge in Nyasaland. 
They are not issued in Northern Rhodesia. It is 
estimated that approximately 40,000 Africans in 
the three territories own wireless sets and that at 
peak listening hours there are 120,000 listeners. 
A wired broadcast service, under the control of 
the Central African Broadcasting Station, has been 
installed in one of the locations in Lusaka.

The main crops are maize and tobacco. Small 
quantities of groundnuts, rice, cotton and wheat 
are also produced. 

The approximate livestock population is 
cattle 972,000, sheep and goats 87,000, and pigs 
51,000. During 1953 some 63,500 head of cattle 
were slaughtered. 


Output of sawlogs, poles, and firewood 
amounted to 1,499,782 tons in 1953. 


The chief minerals are copper, zinc, lead, and 
cobalt. Also produced are vanadium pentoxide, 
limestone, tin, manganese and gold. Total 
mineral production in 1953 was valued at nearly 
£91 million. 


A very large variety of products is now being 
manufactured in the Territory. Main manu- 
factures are cement products, steel finishing work, 
tiles, furniture, clothing, beer, mineral waters, 
soap and oils, metal castings and nuts and bolts. 

The fishing industry is primarily an African 
concern and plays an important part in the 
economy of rural areas. Lakes Bangweulu and 
Mweru, and the rivers Kafue, Luapula and 
Zambezi provide large s ane a of fish, most of

Co-operative and Marketing Organizations 

A firmly entrenched co-operative movement 
exists which includes 15 European Societies 
having a total turnover in 1953 of £1,813,181. 
Of these five are marketing and supply societies 
handling tobacco, wheat and dairy products. 
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Maize is marketed through a marketing board. 
There are three consumer societies and one 
agricultural credit society. 


Among Africans there are 94 registered co- 
operative societies; 19 are consumer, and 64 
marketing organizations. Between them these had 
a turnover in 1953 of £345,137. A large proportion 
of the African-grown maize crop was marketed 
through these societies, acting as agents or selling 
direct to the maize marketing board. A strong 
thrift movement exists consisting of ten societies 
poke £5,833 in deposits on behalf of their 
members.

History 

The modern history of Nyasaland may be 
said to have begun with the discovery by David 
Livingstone of Lake Nyasa in 1859. British 
interest in the area was sustained by various 
missionary societies including the Universities 
Mission to Central Africa (Anglican), the Church 
of Scotland and Free Church of Scotland Missions. 
The country during these early years was occupied 
by migrant tribes warring with one another and 
selling their prisoners to Arab and half-caste slave 
dealers. The missionary pioneers were followed 
by other Europeans—missionaries, traders, hun- 
ters, and planters—and in 1883 a British Consul 
resident at Blantyre was accredited to “The 
Kings and Chiefs of Central Africa ’’ ; the second 
Consul established himself at Zomba, now the 
seat of Government. Access to Nyasaland from 
the coast was difficult during the latter part of the 
nineteenth century. In 1889 a Portuguese 


There have been two internal disturbances ; the 
Chilembwe Rising, in 1915, when an African 
pastor, at the instigation of the German authorities, 
rose with his followers in the Blantyre neighbour- 
hood and murdered several Europeans against 
whom the rebels had personal grudges ; and in 
1953 disturbances in the Southern Province, 
attributed in large part to discontent over the 
African tenant system obtaining in privately-held 
estate land, resulted in the deaths of 12 Africans. 
In both cases rapid and successful counter- 
measures were taken. | 


Constitution 


The Protectorate is one of the three territories 
which compose the Federation of Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland (see page 158). To deal with territorial 
affairs there is an Executive Council presided 
over by the Governor and comprising 
ex officio members, one official member and two 
unofficial members, a total of six; and there 
is a Legislative Council comprising 20 members, of 
whom three are ex officio members, seven are 
official members and ten are unofficial members. 
Five of the unofficial members of Legislative 
Council are selected from nominations by public 
bodies representing European interests ; one is 
nominated by the Governor; three African 
members are selected from nominations made by 
the African Protectorate Council, and one Asian 
member from nominations made by an Asian 
public body. There is an African Protectorate 
Council which advises Government in regard to 
matters concerning Africans and in each Province 
there is also an African Provincial Council. 


Land Policy is controlled so far as African trust 
land, which comprises 87% of the total area of the 
Protectorate, is concerned, by the Nyasaland 
Protectorate (African Trust Land) Order in 
Council, 1950; the Order m Council empowers 
the Governor at his discretion to lease trust land 
for terms up to 99 years, while the Secretary of 
State’s sanction is required for the grant of any 
greater estate. The remainder of the land is either 
held in private ownership or is public land, which 
includes areas of state forest; the disposal of 
public land is controlled by the Public Land Ordin- 
ance, 1951, which empowers the Governor to make 
grants, leases or other dispositions subject to the 
provisions of any Order in Council or any general 


or special instruction of the Secretary of State. 


Taxation 

Three forms of direct taxation are in force :— 
non-native poll tax and native tax under Terni- 
torial laws and taxes-on incomes and profits under 
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the taxation laws of the Federation of Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland. In addition a “territorial 
surcharge ”’ is levied on behalf of the Protectorate 
by the Federal Government under the authority of 

yasaland law on the income tax payable under 
Federal law. A non-native poll tax is payable by 
all non-native males over 18 years of age who are 
resident in the Protectorate. The rate of tax is £4 
per year or £2 per half year. A native tax varyin 
in amount from year to year is payable by all male 
Africans over 18 years of age. An automatic 
increase of a percentage of this tax is levied if the 
tax has not been paid by the Ist October in any 
year. The rate in 1954 was 17s. 6d. and the 
additional penalty 7s. 6d.

Currency 


Under the Federation Coinage and Currency 
Act, 1954, the Federal Legislature has made 
tovision for coinage and currency in the 
ederation. The issue of coinage and currency 
then came under the control of the Central 
African Currency Board. With effect from Ist 
January, 1955, British coins ceased to be legal 
tender in Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland, and 
Southern Rhodesian coins became the only legal 
tender in the Federal area. 


Development Plans 


The Nyasaland Development Programme, as 
revised in 1950, sprod=s for expenditure of 
£123 million over the period 1946-56, and by the 
end of 1950 works to the value of approximately 
£3 million had been carried out. From 1951 
onwards, large increases in the costs of material 
equipment and plant, coupled with a contraction 
In ordinary revenue, combined to slow down the 
rate of planned development. 


, On the introduction of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, it was necessary to distinguish in the Nyasa- 
land Development Plan the responsibilities of the 
Federal and of the Territorial Governments. 

us was done in the 1953 review of the Plan. 
It is now estimated to cost £33,000,000 to the end 
of the period in 1956. The division between

Grants from the same source 
provide for the Domasi Community Development 
Scheme, for afforestation at the Mudi Dam and

foresty depot at Blantyre, as well as for other 
forestry development schemes and for a rice 
project in the south Chilwa plain. 


Other Development 


The Colonial Development Corporation is 
developing an undertaking on the Vipya Plateau 
in the Northern Province for the production of 
tung oil. Eroepecaas for minerals is proceeding 
and considerable interest was shown during the 

ear in the monazite and pyrochlore deposits 

own for some time to exist in the Protectorate. 
The development of Nyasaland is, however, at 
present concentrated mainly on the expansion 
of the production of crops. Considerable attention 
is also being given to forestry development by 
establishing new plenteuons and _re-afforesting 
cleared areas and by improved timber utilization 
and extraction facilities. Good progress is also 
being made towards the provision of minimum 
public utilities and substantial programmes for 
the development of electrical services and urban 
water supplies. 


Education 


Non-African education and all higher education 
became the responsibility of the Federal Govern- 
ment on Ist July, 1954. 


In 1953 there were 3,641 African, ten Asian, 
one Eurafrican and five European Primary 
Schools in the Protectorate, accommodating 
totals of 219,168 African, 791 Asian, 1 24 Eurafrican 
and 466 European pupils. There is a Government 
African Secondary School at Dedza, where 
technical and commercial, as well as academic 
wings, are being developed. Including enrolment 
at other Secondary Schools, 402 Africans were 
pursuing a course of secondary education. 
Sata aera children generally go to Southern 
Rhodesia for post-primary education. 


There are 10 assisted Teacher Training Centres, 
in addition to the Government Teacher Training 
Centre at Domasi. They catered for 554 African 
teacher trainees during the year. During 1953 there 
were 21 holders of Government University Scholar- 
ships. Seven of these were held by Africans, 
eleven by Europeans and t by Asians. In 
addition, seven scholarships financed by a grant 
from Colonial Development and Welfare Funds 
were held during 1953, three by Africans and four 
by Europeans. 


Expenditure on education for the year 1953 
was some £460,000, including estimated expendi- 
ture by local authorities and voluntary agencies. 
In 1934 expenditure was some £67,000. 


Libraries 


Public libraries exist at Blantyre for both 
Africans and Europeans, to which Government 
gives financial support. Libraries are also main- 
tained at the three secondary schools, and at 
various mission stations while the British Council 
maintains a collection of books on a variety of 
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subjects and makes these available to study-groups 

and at welfare centres in the Southern Province. 

The Nyasaland Society maintains a library of 

books on Africana available for the use of mem- 
ers. 


Health 


Public Health became the responsibility of the 
Federal Government on Ist July, 1954. 


The principal endemic diseases encountered in 
Nyasaland are malaria, bilharzia, hookworm and 
relapsing fever. Leprosy is fairly widespread. 
Epidemics of smallpox rarely now occur. Sleeping 
sickness, absent from the Protectorate for a 
number of years, reappeared in a small way in the 
Southern Province in 1952, but has again subsided. 


There are 19 Government African hospitals and 
one mental! hospital for Africans in the Protectorate 
with accommodation for 1,245 and 150 respec- 
tively. Each hospital has a number of satellite 
rural dispensaries of which there are 93 in the 
Protectorate. There are also four Health Units. 
There are three Government European hospitals 
with a total of 39 beds. Accommodation for 
Asians is provided at various of the Government 
hospitals. Mission hospitals provide 790 beds 
inclusive of maternity beds. 


_ Estimated Government expenditure on health 
in 1953 was £248,459. Expenditure in 1935 
amounted to £40,808. 


Communications 

. During 1954 the Federal Government assumed 
responsibility for civil aviation, inter-territorial 

roads and other aspects of communications. 


The main airfield is at Blantyre. There is a 
secondary airfield at Lilongwe and ten out-station 
airfields to which Central African Airways 
Corporation operate internal scheduled services. 


The meteorological services are controlled by the | 


Federal Director of Meteorological Services, and a 
personal briefing service is available at Blantyre 
and Lilongwe. Air services to, from and within 
Nyasaland are under the direction of the Central 
African Air Transport Authority which body is 
also responsible for the control of air services 
within Northern and Southern Rhodesia. Exter- 
nal services to South Africa are provided by 
Central African Airways Corporation, and to East 
Africa and the United Kingdom by B.O.A.C. from 
Nairobi. Central African Airways operate a 
twice-weekly feeder service between Blantyre and 
Nairobi via Dar es Salaam. 


The total length of line within Nyasaland 
operated by the Nyasaland Railways is 289 miles. 

here is only one route, from the southern 
extremity of Nyasaland via Limbe to Salima in 
the Central Province. At Chipoka south of 
Salima, trains connect with the vessels operating 
on Lake Nyasa. In 1953, 326,324 tons of freight 


and 355,969 passengers were carried. 


The total road mileage is 4,852, of which less 
than 100 miles have a bituminous carpet. 


A lake service is operated by the Nyasaland 
Railways employing eight vessels. Routes 
operate between the following lake shore 
stations :— 

Monkey Bay-Chipoka—Kota Kota-Likoma 
Island — Chinteche - Nkata Bay - Mbamba Bay

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Broadcasting. 

A small pilot broadcasting service was started 
in September 1953, but technical and other 
difficulties led to the station being closed down in 
December. Recording in the Zomba studio con- 
tinues and arrangements have been made for the 
transmission of a daily half-hour programme from 
Lusaka. There are about 3,000 receiving sets in 
the Protectorate with an estimated average of eight 
listeners per receiver. 


_The Principal Occupations are in the following 
trades or professions :— 


Europeans. Government service, religious 
missions, tobacco, tea, tung farming, wholesale 
and retail trading, engineering contract work. 


Asians. Wholesale and retail trading. 


Africans. The bulk of the population is 
engaged in agriculture; the remainder are 
employed in Government service, transport 
services, tobacco and cotton cultivation, retail 
trading. : 
There are six Trades Unions in the Protectorate 

with a membership of approximately 1,000. 


Main Crops and Products 

The main crops are maize, millet, cassava, 
groundnuts, tea, tobacco, rice, cotton, tung-oil, 
soya beans. 

Timber production in 1953 was: softwoods 
211,600 cubic feet, hardwoods 288,800 cubic feet, 
poles 199,206 cubic feet, firewood 1,552,200 
cubic feet. 

There is extensive fishing in Lake Nyasa but 
very little organized trade: fishery research is 
being undertaken. 


The only mineral exported in any quantity 
during 1953 was kyanite. 


The export of manufactured articles is very 
restricted but local needs of plywood, soap, 
cigarettes, and mineral waters, are largely met 
from factories in the Protectorate. 


During 1954 the Federal Government assumed 
control of exports and imports.

Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 


The marketing of the two principal African 
trust land crops, tobacco and cotton, is handled 
by two statutory boards, whose aim is to ensure 
a steady remunerative price to the producer, to 
secure improvement of the quality of the oe 
and to build up reserves. The boards help to 
finance schemes for the benefit of Africans by 
means of an annual contribution from profits 
to the Native Development and Welfare Fund. 
The marketing and distribution of maize, beans 
and groundnuts is the concern of the Produce 
Marketing Board which aims at an equitable 
distribution to industry and others of supplies of 
produce surplus to the subsistence requirements 
of the producer. Tea and tung, which are mainly 
European-grown crops, are marketed by the 
industries themselves, while tobacco, whether 
grown on African trust land or alienated land, is 
sold on auction floors, at which buyers represent- 
ing United Kingdom and other extraterritorial 
interests bid. 


On the 3ist December 1953 there were 71 
co-operative societies, with 4,200 members and 
total working capital of £13,484 of which some 
£4,700 consists of loans provided by the Com- 
missioner for Co-operative Development from the 
Native Development and Welfare Fund of the 
Protectorate.

ST. HELENA 


Situation and Area 


The island is situated in the South Atlantic 
Ocean, 700 miles south-east of Ascension and 
about 1,200 miles from the south-west coast of 
Africa. It is 10} miles long and 64 miles broad, 
covering an area of 47 square miles. 
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Population 


The estimated population at the 31st December, 
1953, was 4,895. It is largely descended from 
settlers and others of British origin and persons 
of Asian or African blood who were introduced 
by the East India Company. The language of 
the Island has always been English and the English 
way of life has become firmly established. 


Geographical Features 


St. Helena is rugged and mountainous and of 
volcanic origin, the highest peaks being about 
2,700 feet. There are no rivers or streams, but 
there is a good supply of fresh spring water. 


Climate 


The cool South Atlantic trade winds blow 
throughout the year. The climate is mild and 
varies little, the temperature in Jamestown, on 
the sea-coast, ranging in summer between 70° 
and 85°, and in winter between 65° and 75°. 
Inland it is some 10° cooler. The annual rainfall 
varies from an average of about 8 inches in 
Jamestown to between 22 and 38 inches inland. 


Principal Town 


Jamestown, the capital, is the only town and 
has a population of about 1,600. 


History 


St. Helena, then uninhabited, was discovered 
by the Portuguese commander, Juan de Nova 
Castella, in 1502. Its existence appears to have 
remain own to other European nations 
until 1588 when it was visited by Captain 
Cavendish on his return from a voyage round the 
world. Soon afterwards the island became a port 
of call for ships of various nations voyaging 
between the East Indies and Europe. In 1633 
the Dutch formally annexed it but made no 
attempt to ‘pera it. In 1659 it was annexed 
and occupied on behalf of the East India Company 
but the first official authorization of the Company’s 
occupation occurs in a charter dated 1661. In 
January 1673 the Dutch seized the Island but were 
driven out again in May by the English navy. 
A Charter to occupy and govern the Island was 
issued by Charles II to the East India Company 
in December 1673 and it remained under that 
Company until April 1834 when it was brought 
under the direct government of the Crown by an 
Act of Parliament of 1833. a tard tig bok

Constitution 


Letters Patent of 1939 provide for an Executive 
Council consisting of the Government Secretary 
and the Colonial Treasurer as ex officio members 
and such other nominated members as may be 
approved: and for an Advisory Council consisting. 
of six persons not holding any office under the 
Crown, two members being nominees of the 
Friendly Societies and one representing the interests 
of the phormium flax industry. The Governor 
alone makes Ordinances, there being no Legis- 
lative Council, but power is reserved to Her 
Majesty in Council to legislate by Order. 


Land Policy 

Individual ownership of land is recognized and 
there is no restriction on alienation. Crown land 
may be leased on conditions approved by the 
Governor. 
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Taxation 


An Income Tax Ordinance came into force on 
the Ist January 1954. The rate for individuals 
is 9d. in the £, and for companies 1s. 6d. in the £. 
There is a personal allowance of £300. Import 
duties and an import tax are levied on a large

_ St. Helena’seten-year development programme 
is financed entirely from an allocation of £245,000 
under the Colonial Development and Welfare 
Act of 1945.

The main activities of the Agricultural and 
Forestry Department are directed towards the 
prevention of further soil erosion, which has 
reached a serious stage throughout the island, and 
the rehabilitation of the soil and the pasture 
lands which have for some years been over-stocked 
and over-grazed. Until progress has been made in 
these two directions there can be little real develop- 
ment work. 


Education 


Education is compulsory and is provided free 
for all children between the ages of 5 and 15 years. 
There are 11 poe schools and one secondary 
school, and the total number of scholars at the 
end of 1953 was 1,223. 
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The estimated expenditure on educational 
services during 1953 was £14,372, of which £1,134 


was contributed from Colonial Development and 
Welfare Funds. In 1935 the expenditure was £980. 


Library 


There is a free Public Library subsidized by 
Government and managed by a Committee of 
which the Education Officer is Chairman. 


Health 


The Island is very healthy and none of the 
ordinary tropical diseases are endemic. There is 
one hospital in Jamestown with 34 beds, the 
number of in-patients during 1953 totalling 855. 
There are five out-patient dispensaries at convenient 
centres in the Island which are regularly visited 
by the doctors and the Health Sister. A leper 
station is situated a little way out of Jamestown. 
There are two adult patients. 


During 1953 £13,116 was spent on medical 
services compared with £2,637 in 1935. 


Communications 


Under normal conditions ships of the Union 
Castle Line call at intervals of four weeks—both 
on their way from England to South Africa, and 
on their journey from South Africa homewards. 
These are the only regular mails. Air mail letters 
are carried by sea to Cape Town or to London and 
thence by air to their destinations. The Island 
has an internal telephone system. Cable and 
Wireless, Limited, operate a cable station con- 
necting with Cape Town and Ascension, thus 
linking the Colony with all parts of the world 
through the Company’s system. 


In 1953, 30 merchant ships with a total tonnage 
of 251,256 called at St. Helena. 


Some 65 miles of roads in the Island are all- 
weather roads for motor traffic. 


There is no broadcasting service in the Colony.

Most of the population who are not in regular 
employment by Government or in the flax mills 
are engaged in agriculture. There are no trade 
unions.

ASCENSION 


The island of Ascension, 34 square miles in 
area, lying in the South Atlantic, latitude 7° 56’ S. 
and longitude 14° 22’ W., was taken possession 
of in 1815, and unti] 1922 it was under the 
supervision of the Admiralty and a small naval 
station was maintained there. 


Population in 1953 was 168, of whom 120 were 
St. Helenians. 


By Letters Patent dated 12th September, 1922 
it was made a Dependency of St. Helena an 

laced under the control of the Secretary of State 
or the Colonies. 


Ascension is a barren, rocky peak of purely 
volcanic origin, and destitute of vegetation, except 
at the highest point (2,870 feet), but has been 
cultivated to-an extent permitting the maintenance 
of about 800 sheep and cattle. It is famous for 
its turtles, large numbers of which visit between 
December and May. 


Cable and Wireless Limited own and operate 
an important cable station which connects the 
Dependency with St. Helena, Sierra Leone, St. 
Vincent, Rio de Janeiro and Buenos Aires, and 
through these places, over the Company’s system, 
with all parts of the world. : 


In 1942 the Government of the United States 
of America, by arrangement with His Majesty’s 
Government, established an air base which became 
of considerable importance during the period of 
hostilities.

TRISTAN DA CUNHA, etc. 


Tristan da Cunha lies in latitude 37° 6’ S., 
longitude 12°.17’ W., about midway between 
South Africa and South America. It is an extinct 
volcano, nearly circular in shape, covering an area 
of 38 square miles, and rising like a cone to 6,760 
eet. 

At the end of 1953 there were 292 people 
on the island, of whom 251 were Islanders, all 
living in the Settlement of Edinburgh, the only 
permanent settlement on the island. 


The climate is typically oceanic and temperate. 
Absolute maximum and minimum temperatures 
recorded at sea level are 75:9° and 36-9° res- 
pectively. Rainfall averages 66 inches per year. 


ST. HELENA 


The island was taken possession of in 1816 
during Napoleon’s residence on St. Helena. When 
the garrison was withdrawn in the following year, 
three men, headed by Corporal William Glass, 
elected to remain and became the founders of the 
present settlement. For the next 65 years the 
colony thrived, largely because of its position on a 
main sailing route. New settlers, mostly from 
shipwrecks, included Dutch, St. Helenian, Italian 
and American elements. In the 1880’s, however, 
a period of decline set in, due to the replacement 
of sail by steam, the infestation of the island by 
rats, and a boat disaster in which 15 able-bodied 
islanders were lost. Nevertheless attempts to 
move the inhabitants to South Africa at the 
beginning of the present century were only partially 
successful. 


_ The Society for the Propagation of the Gospel 
has maintained a missionary teacher on the Island 
since 1922; a number of missionaries had also 
served on the Island prior to this. In 1932 the 
missionary was officially recognized as Honorary 
Commissioner and Magistrate. 


By Letters Patent dated 12th January, 1938, 
Tristan da Cunha, and the neighbouring un- 
inhabited Nightingale, Inaccessible and Gough 
Islands were made dependencies of St. Helena, 
though as a matter of practical convenience the 
administration of the group has continued to be 
directly supervised by the Colonial Office. 


In 1937-38 a Norwegian Scientific Expedition 
visited the group, studying the natural science of the 
islands and the sociology and health of the 
community. 


In 1942 a detachment of the South African 
Defence Force built a meteorological and wireless 
station which was manned for the rest of the war 
by the Royal Navy. The station is now operated 
by the South African Government and is in daily 
contact with passing shipping. 


The coming of the Navy re-introduced the 
islanders to the outside world and marked their 
emergence from a state of dependence on charity, 
for it was a naval chaplain who recognized the 
possibilities of a crawfish industry at Tristan. 
Towards the end of 1948 an agreement was entered 
into between the Governor of St. Helena and a 
South African fishmg company, permitting the 
latter to establish a fishing and canning industry 
on certain conditions, which include the main- 
tenance on the island at the Company’s expense 
of a doctor, nurse, agriculturist, and teacher. 
Provision was thus made for basic services, and 
the way was open for the islanders to earn regular 
wages and convert them into goods in the Com- 
pany’s canteen. 
Administrator was created; the first assumed 
duty early in 1950. The Administrator is also the 
Magistrate. 


The main crop grown on the island is potatoes. 
There are about 300 head of cattle and 700 sheep, 
as well as small stock. Fish is plentiful, and the 
eggs of albatross and penguin are gathered. 


In 1953 exports of crawfish by the company 
were 21,657 cases of frozen tails and 1,215 cases of 
canned tails. The company operates two vessels 
and the voyage to and from Cape Town is made at 
approximately six-weekly intervals during the 
fishing season of September to May. _ This is nor- 
mally the only means of visiting the island. 


There is an Island Council, consisting of 21 
members of whom 15 are elected, which has power 
to levy local rates and taxes and to make and 


Following on this, the office of | ¢ 
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enforce by-laws. It administers a local govern- 
ment fund whose revenue depends almost entirely 
on a contribution from the Fishing Company. 
There is also a Trust Fund in South Africa. The 
main revenues, however, are held in London in the 
Tristan Administration Fund. This fund began 
with royalties from the Fishing Company ; since 
1952, however, it has been greatly augmented by 
revenue from the sale of postage stamps. At the 
end of 1951 there was a balance of £226 in the 
fund but a reserve of over £30,000 has now been 
accumulated. The first issue of stamps were over- 
printed St. Helena stamps, but the Island’s first 

ictorial issue was put on sale in 1954. There is no 
income tax. 


Two Colonial Development and Welfare grants 
have been made for Tristan. The first, in 1952, 
provided the salary of a second teacher for three 
years. There are about 60 children in the Island 
school, between the ages of 5 and 15. The second 
grant provides money for a small afforestation pro- 
gramme to help supply the Island’s timber needs.

Geographical Features 


The Colony consists of a coastal strip some 
450 miles long and varying from 40 to 120 miles 


i wide on the north-west coast of the island of 


Borneo. A broken range of mountains runs 
south-west through the middle of the island, and 
arawak lies between this range and the sea. 
The southern border with West, or Indonesian, 
Borneo, is formed by another range of mountains 
running westerly from about the centre of the main 
range. The country is divided into three main 
zones. Firstly, an alluvial and swampy coastal 
plain in which isolated mountains and mountain 
groups rise to 2,000 feet or more, then rolling 
country of yellow sandy clay intersected by ranges 
of mountains, and finally a mountainous area in 
the interior. The highest peak is Murud. 7,950 
feet. The Rejang (350 miles long) and Sarawak 
Rivers are navigable for ocean-going ships for 170 
and 22 miles respectively. Others are navigable 
by coastal steamers or launches. Most of the 
rivers have shallow bars which limit the size of 
the vessels entering. In the Trusan, Limbang, 
Baram and Rejang Rivers, gorges and dangerous 
rapids occur well below. the sources. Lowland 
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tropical rain forest covers approximately 34,000 
square miles, or 72% of the land area of the 
Colony. Much of this forest is inaccessible until 
the internal communications of the country can be 
improved. 


Climate 


The climate is ae oe temperatures averaging | 1945 


85°. October to March is the season of the north- 
east monsoon, with heavy rains, strong winds and 
high seas. Except for a transitional month, the 
remainder of the year has less rainfall, with 
occasional droughts lasting up to three weeks. 


In the coastal area from Miri to Labuan most 
of the rainfall is between midnight and dawn. 
{n 1951 at Kuching 157-26 inches were recorded ; 
the maximum monthly rainfall was 18-45 inches 
in October, the minimum 8-30 inches in June.

Miri owes its existence to the Sarawak oilfields. 
It was almost entirely destroyed as a result of the 
war but reconstruction is now far advanced. 


History 

The history of Sarawak as an integral State 
begins with the first landing of James Brooke in 
1839. At that time Sarawak was the southern 
province of the Brunei Sultanate. The oppression 
of the Sultan’s viceroy, Makota, had goaded 
Malays and Land Dayaks into revolt. James 
Brooke interceded in the dispute, brought about a 
settlement and was rewarded for his services by 
being installed in 1841 as Rajah of the territory 
from Cape Datu to the Samarahan River. 
Thereafter Rajah Brooke devoted himself to the 
suppression of piracy and head-hunting, often with 
the assistance of ships of the Royal Navy, which 
performed almost incredible feats of navigation 
and endurance. Sarawak was_ recogni as 
an independent State by the United States of 
America in 1850, and by Great Britain in 1864. 
In 1861 the territory of Sarawak was enlarged by 
the Sultan’s cession of all rivers and lands from the 
Sadong River to Kidurong Point. 


At his death in 1868, Sir James Brooke 
bequeathed to his nephew and successor, Charles 
Brooke, a country paternally governed, with a 
solid foundation of mutual trust and affection 
between ruler and ruled. In 1882 the frontier 
was advanced beyond the Baram River. In 
1885 the valley of the Trusan River was ceded 
and in 1890 the Limbang River was annexed at 
the request of the inhabitants. In 1905 the Lawas 
River area was purchased from the British North 
Borneo Company, with the consent of the British 
Government. British protection was accorded to 
Sarawak in 1888. . 


The third Rajah, Sir Charles Vyner Brooke, 
succeeded his father in 1917, and progress con- 
tinued in all spheres. In 1941, the centenary 
year of Brooke rule, the State was in a sound 
economic position with large reserves. To 
celebrate the centenary, the Rajah enacted a new 
constitution, and set his people on the first stage of 
the road to democratic self-goverment.

During the Japanese occupation, social services 
and communications were neglected ; education 
ceased; health precautions were ignored; 
acres and malnutrition spread throughout the 

tate. 


After the surrender of Japan, the Australian 
forces entered Kuching on the 11th September, 
, ,and Sarawak was for seven months 
administered by a British Military Administration, 
as a result of whose efforts supplies of essential 
commodities were distributed, the constab 
re-formed and the medical and educational services 
reorganized. The Rajah resumed the administra- 
tion of the State on the 15th April, 1946. It was, 
however, evident to him that greater resources and 
more technical and scientific experience were 
needed to restore to Sarawak her former prosperity. 
He therefore decided to hand the country over to 
the British Crown, and a Bill to this effect was 
introduced into the Council Negri in May 1946 
and passed by a small majority. By an Order in 
Council the State became a British Colony on the 
Ist July, 1946. 


Constitution 


The constitution grants legislative and financial 
jurisdiction to the Council Negri, a body consisting 
of 25 members, 14 of whom are official members 
appointed from the Sarawak Civil Service and 11 of 
whom are unofficial members representative of 
the several peoples dwelling within the Colony 
and of their various interests. The unofficial 
members are a pontes by the Governor in 
Council and hold office for a period of three 
years. In addition to the 25 members there are 
six Standing Members. The Council Negri has the 
power to make laws for the peace, order and good 
government of the Colony and no public money 
may be expended except with the consent of the 
Council Negri. The Constitution Ordinance also 
prone for a Supreme Council composed of not 
ess than five members, a army ced of whom shall 
be members of the Sarawak Civil Service, and of 
the Council Negri. 


All powers conferred upon the Rajah or the 
Rajah in Council by any written law enacted before 
the date of operation of the Cession of Sarawak 
to His Majesty are vested in the Governor in 
Council. In the exercise of his powers and duties 
the Governor shall consult with the Supreme 
Council, except in making appointments to the 
Supreme Council and in cases of immediate 
urgency or of slight importance. 


Land Policy 

All the land in the Colony is classified under 
one of the following headings: mixed zones; 
native areas ; native customary lands ; interior 
areas ; or reserved lands. Alienation to non- 
natives is permitted only in mixed zones which 
the Director of Lands and Surveys may create 
from time to time in areas of not more than 500 
acres ; any area in excess of 500 acres requires the 
approval of the Governor in Council. In native 
areas only natives of Sarawak may obtain rights 
to land. The interior areas consist mostly of 
virgin Jungle and any land occupied there consists 
entirely of native farming lands lying away from 
the main centres of trade and plantation indus 
and only general administrative control is 
exercised. Land may be alienated in large or 


.small holdings, but small holdings predominate 


and the policy is one of encouragement for the 
smallhoider to own his land. 
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Taxation 
The only direct taxes levied on the nativ 
population by Government are the Dayak “* door 
tax” of $1 per family per year, and the Malay 
** head tax ” of $1 per year which is levied on all 
males of working age. These taxes are transferred 
to local authorities, where existent, who may in 
certain circumstances levy a cess of a similar 

amount on other indigenous races. 
Income tax is levied on limited liability 
companies.

Currency 7 

By virtue of the Currency Ordinance, 1951, and 
Proclamation of November 1952, Sarawak 
currency ceased to be legal tender as from 31st 
December, 1952. Notes and coins might be ex- 
changed thereafter only at a Sarawak Government 
Treasury. The legal tender in Sarawak is the notes 
and coins issued by the Board of Commissioners 
of Currency, Malaya and British Borneo. The 
Malayan dollar = 2s. 4d. sterling.

Development Plans 


Sarawak’s Development Plan has been revised, 
covering the period 1955-60, and is estimated to 
cost $99,500,000 (£11,608,000).

Other Development 

Industrial development is mainly in the hands of 
private enterprise, notably the oil industry. The 
Government has also spent about $74 million 
since 1947 on reconstruction and development. 
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Education ? 

At the end of 1953 there were 512 schools in 
Sarawak, 32 of which provided scone ey 
education. The number of children in school, 
which in 1947 was 29,616, had risen by 1953 to 
49,072, of whom 44,499 were at the primary 
stage and 4,573 at the secondary stage. Of the 
total enrolment, 35,542 were Chinese pupils. 
Schools are under the management of Government, 
Local Authorities, Christian Mission bodies, 
Committees of Management of Chinese Schools, 
and Village School Committees. Twenty students 
were awarded scholarships in 1953 for further 
education and training overseas under various 
schemes. Teacher-training is carried on at a 
single Centre at Batu Lintang, near Kuching, 
where teachers are trained for all types of schools. 
The principal scheme of Community Development 
is at Kanowit where young married couples from 
the indigenous peoples receive a two-year resi- 
dential course which aims at improving their 
methods of agriculture and raising their general 
standards of living. Expansion of educational 
services since the end of the war has largely been 
made possible by the encouragement of “* self- 
help ” methods on the part of local communities, 
particularly with regard to the provision and 
maintenance_of primary school buildings and 
furniture. Estimated expenditure on education 
from public funds in 1953 was $2,047,529 
(£238,878) of which $289,356 was contributed by 
e United Kingdom from Colonial Development 
and Welfare funds. 


Libraries, Museums, etc. 


The Sarawak Museum, at Kuching, is the only 
one in Borneo. Its research activities are largely 
concerned with the anthropology and ethnology of 
the country. Archaeological excavations are also 
in progress. The Public Library is housed in the 
Museum buildings; the British Council also 
pea re a library and reading room at Kuching 
and Sibu. 


Health 
Health and sanitation are good in the main 
centres but in the rural areas malaria and other 
iseases are very common. An extensive malaria 
eradication project is being planned. A large, 
new out-patient clinic was opened in Kuching tn 
August, 1954. 


Beds available at the Government hospitals 
number 660, of which 100 are reserved for mental 
cases. The Sarawak Oilfields Company’s hospital 
at Miri has also a number of beds to meet its own 
n 


One of the 24 static dispensaries was closed down 
and, in spite of one less, the number of patients 
seen and treated was 176,106 compared with 
134,538 the preceding year. The 16 Travelling 
Dispensaries which serve the coastal and remote 
population treated 58,842 patients; 4,721 
patients received attention at the travelling road 
dispensaries. The total numbers treated in the 
Colony in 1953 were :— .

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Communications 


There are two airfields, one at Kuching and the 
other at Sibu. Malayan Airways Limited operate 
ive services weekly in each direction between 
Singapore, Kuching and North Borneo centres ; 
hree of these services call at Sibu. 


The road system is not extensive, owing largely 
o the nature of the terrain. The total mileage is 
about 470, approximately 80 miles having a 
bitumen or concrete surface, 77 miles metalled 
and teh 13 miles being dry weather earth roads and 
racks, 


The sea and rivers remain the chief means of 
surface communication. Regular steamship 
services are maintained, by the Sarawak Steam- 
ship Company and the Straits Steamship Company, 
between Singapore and the ports of Kuching, 
Sibu and Miri. There is also a local service 
calling at these ports and other centres up the 
coast. A large number of launches and smail 
powered craft, mainly Chinese, ply up and down 
the main rivers and between ports, carrying 
passengers and cargo. The number and tonnage 
of overseas vessels calling at Sarawak ports 
including timber ships and oil tankers) in 1953 
was : 
3,080,190 and departures 1,460 vessels of a total 
flonnage of 3,067,159. 


Broadcasting 


Radio Sarawak, the Government broadcasting 
service, was inaugurated on 7th June, 1954, and 
broadcasts at strength 5 kW. in both the medium 
and short wave bands on one single transmission, 
with programmes in English, Malay, Mandarin 
and Iban (Sea Dayak). Studios, programme and 
administrative offices are at Broadcasting House 
in central Kuching. The transmitting station Is 
about 14 miles, and the receiver station 44 miles, 
away. High quality medium wave coverage is 
given for a radius of 35 miles around Kuching and 
short wave reception is clear throughout the 
territories of British Borneo and in many other 
countries in the South-East Asian region. 


Principal Occupations 

Approximately 51% of the total population 
works at some gainful occupation and of this 
45% are employed in some form of agriculture. 
The Chinese are to a large extent pepper and 
rubber planters. The Dayaks, Kayans and 
Kenyah are also farmers, employing primitive 
methods and engaged mainly in planting padi. 
The Melanaus, a coastal tribe, engage mainly in 
varie sago and fishing. Sarawak Oilfields 
Limited employ 2,485, mostly Chinese, the balance 
Malays, Dayaks and Indians. The 63 sawmills 
in operation employ approximately 616 workers, 
the majority of them Dayaks, the others Malays 
and Chinese. The logging industry employs about 
400, the majority being Dayaks, the balance 
Burmese, Indians and Malays, and there are 
about 276 cutch factory workers. 

Sago, arrack, biscuit and soap manufacturing, 
pottery, brick-making and gold-mining are the 
other principal industrial occupations ; com- 
munications and transport and rubber-packing 
also employ considerable numbers. 


Twenty-four trade unions, with a total member- 
ship of 4,241 are registered. 


Main Crops and Products 

The main crops produced for export are 
rubber, sago, pepper and copra. Those produced 
for domestic consumption are padi, tapioca,

tion is inadequate to meet local demands for rice, 
ai sane diet, and there are considerable imports 
of rice. 


Animal husbandry plays only a small part at 
present in rural economy. About 6,000 head of 
buffalo are kept, mainly in the north. 


Both marine and freshwater fisheries are of 
considerable importance, but production is 
inadequate to meet local needs and there are 
considerable imports of dried, salted and tinned 

_Fish-farming is becoming of increasing 
importance. 


The Colony’s mineral products are oil, gold, 
coal, antimony, mercury, diamonds, limestone, 
clay used for bricks and tiles, building stone and 
phosphate. Oil and gold have received the closest 
examination but, in common with the other 
minerals, a large amount of work remains to be 
carried out before their potentials are known. 


The only major industry is the refining of oil. 
There are many small factories processing rural 
products scattered throughout the more accessible 
parts of the country—particularly padi mills and 
rubber smokehouses ;_ sago factories are mainly 
confined to the sago-growing areas. There are 

8 sawmills, a match factory, a cutch factory, 
a jelutong refinery, and three distilleries using 
the products of the nipah palm; all these are 
privately owned.

In 1953 40-86% of exports went to Singapore, 
9-88% to other British Colonies, 3-23% to Brunei, 
486% to the United Kingdom and 41-17% to 
other countries. 


In the same year 70-50% of imports came from 
Brunei (crade oil for refining, which is re-exported), 
19-85% from Singapore, 2°34% from other 
British Colonies, 4% from the United Kingdom 
and 3:31%, from. other countries.

The chief imports, other than oil from Brunei, 
are foodstuffs, textiles, tobacco, beverages, and 
manufactured goods. 


Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 


There are no marketing boards, although 
control is exercised by Government over the 
standard grading of sago and pepper for export. 
Co-operative development cominenced in 1949 and 
since then steady progress has been shown. By 
31st August, 1954, there were about 139 societies 
in existence ; rural credit totalled 28, thrift and 
credit 29, consumer 25, processing 25, padi saving 
and marketing 23, the balance being urban credit, 
a central bank and various others. The strongest 
support for co-operation is found in the rural areas 
among the Sea Dayaks, Malays, Melanaus and 
Land Dayaks in that order, but the Chinese also 
are now showing increased interest. The Depart- 
ment of Co-operative Development is expanding 
rapidly but the demand for Co-operation is still 
ahead of the Department’s capacity to supervise. 
A Co-operative Central Bank was registered in 
October 1953 and now acts as the banking agency 
of most Co-operatives.

SEYCHELLES 
Area 


The Colony lies in the Indian Ocean 970 miles 
east of Zanzibar. Its area is 156} square miles. 


Population 
The estimate at 31st December, 1953 was 37,358. 


Geographical Features 


The Colony’s 92 islands are divided into two 
oups of entirely different geological formation 
1) granitic islands (2) coral islands. The former, 
about a third of the total number, are pre- 
dominantly mountainous. In some of them and 
particularly in Mahé, the principal island, a 
narrow coastal belt of level land surrounds the 
granitic mountain massif, and from this the land 
slopes steeply up the mountain side to an 
elevation at Morne Seychellois, the highest peak, 
of 3,000 feet. The coral islands are flat, elevated 
coral reefs at different stages of formation. 


_ Over fourteen square miles are under forest 
and: woodland. 


Climate 

In spite of proximity to the equator the climate 
is healthy. The shade temperature seldom 
exceeds 85° and during the coolest months drops 
to 75°. At higher levels the temperature is slightly 
lower and the air fresher. The hot months are 
from December to May. From June to 
November, during the south-east monsoon, the 
temperature is slightly lower and the atmosphere 
less humid. The rainfall varies in different parts 
of Mahé from 70-135 inches ; the greater part 
falls in the hot months during the north-west 
monsoon, and then the climate is humid and 
somewhat enervating. Malaria is unknown. 
The islands are outside the hurricane zone and 
thunder storms are rare. The average annual 
rainfall in Victoria in 1953 was 91°23 inches 
and the mean temperature was 82°. 


Principal Town 

Port Victoria, the capital, is on the island of 
Mahé. It is the only town of consequence and 
has a population of over 9,000. 


History 

The Seychelles Islands were uninhabited until 
1768 when the French commenced serious 
occupation, having explored them in 1742 and 
1744, and set up their “ Stone of Possession ” on 
Mahé in 1756. The first capitulation to an 
English naval force took place on 17th May, 
1794, when the Colony surrendered to Captain 
Newcome of H.M.S. Orpheus. The capiwlation 
was only transitory in effect and when the English 
squadron had sailed M. de Quincy, the French 
Commandant of the Colony, continued his 
administration in the name of the Republic. 
Between that date and the final surrender in 1810, 
there were no less than six separate capitulations. 


The Treaty of Paris in 1814 finally ratified the 
status of the archipelago as a British possession 


together with the Isle de France. Seychelles and 
Marritius, as the two now became, continued 
to be administered as a single Colony and, even 
more remarkably, de Quincy continued in office 
as Civil Agent, Commandant and Judge until his 
death in 1827, having served the French for twenty 
and the British for eighteen years. A series 
of Civil Agents and Civil Commissioners under 
the tutelage of Mauritius administered the 
Seychelles from 1811 to 1888, but some degree 
of separation was effected in 1872, when a Board 
of Civil Commissioners was appointed with 
financial autonomy. The powers of this Board 


under a Chief Civil Commissioner were extended 


by another Order in Council of 1874. In 1888 
the importance of the islands warranted a further 
changein the constitution, and an Order in Council 
was passed creating an Administrator with a 
nominated Executive and Legislative Council 


‘as from 1889. 
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on In 1897 the separation from 
Mauritius became more marked, when the 
Administrator was endowed with the full powers 
of Governor. Six years later, by Letters Patent 
of 3ist August, 1903, this. separation was com- 
pleted and Seychelles became a Crown Colony 
_ Bp SONcEnos and Executive and Legislative 
uncils. 


Constitution ; 

The elective principle was introduced into the 
Colony for the first time in 1948. The Legislative 
Council consists of the Governor, as President, 
six official members, four elected and two 
nominated unofficial members. The Executive 
Council consists of the Governor as President, 
three official members and such other persons, one 
at least of whom must be an unofficial member, as 
the Governor may from time to time appoint. 


Land Policy 


All land, other than Crown land, is held in 
freehold. Individual ownership is recognized, 
but aliens may purchase land only with the approval 
of Government. |

Development Plans 


_ A Development Plan for the years 1946 to 1956 
is in operation for the building of new roads, 
schools, hospitals and clinics, housing, reafforesta- 
tion, and health development, towards the 
cost of which an allocation of £250,000 was made 
from Colonial Development and Welfare Funds. 
The original ten-year plan is practically completed 
and further capital works are being financed from 
jocal funds. 


Education 


_ Educational institutions number 41 in all, 
including continuation classes, teacher training, 
student nurses, etc. There are 2,450 boys and 
2,521 girls in the Primary schools and 151 boys 
and 189 girls in the Secondary schools, and 20 
technical apprentices. There is no higher education 
; Colony. Sixteen students are studying 
in the United Kingdom and the Republic of 
Ireland. Government expenditure on education 
in 1953 was Rs. 480,210, compared with Rs. 
27,528 in 1935. 7 : 


Libraries . 

There are no Free Libraries. Victoria is served 
by a library established by the Carnegie Trust, and 
there are miniature libraries run by the Co-opera- 
tive Book Society and the French Consulate. 


Health 


Although within the tropics, Seychelles has 
almost none of the diseases usually associated 
with tropical climates. Malaria is absent and 
filariasis and leprosy are very infrequent. Venereal 

i » ONce a scourge in the islands, is rapidly 
coming under control, while efforts to reduce 
intestinal infestations are also being planned. 
A from these two groups of diseases there is 
tuberculosis which is rather more frequent than 
had been previously thought. . It, also, is receiving 
attention. Typhoid fevers are very rare. Pre- 
ventive medicine is gradually coming into 
operation in the Colony. On the curative side 

ere is Seychelles Hospital (110 beds) which is 
capable of dealing with most medical, surgical 
and maternity and ophthalmological cases with 
the assistance of a fully equipped laboratory and 
small X-ray plant. Apart from Seychelles Hospital 
there are small hospitals at Anse Royale, Mahé, 
Baie St. Anne, Praslin and on La Digue Island 
while out-patient clinics are held at Grand Anse, 
Praslin and at Beoliere, North Mahé. Dental 
facilities are available daily in Victoria and once 
a week in Anse Royale, Mahé. Expenditure on 
medical and health services in 1953 was Rs. 
568,588 or Rs. 15 per head of the population. In 
1935 expenditure was Rs. 72,682. 


Communications 

There are 86 miles of motorable all-weather 
roads in Mahé, with a width of 15-20 feet, 
earth-surfaced. Tarmac surfacing is in progress in 
Victoria and suburbs. 

_There are at present no landing grounds for 
aircraft. 

A bi-weekly service of Government motor 
aunches carrying some 50 persons is in 
na gene between Victoria, Mahé and the islands 
of Praslin and La Digue. British India Steam 
Navigation Company vessels on the Bombay- 
Mombasa service call at Seychelles monthly from 
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Mombasa and about seven times a year from 
Bombay. The Royal Interocean Lines vessels on 
the Far East-East Africa service call in both 
directions once a month. Direct loading cargo 
steamers from the United Kingdom call quarterly. 


Broadcasting 

The Seychelles Broadcasting (transmitting and 
re-diffusion) station broadcasts nightly for one 
hour on a wavelength of 52 metres, 5,770 ke/s. 
with an output of 100/130 watts. Themanagement 
is carried out voluntarily by the Director of 
Education, and Messrs. Cable and Wireless 
provide the technical services and maintenance.

Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 

There are as yet no true co-operative societies 
in the colony. Agricultural credit is available 
from the Seychelles Agricultural Bank. A Copra 
Producers’ and Shippers’ Committee is responsible 
for the marketing of copra. The Copra Price 
Stabilization Ordinance, 1949, provides for a cess 
of 6% of the f.o.b. price of copra. These funds 
may be used to subsidize prices to the producer 
should world prices decline.

SIERRA LEONE 


Area 

The total area is 27,925 square miles (Colony 
256, Protectorate 27,669). The Protectorate is 
divided into three Provinces (Northern 13,925, 
South-Western 7,868 and South-Eastern 5,876 
square miles). 


Population 

The mid-1952 estimate of population was 
2,005,000 (Colony 130,000 ; Protectorate 
1,875,000). Twenty-five per cent. of the Africans 
in the Colony are settlers and their descendants. 
Apart from these, and about 2,000 Europeans and 
Asiatics, the population is tribal, mainly Mende 
and Temne. 


Geographical Features 
Geographically the territory falls into three 
main zones :— 


(i) The Colony Peninsula, 25 miles long and 
ten miles wide, is mostly mountainous and the 
highest point is almost 3,000 feet above sea 
level. Rivers rising in this area are mountain 


torrents and not navigable. 


(ii) A belt of plains, with mangrove swamps 
on its sea margin, extends to a width of 50 miles. 
There are many rivers traversing this belt 
almost all of which are navigable for at least 
part of their length. 


(iii) Rising ground in the east and north-east 
of the Protectorate, which reaches 6,000 feet, 
forms an upland plateau in which most of the 
Sierra Leone rivers have their source. Agricul- 
ture tends to give way to cattle in the remoter 
parts of this area. 
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Climate 


There are two distinct seasons : the dry season 
from November until April, and the wet season, 
which extends over the rest of the year. Rain is 
heaviest on the coast, especially on high ground. 
Most of the rain falls in the three months July- 
September. The mean temperature is approxi- 
mately 80°, but whereas on the coast the mean 
range of temperature is approximately 10°, 
inland it is approximately 20° on the eastern 
boundary. Relative humidity also has a much 
larger range inland, approximately 12% on the 
coast, and 25-30% inland.

History 


The Colony of Sierra Leone originated in the 
sale and cession of a portion of land by ‘“* King ” 
Naimbana and his subordinate chiefs to Captain 
John Taylor in 1788 on behalf of the “ free 
community of settlers, their heirs and successors, 
lately arrived from England, and under the 
protection of the British Government”. This 
portion of land was described in the treaty as 
extending from the bay commonly called French- 
man’s Bay, but of which the name was changed to 
St. George’s Bay, coastwise up the River Sierra 
Leone to Gambia Island, and southerly or inland 
from the riverside 20 miles. 


The main purpors of the Colony in its inception 
was to secure a home on the African continent for 
a number of natives of Africa, and some others, 
who, due to various circumstances, had_ been 
separated from their countries of origin, and were 
destitute in and about London. Subsequently 
the settlement was used for Africans rescued from 
slave ships and also for Africans repatriated from 
North America, The territory received additions 
from time to time by various concessions from the 
native chiefs. Thus, in 1807, “‘ King” Farima 
and ** King” Tom ceded all the land they 


possessed in the peninsula of Sierra Leone lying to 


the westward of the settlement and on Ist January, 
1808, the whole settlement became a Crown 
Colony ; in 1861 Bai Conteh, “ King ” of Koya, 
with his chiefs, ceded a_portion of the Koya 
country abutting on the Colony of Sierra Leone. 
In 1825 the Governor made a treaty of cession 
with various chiefs in, and in the neighbourhood 
of, Sherbro Island, for the purpose of adding 
these countries to the territories of the Colony. 
The treaty, not immediately ratified by the 
Crown, was revived by a new agreement made in 
1882. Other treaties of cession were made from 
time to time. 
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On 31st August, 1896, a proclamation was 
issued declaring a Protectorate over the hinterland 
of Sierra Leone, and Ordinances were passed 
providing for the administration of this Pro- 
tectorate. 


Constitution 


That part of Sierra Leone administered as a 
Colony includes the Sierra Leone Peninsula, Tasso 
Island, Banana Island, and York Island, and the 
township of Bonthe on Sherbro Island. 


Royal Instructions of 1951 provide for an Ex 
ecutive Council of four ex officio members and no 
less than four unofficial members appointed from 
among the elected members of the Legislative 

uncil. An Order in Council of 1951 provides 
for a Legislative Council consisting of 32 members, 
including the Governor (who is President) and a 
Vice-President. There are seven ex-officio 
members, seven members elected from the Colony 
districts, twelve members elected from the 
Protectorate District Councils, two members 
elected from the Protectorate Assembly, and two 
nominated members appointed by the Governor. 
This Order in Council contains provisions in 
connexion with legislative procedure which 
previously were included in the Letters Patent. 
It does not, however, contain the procedure for 
the election of members to the Legislative Council. 
This is now provided for in a local Statute, the 
Legislative Council (Elections) Ordinance, 1951. 


An amendment to the Royal Instructions made 
in April 1953 vests the six unofficial members of 
Executive Council with the title and responsibilities 
of Ministers. 


With regard to the Protectorate, in 1951, under 
the poe of the District Councils Ordinance, 
1950, the basis of representation of Chiefdoms 
in the District Councils was broadened by the 
addition of three members who may be either 
appointed by the Chiefdom representatives in the 
District Council or elected for a particular area. 
By the same Ordinance executive and financial 
responsibilities were vested in the Councils to 
enable them to take their full part in the develop- 
ment of the Protectorate. Their revenues are 
derived from Native Administrations and from 
grants made by Government and by the Sierra 
Leone Produce Marketing Board. 


Land Policy 


In the Protectorate land may not be alienated 
though it may be leased for a term not exceeding 
50 years to non-natives with the consent of a 
Tribal Authority and the approval of the District 
Commissioner, In the Colony individual owner- 
ship is recognized and there is no restriction on 
alienation to non-natives. 


Taxation 


There are three forms of direct taxation in 
force: income tax, poll tax, and house tax. 
Income tax is chargeable on individuals at 
graduated rates (beginning at 6d. in the £) subject 
to personal reliefs and other deductions. An 
unmarried man is granted £300, and a married 
man £500 as an initial relief. Companies pay a 
flat rate of 9s. in the £ and a double taxation agree- 
ment has been concluded with Her Majesty’s 
Government. Poll tax is Se roa by non-natives 
at the rate of £4 a year and is offset against an 
individual’s liability for income tax. A house tax 
of 5s. a year is payable in the Protectorate by all 
adult native males. 


The two main forms of indirect taxation are the 
trade tariffs and excise duties.

Currency 

The currency in circulation is issued by the 
West African Currency Board in London on 
behalf of the four British West African territories. 
It consists of notes of 100s., 20s. and 10s. ; yellow 
metal alloy coins of 2s., 1s. and 6d. ; nickel coins 
of 3d., 1d. and $d. In addition bronze coins of 
1d. and 3d. are now in circulation. The currency 
is interchangeable with sterling at par. 


Development Plans 

** An Outline of the Ten-Year Plan for the 
Development of Sierra Leone” was published in 
1946. The Plan provided for the development 
of the following three main services at a total cost 
of £5,256,575 in the ten-year period :—

As a contribution towards this expenditure, an 
allocation of £2,600,000 under the 
Development and Welfare Act of 1945 was made. 


Owing to difficulties in obtaining the requisite 
supervisory staff and materials it was not possible 
to work strictly to the outline plan referred to 
above, and a comprehensive review of the 
economic potentialities of the country was 
therefore undertaken in 1949 and “ A Plan of 
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Economic Development for Sierra Leone” was 
produced and published. The purpose was to 
indicate the measures necessary to achieve a 
substantial increase in economic production in 
the next five years. The Plan envisaged the 
expenditure of £5,000,000 to be raised by loans, 
as and when required, to finance the following

Other Development 


Under the provisions of the Development of 
Industries (Assistance) Ordinance, 1946, the 
Government has established the Development of 
Industries Board. This Board may grant loans, 
either with or without interest or security, from 
monies voted for the purpose by Legislative 
Council, which may not in aggregate exceed 
£10,000 in any one year, to assist in the establish- 
ment of new, or the development of existing, 
industries which, in the view of the Board, will 
contribute to the economic development of 
Sierra Leone. Since the inception of the Board 
loans totalling £26,900 have been granted for the 
establishment or extension of certain industries 
including the manufacture of soap, mineral water, 
furniture and boot and shoe making, weaving 
and spinning, fishing, rice-milling and nut- 
cracking, timber-sawing, motor repairing and 
market gardening. . 


Education ° . 

University courses in Divinity, Arts, Com- 
merce and Education are provided at Fourah 
Bay College (University of Durham), Freetown. 
At the beginning of 1953-54 session, 149 students 
were in attendance at these courses. Seventy 
scholarships for higher education were awarded 
in 1953 (30 for study overseas, 12 for degree 
courses at Fourah Bay College, and 28 for Higher 
School Certificate and General Certificate of 
Education courses at Fourah Bay College, Prince 
of Wales School and Bo Government School). 
Seventy-two Sierra Leone craps debe and 
about 196 private students were known to be 


studying in the United Kingdom. About 45

There are five Teacher Training Colleges and 
two Teacher Training Departments in the terri- 
tory; 415 students, including 24 agricultural 
instructors, were in training in 1953. 


There are two Government Secondary Grammar 
Schools, three Government Secon Central 
Schools and nine assisted Secondary Schools in 
the territory ; 3,703 students were enrolled in 
.. There are also two unassisted Secondary 
Schools, which had 306 pupils. Four Government, 
257 assisted and 96 unassisted Primary Schools 
had an enrolment of 46,833 pupils. 


Literacy campaigns were conducted by the Pro- 
tectorate Literature Bureau in chiefdoms and 
1,450 reading certificates were issued. It is 
claimed that between 25,000 and 30,000 people 
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have become literate in the vernacular, and 35,000 
books in Mende, Kono, Temne and Kuranko were 
sold or distributed in 1953. 


The Extramural Department of Fourah Bay 
College, the British Council and the Social 
Welfare Department organized adult education 
courses in various subjects. 


Expenditure from all sources on education was 
approximately £622,504 in 1953 of which £218,231 
was contributed from Colonial Development and 
pte y funds. In 1935 expenditure amounted to 


Libraries 

There are libraries in schools and Government 
departments. Fourah Bay College has a library 
of some 7,500. volumes. The British Council 
maintains a subscription library of over 18,000 
books and makes regular bulk loans of books and 
periodicals to the Protectorate. In Freetown there 
are also two small public libraries. 


Health 

In 1953 beds available in hospitals (including 
two Infirmaries and a inaternity hospital) totalled 
1,124 (Government 873, Missions 172, Mining 79). 
In-patients at Government Hospitals numbered 
10,744 and out-patients 127,830. There were 
29 Government dispensaries (excluding 21 treat- 
ment. centres attached to the Endemic Diseases 
Control Unit) at. which 139,414 new cases were 
handled. Special measures to control malaria and 
endemic diseases are undertaken by Government. 


_ Actual expenditure on medical and allied services 
in 1953 was £394,644 from Colony resources an 
£22,598 from Colonial Development and Welfare 
Funds. By comparison actual expenditure in 1935 
was £63,923. 


Communications 

Freetown Airport (Lungi) is the only inter- 
national airport in the territory and is operated 
by the Government Department of Civil Aviation. 
Air Services are operated through Freetown 
Airport by Air France, Hunting-Clan/Airwork 
Services and West African Airways Corporation. 
They connect Sierra Leone to the three other 
British West African Colonies and provide a 
thrice-weekly service to and from the United 
Kingdom and other countries in Europe. Meteoro- 
logical services are available and are a part of the 
British West African Meteorological Service with 
headquarters at Lagos. 


The railway carried 1,037,980 passengers and 
126,759 tons of freight in 1953. The gauge of the 
railway is 2 ft. 6 in. and the mileage maintained 
(including sidings) totalled 337. This mileage 
included a branch line covering a distance of 
822 miles. The Marampa railway (3 ft. 6 in. 
gauge) is operated by the Sierra Leone Develop- 
ment Company Limited for the purpose of carrying 
iron ore from Marampa to Pepel, a distance of 
57% miles. 

There are 2,663 miles of road (1953)—bitu- 
minous surface 110 miles, gravel or earth surface, 
2,553 miles. 

Freetown is a port of British Shipping Registry, 
four miles up the Sierra Leone River and has one 
of the finest harbours in Africa. Smaller ports are 
at Pepel, Bonthe and Sulima. Pepel is a loading 
port for iron ore from the Marampa_ mines ; 
Bonthe and Sulima are loading ports for local 
produce such as palm kernels, palm oil and 
piassava. Passenger and cargo services to the 
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United Kingdom are provided by Elder Dempster 
Lines, Limited, and Palm Line, Limited, and to the 
Continent by Holland West Africa Line. A limited 
cargo service to the east coast ports of America is 
provided by Elder Dempster Lines, Limited, and 
the Barber Steamship Lines, and to South Africa 
by J. P. Holmen, Limited, and Elder Dempster 
Lines, Limited. | 


The total of inland waterways is approximately 
493 miles but several of these rivers are only 
navigable for three months of the year when the 
rivers are in flood. A considerable amount of 
local produce is transported to Freetown by 
launches from the Great and Little Scarcies River 
in the north and Bonthe River to the south. 


Broadcasting 

Government operates a wired broadcasting 
system in Freetown which rediffuses the B.B.C. 
Overseas Service and local programmes to which 
there were 3,500 subscribers in August 1954. In 
the same month the number of licences issued to 
owners of private sets was 818. The operation 
and. maintenance of the station is in charge of the 
Posts and Telegraphs Department while the 
tediffusion programmes are arranged by the 
Public Relations Department. 


_ There is no direct broadcasting at present but it 
is expected that a 5 kW. transmitter will be brought 


into operation in April, 1955. 


Principal Occupations 
It is estimated that over half the population are 
engaged in agriculture.

The main crops and products are palm kernels 
and palm oil, piassava, rice, cocoa, coffee, ground- 
nuts, cassava, benniseed, Kola-nuts, bananas an

The livestock population (rough estimate) is :

The main timber products in 1953 (figures in 
solid cubic feet) were :—sawn timber 365,000 ; 
shingles 4,000 ; roundwood 3,000,000 ; firewood 
90,015,000 ;_ charcoal 14,000 and gum copal to 
the value of £600. Furniture to the value of 
£18,502 was made by the Government Forest 
Industries Branch. Sawn timber is not available 
for export but small quantities of gum copal and 
charcoal are exported. 

Inshore fishing by African fishermen is extensive 
but insufficient to meet the demand in Freetown 
and the Protectorate. One British and one Italian 
trawler have recently begun operations from 
Freetown. 
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The Headquarters of the West African Fisheries 
Research Institute are situated at Kissy, near 
Freetown. Their research trawler has been 
operating from Takoradi in the Gold Coast during 
the months April-July 1954, and their Jaunches 
have maintained an intensive inshore research 
programme throughout the year. The Institute 
also possesses two seine boats, which are under- 
taking an intensive fishing and hydrological survey 
of the Sierra Leone River estuary. 


The chief minerals mined are iron-ore, diamonds 
and chrome ore. Small quantities of gold are 
also found. Production in 1953 was:— —

Other minerals known to occur in Sierra Leone 
are platinum, ilmenorutile, lignite, cassiterite and 
molybdenite. 


Eight pioneer oil mills for the expressing of 
palm oil are operated by the Sierra Leone 
Produce Marketing Board. An_ oil-expressing 
plant for the Precucon of groundnut and kernel 
oil is expected to be in operation in 1955. It will 
be operated by Government. A hammermill will 
be incorporated in the plant to produce pig feed. 
Government operates one small and two large rice 
mills and there are a few privately owned mills, 
all on a small scale. Furniture making is carried 
on by Government and private enterprise. Two 
privately owned soap factories produce approxi- 
mately 125 tons of soap per year. Village 
industries include weaving, hand methods of 
expressing palm oil, and cracking of palm nuts to 
obtain the kernel. Mechanical cofiee-hulling is 
also being introduced and experiments are being 
made with the mechanical preparation of foofoo. 
A mobile, power-driven, palm nut cracking 
machine has been developed and tested and Is 
being gradually introduced in the country. 
Increasing assistance continued to be given to the 
banana industry throughout the year.

Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 


The Sierra Leone Produce Marketing Board 
was set up under Ordinance No. 1 of 1949, the 
objects being to secure the most favourable 
arrangements for the purchase, marketing and 
export of Sierra Leone produce, and to assist, by 
all possible means, in the development of the 
agricultural industry in Sierra Leone and of 
secondary industries connected with it. To this 
end the Board has erected six pioneer mills for 
the extraction and procesnng of palm oil and 
two are in course of erection. 


On 30th April, 1954, there were 135 Co-o 
Societies, with 5,643 members and subscribed 
capital of £4,454. Their surplus and reserves 
totalled £6,328. Their turnover during the year 
ending on that date was £89,000. Government has 
authorized the advance of up to £20,000 in loans 
to co-operative societies, mostly to assist them in 
giving short-term loans to their members.

The population of Singapore City, the seat of 
Government, is about 830,615. 


The population of the Cocos-Keeling Islands, 
which numbered 1,000 in July 1952, has since 
been reduced by emigration to about 624. 


Geographical Features 


The highest point on Singapore Island is 581 
feet above sea level. The largest permanent 
stream is the Sungei Seletar which is nine miles 
long. Forest and Nature Reserves, including 
mangrove swamps, total about 15 square miles. 


The greater part of Christmas Island is a central 
plateau 600-700 feet above sea level, rising to 
low hills up to 1,170 feet. Most of the island is 
densely wooded : it contains extensive deposits 
of mixed phosphates. The island lies about 
Ag ae miles south of the western extremity 
of Java. 


The Cocos-Keeling Islands are a low-lying 
coral atoll, thickly covered with coconut palms ; 
the highest point above sea level is 25 feet. The 
lends lie about 700 nautical miles south-west 
of Java. 


Climate of Singapore 


There are no well-defined dry and wet seasons. 
Rain falls throughout the year, temperature is 
uniform, humidity high. The mean maximum 
teniperature is 87°, the mean minimum 74° ; 
average annual rainfall is 95 inches. 


History 


_A prosperous commercial centre flourished at 
Singapore under the name of Singapura (the 
Lion City’) in the thirteenth and fourteenth 
centuries ; this was destroyed by the Javanese in 
1377. In 1819, Sir Stamford Raffles signed an 
agreement with the Sultan of Johore Lingga which 
gave the British the right to establish a factory, 
and under which the Sultan agreed that no land 
was to be alienated to, or treaty concluded with, 
any other foreign power. The Island’s population, 
150 when Rafiles landed in January 1819, had risen 
by August to 5,000 and the Settlement developed 
rapidly into a trading centre. By the Treaty of 
ndon, 1824, Holland withdrew its former 
objections to the occupation of Singapore and 
ceded Malacca, while Britain surrendered Ben- 
coolen and all the East India Company’s 
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possessions in Sumatra. In the same year a 
treaty was signed with the Sultan by which he 
ceded to the East India Company the island of 
Singapore in full sovereignty and property. By 
this time Raffles had endowed the island with a 
magistracy, a code of laws and police force, 
trading regulations, a town-planning scheme, and 
an English school (the Raffles Institution). From 
1824 the phenomenal progress of Singapore 
continued. The value of trade in 1864 was 
£13,252,175. The population had risen by 1860 
to 81,734 of all nationalities, but with a significant 
majority (over 50,000) of Chinese. Singapore had 
completely overshadowed its sister Settlements of 
Malacca and Penang, with which it had been 
incorporated in 1826 as the Straits Settlements, 
and it was natural that the seat of Government 
souls, eS transferred from Penang to Singapore 
in 


The Straits Settlements was brought under the 
Presidency of Bengal in 1830 and transferred to 
the direct control of the Governor-General in 
1851. With the abolition of the Company's 
monopoly of the China trade in 1834 India lost 
interest in the Straits: it was difficult to find 
suitable officials for the territory and protection 
in war was impossible. The Viceroy, Lord 
Canning, had no objection to the transfer of the 
Settlements to the Colonial Office, which in 1860 
was agreed to in principle. In 1866 an Act was 
passed to transfer the control of the Settlements 
from the Indian Government to the Colonial 
Office. This was formally put into effect in 1867 
when the Straits Settlements became a Crown 
Colony. 


Though the adjacent islands of Blakang Mati 
and Pulau Brani had been fortified, the garrison 
in 1914 consisted only of the equivalent of two 
battalions, while from the naval point of view 
Singapore was no more than a port of call and 
coaling station. With the emergence of Japan as 
the third naval power in the world the Imperial 
Government decided in 1921 that Singapore 
should become the headquarters of a battle fleet 
and by 1938 a first-class naval base had been 
constructed with graving and floating docks to 
accommodate the largest capital ships. The 
defences of the island were, however, designed for 
resistance to attack by sea and in February 1942 
it fell to a Japanese land attack down the Malay 
Peninsula and across the Johore Strait. For 
three and a half years it was occupied by the 
Japanese, but was recovered on the 5th September, 
1945, without opposition, by forces under the 
command of Lord Louis (now Earl) Mount- 
batten, and was constituted a separate Colony. 


Despite the despoliation it suffered during the 
occupation, and the post-war unrest which 
culminated in 1948 in the Malayan Emergency, 
Singapore entered a new phase of prosperity 
which was accentuated by the increased world 
demand for rubber. In 1951 imports were valued 
at $3,625,000,000 and exports at $4,095,000,000. 


The Malayan Emergency has had its inevitable 
effect on Singapore, particularly in 1950 when 
there were many terrorist outrages. In December 
1950 occurred the tragic riots arising from the 
“Bertha Hertogh” case, in which 18 people 
were killed. Public security was greatly improved 
during 1951, but must remain a constant concern 
of the Government so long as the Emergency lasts. 
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Constitution 

The Constitution was brought into effect by the 
Singapore Colony Orders in Council 1946-50. 
These together with the Royal Instructions of 
27th March, 1946, as amended from time to time, 
provided for :— 

(a) A Governor and Commander-in-Chief 
appointed by Commission under Her Majesty’s 
Sign Manual and Signet. 

(6) An Executive Council, consisting of the 
Governor as Chairman; four ex officio 
members (namely, the Colonial Secretary, the 
Attorney-General, the Financial Secretary, and 
the President, City Council) ; two nominated 
official members ; four nominated unofficial 
members ; two elected members elected by the 
nominated unofficials and elected members of 
the Legislative Council from among themselves. 

(c) A Legislative Council consisting of the 
Governor as President; four ex officio 
members (as for the Executive Council) ; five 
nominated official members ; _four nominated 
unofficial members; and not more than 
twelve elected members of whom three are 
severally elected by the European, Chinese and 
Indian Chambers of Commerce, and the 
remainder by popular franchise from nine single- 
member Electoral Districts. 

The above mentioned Constitution was replaced 
by the coming into force on 8th February, 1955, of 
the Singapore Colony Order in Council, 1955, 
which established the new Constitution recom- 
mended by the Rendel Commission. The first 
elections under the new Constitution are due to 
be held on 2nd April, 1955. Presided over by a 
Speaker there will be an Assembly of 32 with 
25 elected members, four nominated unofiicials, 
and the Chief Secretary, the Attorney-General 
and the Financial Secretary as ex officio official 
members. Based on the majority party or group 
of parties, this Assembly will be a Council of 
Ministers of nine, six elected members and the 
three ex officio members. They will be a “Cabinet” 
with collective responsibility for the affairs of the 
Colony, except for foreign affairs, defence and 
internal security. 

The present City Council and Rural Board will 
be replaced by a City and Island Council of a 
Mayor, eight aldermen and 24 elected Councillors. 


Land Policy 

From the foundation of the Settlement of 
Singapore there has never been any restriction on 
the alienation of land to non-natives. Alienation 
is now invariably by leases for periods up to 
99 years. Statutory grants and grants in fee 
simple are issued only in special circumstances 
affecting old titles. The supply of vacant Crown 
land within the City area is practically exhausted 
and large areas are in process of acquisition for 
public purposes, particularly housing. 


Taxation 

Income tax is levied on income accruing in or 
derived from the Colony or received in the 
Colony from outside. Companies are charge- 
able at 30% and resident individuals at a 
sliding scale ranging from 3% on the first $500 
of chargeable income and rising to 30% on 
incomes exceeding $50,000. Non-resident indi- 
viduals are charged from 20% to 30%, but British 
subjects and British protected persons may be 
entitled to a proportion of the personal allowances 
and reduced rates applicable to resident individuals. 
A double taxation arrangement with the United 
Kingdom is in force.

Currency 
The currency in circulation is that issued by the 
Board of Commissioners of Currency, Malaya 
and British Borneo, and is the only legal tender 
in the Federation of Malaya, Singapore, Sarawak, 
North Borneo and Brunei. It consists of the

(i) above consists of notes of the denominations of

10 cents, 5 cents and 1 cent. Currency notes 
bearing dates prior to Ist July 1941 were de- 
monetized on 31st August, 1948. 

Silver coins were demonetized on 31st 
December, 1952, and ceased to be legal tender from 
that date. The amount of such coins nominally 
in circulation as at 31st December, 1953, was 
$22,090,075: 45. 

_ The total amount of currency notes in circula-

Development Plans 

Thirty-two separate projects of the Singapore 
Development Plan are being actively pursued at 
present. The eventual expenditure on these pro- 
jects 1s expected to be approximatelv £ 100,000,000 
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over a ten-year period ending in 1960. The 
group nature of these projects is set out in the 
table below.

Out of this total about £33,000,000 is estimated 
to have been spent by the end of 1954 leaving 
£67,000,000 to be spent from 1955 to 1960 
inclusive. 

The Housing programme of the Singapore 
Improvement Trust is estimated to cost about 
£25,000,000. Both Government and the City 
Council are also engaged in extensive schemes for 
housing their own employees. 

The ten-year programme includes about 
£12,000,000 for expenditure on Schools and 
Medical buildings. 

The improvement of the Water Supply and 
Sewerage of Singapore City and Island involve a 
final expenditure of more than £8,000,000 on 
water supply and about £5,000,000 on sewerage. 


Under the head Transport/Communications 
the new airport at Paya Lebar is expected to 
require approaching £4,500,000 before com- 
pletion and the Singapore Harbour Board’s new 
graving dock and wharf extension between 
£4,000,000 and £5,000,000. 


Under Fuel and Power, the new Pasir Panjang 
Power Station will eventually cost between 
£10,000,000 and £11,000,000. A further £5,000,000 
represents the cost of the new distribution 
system. 

Of the amount earmarked for multi-purpose 
schemes, much the largest part is for two extensive 
development-cum-reclamation schemes. 


The Colonial Development and Welfare Fund 
has provided $10,000,000 towards the cost of the 
new International Airport and has made a loan of 
$1,750,000 towards the new graving dock. The 
total grant for all services, including a Regional 
Fisheries Research Laboratory, is $16,168,000 
to be spent up to the end of March, 1956. All 
the rest of the schemes in the Development Plan 
are to be financed by local resources. Hitherto 
the expenditure on Government projects has been 
met from revenue, or from accumulated surpluses, 
which have also provided money to be lent to the 
Improvement Trust for its housing programme. 
The projects of the City Council which include 
the Pasir Panjang Power House and distribution 
system, the extension of the water supply, and of 
water-borne sewerage, are largely financed by loans 
raised in Singapore by the issue of Municipal 
Debenture Stocks. During 1954 a sum _ of 
$30,000,000 was raised in this way. The City 
Council has hitherto been able to finance part of 
its programme from revenue surpluses. 


A recent estimate suggests that the Colony will 
still have to find, from revenue surpluses and 
previous savings, whether of the Government, 
the City Council or the Harbour Board, and also 
from current surpluses of the Singapore Improve- 
ment Trust, etc., a sum of just over £30,000,000, 
during the next five or six years. 
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Other Development 

Twenty-four acres of the 53-acre industrial 
estate of the Colonial Development Corporation 
had been developed by the end of 1954. The 
estate is sub-divided into factory sites each of an 
area of approximately two acres and each having 
light, power and water available. Manila rope, 
edible oils, yarn and boot polish are being 
produced. 

The Corporation has been joined by the 
Government of the Federation of Malaya in 
making share and loan capital available for the 
Federal and Colonial Building Society, Limited, 
which was set up to assist in alleviating the housing 
shortage and continues to expand both in 
Singapore and the Federation. The authorized 
capital is $50 million (£5,833,333) of which the 
paid-up capital is approximately £1,073,000. 
Approximately 2,318 loans have been negotiated 
between March 1950 and September 1954, and 
the total amount advanced has been approximately 
£3,256,000. The Society aims at bringing home 
ownership within the ability of lower income 
groups. 


Education 

The 549 schools in the Colony provide education 
for some 180,000 students of whom 83,000 are 
taught in English and the remainder in the main 
vernacular languages (Chinese, Malay and Tamil). 
There are 6,182 teachers employed, about ee of 
them being trained. Approximately 12% of the 
students are in Secondary Classes. The Technical 
Schools provide for 360 students following day 
courses, and about 1,500 enrolments in 50 evening 
classes. Nearly 900 students are under training in 
the Teachers’ Training College, the majority on 
part-time courses while working as student proba- 
tioner teachers in the schools. The University of 
Malaya has 282 men and 90 women students from 
Singapore ; 95 Singapore students are studying at 
Universities and Colleges overseas. Adult 
Education Classes are now attended by 9,910 
persons. The Singapore Education Com- 
mittee advises Government on all aspects of 
education, and the Education Finance Board 
scrutinizes and approves the Departmental 
estimates before their submission to Government. 
The net cost of Education in 1953 was $19-24 
million (capital expenditure $1-53 million), 
compared with $3-38 million (capital expenditure 
$0:22 million) in 1947. he large increase is 
due to the implementation of the Ten-Year and 
Supplementary Plans for educational expansion. 


Libraries, Museums, etc. 

The Raffles Library (at present attached for 
administrative purposes to Raffles Museum) 
contains about 70,000 volumes. In 1954 it had 
over 10,000 subscribers. The Museum has 
departments of zoology, ethnography and 
archaeology of the Malaysian region, and of the 
history of Singapore and Malaya. It publishes 
the Bulletin of the Raffles Museum. 

The Malayan Branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society, closely associated with the Raffles Museum, 
publishes a quarterly journal devoted mainly to 
history, archaeology and ethnography. 


Health 

The Government Medical Department provides 
some 5,000 beds in its eight hospitals and Leper 
Settlement of which some 1,400 are available for 
the treatment of acute disease. There are eight 
static dispensaries, four travelling dispens aries 
and a floating dispensary service for general cases 
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among the population of over 300,000 in the; A complete course for nurses is in operation and 
rural areas, and a chain of 43 centres where the | the local qualification is now registrable in 
Government maternity and child welfare division | England and Wales.

operates in addition. A school medical and 
dental service and a quarantine service are 
working on a steadily expanding basis. 


A ten-year Medical Plan is in operation to 
double all the existing services and provide 
adequate service for the whole population by 
1960, and a well-appointed Nurses’ Home, for 
250 nurses, a new outpatients’ division, with a 
modern blood-transfusion unit at the Civil 
General Hospital of 800 beds, and two large 
rural health centres were completed and opened 
in 1953. Work has already begun on improve- 
ments and extensions to the Maternity Hospital 
covering both accommodation and _ teaching 
facilities and for the provision of three more rural 
Maternity and Child Welfare centres. Under the 
Plan the Tuberculosis Hospital will be built up 
to 1,100 beds from the present 400 beds. New 
wards are being built at the Children’s Orthopaedic 
Hospital and at the centre for leprosy cases. The 
Venereal Diseases campaign is conducted on most 
up-to-date lines with a special hospital, clinics, a 
travelling dispensary and a follow-up visiting 
scheme. 


In the field of tuberculosis, out-door treatment 
is provided at a clinic and domiciliary relief and 
assistance by the Almoners’ Department is 
rapidly expanding; a B.C.G. campaign was 
successfully started in 1951. If the average 


incidence of tuberculosis from 1939-41 is taken as | 


100, the index, which rose to 170 during the 
Japanese occupation, has shown a steady decline 
over the post-war period to 32 in 1953. Some 
17,000 cases of tuberculosis have passed through 
this centre since 1946 and the number of out- 
patients in regular attendance is over 6,000. This 
problem remains one of the most urgent, however, 
and plans for more beds and a Chest Unit are 
in hand. The Royal Singapore Anti-Tuberculosis 
Association with its own clinic and treatment 
centre gives most valuable co-operation to the 
Government. This Association is also greatly 
extending the scope of its service, particularly 
in rehabilitation. The Tuberculosis Treatment 
Allowance Scheme is operated by the Department 
of Social Welfare. The payment under this 
scheme is restricted to patients whose prognosis 
is good and who are likely to be returned to their 
former working capacity within a reasonable 
space of time. 


Main hospital out-patient attendances, which 
were under 100,000 per annum before the war, 
have risen to over 950,000 ; yearly attendances at 
tural and maternity clinics have risen from 85,000 
to 227,037. Homes visited by nurses now total 
33,302 and by midwives 46,388. An attempt is 
made to see all rural births, while the Maternity 
Hospital deals with some 20,400 maternity cases 
yearly or over 37% of the total births of the 
Colony. In-patients in the main acute hospitals 
total over 55,000 per annum, compared with 
26,000 before the war. Leprosy services are 
being rapidly modernized and some 1,500 patients 
are under treatment or observation. 

There is a Medical Faculty in the University of 
Malaya where the qualifications of M.B. and B.S., 
registrable in the United Kingdom, can be obtained 
after a full course of training lasting six years. 
Training is also given for the B.D.S. (Bachelor 
of Dental Surgery : 


United Kingdom), the Diploma of Pharmacy | serves Singapore also. 
and the Diploma of the Royal Sanitary Institute. | gauge. 


Health granted by the University is recognized 
by the General Medical Council. 

Statutory Boards cover all medical, nursing, 
dental and pharmacy activities, and there is a 
Hospitals Board. 

Health figures for the Colony continue to 
improve. Although the population is increasing 
by some 35,000 a year through natural means the 
death rate decreased from 19-51 in 1939 to 10°31 
in 1953. The infantile death rate fell from 130-4 
per thousand in 1939 to 67:04 in 1953. With no 
outbreak of any of the major infectious diseases, 
Singapore remains one of the healthiest city ports 
in the Far East. The birth rate at 48-68 continues 
to be one of the highest in the world. This has 
resulted in a very young population with its 
special and peculiar problems. . 

All the usual special Departments such as eye, 
ear, nose and throat and orthopaedics, are included 
in the hospital services. Physiotherapists, 
almoners, health visitors and occupational 
therapists are employed on an expanding scale. 
Treatment of mental disease is based on one of 
the largest institutions in the East and here all 
the modern forms of treatment can be obtained. 

The Government expenditure on Medical and 
Health Services in 1953 amounted to $20-7 million 
compared with $6-3 million in 1947 and $12-75 
million in 1951. 


Communications 

Kallang Airport, on the southern side of 
Singapore Island, which has been an international 
civil airport since 1937, will close in 1955 when the 
new international airport at Paya Lebar is opened. 
The new airport has a runway 8,000 feet in length 
and will be equipped to meet the highest Inter- 
national Civil Aviation Organisation standards. 
The Air Traffic Control Centre now based at 
Kallang will also be removed to the new aerodrome 
and will control the traffic in the Singapore 
Flight Information Region on an advisory route 
system. The terminal building is not expected 
to be ready until some time in 1957.

223-5 miles of bituminous and 8-93 miles of 
gravelled surface roads are maintained by the 
Public Works Department. 


The control of the port of Singapore is divided 
between (a) a government and (6) a non-govern- 
ment authority. 

(a) The Master Attendant administers all the 
waters of the port including the Outer and 
Inner Roads, Keppel Harbour, the Western 
Anchorages, Telok Ayer Basin, the Singapore, 
Rochore, Kallang and Geylang rivers and 
other Colony waters. 

(6) The Singapore Harbour Board adminis- 
ters the wharves, docks and premises of the 
Board situated in Keppel Harbour and a 
slipway at Tanjong Rhu under the provisions 
of the Ports Ordinance; also the quays and 
waterfront premises at Telok Ayer Basin on 
behalf of the Singapore Government. With the 
exception of the Chairman (Manager) the 
members of the Board are appointed by the 
Governor. 


The natural harbours around the southern end 
of the island still retain their deep water channel 
capable of taking the largest ships. Wharves 
comprise :—

In 1953 cargo handled by the wharves totalled 
5,357,049 tons. In the first half of 1954, 2,230,800 
tons were handled. A total of 3,698 ships was 
worked, the aggregate net registered tonnage 
being 10,398,970 tons. 


The Board maintains tugs for the towing, 
berthing and unberthing of ships; _ lighters, a 
fleet of steel barges and a salvage tug with a range 
of 5,000 miles. 


The Board has first-class facilities for docking 
and ships’ repairs with five dry docks operating. 
The largest of these is King’s Dock, which can 
accommodate ee up to 45,000 tons, and 
construction has begun on a parallel Queen’s 
Dock. There are also modern plating shops to 
carry out hull repairs. Electric current for lighting 
and power can be supplied to vessels alongside 
repair berths and in dry docks. Fresh water, 
steam, hydraulic power and compressed air are 
all available throughout the dockyards. 
oxygen plant is also available for ship repair work. 


The port is served by passenger and cargo lines 
from Europe, the U.S.A., and other countries in 
the Far East, and there is a regular freight and 
passenger service to South Africa via East African 

orts, and to South America. Several coasting 
ines are engaged in trade to Indonesia and in 
conveying transit cargo to Thailand, Borneo and 
Sarawak. 


Broadcasting 

Radio Malaya is operated on a pan-Malayan 
pasis by the Department of Broadcasting for the 
Governments of Singapore and the Federation of 
Malaya. Programmes in English, Chinese (seven 
dialects), Malay and Tamil are broadcast over 
three networks. The total number of hours of 


A modern | ; 
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broadcasting is 240 per week, of which over 24 
hours are occupied by broadcasts to Schools in 
English, Malay, Chinese and Tamil. 

In Singapore the Department has studios and 
offices at Caldecott Hill. The main transmitting 
Station is at Jurong, some 143 miles from the 
City, where four short wave transmitters of average 
power 5 kW. and three medium wave transmitters 
of average power 10 kW. are situated. 

In the Federation of Malaya studios and offices 
are maintained at Kuala Lumpur, Penang and 
Malacca. V.H.F. equipment has now been 
installed and these stations are fully integrated 
with the Singapore programmes. 

The number of current broadcast listening 
station licences is 42,470 in Singapore and 110,835 
in the Federation of Malaya. 

A commercial company operates a rediffusion 
service in Singapore, Kuala Lumpur and Penang 
under Government licence, to which there are at 
present 30,232 subscribers in Singapore, 10,887 
in Kuala Lumpur and 4,617 in Penang. 


Principal Occupations 

The estimated numbers of employees in the 
chief occupations are: transport and com- 
munications (including port and lighterage) 55,000, 
commerce and finance 100,000, light industries 
82,000, agriculture (largely market gardening) 
30,000, public administration (central Govern- 
ment, Defence Services and Local Authorities) 
60,000. There are 183 registered trade unions, 
having a membership of 79,764. 


Main Products 

The small area of agricultural land is used 
mainly to produce food crops for local consump- 
tion. There is also a considerable production o: 
pigs (some 219,000) and poultry (about 34 million 
head) but other livestock are relatively few. 

Manufactures comprise a wide range of light 
industries, employing directly some 60, 
workers. In the main, production consists in the 
processing of primary products such as rubber, 
tin, copra, sago, rattan, etc.; ship-building, 
docking and ship repairing facilities ; and the 
production of a growing range of consumer goods 
such as dry cell batteries, glass products, aerated 
water, edible oils, matches, plastics, sauces, 
aluminium ware, textiles, boot polish and rope. 

There is extensive fishing in local waters, but the 
catch is insufficient to meet the demand and is 
supplemented by imports. In consequence, 
Government is giving every encouragement to the 
development of offshore fisheries. 


Trade 
Singapore handles the major proportion of the 
imports and exports of the Federation of Malaya. 
In addition much of the external trade of her 
more immediate neighbours passes through her 
hands. The chief exports are rubber, tin, petroleum 
products, copra, canned pineapples, coconut oil 
and spices. A wide range of manufactured 
consumer and capital goods is also imported for 
local consumption and for re-export.

Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 
Singapore participates on a pan-Malayan basis 
with the Government of the Federation of Malaya 
in legislation concerning the marketing of rubber 
and pineapples. The Malayan Rubber Export 
Registration Board is concerned with regulating 
the packing. grading/ and)shipping of rubber and 
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with measures for ensuring that the quality of 
rubber to be exported is of the standard required. 
The Pineapple Joint Industrial Council is con- 
cerned with the negotiation of agreements on 
prices and grades of fruits, the regulation of 
production, and the marketing of canned 
pineapples. 
Fifty co-operative societies were registered as 
_ aed 3st December, 1953. They had a member- 
oy of 22,167, a working capital of $6,133,698 
reserve funds of $208,769. They include 
40 Thrift and Loan, and Thrift, Societies and a 
Housing Society.

SOMALILAND PROTECTORATE 


Area 

The Protectorate extends along part of the 
southern shore of the Gulf of Aden and is 68,000 
square miles in area. 


Population 

No complete census has yet been possible but 
the mainly nomadic Somali population is esti- 
mated to be 640,000. The non-indigenous element 
of the population is small. It consists of European 
and Indian officials of the Government, one or two 
European representatives of commercial houses in 
Aden and a few Indian and Arab traders. 


Geographical Features 

The country consists of four main features— 
the coastal plain, the maritime plain (both 
known as the Guban), the escarpment, rising in 
parts to 6,000 and 7,000 feet (the Golis), and a 
gently sloping plain or plateau to the south (the 
Ogo). The Haud, the empty waterless plains, 
the greater part of which lie to the south of the 
Protectorate frontier, constitute the principal 
pastures of the country. 


Climate 

Except for the intense heat of the coast with an 
irritating dust-laden wind, which also occurs in a 
few inland areas during the south-west monsoon 
from May to September, the climate is healthy 
and pleasant. 
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The temperature varies from 70°—-108° in the 
coastal areas, and in the highlands from occasional 
slight local frosts (32°) to between 80° and 99°. 
The rainfall varies from an average of 2 inches at 
Berbera on the coast, 5 inches at Burao, 15 inches 
at Hargeisa, to as much as 50 inches in the higher 
mountains of Erigavo and Borama Districts. 


Principal Towns 

The capital is Hargeisa—population about 
20,000 ; Burao has about 4,000, Berbera, the 
principal port, about 7,500. The population of 
these towns varies considerably at different times 
of the year. 


History 

When the Egyptian garrisons were withdrawn 
in 1884 a British Protectorate was established 
over the tribes on the Somaliland coast from 
Zeila to Berbera. By 1887 a series of treaties 
guaranteeing British protection had been con- 
cluded with various Somali tribes and in the 
following year the limits of the British and French 
spheres of influence were defined. The other 
inland boundaries of the Protectorate were defined 
eens with Italy in 1894 and Ethiopia in 


Until 1898 the Somaliland Protectorate was 
administered by the Resident at Aden as a depen- 
dency of the Government of India. In that year 
it was transferred to the Foreign Office and in 
1905 to the Colonial Office. 

From 1901 until 1920 the Government was 
engaged in sporadic operations against the 
Mullah, Mohamed Abdulla Hassan. In 1910 the 
Government withdrew to the coast for three years 
but it was not until 1920 that the Mullah’s power 
was finally broken. 

In August 1940 Italian Forces from Ethiopia 
invaded and occupied the Protectorate but in 
March 1941 the British Forces drove out the 
Italians and a Military Government was estab- 
lished. The Protectorate remained under military 
administration until 1948 when the Civil Govern- 
ment was reconstituted. 


Constitution 

The constitution is based on the Somaliland 
Order in Council, 1929. There is no Executive 
or Legislative Council and the power to make 
Ordinances is vested in the Governor. A Protec- 
torate Advisory Council, consisting both of 
elected and of selected Somali representatives of 
all sections of the people, was established in 1947: 
there is also a non-statutory Governor’s Council 
of official members. Local Government Councils 
with executive powers have been established for 
the two principal towns of Hargeisa and Berbera. 


Land Policy 

Government recognizes, or grants, individual 
title to land only in the towns. Apart from a small 
number of old freehold and waqf* titles, land in 
the towns is held on lease from the Government. 
Outside the towns there is no alienation of land. 


Taxation 

The principal form of taxation is indirect, i.e. 
Customs import and export duties, which in the 
financial year 1953-54 yielded 76:9% of the total 
ordinary revenue. There is no income tax or any 
form of direct taxation save a house tax payable by 
owners or occupiers of property, which is assessed 
at 10% of the annual rental value of the property. 
In addition, a municipal sales tax, or octroi, 
exists On certain commodities, e.g. livestock and 
cereals brought for sale into specific townships.

Other Development 

A Somaliland subsidiary of an American Oil 
Company has for some time been engaged on a 
geological survey and a further company has 
recently commenced survey work in another area 
of the Protectorate. Both firms are operating 
under exploration licences. 


Education 


Expenditure on education in 1935-36 was £500 
whilst the estimate for 1953-54 is over £52,000. 
There are now 45 grant-aided private schools and 
Koranic schools (1,480 pupils in 1953). There are 
also 16 Government elementary schools including 
a girls’ school opened in 1953 (1,050 pupils in 1953) 
and two Intermediate Boarding Schools (326 
pupils in_1953). There is also a Vocational 
Training Centre for 40 pupils, a Trades School for 
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70 boys and a small Secondary School to take 
a maximum of 60 boys which was opened in 1953. 
Twenty-three boys were maintained in Secondary 
Schools and Technical Colleges outside the 
Protectorate and 18 Somalis have been sent for 
further education in the United Kingdom and the 
Sudan. There are small Government schools for 
European and Indian children. Since there are no 
missions operating in the Protectorate there are no 
mission schools. 


Libraries, etc. 


There is in Hargeisa a “‘ Secretariat Library ” 
(predominantly non-fiction) which is open to 
members of the public as well as to Governmeni 
officials. There are also ten Government reading 
rooms (with public listening radio sets installed) in 
the main towns and settlements. 


Health 


Expenditure on medical and health services in 
te8510. was £11,000. The estimate for 1953-54 is 


The commoner diseases are tropical ulcer, the 
respiratory diseases, particularly lobar pneumonia, 
venereal diseases, tuberculosis, eye complaints and 
malaria. Malaria is seasonal and its incidence 
from year to year varies with the rainfall: it 
sometimes assumes epidemic proportions but its 
incidence is generaliy low and no administrative 
headquarters can be classified as malarious. 
Preventive measures are largely directed to raising 
the standards of housing and environmental 
sanitation in the towns, and to education of the 
people in the avoidance of disease. Malaria 
control by residual spraying is being carried out 
on an increasing scale. 
measures are largely dependent on treatment 
of infectious cases at present, but a large scale 
B.C.G. vaccination scheme is receiving active 
consideration. 


There are seven district hospitals, with a total 
capacity of 600 beds. There is also a Mental 
Hospital in Berbera with accommodation for 75 
patients. The new group hospital in Hargeisa is 
now in operation and the old hospital is being 
developed as a Tuberculosis Hospital of 140 beds. 
There are in addition 13 district dispensaries, 
manned by locally trained dressers while over 75 
Tribal Aids are now living and working amongst 
the nomads. 


During 1953 96,274 persons were treated at 
hospital out-patients departments and of these 
8,649 were admitted. There were 32,675 first 
attendances at District Dispensaries.

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Communications 

Regular air services are maintained by Aden 
Airways between Hargeisa, Berbera an Aden, 


and with East Africa and Addis Ababa. There are 
no internal services or railways. 

There are approximately 3,000 miles of gravel 
or earth roads. 

A fairly regular weekly steamer service operates 
between Aden and Berbera. Other sea coni- 
munications are maintained by dhow. The 
Brocklebank Line maintains a monthly service 
from the United Kingdom to Berbera during the 
months October to April. 


Broadcasting 

The Government Information Office maintains 
a broadcasting station known as Radio Somali, 
which transmits on a wavelength of 7:125 Mc/s 
for one and a half hours per day. Receiving sets 
are installed in schools and community centres 
throughout the Protectorate. 


Principal Occupations 

Government service and public works provide, 
in effect, the only source of local employment and 
numbers of Somali emigrate in search of work. 
The large majority of the people are nomads 
with camels, sheep and goats. The growing of 
crops, though still on a small scale, is increasing. 
It is estimated that there are some 12,000 small 
farms in the country, most of them less than ten 
acres in extent. 


Main Crops and Products 

The main crops and products are millet, hides, 
skins, gum and guano. A rough estimate of the 
livestock population is: camels 1,200,000, 
sheep 2,355,000, goats 1,645,000. There are also 
some cattle and horses.

TANGANYIKA 


Area 


The total area of the territory is 362,688 square 
miles, which includes about 20,000 square miles 
of inland water. The land area (in square miles) 
of the eight Provinces into which the Territory 1s 
divided is as follows: Central 36,410, Eastern 
42,094, Lake 39,134, Northern 32,165, Southem 
55,223, Southern Highlands 45,472, Tanga 13,803 
and Western 78,405. 


Population 

Eight million Africans (1953 estimate), 17,885 
Europeans, 56,499 Indians, 3,240 Goans, 13 
Arabs, 2,060 Somalis, 1,576 coloured, 1,209 others 
—total non-African population (1952 census) 
95,494. Among the Africans some 120 tribes can 
be distinguished. Some of these number only 4 
few thousand persons, while the largest tribe in the 
Territory, the Sukuma, represents 12% of the 
African population and numbers nearly 900,000. 
Other large tribes in numerical order are the 
Nyamwezi, Ha, Makonde, Gogo, Haya and 

agga. These seven tribes together compnise 
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35% of the African population, and with the 
addition of a further six smaller tribes next in 
ust make just 50% of the total African popula- 
ion. 


Geographical Features 

The two extremes of topographical relief of the 
whole continent of Africa lie within the boundaries 
of the Territory—Kilimanjaro, with a permanent 
ice-cap, rising to 19,565 feet above sea-level, and 
the deep trough-like depression filled by the waters 
of Lake Tanganyika, the world’s second deepest 
lake. Along the coast lies a plain, varying in 
width from 10 to 40 miles, behind which the 
country rises gradually to the great central 
plateau, which for the most part maintains an 
altitude of some 4,000 feet, is sharply defined 
along both its eastern and western margins by a 
series of steep-sided and deeply eroded escarp- 
ments, and falls sharply to the west to the level 
of the lakes (Tanganyika 2,534 feet; Nyasa 
1,568 feet)* which lie in the trough of the great 
Rift Valley. Along both the eastern and western 
escarpment edges the plateau has been elevated 
to form long but relatively narrow belts of high 
country, rising in several places to over 7,000 feet. 
In the west this belt is cut by the valley of the 
Malagarasi River. This valley provides a drainage 
outlet to Lake Tanganyika from a large part of the 
central plateau, and thus extends the Congo- 
Atlantic drainage basin to within about 350 miles 
of the Indian Ocean. The escarpment to the east 
of Lake Nyasa is broken by the Ruhuhu River. 
The valley of the Ruhuhu is of importance as 
forming possibly the only practical alignment for a 


rail connexion between the coast and Lake 
Approximately half of the two great 
lakes, Victoria and Tanganyika, lie within the 


Nyasa. 


Territory’s borders, and lakes Natron, Manyara, 
Eyasi (in the north) and Rukwa (in the south- 


west) account for most of the remainder of the 


20,000 square miles of inland water. 


Climate

(i) The coast region and immediately adjoin- 
ing hinterland—tropical, temperature seldom 


below 80° during October-May, when the 


two rainy seasons occur; between June and 
September it is much cooler. Average tempera- 
ture 76°; average rainfall 40 inches. 


(ii) The central plateau, altitudes 2,000—4,000 
feet—prevailing characteristics low humidity, 
rainfall 20-40 inches annually, mean temperature 
over 70° with great daily and seasonal variations, 
sometimes exceeding 30° daily ; nights almost 
invariably cool. 


(iii) The semi-temperate regions round the 
slopes of Kilimanjaro (19,565 feet) and Meru 
(14,979 feet) to the north of the Territory, the 
** Winter Highlands ” further west, the Usam- 
bara and Pare Highlands in the north-east, 
the Fipa Plateau in the south-west, and the 
mountainous areas to the north and east of 
Lake Nyasa (5,000 to 10,000 feet). Frosts at 
higher altitudes, nights cold. 


Generally speaking, the rainfall is low for a 
tropical country. Except for the northern and 
middle sections of the coastal belt, where the 
advent of the rain is dependent on the south-east

seasons—the greater part of the Territory has 
generally a one-season rainfall, beginning in 
November or December and continuing more or 
less unbrokenly to the end of April or May.

History 


The country now known as Tanganyika came 
under German influence largely through the 
initiative of Dr. Karl Peters. In 1884 he journeyed 
into the interior and concluded twelve treaties 
with chiefs whose chiefdoms were then declared 
to be German territory. In 1885 the land he had 
acquired was placed under the protection of the 
Imperial German Government. A_ ten-mile 
belt along the coast was regarded as belonging to 
Zanzibar, but in 1888 Germany acquired the 
right of collecting duties on the coast and in 
1890 took over the coastal strip on payment of 
£200,000 to the Sultan of Zanzibar. For some 
time after their acquisition of the territory the 
Germans were engaged in quelling risings, and in 
1905 there broke out a serious rebellion, known 
as the ** maji-maji”’ rising, in the southern areas 
and extending from Lake Nyasa in the interior 
to Kilwa on the coast. 


Soon after the outbreak of the 1914-18 war 
clashes took place between British and German 
forces on the northern frontier of the Territory, 
but the serious attempt to occupy the country 
did not begin until 1916. By the end of that year 
all the country north of the Central Railway was 
occupied by British or Belgian forces and a 
provisional Civil Administration was established 
for that area on the Ist January, 1917. In 
November 1917 the German forces were driven 
across the Ruvuma River into Portuguese East 
Africa and the occupation of the whole of the 
Territory was then completed. By the Treaty of 
Peace with Germany, signed at Versailles in 
1919, Germany renounced in favour of the Principal 
Allied and Associated Powers all her rights over 
her overseas possessions, including her East 
African colony. The Principal Allied and 
Associated Powers agreed that His Britannic 
Majesty should exercise a mandate to administer 
this former German colony, except for the areas 
of Ruanda and Urundi, for which the mandate 
was given to the Belgian Government. In 1920 
the office of Governor and Commander-in-Chief 
of the Territory was constituted. Since then the 
administration of the Territory has continued to 
be carried out under the terms of the Mandate 
until the establishment of the Trusteeship System 
under the Charter of the. United ;Nations. 
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Constitution 

The basis of the administration of the Territory 
in international constitutional law is the Trustee- 
ship Agreement approved by the General Assembly 
of the United Nations in 1946. The basis of the 
administration in demotic constitutional law is in 
Orders in Council under the United Kingdom 
Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890. 


The Territory is administered by the Governor 
assisted by an Executive Council consisting of 
ex officio, nominated official and unofficial 
members. The function of this Council is to 
advise the Governor on all matters which the 
law prescribes should be dealt with by the 
Governor in Council and on such other matters 
as he may see fit to refer to the Council. If in 
any matter the Governor takes action contrary 
to the advice of the Council, he must report the 
circumstances to the Secretary of State, giving the 
grounds and reasons for his action. 


The Legislative Council, as at present constituted, 
consists of a Speaker, 15 ex officio and nominated 
official members and 14 unofficial members. 


In 1954 the Governor announced proposals to 
increase the Legislative Council in 1955 to 
61 members, 31 being ex officio and nominated 
and the remaining 30 (ten Africans, ten Asians 
and ten Europeans) being representative members. 


Land Policy 

All public lands and all rights over them are 
under the control of and subject to the disposition 
of the Governor to be held and administered for 
the use and common benefit, direct or indirect, 
of the natives of the territory and no title to the 
occupation and use of any such lands is valid 
without the consent of the Governor who, in 
exercise of his powers, is obliged to have regard 
to the customary laws and customs of the indi- 
genous inhabitants. Freehold title over public 
land may not be created or granted except in 

iving effect to any contract or undertaking by the 
former German Government or in substitution 
thereof. The Governor may make grants of 
rights of occupancy over public land to both 
native and non-native persons for terms not 
exceeding 99 years, demand a rental and revise 
the rental at stated intervals. 


Taxation 

_ The tax system includes indirect taxation in the 
form of import, export and excise duties, stamp 
duties, and miscellaneous licence fees. 


Particulars of direct taxation are set out below. 


(a) Native House and Poll Tax. House tax 
is payable in respect of every“ native dwelling”; 
poll tax by every able-bodied male member of 
the indigenous population of the age of 18 
and over who is not liable for house tax, other 
than those specifically exempted. 

(b) Non-Native Poll Tax is payable by all 
males of the age of 18 and over who are not 
liable for taxes leviable under the native tax 
laws; it is graded in relation to individual 
incomes. | 

(c) Non-Native Education Tax is payable by 
every male non-native over 18 resident in the 
Territory, and assessed on poll tax payable. 

(d) Municipal House Tax is levied on owners 
of houses in townships, not including native 
dwellings, at rates not exceeding 15% of the 
net annual value of the house. The tax is not 
normally leviable in those townships where 
local rates are in force. 
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(e) Estate Duty is payable at graduated rates 
on any deceased estate of a value exceeding £100. 


(f) Income Tax.—Resident individuals pay 
Shs. 1/50 on each & of the first £400 of charge- 
able income ; where this exceeds £400, upon 
the whole chargeable income at the rate of 
Shs. 1/50 in the £ with the addition of one- 
eighth of a cent for every £ of chargeable 
income in excess of £400 up to a total of 
£1,600, at which point the rate is Shs. 3/- in 
the £. On chargeable income in excess of 
£1,600 the rate is Shs. 5/— in the £. Where the 
total income exceeds £2,000 a surtax is payable 
of Sh. -/25 cents, increasing by one-eighth of a 
cent up to a total income of £3,500, and 
thereafter by one-twentieth of a cent up toa 
maximum rate of surtax of Shs. 9/-. 


Non-resident individuals pay at the rate of 
Shs. 2/— where chargeable income does not 
exceed £800. Where it exceeds £800 the rate 
is the same as for residents. 

The income of individuals is subject to their 
personal allowances.

Currency 

This is issued by the East African Currency 
Board in.London. The British East Africa 
shilling is the standard coin.; Subsidiary coi0s 
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are of the following denominations: 1 cent, 
5 cents, 10 cents and 50 cents. There are 100 
cents to the shilling. Currency notes are issued 
in the following denominations : Sh. 5/-, Sh. 10/-, 
Sh. 20/-, Sh. 100/-, Sh. 200/- and Sh. 1,000/-. 


Development Plans 


Since 1948 there has been a steady rate of 
development and it is anticipated that this develop- 
ment will continue at a rate of £4 million per annum 
of capital expenditure. The following figures are 
of interest in illustrating the development which 
has taken place in the past six years :—

These funds come from a variety of sources but 
the main items are Loan Funds, Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare Grants and contributions from 
Tanganyika Revenue. 


A_ new development plan covering the period 
1955-60 is at present under preparation. 


Other Development 


The Colonial Development Corporation’s 
wattle plantations in the Njombe district now 
extend over an area of 23,790 acres. In the gold 
mine acquired by the Corporation in the Musoma 
district, considerable developments have taken 
place, but operations in their tin mine in the 
Bukoba district have been curtailed due to the fall 
in the price of tin. 


The modified programme pursued by the 
Overseas Food Corporation lays stress on such 
crops as velvet beans, soya beans, millet, and 
tobacco, in addition to groundnuts. Ranching is 
being undertaken in the Kongwa area. 


The D’Arcy Exploration Company jointly with 
the Shelli Exploration Company ts prospecting for 
oil in the coastal belt under an exclusive licence 
and a new company is being formed to carry this 
work to its next stage. Preparations to cut out 
deep drilling on Mafia Island are nearing comple- 
tion. 


Work on the deep water berths at Mtwara and 
on the Southern Province railway has been com- 
leted, but work continues on the deep water 
Berths at Dar es Salaam and on improved harbour 
facilities at Tanga. 


Following ona preliminary reconnaissance by an 
F.A.O. expert in 1953, a survey of the Rufiji basin 
by a team of F.A.O. experts, assisted by members 
of Government and the Overseas Food Corpora- 
tion, was undertaken during 1954 and is expected to 
continue on a larger scale in 1955-56, the whole 
project being financed from Colonial Development 
and Welfare funds. The object of the survey is to 
lay down the main lines of the development of the 
basin and to ensure that such development as is 
ener possible is in line with the overall 
scheme. 


Education 


Facilities for higher education are provided by 
the University College of Makerere at Kampala 
in Uganda. African students from Tanganyika 
who qualify for entrance to Makerere at present 
are required to pay fees of only £40 towards the 
cost of tuition and residence at the College, the 
balance being met from Government funds ; 
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provision exists for the remission of these fees in 
cases of need. The number of students in 
residence from Tanganyika in 1953 was 88. The 
present target is for 200 students from Tanganyika 
to attend Makerere in 1956. At the end of 1953 
there were five Africans at Universities and four 
attending co-operative courses in the United 
Kingdom. About 59 Asians from Tanganyika are 
studying in the United Kingdom. 


An increasing number of Africans are complet- 
ing the full Secondary school course and 86 passed 
the Cambridge School Certificate Examination in 
1953. The system of African education has been 
revised under the Ten-Year Plan for African 
Education which provides for three stages up 
to the secondary level; the Primary school 
covers Standards I-IV; the Middle school 
V-VIII and the Secondary school IX-—XII 
inclusive. It is hoped that there will be, by 1956, 
310,000 Primary pupils, 32,100 Middle school 
pupils and 3,720 Secondary pupils. One trade 
school accommodating 500 pupils is already in 
being and the building of a second is in hand The 
sum of £50,000 has been contributed to the Royal 
Technical College of East Africa at Nairobi 
which is intended to provide advanced technical 
training for East African students of all races. 


Facilities for European, Indian and other non- 
native education are provided by the European 
and Indian Education Authorities and by the 
Advisory Committee on other Non-native 
(including Goan) Education. Each of these 
Authorities has its own fund to which Government 
makes a substantial contribution annually. Seven 
Government Primary schools, one with a 
Secondary school attached, 16 assisted schools and 
five unassisted schools together with a Government 
Correspondence School give primary education to 
1,821 and secondary education to 264 European 
pupils ; 12,852 Indian pupils are attending three 
Government Primary schools and 97 assisted 
Primary schools, and 4,586 Indians are receiving 
secondary education at two Government schools 
and 32 assisted schools. Another 758 non-natives 
are receiving primary education and 162 secondary 
education at two assisted schools for other non- 
natives. 


Expenditure on educational services durin 
1953 amounted to approximately £2,997,937, o 
which £169,797 was contributed from Develop- 
ment Funds and approximately £392,107 by Native 
eee In 1935 the total expenditure was 


Libraries 


In Dar es Salaam there are the King George V 
Museum Library, the Hindu Mandal Public 
Library, the Arnautoglu Library which caters for 
all races and contains books in English, Swahili 
and Arabic, and the Law Library situated in the 
Legal Department and open to all members of the 
legal profession. In addition there is the East 
African Literacy Bureau Library, which caters 
largely for Africans and has branches throughout 
the territory. 


Health 


There are 474 out-patient dispensaries main- 
tained by Native Authorities, eight by Government, 
65 by grant-earning missions and 282 by private 
bodies and industry. The Native Authorities 
maintain 32 maternity and child health clinics 
Government 37 and missions 69. There are 16 
major leprosaria of which some are maintained 
by Government and some by grant-aided missions. 
Government, missions and—industrial concerns 
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maintain a total of 195 hospitals and bedded 
dispensaries with 10,395 beds. During 1953 
209,851 in-patients and 4,549,521 out-patients 
were treated at Government and mission hospitals 
and dispensaries, and at Native Authority 
dispensaries. 

Total expenditure on medical and _ allied 
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will provide effective coverage for the whole 
territory. This is a Government project financed 
largely from Colonial Development and Welfare 
funds. ‘* Fee nil” licences are issued.

These 
figures exclude such items as medical building 
works provided for in the Public Works estimates 
and public health measures undertaken by the 
various township authorities or the expenditure 
on medical services by industry and voluntary 
agencies. 


Communications 

New international airport and terminal build- 
ings have been opened at Dar es Salaam. 

There are 21 scheduled aerodromes of which 
three—Dar es Salaam, Tabora and Lindi—are 
capable of taking large aircraft in all weathers. 
Internal air transport is conducted by the East 
African Airways Corporation. The Corporation 
operates a network of scheduled services connect- 
ing the main administrative and commercial 
centres of Tanganyika, Kenya, Uganda and 
Zanzibar. The Central African Airways Corpora- 
tion operates services between Nairobi and 


Southern Rhodesia. Small charter aircraft are 


based at Dar es Salaam, Mbeya and Bukoba. | 


Meteorological services are available and are 
controlled by the East African Meteorological 
Department with a territorial office in Dar es 
Salaam. External services connect with the 
services of the East African and Central African 
Airways Corporations. B.O.A.C. operates a 
Hermes service once a week between Dar es 
Salaam and London. 


The railways of the Territory are under the 
control of the East African Railways and Harbours 
Administration (see under “ East Africa High 
Commission ’’). 

There are 545 miles of roads in townships, 
50 in other settlements, 3,243 miles of main 
roads, 3,688 miles of Grade A District roads, 
10,423 miles of Grade B District roads and 
approximately 8,000 miles of village roads. 


Six shipping lines operate services from and to 
Europe and South Africa, two lines operate 
services to India and South Africa, one line 
operates to Portuguese East Africa, two lines 
operate from Europe to and from Indonesia, six 
lines operate services to and from the United 
States of America, one line to and from France 
and Madagascar, one line between Germany and 
East Africa, one line between Australia, New 
Zealand and East Africa, and one line between 
East Canada and East Africa. Coastal services 
between Tanganyika, Kenya and Zanzibar are 
operated by six lines. 

Passenger and freight services are operated on 
Lakes Tanganyika and Victoria by the East 
African Railways and Harbours Administration 
and on Lake Nyasa by Nyasaland Railways 
Limited. These steamer services connect the 
railways of Tanganyika with those of Kenya and 
Uganda and the transport systems of the Belgian 
Congo, Ruanda Urundi and Northern Rhodesia. 


Broadcasting 

The building of a new Broadcasting Station 
commenced in 1954 and a 20 kW. short wave 
transmitter is being installed, which it is hoped

Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 


There are 190 African, five Asian and two multi- 
racial co-operative organizations with a total 
membership of 174,276 persons, a share capital of 
£93,582, and surplus and reserve of £799,247. 

There are four main groups of primary market- 
ing societies affiliated to four Unions : iman- 
jaro Native Co-operative Union Limited, the 
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Bukoba Co-operative Union Limited, the Rungwe 
Co-operative Union Limited, and the Ngoni- 
Matengo Co-operative Marketing Union Limited, 
of which the first three deal in coffee and the last in 
tobacco. The largest is the Kilimanjaro Native 
Co-operative Union Limited to which 32 societies 
with nearly 35,000 members are affiliated. In 
addition, there is the Tanganyika Co-operative 
Trading Agency Limited which handles the 
marketing of mild coffees of all societies other than 
those comprised in the Kilimanjaro Native 
Co-operative Union. All the mild coffee produced 
by co-operative societies is marketed through the 
Moshi auctions while the hard coffee is marketed 
on the Mombasa auctions. 


New marketing primary societies formed during 
the year were chiefly concerned with the marketing 
of cotton in the Lake Province where a consider- 
able expansion of the co-operative movement is 
taking place. 


In addition to the co-operative societies, 
statutory Marketing Boards exist for cotton 
(territorial) ; coffee (Bukoba, Moshi, Arusha) ; 
tobacco (Songea, Nyamirembe) and ghee (Central! 
Province).

Climate

History 
During the first half of the nineteenth century 


the islands were the scenes of civil wars. These: 


were finally checked during the reign of King 
George Pupeu I (1845-93) who had by conquest 
gathered all power in his own hands. 


In 1826 Wesleyan missionaries landed on Tonga 
and by the middle of the century pracucally al 
the chiefs and people had embraced Christianity. 
Not until the last decade of the century, however, 
were questions regarding freedom of worship 
and the relationship of Church and State peaceably 
settled. In 1900, by a Treaty of Friendship and 
Protection, Tonga became a British Protected 
State, while remaining self-governing. 


Constitution 


The present constitution is based, with 
relatively littke amendment, on that granted in 
1875 by King George Tupou I. It provides for a 
Government consisting of the Sovereign (at present 
Queen Salote Tupou, G.C.V.O., G.B.E.) a Privy 
Council and Cabinet, a Legislative Assembly and 
a Judiciary. The Legislative Assembly consists of 
the Premier and Ministers of the Crown (including 
the Governors of Vava’u and Ha’apai) seven repre- 
sentatives of the nobles elected by their peers, 
and seven representatives of the people elected 
by popular franchise, every male Tongan of 
21 years of age who pays taxes and can read and 
write being qualified to vote. Elections are held 
every three years. The President of the Legislative 
Assembly is the Speaker, appointed by the 
Sovereign. The courts consist of a Supreme 
Court, a Magistrate’s Court and a Land Court. 
By Order in Council No. 458 of 1952 the responsi- 
bilities of the High Commissioner for the Western 
Pacific in respect of the Kingdom of Tonga 
were transferred with effect from the Ist April, 
1952, to the Governor of Fiji who acts through 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul and Agent in 
Tonga. British and foreign nationals charged 
with any offence against the laws of Tonga, not 
including crimes punishable by death or imprison- 
ment for over two years, are subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Tonga courts. In other respects 
they are for the time being subject to the juris- 
diction of the Court of the High Commissioner 
for the Western Pacific but his jurisdiction will be 
transferred to the Supreme Court of Fiji in due 
course, as provided by the Order in Council 
referred to above. 


Land 


Every male Tongan on reaching the taxable 
age of 16 years is entitled to 8} acres of land for 
cultivation in addition to a small village allotment 
for his dwelling. 


Land may not be leased to non-Tongans without 
the consent of the Government. Immigrant 
settlement is not encouraged owing to the increas- 
ing shortage of land available for tax allotments 
and local purposes. 
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Taxation 


For the allotments described in the preceding 
paooene an annual tax of 8s. a year is paid and 
in addition an annual tax of 32s., for which free 
education, medical, hospital and dental treatment 
are provided. Indirect taxation includes import 
duties (general tariff 334% ad valorem, British 
preferential tariff 15% ad valorem) and a Port and 
Customs Service tax on imports of 5%. There is 
also an export duty on copra of £8 2s. 6d. per ton.

Currency 


The Tonga £ has the same official exchange 
value as the Australian £. The note issue is of 
denominations of £5, £1, 10s. and 4s. ; the main 
tender status coinage in use is Australian, though 
United Kingdom, New Zealand and Fiji coins 
are also in circulation. 


Education 

There are 133 primary schools (70 State schools 
and the remainder run by Missions) ; secondary 
education is provided by two Government and five 
Mission Colleges. There is a training school 
for Government and Mission primary school 
teachers. In 1953 the total attendance at primary 
schools was 11,311; at secondary schools 
approximately 2,314. Government expenditure 
on education (exclusive of buildings and building 
maintenance) amounted to £43,799 in 1953-54 
compared with £5,835 in 1934-35. 


Health 

The Government of Tonga Medical Department 
operates three public hospitals, two subsidiary 
hospitals and a number of dispensaries. In 1951, 
1,364 in-patients and 25,908 out-patients were 
treated. Government expenditure on medical 
services (exclusive of buildings and _ building 
maintenance) amounted to £56,121 in 1953-54 as 
compared with £7,280 in 1934-35. 


Communications 

There is a good aerodrome on the island 
of Tongatapu, and limited seaplane facilities at 
Nukw’alofa and Vava’u harbours. Tasman 
Empire Airways Limited, by arrangement with the 
Government of Tonga, operate a charter flying 
boat service monthly between Fiji and Tonga. 

There are approximately 60 miles of metalled 
road in Tongatapu and 18 miles in Vava’u 
suitable for motor traffic. There are 150 miles of 
graded earth roads which are only usable by 
motor traffic in dry weather. 

The chief ports, which are also ports of entry, 
are Nuku'alofa and Vava’u. In 1953 Nuku’alofa 
entered 99,674 and cleared 51,780 tons of shipping, 
and Vava’u entered 163 and cleared 51,787 
tons of shipping. Few ships now enter at Vava’u 
owing to the local restrictions to control the 
Rhinoceros beetle, a coconut pest found now in 
the northerly islands of the Group. A regular 
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nonthly passenger and cargo service from New 
ealand via Fiji is maintained by the Union Steam 
hip Company of New Zealand. Regular cargo 
ervices are maintained by vessels of the Bank Line 
nd the Union Steam Ship Company. The former 
ft copra and the latter discharge general cargo 
rom Australia and United Kingdom transhipment 
argo from Fiji. Occasional vessels call to dis- 
harge timber from Canada or oil from Singapore. 


Sea communication within the group is main- 
ained by Government auxiliary vessels, and 
ailing vessels. 


There are no local broadcasting services. 


rincipal Occupations 


Tonga is essentially an agricultural country, 
ind, in general, a land of peasant proprietors. 
The recruitment and employment of labour may, 
herefore, be said not to exist. A minute pro- 
ortion of the population seek employment in the 
sovernment Services, in the stores and European 
easeholds.

TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO 


Area 


The total area of the Colony is 1,980 square 
miles (Trinidad 1,864, Tobago 116) 


Population 


This was estimated to number 688,000 at 31st 
December, 1953. The majority are natives of the 
West Indies, of African and East Indian descent. 
The racial groups at the 1946 census were: 
African 47 %, East Indian 35 %, Mixed or coloured 
14%, European 3%, Chinese 1%. English is 
spoken generally throughout the Colony. 


Geographical Features 


Trinidad is traversed by two mountain ranges, 
the northern and southern ranges, running roughly 
east and west, and a third, the central range, 
running diagonally across the island. Between 
the northern and central ranges the land is flat 
and well-watered; south of the central range 
it is undulating and the water supply poor. 
Apart from a comparatively small area in the 
northern range (main peaks: Cerro del Aripo 
3,085 feet, El Tucuche 3,072 feet) and Mount 
Tamana (1,009 feet) in the central range, all the 
land is below 1,000 feet. The rivers, though 
numerous, are unimportant. A main ridge of 
hills, 18 miles in length, extends nearly two-thirds 
of the length of Tobago from its north-eastern 
extremity. The highest point is 1,890 feet. 
About 578,250 acres (or 46%) of the total area 
of the Colony is under forest. 


Climate 


The climate is tropical. There is a dry season 
from January to the middle of May with an 
average rainfall of 2-3 inches per month, and a 
wet season from June to December (with a short 
break in September) with an average of 8-10 
inches per month. The average annual rainfall 
ranges from 70 inches in the. west to,90 inches in 
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the east. The mean temperature in 1953 ranged 
from 77:4° to 80:-9°.

History 

Trinidad was discovered by Columbus on his 
third voyage in 1498 and taken possession of 
by him for the Crown of Spain. No Governor 
was, however, appointed by the King of Spain 
until 1532, and even then, and for many years 
afterwards, the Spanish colonists had the greatest 
difficulty in maintaining a footing in the island. 
It was visited by Sir Robert Dudley, and by Sir 
Walter Raleigh in 1595, who signalized his visit 
by burning the newly-founded town of St. Joseph, 
and it was included in the Earl of Montgomery’s 
grant, 1628. In 1640 it was raided by the Dutch, 
and again in 1677 and 1690 by the French. 
Towards the end of the seventeenth and the 
beginning of the eighteenth centuries, cocoa was 
largely and successfully cultivated, but a blight 
fell upon the plantations about 1725, and Trinidad 
made scarcely any progress until 1783, when, in 
consequence of representations made to the Court 
of Madrid as to its exceptional fertility, a royal 
proclamation was issued, by which extraordinary 
advantages were offered to Catholics of all 
nations to settle in Trinidad. The consequence 
of this proclamation was a large influx of popula: 
tion, soon augmented by many French families 
driven from St. Domingo and elsewhere by the 
events of the French Revolution ; and to this 
cause is to be traced the preponderance of the 
French element in a colony which never belonged 
to France. 


In 1797, Great Britain being then at war with 
Spain, a British expedition sailed from Martinique 
for the reduction of Trinidad. The expedition 
resulted in the surrender of the island to His 
Majesty’s forces. In 1802 Trinidad was finally 
ceded to the Crown of Great Britain by the Treaty 
of Amiens. 


Tobago was also discovered by Columbus in 
1498, at which time it was occupied by Caribs. 
It was visited in 1596 by Captain Keymis in the 
Darling and found to be uninhabited. In 1628 a 
grant of the island was made by Charles I to the 
Earl of Pembroke. The island remained un- 
occupied until 1632, when some 300 Zealanders 
were sent out by a company of Dutch merchants, 
who styled it New Walcheren. After a residence 
of a year or two these settlers were all destroyed 
or expelled by the Indians and Spaniards from 
Trinidad. In 1641 James, Duke of Courland, 
obtained a grant of the island from Charles I, 
and in 1642 two vessels arrived with a number of 
Courlanders, who settled on the north side of the 
island. These were followed by a second Dutch 
colony in 1654, who, having effected a compromise 
with the Courlanders, established themselves 
on the southern coast; but in 1658 the Cour- 
landers were overpowered by the Dutch, who 
remained in possession of the whole island until 
1662, when the Dutch company resigned their 
right to it. In this year Cornelius Lampsius 
procured letters patent from Louis XIV creating 
t Baron of Tobago, and proprietor of the 
island under the Crown of France. 


The coolest months of the | of Courland was renewed by Charles II. 
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In 1664 the grant of the island to the Duke 

e 
Dutch refused to recognize the Duke’s title, but 
in 1677 they themselves were compelled by the 
French Admiral D’Estrées to evacuate the island, 
the Dutch Admiral Binks being defeated in 
Scarborough Bay, whereupon Louis XIV restored 
the island to the Duke of Courland, who, in 
1682, made over his title to a company of London 
merchants. In 1748, by the Treaty of Aix-la- 
Chapelle, the island was declared neutral, the 
subjects of all European powers being at liberty 
to form settlements or carry on commerce but not 
to place garrisons on it. At the peace in 1763, 
by the Treaty of Paris, Tobago was ceded by 
France to Great Britain in perpetuity. 


In 1781 Tobago was captured by the French, 
after a most gallant defence by the colonists. 
In 1783 it was surrendered by treaty to the French 
Crown. In 1793, it was captured by a British 
force and was once more restored to the French 
by the Treaty of Amiens in 1802; again re- 
conquered in 1803 by a British force ; and in 1814 
finally ceded in perpetuity to the British Crown. 


Constitution 

The Trinidad and Tobago (Constitution) Order 
in Council, 1950, provides for a Legislative 
Council of three ex officio, five nominated and 
18 elected members, presided over.by a Speaker 
appointed by the Governor from outside the 
Council; and an Executive Council consisting 
of the Governor as Chairman, three ex officio, one 
nominated and five elected members elected by 
the Legislative Council. Unofficial members of 
the Executive Council may be charged with the 
administration of particular departments and 
subjects. In the present Executive Council the 
five elected members have been charged with the 
administration of Agriculture and Lands, Com- 
munications and Works, Education and Social 
Services, Health and Local Government, and 
Labour, Industry and Commerce. 


Adult suffrage was introduced in 1946. The first 
general election under the 1950 constitution was 
held on 18th September, 1950, and 70% out of a 
total electorate of 282,989 voted. 


Tobago was amalgamated with Trinidad in 
1888 and in 1898 became a ward of the united 
colony of Trinidad and Tobago. 


Land Policy 

Policy with regard to land in the Colony was 
modified in 1941 when the sale of Crown lands 
was discontinued. Leases are now granted with 
covenants designed to assure full and proper 
development of the land. The period for which 
leases for agricultural purposes are granted is 
25 years, with an option to renew for a further 
25 years. The leases also contain provision for 
compensating the lessees for unexhausted improve- 
ments, and for penalties for dilapidation of 
Government-owned buildings. Individual owner- 
ship is recognized and there is no restriction on 
alienation to non-natives. A small amount of 
Crown land is acquired mainly for public purposes. 


Taxation 


Taxation takes the form under the Customs 
tariff of specific and ad valorem duties, with 
British preferential and general tariff rates. 
There is an export duty on asphalt of $1-20 per 
ton (crude) and $1:66 per ton (refined). The 
excise duty on rum is $6-00 per gallon and on 
petrol 9 cents per gallon. Under an Income 
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Tax Ordinance, the first $1,200 of an individual’s 
income is free of tax, and then for the first 
additional $1,000 the rate is 10 cents for every $, 
but this rate is increased for every additional 
$1,000. A personal allowance of $480 is made for 
a wife and $240 for each child in the Colony and 
the amount actually expended for education, 
board and lodging (not exceeding $1,200) for 
each child educated outside the Colony. The rate 
for life assurance companies is 15% and for other 
companies 40%. Other main heads of taxation 
include estate duties, lands and buildings taxes, 
a sweepstake tax and a cinema entertainment tax.

It was estimated in 1953 that 30% ($21 m.) of 
revenue was derived from Customs and excise and 
40 % ($27 m.) from tax on incomes. In the same 
year the main heads of expenditure were : Public 
Debt $3-2 million; social services (including 
health, education and old age pensions) $18 
million ; works and hydraulics extraordinary and 
annually recurrent $8-1 million; railways and 
telegraphs $2°4 million; special services (food 
subsidies, etc.) $4-°2 million ; subventions $5-8 
million ; and police $3:7 million. 


The Public Debt at the end of 1953 amounted 
to $53-2 million ($79 per capita) of which $13 
million was issued locally and $40-2 million in the 
United Kingdom. The Colony’s surplus balances 
at 31st December, 1953, stood at $40-6 million. 


Currency 


The currency in circulation is issued by the |p 


Commissioners of Currency, British Caribbean 
Territories (Eastern Group) on behalf of Barbados, 
British Guiana, Leeward Islands, Windward 
Islands and Trinidad and Tobago. It consists 
of notes of $1, $2, $5, $10, $20 and $100 and 
United Kingdom silver and bronze coins. (The 
British Caribbean currency notes replaced 
Barbados, British Guiana and Trinidad Govern- 
ment and Barclays Bank (D.C. & O.) currency 
notes in August 1951.) Total currency in circula- 
tion in Trinidad at the end of 1953 amounted to 
$25,558,363. The B.W.I.$4-80 = £1 sterling. 


Development Plans 


Trinidad and Tobago received an allocation of 
$4,800,000 under the Development and Welfare 
Act of 1945 as a contribution towards a develop- 
ment plan. In 1950 a Five-Year Economic 
Programme was drawn up to spend $38,800,000 
between 1951 and 1955. The money is to be 
found from the following sources :—

A revision of the Plan was undertaken in 1954. 
It is now estimated that it will cost a further 
$12,000 to complete. The extra money will be 


found from surplus balances.

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The emphasis of the original plan has been 
changed in three main directions :— 
(a) provision of a basic framework for 
economic development in terms of water, 
electricity, roads ; 


(5) extended medical services to improve the 
health of the community; and 


(c) improved educational facilities, for which 
there have been strong and clamant repre- 
sentations. 


Other Development 


The Aid to Pioneer Industries Ordinance, 
1950, provides for the granting of specific reliefs 
from Customs duty and income tax_to persons 
establishing new industries in the Colony. in 
1951 the Rugby Portland Cement Company 
Limited, in association with the Colonial Develop- 
ment Corporation, set up the Trinidad Cement 
Company Limited, with a capital of $8,000,000, 
to undertake the manufacture of cement. The 
annual output of the factory, which began 
production in 1954, is expected to be 100,000 tons. 
During 1953 the following were declared ‘* Pioneer 
Industries ” : solid carbon dioxide gas ; toilet 
rolls ; buttons, buckles and ornaments ;_ barytes; 
electrical conduit fittings; centrifugally cast 
brass and copper fittings, etc. ; assembling and/or 
manufacture of typewriters, office machines; 
crown corks ; industrial chemicals; and mastic 
asphalt. 


Education 


Primary education in the Colony is free and 
compulsory for all children between the ages of 
6 and 12 resident within two miles of a Government 
or assisted school. No pupil is retained on the 
roll of a primary school after attaining the age of 

Secondary schools prepare pupils for the 
Cambridge school certificate and higher school 
certificate examinations. On the results of the 
latter, five university scholarships are awarded 
annually by Government. 


On the 3ist December, 1953, there were 355 
rimary Schools (64 Government and 291 
Assisted), 8 Intermediate Schools (2 Government 
and 6 Assisted), 139 Private (Non-Assisted) 
Primary Schools and 14 Secondary Schools 
(2 Government and 12 Assisted). There were 
130,974 pupils on roll in the Primary Schools, 
exclusive of 6,057 who were attending the Inter- 
mediate Schools. In the Secondary Schools 
there were 6,944 pupils on roll. In addition to the 
14 Secondary Schools there were 15 Private 
(Non-Assisted) Schools with an enrolment of 
4,637 pupils providing courses leading up to the 
School Certificate Examination. Thus there 
were 11,581 pupils receiving secondary education 
in Secondary Schools, apart from a not incon- 
siderable number in the Intermediate Schools. 
A Board of Industrial Training maintains a 
full-time technical school and conducts evening 
Classes at seven different centres. Comprehensive 
in-service training in well-equipped schools and 
workshops is also carried out by the larger oil 
companies. A Government Technical College 
at San Fernando was opened during 1954. 
The Department of Education conducts evening 
classes for adults and the Extramural Department 
of the University College of the West Indies 
(situated in Jamaica) provides a programme of 
classes at an intermediate university level. There 
were over 530 students from the Colony studying 
at universities in the United Kingdom, the United 
States, Canada and Jamaica) . Expenditure on 
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education (excluding school buildings) was 
nearly $8,349,450 in 1953 as compared with 
$956,000 in 1938. 


Libraries 


_ Government has in recent years substantially 
increased the provision made for public library 
services, which are accepted now as an essential 
corollary to the work of formal and adult 
education. This has enabled the beneficial effects 
of reading and study to be spread more widely and 
effectively not only in the capital city where facilities 
of this sort have, in some measure, existed for more 
than a hundred years, but has brought similar 
benefits to the inhabitants of a steadily increasing 
number of other towns, notably San Fernando, 
and, perhaps even more important, to a large and 
growing part of the rural areas of Tobago as well as 
Trinidad. Some indication of this expansion may 
be gleaned from the fact that the use and 
circulation of books and other reading matter in 
public libraries during 1953 was more than 
1,200 per cent. what it used to be only 10 years 
ago. 


Health 


_There are three general, a mental, a venereal 
diseases, a tuberculosis and eight district hospitals 
and a tuberculosis sanatorium, a leprosarium and 
two houses of refuge, with a total of 3,705 beds. 
In 1953 the daily average number of beds occupied 
was 3,404 and the total number of patients 
treated 50,980. Health centres and rural dispen- 
saries are maintained in the townships and in the 
larger villages. A public health programme is 
administered through the following divisions and 
units : malaria, venereal diseases, tuberculosis, 
leprosy, yaws, hookworm, nutrition, health 
education, maternity and infant welfare. The ten 
principal causes of death were diseases in early 
infancy (149 per 100,000), cardiac and valvular 
diseases, old age, diarrhoea and enteritis, cerebral 
haemorrhage, pulmonary tuberculosis, cancer, 
broncho-pneumonia, bronchitis and nephritis (25 
per 100,000). 


The expenditure by the Health Department in 
ae was $7,025,765 compared with $1,000,000 
in . 


Communications 


The main airfields are at Piarco, 12 miles from 
Port of Spain (Trinidad) and Crown Point 
(Tobago). Ten airlines (British West Indian 
Airways, Pan American Airways, Linea Aeropostal 
Venezolana, K.L.M. (Royal Dutch Airlines), 
Aerovias Brasil, Aerolineas Argentinas, Trans- 
Canada Airlines, St. Vincent Government Air 
Service, Air France and British Overseas Airways 
Corporation) maintain scheduled operations 
through Piarco. British West Indian Airways 
Limited provides daily communication between 
Trinidad and Tobago. In 1953 at Piarco there 
were 12,397 aircraftmovements ; 66,419 passengers 
arrived and 1,033,971 lb. of mail and cargo were 
unladen. A meteorological station is maintained 
by pe British Caribbean Meteorological Service 
at Piarco. 


There are 108 miles of Government railway. 
In 1953 over 3,637,200 passengers and 365,975 
tons of goods were carried. The Government 
railway ancillary services, which provide omnibus 
communication only between Port of Spain and 
San Fernando and adjacent feeder routes, carried 
1,994,293 passengers. Transport of goods is 
performed by contract. 
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There were in 1953 3,209 miles of roads ; main 
roads 1,891 miles, local roads 1,318 miles. 


Trinidad is well served by steamship lines ; 
these include the Alcoa, American President, 
erican Pioneer, American Republics, Argen- 
tine Staff, Blue Star, Booth, Canadian National, 
Cunard White Star, Elders and Fyffes, French, 


Furness, Harrison, Louis Dreyfus, Moore- 
McCormack, New Zealand, Norgeuf, Nourse, 
Royal Mail, Royal Netherlands, Saguenay 


Terminals Limited, Surinam, and Venezuelan 
lines. In 1953, 4,940 ships passed through with a 
total net tonnage of 14,070,925. 


The Government coastal steamers maintain 
regular weekly services between Port of Spain 
(Trinidad) and Scarborough (Tobago). 


Broadcasting 


The Trinidad Broadcasting Company Limited 
operates “ Radio Trinidad”’’ on the following 
frequencies :—

Radio Distribution (Trinidad) Limited operates 
a wide rediffusion service from Port of Spain to 
Tunapuna and in San Fernando. The service 
offers two programmes one of which consists of a 
relay of the “* Radio Trinidad ”’ transmissions. 


Principal Occupations 


Most of the population is dependent on 
agriculture. Estimated numbers in the main 
occupations in 1953 were: agriculture, forestry, 
fishing and hunting 67,390 ; mining and quarrying 
12,350; manufacturing 32,060; construction 
12,500; electricity, gas, water supply and 
sanitary services 1,560; commerce 20,050 ; 
transport, storage and communications 13,350; 
government, community and business, and per- 
sonal and recreative services 53,170; _ ill-defined 
industries 4,170. 


In July 1953 there were 36 workers’ unions 
and six unions of employers. 


Main Crops and Products 


The main crops and products are sugar and 
by-products (molasses and rum), cocoa, coconuts 
and coconut products, citrus and by-products, 
rubber, coffee, tonka beans and bananas. Ground 
provisions, maize and rice are also grown for 
local consumption. Copra is now mostly pro- 
cessed locally into edible oil, coconut oil, lard 
compound, margarine, butter substitute and 
laundry soap. 


The estimated livestock population in 1953 
was as follows: cattle 37,900; water buffaloes 
3,200; goats 32,000; sheep 4,000; swine 
34,000; horses 2,200; mules 2,800; donkeys 
6,000; and poultry 600,000. 


The outturn of timber and fuel from the forest 
in 1953 was 5,607,000 cubic feet. There were 
71 licensed sawmills in 1953. 


There is extensive fishing in coastal waters but 
the catch is insufficient to meet demand. Experi- 
ments are being carried out in fishpond culture. 


Crude petroleum and natural gas are produced 
in the southern part of Trinidad. Foreign crude 
oil is also imported from Venezuela, the refined 
products being re-exported. The (asphalt) 
** Pitch Lake ’’, 109 acres in extent, is at La 
Brea; 143,000 tons of natural asphalt were 
produced in 1953.

Geographical Features 


The equator passes through Lake Victoria 
about three miles south of Entebbe and through 
south-western Uganda to Lake George. The 
Protectorate forms part of the Central African 
tableland and the elevation varies from about 
3,700 feet at Lake Victoria to 6,400 feet at Kabale 
in south-western Uganda, but descends to 2,000 
feet or less in the neighbourhood of Lake Albert 
and the Albert Nile. There are two mountain 
ranges, the Mufimbiro or Birunga range of 
volcanoes in south-west Uganda and the Congo, 
the highest peak being Muhavura (13,547 feet) 
and the Ruwenzori range, 60 miles in length, 
of which Mount Stanley with its twin peaks 
Margherita (16,794 feet) and Alexandra(16,749 feet) 
is the highest point. On the Uganda-Kenya 
border is Mount Elgon (14,178 feet) and 45 miles 
north of it Mount Debasien (10,050 feet). The 
southern border of Uganda with Tanganyika 
runs across the middie of Lake Victoria. Other 
large lakes in the Protectorate are Lakes George 
and Edward in the south-west, Lake Albert in the 
west and Lake Kyoga. The Nile, which flows 
out of Lake Victoria at Jinja, meanders as far as 
Lake Albert under the name of the Victoria Nile 
and thereafter flows north out of Lake Albert as 
the Albert Nile. Other main rivers are the 
Katonga-Mpanga, the Aswa and the Malawa. 
The total area of forest is approximately 2,684 
square miles. There are also large areas of open 
savannah woodland. 


Climate 


The average temperature over most of the 
Protectorate is between 70° and 75° and at 
Entebbe the mean temperature, the mean maximum 
and the mean minimum are 70°, 78°, and 63°, 
respectively. The average annual rainfall varies 
between 40 and 55 inches, according to the area, 
over most of Uganda. The rainy season is not 
well-defined but there is generally one dry season 
from December to February and one fairly dry 
season from June to July. 


Principal Towns 


The principal towns are Entebbe (capital), 
Kampala and Jinja. Administrative and trading 
centres also exist at Tororo, Mbale, Soroti, Lira, 
Gulu, Arua, Moroto, Kitgum, Moyo, Fort 
Portal, Masindi, Hoima, Mbarara, Kabale, 
Masaka and Mubende. 
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History 


In 1862 Speke and Grant were the first Europeans 
to reach the capital of Mutesa, the ruler of 
Buganda, not far from the present Kampala. 
They passed on to the Sudan and Egypt and so 
solved the problem of the ages, the source of the 
Nile. Samuel Baker discovered Lake Albert in 
1864. In 1875 Stanley visited Uganda and told 
the Christian world of the openings for missionary 
enterprise in Mutesa’s dominions. The first 
English Protestant missionaries arrived in 1877, 
followed by French Roman Catholics in 1879. 
Following the death of Mutesa in 1884 and the 
accession of his son Mwanga, there was a series 
of internal uprisings in the kingdom which 
included rebellions against Mwanga himself and 
wars between the religious factions. 


In 1888 control of the British sphere in East 
Africa had been assigned by Royal Charter to the 
Imperial British East Africa Company and when 
the Anglo-German Agreement of 1890 confirmed 
the inclusion in the British sphere of present-day 
Kenya and Uganda, Captain (later Lord) Lugard 
was despatched to establish the Company’s 
influence in Uganda. Owing to the heavy costs 
of occupation, however, the Company soon gave 
notice of its intention to evacuate Uganda and 
Sir Gerald Portal was despatched to Uganda as 
Imperial Commissioner to make proposals for its 
future. Asa result a Protectorate, over Mwanga’s 
kingdom only, was formally established from 
18th June, 1894. 


Meanwhile, Bunyoro had been conquered and 
its ruler Kabarega driven out by a combined force 
of Sudanese troops (led by British officers) and 
the Buganda tribal army. In 1896 the Protectorate 
was extended to most of the other regions which 
are now included within the present Uganda and 
this term was thereafter applied to the whole 
territory ; while Mwanga’s kingdom (which is 
the present Buganda province) was referred to as 
Buganda. A revolt of the Sudanese troops in 
1897 threatened the very existence of the Protec- 
torate, but the position was restored with the help 
of Indian troops. 


In 1899 Sir Harry Johnston was sent out by 
the British Government as Special Commissioner 
and in 1900 concluded the Agreement with the 
Kabaka, Daudi Chwa, and people of Buganda 
which laid down the principles governing adminis- 
trative relations with the Crown. The same year 
a similar Agreement was made with the Chiefs in 
Toro, and in 1901 with Ankole. Administration 
was thereafter extended gradually over the more 
primitive and unorganized tribes, and the same 
principles of ‘* indirect rule” were followed wher- 
ever and whenever it was possible. In 1902 the 
eastern highlands of the Protectorate together with 
the Kavirondo country were transferred to what is 
now Kenya Colony and the succeeding years saw 
further adjustments of the frontiers with the Sudan, 
Belgian Congo and what is now Tanganyika 
Territory. In 1905 the superintendence of the 
Protectorate’s affairs passed from the Foreign 
Office to the Colonial Office. 


Constitution 


The Uganda Order in Council, 1920, provided 
that there should be an Executive Council and 
a Legislative Council, both consisting of such 
persons as might be directed by Royal Instructions. 
Under the Royal Instructions dated Sth June, 
1920, as amended by subsequent instructions, the 
Executive Council consists of eight ex officio 
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members, and such other persons holding office 
in the Public Service soaieia members), and such 
other persons not holding such office (unofficial 
members), as the Governor may appoint, with 
the Governor as President. There are at present 
one official and six unofficial members. It is 
provided that the Legislative Council shall consist 
of the Governor as President, six ex officio 
members, with nominated and _ representative 
members. The Secretary of State approved an 
increase in the membership of the Legislative 
Council to nine ex officio, 19 nominated and 28 
representative members from Ist January, 1954. 


The Protectorate is divided into four provinces, 
Eastern, Western and Northern, and Buganda, 
which is on a different footing from the remainder 
owing to the terms of the Uganda Agreement of 
1900 by which its form of Government is largely 
controlled. Buganda is ruled by the Kabaka 
with the advice of his three Ministers, the Chief 
Minister, Principal Judge and Treasurer. A 
hierarchy of chiefs are the executive officers of 
government. In other districts African local 
governments have been established, the principal 


‘Officers being the Secretary-General, the Treasurer, 


and in some cases a Principal Judge. In the 
Agreement Districts of Toro, Ankole and Bunyoro 
special conditions prevail. County, sub-county, 
parish and village chiefs are the executive officers 
of local government and are advised and assisted 
by councils, which are now established in every 
province, These are at five levels—the parish, 
the sub-county, the county, the district and the 
rovince—which provide a chain of election 
rom the bottom upwards. In the Eastern, 
Western and Northern provinces, the district 
council is the most important organ of government. 
In Buganda province, however, where the assembly 
is at the provincial level, district councils do not 
exist and unofficial members are elected direct 
from the county councils to the ‘* Great Lukiko ” 
(i.e. the council of Buganda). All Chiefs in 
Buganda and the three agreement districts are 
appointed by the Ruler with the approval of the 

overnor. Elsewhere appointment of Chiefs 
is by the Governor direct, though recommenda- 
tions may come from a local council. Chiefs are 
now by legal definition the executive officers of 
local government and they combine in their 
functions administrative, judicial and _ fiscal 
duties. 


Land Policy 

Alienation of land to non-natives is now almost 
entirely suspended except for land required for 
mining purposes and within townships. Owner- 
ship of land may not be transferred to a non- 
native without the Governor’s consent. There 
are a few non-native estates. 


Taxation 

The five main categories of taxation are income 
tax, poll tax, export taxes, stamp and estate duties, 
Customs and excise duties. 


Income Tax is charged on incomes accruing in, 
derived from or received in East Africa by residents 
after any personal allowances have been deducted, 
and similarly on the incomes of non-residents. 
There is provision for double taxation relief 
between Uganda and the United Kingdom. Any 
perou liable to pay African poll tax is exempt 

rom paying income tax. A surtax is imposed on 
every £ of total income in excess of £2,000. On 
£2,004 the surtax is Shs. 1/- rising to Shs. 45,187/- 
on a total income of £9,500. Thereafter the next 
£10,500 is charged Shs. 10/- for every £ and the 
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next £30,000 Shs. 10/50 for every £. Where total 
income exceeds £50,000 per annum the rate on the 
excess is Shs. 11/— in every £. 


Poll Tax is levied on every able-bodied 
male African at the rate of Shs. 6/- per year 
with the exception that in Buganda province it is 
levied at the rate of Shs. 15/-. An African Local 
Government Tax is levied by African local govern- 
ments varying from Shs. 20/— to Shs. 100/- 
according to district and capacity to pay. Non- 
Native Poll Tax is levied at flat rates of £5 on 
incomes exceeding £200 per annum, and £3 on 
lower incomes. Females possessing an income of 
less than £150 per annum are exempt. 


Export Taxes are levied on lint cotton and coffee 
on a sliding scale by value, and on cotton seed and 
hides and skins by weight. 


Companies Tax.—The rate of Income Tax 
applicable to companies is Shs. 4/— on every £ of 
chargeable income accrued in, derived from or 
received in the Protectorate. Non-resident 
companies are assessed on the same basis as resi- 
dent companies. 


Customs and Excise. The tariff is divided into 
ad valorem, specific and free goods. Ad valorem 
duties vary from 10 % to 60 %, the latter assessment 
only applying to luxury goods such as perfume 
and toilet preparations. The basic rate of import 
duty is 22% ad valorem. Excise duties are 
imposed on the following products manufactured 
in the Protectorate :—Sugar, cigarettes, cigars, 
manufactured tobacco, beer and matches.

Currency 
The currency is under the control of the East 
African Currency Board in London. The unit 
of currency is the shilling, which is sub-divided 
into 100 cents. Coins and notes of the following 
denominations circulate in Uganda :— 
Coins: Sh. 1/-, 50 cents, 10 cents, 5 cents, 
1 cent. 
Notes: Shs. 5/-, 10/-, 20/-, 100/-, and 
200/-. 


Shs. 1,000/— and 10,000/— notes are used only 
for transactions between the Banks and the 
Currency Board and are not in general circulation. 


Development Plans 

Under the Colonial Development and Welfare 
Act, 1945, Uganda has received allocations of 
approximately £2,500,000 towards developmert 
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In 1948 the Plan was revised and expenditure of 
£62,743,000 for the period 1947-56 anticipated. 


Buoyant revenues coupled with the decline in 
the value of money has caused expenditure far 
to outstrip the scale envisaged when the Develop- 
ment Plan was drawn up. Thus in 1953 expendi- 
ture exceedec £18,000,000 as opposed to the total 
of just under £6,500,000 which was envisaged 

a 


Other Development 
The Government have established the Uganda 


Development Corporation with a capital of 
£5,000,000 to develop the resources of the Pro- 
tectorate and to encourage and assist private 
enterprise in the establishment of new industries. 
The Corporation has taken over the Government’s 
interest in the cement industry and in fish market- 
ing and its plans for the future include engage- 
ment in the development of mining, hotels, 
textiles and paper manufactures. The mineral 
deposits at Sukulu, near Tororo, consisting 
principally of apatite, magnetite and pyrochlore, 
are being opened up by a syndicate, of which the 
Uganda Development Corporation is a partner. 
The copper and cobalt deposits at Kilembe are 
also being developed. The construction of the 
Owen Falls Dam at Jinja by the Uganda Elec- 
tricity Board, a Government-financed utility 
corporation, was completed in 1954 and will 
provide an output of 90,000 kW. of power capable 
of subsequent expansion to 150,000 kW. 


Education 


There are 3,496 Primary schools, 157 Secondary 
schools and five institutes of higher education— 
Makerere College (the University College of East 
Africa) and four training colleges for Junior 
Secondary school teachers. In 1953 there were 
288,799 pupils in Primary schools, 16,049 in 
Secondary schools (including 3,866 in technical 
schools and 2,791 in teacher-training centres), 

4 in Junior Secondary teacher-training colleges 
and 149 Uganda students at Makerere College. 
At the beginning of 1954, about 180 students were 
studying in the United Kingdom, of whom 62 
were Africans (S3 with Government Scholarships) ; 
a Africans were studying in the U.S.A. and 24 in 

ndia. 


Apart from two full Secondary schools, a Junior 
Secondary teacher-training college at Mbarara, 
and five Junior Secondary technical schools, all 
controlled by Government, African primary and 
secondary education is in the hands of the Missions 
who receive substantial grants-in-aid from 
Government. Government expenditure on African 
education amounted to £1,642,450 in 1953 out of 
a total of £2,181,720 for education as a whole. 
Government expenditure in 1935 was £76,093. 


Libraries and Museums, etc. 


There is a public library at Kampala ; 
Uganda Museum is also situated there. 


Health 


The commonest causes of illness are malaria and 
respiratory and intestinal infections. Much ill- 
health is due to yaws, schistosomiasis, venereal 
disease and leprosy, and special attention is being 
paid to the control and treatment of these con- 
ditions. Anaemia and malnutrition in infancy 
are being investigated as major problems. 

Active programmes of health education and 
propaganda are being increasingly used as a means 
of improving rural sanitary conditions and raising 
standards of personal hygiene. 


the 
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The principal hospitals for all races are at Kam- 
pala, the African Hospital being closely associated 
with the Makerere ieee Gs Medical School. The 
Medical Department and African Local Authori- 
ties maintain 18 hospitals at different centres, 
together with ten rural hospitals and a network of 
155 dispensaries and 101 aid-posts. The dispen- 


saries are in charge of medical auxiliaries. 


| Missionary societies provide nine hospitals and 


41 smaller units. The total number of beds available 
at hospitals and dispensaries throughout the 
Protectorate is 6,159, that is, 1-1 beds per 1,000 
of the population. 

In 1953 the number of patients admitted to 
Government hospitals was 77,275, and 675,491 
were treated as out-patients. For all Government 
units, 2,429,172 patients were treated and 
4,701,244 attendances were recorded. 


Expenditure by the Medical Department rose 
from £148,907 in 1935 to £960,477 in 1953. 


Communications 

At Entebbe there is a first-class international 
airport which has been extensively used by the 
B.O.A.C. Comets and is a principal stopping place 
on the B.O.A.C. route to South Africa. The East 
African Airways Corporation also regularly uses 
the Entebbe Airport for its scheduled services. In 
addition Entebbe is a staging point on many char- 
ter flights. Over 7,500 passengers used the airport 
in 1953. There are also landing grounds at 
Kasese, Jinja, Tororo, Mbarara, Masindi, Gulu, 
Soroti, Arua, Lira, Moroto, Lolelia, Kasenyi and 
Murchison. 

The railways are under the control of the East 
African Railways and Harbours Administration 
(see under * East Africa High Commission”’) 
which also maintains a regular steamer service on 
Lake Kyoga between Namasagali and Masindi 
Port ; and on Lake Victoria between Port Bell, 
Entebbe, Kisumu and Tanganyika ports. A service 
is maintained on Lake Albert and the Nile between 
Butiaba and Nimule (connected by motor road 
with Juba in the Sudan) and between Butiaba and 
the Belgian Congo port of Kasenyi. A _ road 
transport service operates between Masindi Port 
and Butiaba. A through service is thus provided 
by the Railway Administration from Mombasa 
to the Sudan and the Belgian Congo. 


There are 2,828 miles of all-weather main roads, 
for the most part radiating from Kampala to the 
principal administrative centres, and about 8,000 
miles of roads maintained by the African local 
governments. 


Broadcasting 


The Uganda Broadcasting Service commenced 
regular transmission on ist March, 1954, and is 
now on the air daily in Luganda and English. 
It operates on 5,026 kc/s per second in the 60 
metre short wave band, and on 308-9 metres in 
the medium wave band. The temporary studios 
at Bugolobi Hill, Kampala, will be replaced during 
1955 by studios in a more central position. It is 
anticipated that the programme will then be 
extended to include another African language. 
The Service is a responsibility of the Department 
of Information. 


Principal Occupations 


Most of the population of Uganda is engaged 
in agriculture or cattle raising on their own 
account. An analysis of the number of Africans 
employed as wage-earners in the principal indus- 
tries and occupations-shows : agriculture 49,528 ;

Little interest has yet been shown in trade 
unionism, and there are only four registered trade 
unions. The formation of joint staff committees 
and works councils is actively encouraged and 
this simple form of industrial relations machinery 
has now been introduced in 50 of the larger 
employing establishments in different parts of the 
country covering some 33,000 employees. 


Main Crops and Products 


The main crops are cotton. coffee (arabica and 
robusta), groundnuts, maize, sugar, tea, tobacco, 
millets and plantains. 


The number of cattle sold in established markets 
in 1953 was over 100,000. 


Exploitable forests consist almost entirely of 
hardwoods. Internal consumption is_ rising 
rapidly and most of the timber available for 
export is absorbed by the other East African 
territories, from which in return the bulk of the 
Protectorate’s softwood imports are obtained. 
In 1953 some 26,000 tons of sawn timber were 
produced compared with 25,120 tons in 1947. 


The chief minerals are ores of tungsten and tin 
of which 159 and 125 long tons respectively were 
produced in 1953. In addition small quantities 
of amblygonite, columbite-tantalite, beryl, galena, 
mica, microlite and bismuth ore are produced. 
Gold production increased in 1953 to 572 ounces. 


Fishing is an important industry and large 
quantities of fish are consumed by the African 
porulauon. There is aiso a considerable export 
trade. 


The cement factory of Uganda Cement Industries 
has recently come into production at Tororo, and 
reliminary steps for the erection of a textile 
actory at Jinja have been completed. In the 
1952-53 season 160 cotton ginneries were 
operating, 33 of them having been acquired by 
Government under the legislation for the re- 
organization of the cotton industry as being 
uneconomic or redundant. The coffee crop is 
handled by six coffee curing works and seven 
hulleries, the latter carrying out the early stages 
of processing only. There are in addition a 
number of estate coffee curing factories which 
handle coffee grown on the larger estates. 
Technical improvements with coffee are con- 
stantly being made. Among other undertakings 
for the processing of agricultural produce are 
two sugar factories, 14 tea factories, 29 oil mills, 
one tobacco 2 a firm and 121 regis-

tered maize 


Other undertakings are a brewery, an aluminium 
ware factory, a tannery, ten sawmills and 52 
soap factories scattered throughout the Pro- 
tectorate. Of the latter, however, only a few 
have modern machinery and plant sufficient to 
rank them as factories, the rest being more of the 
nature of cottage industries.

In 1953 55% of total imports came from the 
United Kingdom, 16% from other Commonwealth 
countries, 21% from foreign countries and 8% 
unallotted. 


In 1953 26% of domestic exports went to the 
United Kingdom, 44% to other Commonwealth 
countries, and 30% to foreign countries. In 1938

The principal imports are machinery, vehicles 
and bicycles; cotton piece-goods and _ other 
textiles ; base metal manufactures; fuels and 
lubricants. 


Marketing and Co-operative Organizations 


Provision has been made by legislation for the 
organized marketing of cotton and coffee, the 
two main cash crops of the Protectorate. Legis- 
lation which was enacted in the middle of 1953 
provides, among other things, for increased 
African participation in the producing side of the 
coffee industry. Producer prices are announced 
before the marketing season opens and it is also 
the practice to announce a minimum guaranteed 
price for cotton at planting time. The Cotton 
Price Assistance Fund at the end of the 1952-53 
season stood at slightly more than £20 million. 
A sum of £16 million has already been voted into 
the African Development Fund which provides 
the finance for a number of schemes for the 
benefit of the African community. The Coffee 
Price Assistance Fund stood as at 30th June, 1954, 
at about £15 million. This fund has been built up 
of contributions from African produced coffee 
for the benefit of the African producers only 
and Legislative Council is to decide whether any 
proportion of it should be paid into the African 
Development Fund. 


The number of co-operative societies had grown 
from four in 1947 to 799 at the end of 1953. 
Of these, 573 were members of 12 co-operative 
unions. Co-operative societies had a membership 
at the end of 1953 of over 71,000 and marketed 
produce valued at more than £1,800,000 during 
that year. 
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Eight cotton ginneries are now being run by 
African Co-operative Unions. Under the Acquisi- 
tion of Ginneries Ordinance, 1952, Government 
has powers over a five-year period to acquire up 
to 20 ginneries for operation by African co- 
onerative enterprise.

WESTERN PACIFIC HIGH 
COMMISSION 


(Administrative headquarters : Honiara, British 
Solomon Islands.) 


The office of High Commissioner for the 
Western Pacific was created by the Western 
Pacific Order in Council of 1877. The High 
Commnissioner’s jurisdiction extends over all 
islands in the Western Pacific not administered 
by Australia, New Zealand, Fiji or any other 

civilized power. By the Pacific Order in Council 
of 1893 the High Commissioner’s jurisdiction is 
extended to foreigners and (in most cases) to 
natives residing in British settlements or pro- 
tectorates within the limits of the Order. Under 


the New Hebrides, and the Banks and Torres 
Islands. The expenses of the High Commission 
are met by the Gilbert and Ellice Islands Colony 
and the British Solomon Islands Protectorate ; 
but a contribution is paid from Imperial Funds in 
respect of expenses of the British Services in the 
New Hebrides. 


The High Commissioner’s Court consists of the 
High Commissioner, the Judicial Commissioners, 
and the Deputy Commissioners ; and in it is 
vested all Her Majesty’s civil and criminal 
jurisdiction exercisable in the Western Pacific 
Islands. The Chief Justice of Fiji, and every 
other judge for the time being of the Supreme 
Court of Fiji, is by virtue of his office a Judicial 
Commissioner. Deputy Commissioners are 
appointed by the High Commissioner on behalf 
of Her Majesty. A Judicial Commissioner’s 
Court has powers similar to those of the superior 
courts of England; and the Deputy Com- 
missioners have civil ‘jurisdiction i in common law, 
equity and bankruptcy, with a limited jurisdiction 
in probate, and have a criminal jurisdiction in 
respect of offences not punishable with seven 
years’ penal servitude or upwards. With some 
few exceptions, an appeal against all decisions of 
the High Commissioner’s Court lies to the 
Supreme Court of Fiji. In addition to other means 
of preserving order the High Commissioner has 
certain special powers for the deportation of 
persons who endanger the peace of the islands. 


By Orders in Council of 1952 the High Com- 
sioner’s responsibilities in respect of the Kingdom 
of Tonga and the Island of Pitcairn were 
transferred to the Governor of Fiji with effect 
from the Ist April, 1952.

The Gilbert and Ellice Islands Colony 
(including the Phoenix and Northern Line 
Islands groups). 


The British Solomon Islands Protectorate. 

The New Hebrides. 

The Central and Southern Line Islands. 
Particulars of these are given below. 


The posts of the High Commissioner for the 
Western Pacific and the Governor of Fiji, which 
for many years had been held conjointly, were 
separated on the retirement of Sir Brian Freeston 
in 1952 ; and arrangements were made to transfer 
the Headquarters of the Western Pacific from 
Suva, where they had been since the creation of 
the post of High Commissioner (except for the 
period when Sir Arthur Gordon combined the 
posts of Governor of New Zealand and High 
Commissioner for the Western Pacific) to Honiara 
in the British Solomon Islands Protectorate. 
The High Commissioner established his head- 
quarters at Honiara on Ist January, 1953, and 
took over responsibility for the direct administra- 
tion of the Protectorate from the Acting Resident 
Commissioner on the same date.

Geographical Features 


The Protectorate consists of a double row of 
mountainous islands situated between the parallels 
of 5° and 12° 30’ S., and the meridians of 155° 
and 170° E. longitude and includes the islands of 
Guadalcanal, Malaita, San Cristobal, New 
Georgia, Ysabel, Choiseul, Mono (or Treasury), 
Shortlands, Vella Lavella, Ranongga, Simbo, 
Gizo, Rendova, Kolombangara, Russell, Florida, 
Rennell, and numerous small islands, including the 
Lord Howe Group or Ongtong Java, the Santa 
Cruz Islands, Vanikoro, Tikopia, Mitre Island and 
the Duff and Reef Groups. 


Climate 

This is not regarded as unhealthy. The intro- 
duction of modern anti-malarial drugs has con- 
siderably reduced the dangers of this disease. The 
seasons are generally well defined by trade winds. 
The south-east season lasts from April until 
November when the minimum temperatures are 
recorded. The highest mean and maximum 
temperatures and the highest rainfall are, as a 
rule, recorded in the months in the north-west 
season from November to April.

Honiara, the capital, has a native population of 
1,600. Europeans number approximately 250, 
Chinese approximately 150. 


History 

The Solomon Islands were first discovered in 
1568 by Alvaro de Mendana, while on a voyage 
of discovery from Peru. In 1767 Captain Carteret 
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re-discovered the Santa Cruz group and the north- 
west coastline of the island of Malaita. From this 
time many Europeans visited the group and British 
ships of war paid periodical visits. 

Between 1860 and 1893 the number of resident 
white traders gradually increased, until at the time 
of the proclamation in 1893 of the British protec- 
torate over the southern Solomon Islands 
(Guadalcanal, Savo, Malaita, San Cristobal, the 
New Georgia group and its dependencies) the 
number of white residents approached 50. In 
1898 and 1899 the islands of the Santa Cruz 
group, including Utupua, Tikopia, Vanikoro, the 
remote islands of Cherry and Mitre, Sikaiana, 
and the islands of Rennell and Bellona were added 
to the Protectorate. In 1900 the northern islands 
(Ysabel, Choiseul, the islands of the Bougainville 
Straits south and south-west of the main island of 
Bougainville, and the atoll group of Ongtong 
Java) were transferred under convention from 
Germany to Great Britain. 


In 1942 Japanese troops invaded the islands. 
Most of the non-native population had been 
evacuated to Australia but the Resident Com- 
missioner and a number of his officers remained to 
continue the Administration as far as possible. 
The Japanese occupied the central Solomons and 
were driven back by the Allies only after violent 
air, sea and land battles in 1942 and 1943; 
they were not completely dislodged from the 
north-western extremity of the Protectorate until 
the surrender of Japan. The. effect upon the 
population of contact with the very large numbers 
of Allied servicemen in occupation of the islands 
and based there for operations further afield, 
was great and disruption of native life was 
inevitable. 


An outstanding feature of the war and the 
enemy invasion of the territory was the great 
loyalty of the native people to their British 
connexion and to the Allied cause generally. 


Constitution 

The Protectorate is administered directly by 
the High Commissioner for the Western Pacific. 
There is no Legislative Council. Laws are made 
by the High Commissioner—in the form of Queen’s 
Regulations—under powers conferred by the 
Pacific Order in Council, 1893. There is an 
Advisory Council, consisting of official, non- 
official and native members. 


Land Policy 

A Special Lands Commissioner has_been 
appointed to conduct a survey and formulate a 
revised lands policy for the Protectorate. 


Taxation 

_ Income Tax is levied at the rate of 1s. 3d. 
increased by -012d. for every £ of chargeable 
income up to £5,000, and 6s. 3d. on every £ of 
chargeable income over £5,000. When the 
chargeable income of any person other than a 
company exceeds £1,500 a surtax is levied at the 
rate of ls. 3d. per £ on incomes between £1,500 
and £3,000, 2s. 6d. per £ on incomes between 
£3,000 and £5,000 and on a sliding scale rising to 
10s. Od. per £ on chargeable incomes in excess of 
£30,000. Residential tax of £2 per annum is levied 
on all non-native adult males. Natives pay tax 
at rates varying from 5s. to £1 per annum, 
according to areas in which they reside. 


Customs duties represent the chief source of 
revenue from indirect_taxation.

In December, 1952, a Colonial Development and 
Welfare research grant of £8,650 was approved 
as part of a total requirement of £11,650 for an 
entomological research scheme. The balance of 
£3,000 is being contributed from British Solomon 
Islands Copra Board funds. The primary object 
_ Isto determine how best to deal with the damaging 

effects of pests which have caused a serious decline 

in the output of copra. Proposals to introduce 
' cocoa as a second main crop in the Protectorate 
- culminated in the provision of a grant of £13,375

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Communications 


The airfields used by commercial aircraft are at 
Honiara, Guadalcanal, at Renard Airstrip in the 
Russell Islands and Barakoma Airfield on the 
island of Vella Lavella. Qantas Empire Airways 
operate a service via Port Moresby and Lae from 
Sydney three weeks out of every four. 


There are about 20 miles of pressed coral surface 
road extending east and west of Honiara. 


Broadcasting 


A daily broadcasting service from the Govern- 
ment Radio Station, VQO Honiara, was inaugur- 
ated in 1952 on a wavelength of 1,030 kilocycles. 
There are 150 licence holders in the Protectorate. 


Principal Occupations 


Most of the indigenous population is engaged in 
agriculture, either in village gardens or in the 
copra industry. They are under no economic 
necessity to work for wages. In December 1953 
the total number employed was estimated at 
4,213, 2,294 of whom were copra workers. 


The Main Crops and Products are coconuts, 
yams, sweet potatoes, taro, nali nut, tapioca, 
bananas, pineapple and copra. A rough estimate 
of the livestock population is 10,000 pigs, 3,500 
cattle, 300 goats, 75 horses. 


Trade 


The chief export is copra which, except for 
4,200 tons exported annually to Australia, is 
shipped to the United Kingdom. Total exports 
in 1953 were 16,488 tons, valued at £A.1,332,688.

The British Solomon Islands Protectorate 
Copra Board, which has agents at the main ports, 
purchases all copra from producers and sells 
under contract to the Ministry of Food. No 
formal co-operative societies have as yet been 
established but native Solomon Islands commercial 
activity is very largely based on the informal 
co-operation which is such an inherent part of 
native social custom, and it is expected that in the 
near future there will be a rapid extension of the 
principle of co-operation.

Geographical Features 


With the exception of Ocean Island (which is an 
- | atoll raised by volcanic action some 200 feet above 
its original level) the islands are all coral atolls, 
some with lagoons and some without. There are 
16 atolls in the Gilbert Group, nine in the Ellice, 
eight in the Phoenix and three in the Northem 
Line Islands. 


Climate 


The driest months are August to October and 
the wettest December to February, when north- 
easterly and westerly storms occur. The southern 
Gilberts, Phoenix and Christmas Island (Line) 
suffer from periodic droughts which have an 
approximate cycle of seven years. Rainfall varies 
from 100 inches annually in the northern Gilberts 
through 40 inches in the southern up to 120 inches 
in the Ellice Islands. In the Phoenix Islands the 
average rainfall is about 50 inches and in the Line 
from 30 inches on Christmas Island up to 150 on 
Washington. The day temperature varies between 
80° and 90° throughout the year and the minimum 
night temperature is about 70°. The trade winds 
keep the air cool and humidity is not high, except 
during the rainy season. , 


THE CENTRAL AND SOUTHERN LINE 
ISLANDS 


These consist of Flint, Caroline, Vostock, 
Malden and Starbuck, and are administered 
direct by the High Commissioner for the Western 
Pacific, formerly under Article 6 of the Pacific 
Order in Council, 1893, and more recently in 
accordance with instructions issued by the 
Secretary of State in 1903, under Article 4 of the 
Order in Council. 


Flint Island was discovered in 1801 but 
continued search has failed to elicit the name or 
nationality of the discoverer. Since 1872 it has 
been worked for guano and copra, with inter- 
ruptions, by various British companies under 
licence issued by the High Commissioner. In 
1951 it was leased to Mr. T. A. Bambridge of 
Tahiti. 

Caroline Island was discovered in 1705 by 
Captain W. R. Broughton of H.M. Sloop 
Providence, and it has been worked by various 
British companies since 1846. It is now leased, 
with Flint, to Mr. T. A. Bambridge. 


Vostock Island was discovered by Captain 
Bellingshausen, the Russian explorer, during his 
expedition to the South Pacific and Antarctic in 
1820, and has been worked sporadically by 
British companies for guano and copra since 1873. 
It is now unoccupied and unworked. 


Malden Island was discovered by Lord Byron, 
Captain of H.M.S. Blonde, in 1825, after conveying 
the remains of the King and Queen of the Sandwich 
Islands back to Honolulu from England for burial. 
Its guano deposits were worked by an Australian 
company from approximately 1860 to 1927. It 
is now unoccupied and unworked. 


Starbuck Island was discovered in 1823 by 
Captain Starbuck, of the whaler L’Aigle owned 
by a London company. It was first worked for 
guano by a British company during the eighteen- 
sixties. Attempts to plant coconuts on the island 
failed and since 1920 it has been unoccupied and 
unworked.

History 


The Gilbert and Ellice groups were brought 
under the jurisdiction of the High Commissioner 
for the Western Pacific in 1877 and a Protectorate 
was established in 1892 when H.M.S. Royalist 
visited them. Ocean Island was annexed in 1900, 
and in 1915 the Gilbert and Ellice Islands were 
annexed by an Order in Council of 10th November. 
The Order came into effect on 12th January, 
1916, from which date the Gilbert and Ellice 
Islands Protectorate became a Colony. In the 
same year the boundaries of the Colony wer 
extended to include Ocean, Fanning and Washing- 
ton Islands; in 1917 Christmas Island ; and 
in 1937 the Phoenix Islands.

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Constitution and Administration 


Local governments are established on islands 
with indigenous populations in the Gilbert, 
Ellice and Phoenix groups. They are supervised 
by District Officers responsible through the 
Resident Commissioner to the High Commissioner 
for the Western Pacific. These governments, under 
a constitution introduced in 1941, consist of a 
representative Council with an official majority 
which exercises minor legislative and executive 
authority ; a Court with criminal and civi 
jurisdiction over persons of pure and mixed 
Pacific Islands extraction ; and a Lands Court 
which eae customary law under the super- 
vision of a Lands Commission. Because of the 
scattered nature of the territory, the local govern- 
ments have considerable freedom from direct 
supervision. Non-native residents of the Colony 
are subject to Colony and English law enforceable 
in the High Commissioner’s Court established 
under the Pacific Order in Council, 1893. 


Land Policy 


The alienation of land to non-natives is 
forbidden and leases may not be taken out without 
the consent of the Resident Commissioner or, if 
the lease is to be for a period in excess of 99 years 
or for an area exceeding five acres, without the 
approval of the High Commissioner. Very little 
land is owned by non-natives (acquired before 
annexation) or by the Crown. 


Taxation 


Two forms of direct taxation are in force: 
income tax and landowners tax. The Income 
Tax Ordinance provides for a basic tax of Is. 3d. 
in the £ plus as many times -012d. as there are £’s 
of taxable income until, at £5,000, the maximum 
rate of 6s. 3d. in the £ is reached. The statutory 
exemption is £200; allowances are made for 
wife, children, etc. Surtax is payable on income 
over £1,500, starting at 1s. 3d.in the £. Insurance 
companies pay 9d. in the £ on chargeable income ; 
shipping companies 44d. ; other companies 74%. 

Landowners tax is paid by all landowners and is 
based upon land productivity and size. 


Import duties, royalties on phosphates and 
export (copra) duties are the other main forms of 
taxation.

£4,639 for lands settlement ; £100 for tuberculosis 
survey ; £60 for meteorological services ; £2,375 
for port development ; and £100 for training of 
medical students, which is a token vote only, the 
expenditure being accounted for in the British 
Solomon Islands Protectorate. 


Education 


At 31st December, 1953, there were 8,119 
children between the ages of 6 and 16 receiving 
primary education; 181 pupils were at pastor- — 
teacher training or pre-pastor training centres. 
Twelve primary schools are maintained from 
Colonial and local Government funds and 240 are 
grant-aided. The King George V School was 
re-opened at Tarawa in 1953 and has 105 pupils 
proceeding to higher education. Seventeen 
students were taking various post-primary and 

rofessional courses in Fiji and New Zealand, 
unds being provided by a Colonial Development 
and Welfare grant. Government expenditure on 
Education in 1953 was £16,453 compared with 
£3,849 in 1935-36. 


Health 


Total expenditure on Health Services, excluding 
building and maintenance and overseas training, in 
1953 was £52,402 mp with £8,848 in 1935- 
36. Every island has a hospital which is supervised 
by a resident Dresser. The larger islands have 
resident Assistant Medical Practitioners. The 
Government Medical Officers and Assistant 
Medical Practitioners tour the islands and super- 
vise the work of the Dressers. The Central Colony 
Hospital is situated at Tarawa. In 1953, 172,365 
out-patient consultations and 17,000 yaws injec- 
tions were given at Government hospitals and 
dispensaries. Tuberculosis, influenza and dysen- 
tery occur on most islands. Leprosy patients are 
sent to the Fiji leprosarium at Makogal. 


Communications 


There is an international airport at Canton 
Island. The emergency landing-strip at Tarawa is 
used irregularly ; flying-boats occasionally visit 
Tarawa and can land at several other lagoon 


islands. 


Communications in the Colony are mainly 
marine ; the Colony Government, Colony Whole- 
sale Society and the Missions each operate three 
small inter-island vessels. Communications over- 
seas are normally by these vessels to Ocean Island ; 
each month several vessels owned or chartered by 
the British Phosphate Commissioners arrive at 
Ocean Island from, or leave for, Australia or New 
Zealand. At irregular intervals one of the inter- 
island vessels visits Fiji and_two or three times 
a year a ship arrives from Fiji en_route for the 
United Kingdom to load copra at Tarawa and in 
the Line Islands. 
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The Government operates 28 radio transmitting 
and receiving stations with a headquarters station 
at Tarawa to pass traffic to and from the Colony 
network. Telegraphic wireless contact is direct 
with Suva, Nandi, Honiara and Nauru. Contact 
is also maintained with shipping inside and outside 
the Colony. 


Broadcasting 


A weekly broadcasting service in the Gilbertese 
language was inaugurated in March, 1954, from 
the Government Radio Station VSZ 10, Tarawa, 
on a frequency of 6,050 kc/s power -5 kW. This 
service will later be extended to the Ellice lan- 
guage. A further low power broadcast from VT W 
Tarawa on 1,000 kc/s will operate in 1955. 


Principal Occupations 


Most of the population is engaged in copra |

Main Crops and Products 


Apart from copra production there is no other 
crop of commercial value.

THE ANGLO-FRENCH CONDOMINIUM 
OF THE NEW HEBRIDES 


' Area 


The area, including the Banks and Torres 
Islands, is estimated at 5,700 square miles. 


' Population 
The native population is composed of approxi- 
mately 48,000 Melanesians, with an admixture of 
Polynesian blood in certain parts of the group. 
The non-native population in December, 1952, 
included 372 British Nationals, 1,311 French 
Nationals and 2,406 others (of whom the majority 
are Vietnamese, Wallisians and Chinese introduced 
to provide labour). 


Geographical Features 


The islands are of coral and volcanic formation, 
with active volcanoes on Tanna, Lopevi and 
Ambrym. They are almost without exception 
mountainous, Santo Peak and Tabwebesana on 
Santo rising to over 6,000 feet, but narrow, 
cultivable coastal strips are generally present. 


Climate 


The climate is oceanic and moderated by the 
south-east trade winds which blow between the 
months of May and October. During the remain- 
der of the year winds are variable and cyclones 
may occur. High humidity occasionally leads to 
enervating conditions. Temperatures at Vila vary 
between 60° and 92° and average rainfall ranges 
from about 45 inches in the south to about 250 
ra in the north, with a mean figure of 81 inches 
or Vila. 


Principal Towns 


The Administrative Headquarters of the Group 
are in Vila, on the island of Efate, which has a 
population of approximately 4,000. In recent 
years a second township, known as Santo, has 
grown up on the island of that name. 


History 


The New Hebrides were discovered by the 
Spanish explorer, de Quiros in 1606. The next 
mention came from the French navigator 
Bougainville in 1768, and in 1774 Captain Cook 
visited and charted the greater part of the chain 
of islands comprising the group. Other early 
visitors were La Perouse, who is believed to have 
passed through in 1788, and D’Encastreaux who 
came in search of La Perouse in 1793. In this 
same year the sighting of the Banks Islands was 
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recorded by Captain Bligh in the course of his 
open boat voyage to Timor after the mutiny on 
the Bounty. Last century, before any national 
eyes were turned on the New Hebrides, a number 
of British and French missionaries, planters and 
traders had established themselves, and in 1887, 
by the Anglo-French Convention of 16th 
November, the two nations appointed a Joint 
Naval Commission charged with the protection 
in the New Hebrides of the lives and properties 
of the subjects of England and France. 


In 1902 Deputy Resident Commissioners were 
appointed and took up residence in the Territory, 
and in February 1906 an Anglo-French conference 
took place in London, and a draft convention was 
Deeper to provide for settlement of land claims 
and for an arrangement to end the difficulties 
arising from the absence of jurisdiction over the 
rrtha This was confirmed on 20th October, 


The New Hebrides became an important allied 
base during the Second World War and the 
islands of Efate and Santo were occupied by 
large garrisons, mainly of United States troops, 
in the early stages of the offensive against the 
Japanese. 


Land Policy 

As the New Hebrides is not a territorial 
possession of either power concerned, there are 
no Crown lands or their equivalent. The whole 
of the land area of the group is held to belong, 
or to have belonged until alienated, to the natives. 
The Protocol regulates the acquisition of un- 
registered land from natives, and the registration 
of land claims. It provides for the creation of 
inalienable native reserves, and for the control of 
sales of land by natives to non-natives. 


Taxation 

The main forms of taxation are import duties 
(15% ad valorem, with certain exceptions) and 
duties of from 2% to 4% on exports of copra, 
cocoa, coffee, shell, etc. There is no income tax.

Education 


The French Government has established free 
Primary schools at Vila, Santo and Tanna and the 
Roman Catholic Mission has schools at Vila and 
Santo. The British Government has built and 
subsidizes a primary school for British children at 
Vila. It also subsidizes a Presbyterian Mission 
school for natives at Vila. Village schools are 
conducted by Mission bodies in the vicinity of 
their stations throughout the group. In addition 
to these latter a High School for natives has 
recently been opened by the Presbyterian Mission 
on the North of Efate. 
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Libraries 


A public library is maintained at the French 
Residency. 


Health 


French Government hospitals and medical aid 
posts are established at Vila, Santo and Malekula 
and staffed by French National Medical Officers. 
Supported and subsidized by Her Maijesty’s 
Government, hospitals and medical aid posts 
have been established in some outlying islands. 
British and French National Medical Officers 
comprise a Condominium medical service provid- 
ing quarantine control, medical inspection of 
plantation and other labour and medical assistance 
to the native population. This joint service is 
reinforced by New Hebrides Assistant Medical 
Practitioners trained at the Central Medical School 
in Suva, some belonging to the Condominium and 
some to the British National Service. Medical 
work for natives is also carried out by mission 
services, with Government help. 


Communications 


The only airfields are at Vila and Santo. 
Flying-boat landing facilities exist at both these 
places, and a weekly British flying-boat service 
operates through New Caledonia and Australia. 


There are limited roads on Efate, Santo, Tanna 
and Malekula. 


Shipping services are maintained with Australia, 
New Caledonia and Marseilles via Panama Canal 
and San Francisco. There is frequent inter- 
RD communication (non-scheduled) by small 
vessels. 


Telegraphic communication is by direct wireless 
contact with Suva, Noumea and Sydney, and there 
is an internal network of teleradio stations. 


There is no Government or commercial 
broadcasting station. 


Principal Occupations 


_ Most of the population is employed on planta- 
tions and in trading or subsistence agriculture. 
There are no trade unions. 


The Main Crops are copra, cocoa, coffee, 
yams, taro, manioc and breadfruit. A _ large 
number of cattle are reared by the plantations 
(exact figures unavailable) and sheep are bred for 
wool on Erromanga. Manufactures are non- 
existent ; such minerals as may exist are not at the 
moment exploited. Subsistence fishing is done by 
the natives. Timber (Kauri pine) is exploited on 
Aneityum.

THE WINDWARD ISLANDS 


Area 
The total area of the Islands is 826 square 
miles. 


Population 

At the end of 1953 the total population was | 
about 299,000. The majority are of the negro 
race; less than 5% are white. There are a few 
persons of East Indian descent, and a few Caribs 
still remain in St. Vincent and Dominica. 


Geographical Features 

The islands are of volcanic origin and the more 
sheltered coasts are fringed by reefs. Torrential 
streams from the more rugged areas tend to lose 
their gradient nearer the coast and the deposition 
of their sediments has led to the formation of 
fertile river flats and occasional river terraces. 
The residual clays on the rugged volcanic areas | 
are comparatively fertile. One of the volcanoes | 
in the Windward region (St. Vincent) was active 
in 1902. At the Soufrieres of Dominica and St. 
Lucia and in parts of Grenada hot sulphuretted 
gases still emerge and there are numerous hot: 
springs which contain salts. 


Climate 

The prevailing trade winds provide a delightful 
climate. There is little variation between night 
and day.

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History 


As early as 1763 one Governor was appointed 
for the ‘“* Southern Caribbee Islands * of Grenada, 
Dominica, St. Vincent and Tobago. Dominica 
was separated in 1771, St. Vincent in 1776 ; and 
in 1783 Tobago was ceded to the French. In 
1833 St. Vincent was included with Barbados, 
Grenada and Tobago in one general government, 
the Governor-in-Chief being resident at Barbados, 
with Lieutenant-Governors in each of the other 
islands. In 1838 St. Lucia was included in this 
general government. On 17th March, 1885, 
Letters Patent were passed constituting the 
Government of the Windward Islands, Barbados 
being omitted. Tobago was subsequently united 
with Trinidad. On 1st January, 1940, Dominica 
was included in the Windward Islands. 


Constitution and Administration 
Each of the four colonies of Grenada, St. 


-| Vincent, St. Lucia and Dominica retains its own 


institutions. The Governor is normally resident 
in Grenada, where he is assisted by a i 
Secretary of the Windward Islands. The govern- 
ment of each colony is administered by a resident 
Administrator subject to instructions from the 
Governor. There is no common Legislature, 
nor common laws, revenue or tariff. Each colony 
has a Legislative Council presided over by the 
Administrator, in which the majority of members 
are elected by universal adult suffrage; and 
each colony has an Executive Council which may 
be summoned and consulted by either the Governor 
or the Administrator. A Court of Appeal for the 
West Indies, consisting of the Chief Justices of the 
several West Indian Islands except Jamaica was 
set up in 1920 and a Supreme Court and Court of 
Appeal for the Windward Islands and Leeward 
Islands were established in 1939. There is also a 
common audit system, instituted in 1889. In 
1951 revised constitutions were introduced in each 
of the four islands. 


Land Policy 

There is a small amount of Crown land reserved 
mainly for purposes of forest and water conserva- 
tion. There is no restriction on the transfer of 
land except to aliens, for which the consent of the 
Governor in Executive Council is necessary. 


Taxation 

The main form of direct taxation is income tax. 
The other main forms of taxation are trade tariffs 
and excise duties. Some of the major crops are 
subject to an export tax. 


Currency 

The currency comprises dollar notes ($1 = 
4s. 2d.) and British comage. Notes issued by the 
Eastern Caribbean Currency Board were intro- 
duced in 1951 in denominations of $1, $2, $5, 
$10, $20 and $100, when the Windward Islands 
joined with the other British territories in the 
Eastern Caribbean (Barbados, British Guiana, 
the Leeward Islands, and Trinidad) in currency 
unification.

Income tax 
ranges from 2d. to 10s. in the £ of chargeable 
income in the case of individuals ; companies are 
charged at the rate of 6s. on every £ of chargeable 
income. Ad valorem duty is collected chiefly on 
manufactured goods and varies from 5% to 35% 
preferential and 3% to 75% general. Specific 
tates of duty apply mainly to foodstuffs. Export 
duty, at a varying rate, is payable on most products 
exported. Excise duty is payable on rum, cigar- 
ettes, cigars and black leaf tobacco.

There is a large new construction programme 
of Public Works which may be further increased. 
A fair portion of the Development and Welfare 
Funds allocated to Agriculture, Education and to 
Medical programmes are for building construction 
of offices, officers’ quarters, schools, etc., which 
have to be built by the Public Works Department. 


Other Development 


The Colonial Development Corporation is 
engaged on development of Melville Hall Estate, 
in the northern part of the island. They completed 
the construction of a hydro-electric plant near 
Roseau early in 1953. 


Education 


There are 43 Elementary Schools with a total 
enrolment of 10,835 pupils, and four Secondary 
Schools with an enrolment of 656 pupils. There 
are also 12 private or temporary schools with an 
enrolment of 426 pupils. There is no technical 
school nor any local institution of Higher Educa- 
tion.

$35,976 in 1935. 


Health 


There are five Government hospitals including 
a Leper Home with a total of 183 beds. The 
latest available annual figure for out-patients is 
14,684 and for in-patients 4,314. Regular clinics 
are held throughout the year by District Medical 
Officers at the 19 dispensaries distributed all over 
the island. Maternal, ild Hygiene and 
School Health Service with its Headquarters in 
Roseau is operated by a Senior Health Visitor, 
assisted by three Health Visitors, under the 
direction of the Senior Medical Officer. As part 
of its functions the clinic distributes free milk, cod 
liver oil and food yeast to needy and under- 
nourished children. Under a U.N.I.C.E.F. school 
feeding programme, all children in prim 
schools receive a half-pint of reconstituted mi 
daily. There are also an Anti-Yaws Campaign 
and a Dental Service. 


WINDWARD ISLANDS 


The Health Department with its auxiliary the 
Public Health Engineering Unit is under the 
control of the Senior Medical Officer who is also 
Chairman of the Central Board of Health. This 
Board is statutorily constituted and is responsible 
to Government for the initiation and carrying out 
of public health measures. 


Government expenditure on medical and allied 
services in 1953 was $273,958 compared with 
$19,243 in 1936. 


Communications 


There are 102 miles of oiled surface roads, 
244 miles of secondary roads, and 332 miles of 
tracks. Leeward coast villages are linked by 
a coastal motor launch service. An extensive 
pene of road development is being carried 
out. 


Principal Occupations 


Agriculture is the principal occupation and 
provides employment for about 5,000 wage- 
earners in addition to about 3,000 peasants. 
Road and building construction workers are 
estimated at 2,000. There are two trade unions 
with an estimated membership of 5,000. 


Main Crops and Products 


The main crops are limes, bananas, coconuts, 
grapefruit, oranges, cocoa, vanilla, mangoes, 
avocado pears and various ground provisions for 
domestic use. The main products are raw and 
sweetened lime juice, lime oil, copra and rum. The 
banana industry maintained steady progress during 
1953 and attained an export figure of well over one 

illion stems, which represented an increase of 
32% over the previous year’s export figure. 


The livestock population consists of about 5,000 
head of cattle. A Government stock farm has 
been established in order to stimulate expansion 
of the livestock industry. 


There is considerable production of timber for 
local use, but no export trade. 


The production of handicrafts from local 
straws is a widespread minor industry. The 
ren value of production is estimated at 
$28,800.

GRENADA 


Area 

_ The total area is 133 square miles. The Colony 
includes certain of the small islands known as the 
Grenadines, the largest of which, Carriacou, has 
an area of about 13 square miles. 


Population 

_ The estimated population (mid-1953) of 83,046 
is for the most part “ coloured ”. There is a small 
white population, a number of Indians and 
a small community of the descendants of early 
white settlers. 


Geographical Features 

In structure, Grenada is a moderately eroded 
volcanic pile. In general it consists of a somewhat 
disordered topography of mountains and fairly 
deep, steep-sided valleys. A backbone of 
mountains traverses the whole length, closer to 
the western than the eastern coastline. The 
highest points are Mt. St. Catherine (2,749 feet), 
Fedon’s Camp (2,512 feet) and Morne Quaqua 
(2,412 feet). From the north-east end and along 
the east and south-east the mountains slope 
gradually towards the sea. The south coast is 
deeply indented by numerous natural harbours. 
The island is well-watered by quick-flowing 
streams. Approximately 10,000 acres are under 
forest. A small lake, the Grand Etang (approxi- 
mately 36 acres), lies at a height of about 1,800 
feet in the centre of the Island. 


Climate 

Rainfall is low in the coastal areas and high in 
the mountains of the interior, with an average 
range of 60 to 150 inches per annum. The months 
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‘January to May are relatively dry, June to 


December relatively wet, August being the driest 
month, and November the wettest. 


History 

Grenada was discovered by Columbus in 1498. 
It was originally inhabited by Caribs. A company 
of London merchants attempted to form a 
settlement in 1609 but were so harassed_by the 
Caribs that the attempt was abandoned. Grenada 
was, however, included in the Carlisle Grant of 
1627. In 1650, Du Parquet, Governor of Mar- 
tinique, purchased the island from the French 
West India Company to whom it had been granted 
by the King of France and established a settlement 
at St. George’s. This venture did not pay and Du 
Parquet sold the island to the Comte De Cerillac 
from whom it was in turn purchased in 1665 by the 
French Company and passed to the Crown of 
France in 1674. 


Conquered by the British in 1762, the island 
was formally ceded to the British Crown by the 
Treaty of Paris in 1763. In 1779, England being 
preoccupied with the American War of Inde- 
pendence, Grenada was retaken by the French, 
but restored to Britain by the Treaty of Versailles 
in 1783 and re-occupied in 1784. In 1795-96 a 
rebellion against British rule was instigated by 
a French Republican from Guadeloupe. Man 
atrocities were committed, including the cold- 
blooded murder of the Lieutenant-Governor. The 
rising was suppressed in 1796 and since then there 
has been peace in Grenada. 


Constitution 

The present constitution was introduced on 
ist August, 1951. There is an Executive Council, 
normally presided over by the Governor of the 
Windward Islands when he is in the Colony, 
and comprising three ex officio members (the 
Administrator, who presides in the Governor’s 
absence, the Attorney-General and the Colonial 
Treasurer) ; one nommated member from among 
the nominated members of the Legislative Coun- 
cil ; one member, being a person holding a public 
office in the Colony, styled the official member ; 
and three members, being elected members of the 
Legislative Council and chosen by the Legislative 
Council, styled elected members. There is a 
Legislative Council, comprising the Administrator, 
(President), two ex officio members (the Attorney- 
General and the Colonial Treasurer) ; 
nominated members ; and eight elected members. 
The Council elects one of its members to be 
Deputy President. The presiding member has a 
casting vote only. The Governor may address 
the Council at any time he thinks fit. Election of 
members to the Legislative Council is on the 
basis of universal adult suffrage. 

In 1952 a Public Service Commission was 
appointed to advise the Governor in matters 
affecting certain appointments and staff dis- 
positions. 


Taxation 

Forms of direct taxation include income tax, 
estate duties and land and house tax. Income tax 
is based on a graduated scale of 3% to 60% in the 
$ for individuals, companies paying a special rate 
of 374% in the $. An agreement was reached in 
1949 with various Governments for the avoidance 
of double taxation. Taxation is enforced in other 
forms through import, export and excise duties, 
etc. licenses.

The revenue balance declined over the period 
1948-53 although collections of import, export, 
additional export, excise duties and income tax 
were considerably higher than before. Revenue 
from these sources is, of course, entirely dependent 
on world markets for the island’s principal 
exports of cocoa and nutmegs. The revenue 
deficit was due to a heavy increase in expenditure 
resulting from the demand for increased wages 
and salaries, higher standards of social services 
and the enhanced cost of all imported commod- 
ities, including Government stores. 


At the end of 1953 the Public Debt amounted to 
$2,870,271 and accumulated Sinking Funds 
to $762,749, 


Development Plans 


Grenada received an original allocation of 
$1,833,071 (£381,890) under the Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare Act of 1945 as a contribution 
towards a Ten-Year Development Plan. Between 
1946 and 1953 this amount was augmented by a 
further sum of $1,004,309 making a total figure of 
$2,837,381 (£591,121). This includes an additional 
grant of £20,000 from the Windwards General 
Allocation.

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Other Development 


It has not so far been possible to attract the 
assistance of any organization of suitable capacity 
by way of investing in any desirable major 
development scheme at present beyond the 
competence of the Colony to finance. Two such 
schemes are the development of the Morne Rouge 
area in the interest of tourism and the provision 
of a deep water pier at St. George’s. 


Education 


There are 52 Primary Schools in the Colony, 
with rolls totalling 18,446 and average attendance 
amounting to 13,424, or 72-:8%. Compulsory 
attendance is enforced in the capital and one other 
area where accommodation is regarded as ade- 
quate. Eleven of the Primary Schools are main- 
tained entirely by Government, the remainder are 
under denominational control and receive grants- 
in-aid from public funds. Government is at 
present pursuing a policy of gradual replacement 
of dilapidated buildings by Government-owned 
structures of an approved standard and model. 
The actual operation of such schools, however, 
will remain under denominational control by 
written agreement. 


There are three handicraft centres. In addition 
two schools have well equipped handicraft rooms. 
There are also three domestic science centres, with 
adequate facilities provided at two other schools. 
A visual education unit serves the whole colony. 
A filmstrip library service with four projectors is 
maintained. Six Secondary Schools (one Govern- 
ment and five grant-aided) have a total roll of 1,181 
of which 183 are scholarship or exhibition holders. 
Two of the schools are for boys only, three for girls 
only and one co-educational. All secondary 
schools teach up to the School Certificate standard 
and the Grenada Boys’ Secondary School, the 
Presentation College and the St. Joseph’s Convent 
also prepare pupils for the Cambridge Higher 
School Certificate examination. The cost to 
Government of primary and secondary education 
during 1953 was $516,218. In 1935 the total 
expenditure on education amounted to $73,080. 


The Government awards, among others, two 
biennial island scholarships, one tenable at a 
university in the British Commonwealth, open to 
both male and female candidates ; and one tenable 
at the Imperial College of Tropical Agriculture, 
Trinidad. 


Health 


There have been no epidemics of infectious 
diseases recently. Malaria is still prevalent, but 
with the assistance of W.H.O. and U.N.I.C.E.F 
organizations, an Insect Control Programme is 
now in operation. The Colony Hospital is at 
St. George’s. One medical officer is engaged 
in a yaws and venereal disease campaign. ‘The 
Princess Alice Hospital, St. Andrew’s, is a 
modern building recently constructed, and pro- 
vides 32 beds. There is another small hospital at 
Carriacou. There are 21 district medical visiting 
stations throughout the Colony with resident 
nurse-midwives in charge. Here, too, maternity 
and child welfare work is done. There are two 
main Health Centres—St. George’s and Gouyave 


2|—and in four of the Visiting Stations accommo- 


dation has been improved to provide subsidiary 
Health Centres. 


Expenditure on medical and sanitary services in 
1953, amounted to $573,214 compared with 
$97,987 in 1935. 
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Communications 


The airfield is at Pearls, and has a runway 
3,280 feet long and 150 feet wide. 


There are approximately 472 miles of good 
roads divided into four classes according to 
standard of construction. About 234 miles have 
an oiled surface. There are no railways. 


The chief ports are St. George’s (possessing a 
good harbour and a deep water pier), Grenville 
and Hillsborough (Carriacou). Cargo services 
are operated by the Harrison Line steamers 
from the United Kingdom and by calls of the 
Canadian National Steamship Company and the 
Alcoa Line from Canadian and United States 
ports. The Canadian National Line and Caribbean 
Fruit Company boats also carry passengers. 
Several small motor, auxiliary and sailing vessels 
ply regularly between the islands.

The main crops are cocoa, nutmegs, mace, 
bananas and coconuts. 


A livestock census in 1946 showed: cattle 
6,761, horses 473, mules 229, asses 2,874, sheep 
6,725, goats 9,488, and pigs 9,433. 


There is a cigarette factory, a soap and edible 
fats factory, and a sugar factory producing un- 
refined sugar for local consumption. The sugar 
factory also operates a continuous rum-distilling 
plant and together with a number of estates 
equipped with pot stills, supplies the demand for 
uncured rum. A lime factory and two estate 
equipped lime stills deal with the Island’s lime 
crop. There is also a Government-operated 
cotton ginnery in Carriacou.

The 
nutmeg industry is controlled by the Grenada 
Co-operative Nutmeg Association which pur- 
chases, processes and markets all nutmegs and 
mace produced in the Colony.

History 


The date and the person who discovered St. 
Lucia are unknown, for according to the known 
evidence of Columbus’s voyages, he appears 
to have missed the island. As early as 1605, 
67 Englishmen en route to Guiana, touched 
at St. Lucia and made an unsuccessful effort to 
settle. The island at the time was peopled by 
Caribs and continued in their possession till 1635, 
when it was granted by the King of France to 
MM. de L’Olive and Duplessis. In 1638 the first 
recorded settlement was made by English from 
Bermuda and St. Kitts but the colonists were 
murdered by the Caribs about three years later. 


In 1642 the King of France, still claiming a right 
of sovereignty over the island, ceded it to the 
French West India Company, who in 1650 sold 
it to MM. Honel and Du Parquet. After repeated 
attempts by the Caribs to expel the French, the 
latter concluded a treaty of peace with them in 


In 1664 Thomas Warner, son of the Governor of 
St. Kitts, made a descent on St. Lucia. The 
English continued in possession till the Peace of 
Breda in 1667, when the island was restored to the 
French. In 1674 it was re-annexed to the Crown 
of France, and made a dependency of Martinique. 


After the Peace of Utrecht, in 1713, the rival 
pretensions of England and France to_ the 


| possession of St. Lucia resulted in open hostility. 


ST. LUCIA 


Area and Population 
The area is 238 square miles and the population 
84,812 (1953 end-year estimate). 


Geographical Features 


The island is mountainous, the highest peak 
being Mt. Gimie (3,145 feet). The most specta- 
cular mountains are the Gros Piton (2,619 feet) 
and the Petit Piton (2,461 feet) which are old 
volcanic, forest clad cones rising sheer out of the 
sea near the town of Soufriére on the leeward 
coast. A few miles away in an ancient crater are 
hot, sulphurous springs. The mountains are 
intersected by numerous short rivers. In places, 
these rivers debouch into broad, fertile and well 
cultivated valleys. 


Climate 


There is a dry season roughly from January to 
April, and a rainy season from May to August, 
with an Indian summer in September—October. 
Towards the end of the year it is usually wet. 
The island lies in latitudes where the north-east 
trade winds are an almost constant influence.

In 1718 the Regent, d’Orleans, made a grant of 
the island to Marshal d’Estrees, and in 1722, 
the King of England made a grant of it to the 
Duke of Montague. In the following year, 
however, a body of troops, despatched to St. Lucia 
by the Governor of Martinique, compelled the 
English settlers to evacuate the island and it was 
declared neutral. 


In 1743 the French took advantage of the 
declaration of war to resume possession of St. 
Lucia, which they retained till the Treaty of 
Aix-la-Chapelle in 1748, when it .was again 
declared neutral. In 1756, on the renewal of 
hostilities, the French put the island in a state of 
defence ; but in 1762 it surrendered to the joint 
operations of Admiral Rodney and General 
Monckton. In the following year, by the Treaty 
of Paris, it was assigned to the French, who 
continued in peaceable possession till 1778, 
when effective measures were taken by the British 
for its conquest, but by the Peace of Versailles, 
St. Lucia was once more restored to France. 


In 1793, on_the declaration of war against 
revolutionary France, the West Indies became 
the scene of a series of naval and military operations 
which resulted in the surrender of St. Lucia to 
the British on 4th April, 1794. In 1796 the 
British Government despatched ,to the relief of 


H*2 
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their West Indian possessions a body of troops, 
12,000 strong, under the command of Sir Ralph 
Abercrombie, suppor by a squadron under 
Admiral Sir Hugh Christian. On 26th April 
these forces appeared off St. Lucia, and after an 
obstinate and sanguinary contest, which lasted 
till 26th May, the Republican party, which had 
been aided by insurgent slaves under Victor 
Hugues, laid down their arms and surrendered as 
prisoners of war. The British retained possession 
of St. Lucia till 1802, when it was restored to 
France by the Treaty of Amiens; but on the 
renewal of hostilities it surrendered by capitulation 
to General Grinfield on 22nd June, 1803, was 
finally ceded to Britain in 1814 by the Treaty of 
Paris, and has since continued under British rule. 


Constitution 


The present constitution was introduced on 
ist August, 1951. There is an Executive Council, 
normally presided over by the Governor of the 
Windward Islands when he is in the Colony,

The 
Administrator is president of the Council, and 
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The Public Debt of the Colony at 31st December, 
1953, stood at $3,325,434 which includes 
$2,782,281 loaned for Castries Reconstruction 
and $21,600 from Colonial Development and 
Welfare Funds for Vide Boutielle Housing. The 
accumulated Sinking Funds towards its redemp- 
tion stood at $252,166. 


At 31st December, 1953, an amount of $63,394 
not included in the above assets was due by Her 
Majesty’s Government to this Colony in respect 
of unreimbursed expenditure on Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare Schemes. 


At 3lst December, 1953, unrepaid loans from 
revenue not shown in the above assets amounted 
to $1,323,539. 


Development Plans 


Under the 1945 Colonial Development and 
Welfare Act, St. Lucia was allocated £37,632. 
In 1950 an allocation of £150,000 towards a road 
programme was agreed and an additional grant of 
£200,000 was made available to implement the 
agricultural development plans of the Colony 
ased upon the recommendations of a Team of 
Experts which visited the Island in 1951. In 1950 
the United Kingdom Government agreed to 
provide up to a maximum of £1,025,000 to assist 
the St. Lucia Government to rebuild public 
buildings and housing accommodation in Castries 
which were destroyed by the fire of 1948 and a 
further £84,000 was provided by Her Majesty’s 
Government for that purpose. The Colonial 
Development Corporation were active in the 
reconstruction of Castries from 1948. The

Education 


In the 1952-53 session there were two students 
from St. Lucia at the University College of the 
West Indies, Jamaica. There were 17 students at 
Universities in the United Kingdom, seven in 
Canada, five in the United States and two in 
France. Of these 10 held Government scholar- 
ships, the balance being private students. There 
were two Secondary Schools with 629 pupils on the 
roll, and 49 Primary Schools with a total of 14,505 
pupils enrolled. The Extramural Department of 
the University College of the West Indies con- 
ducted adult education classes throughout the year, 
and the aggregate attendance was 1,675. The 
total estimated expenditure for 1953 was £59,687, 
compared with £6,692 in 1935. 


Health 


_The most prevalent diseases are heart diseases, 
diseases of early infancy, tuberculosis, helminthic 
diseases, and venereal diseases. 


The incidence of malaria has fallen sharply as 
a result of an Insect Control Campaign carried 
out with W.H.O. and U.N.I.C.E.F. assistance. 


Available hospital beds amount to 162. There 
are 14 dispensaries and Health Outposts and a 
Day Nursery.

ST. VINCENT 


Area 


The total area of the Colony, together with the 
St. Vincent Grenadines, is 150-3 square miles. 


Population 
The population at the end of 1953 was 73,136. 


Geographical Features 


Geographically the chief feature of St. Vincent 
is the now inactive volcanic cone, Soufriere 
(4,048 feet). The island has a maximum length 
of 18 miles and maximum width of 11 miles. A 
backbone of thickly wooded mountains extending 
along the main axis divides the island into 
windward and leeward districts. The area under 
forest is approximately 87 square miles. None of 
the rivers are navigable. 


Climate 


Temperatures range from 67° to 89° with an 
extreme maximum seldom over 92° in the shade. 
At Kingstown, 60 feet above sea level, the mean 
temperature was 85-8°, and the rainfall 104-17 
inches, in 1953. 


History 


St. Vincent was discovered by Columbus in 
1498. It was included _in a patent. given by 
Charles I to the Earl of Carlisle in 1627. In 1660 
England and France agreed that the Island should 
be neutral, but in 1672 Charles II granted it to 
Lord Willoughby. Shortly afterwards the first 
people of African origin arrived. They were a 
number of slaves, shipwrecked in the Grenadines, 
who eventually reached St. Vincent and inter- 
married with the Carib inhabitants. Later, 


French settlements were made along the leeward | £468,000 


coast including the site of the present capital, 
Kingstown. 


By the Treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle, St. Vincent 
was declared neutral, but was captured by the 
British 14 years later in 1762. After the conclusion 
of peace in 1763, European settlers began to 
arrive. During the American War of Independ- 
ence, France declared war on Britain in 1778, and 
St. Vincent fell into the hands of the French in 
1779. With the signing of the Treaty of Versailles 
in 1783 it was restored to Britain.

Health 


Of tropical diseases yaws is prevalent, and 
tuberculosis is a major health problem but does 
not appear to be increasing (average deaths over 
a five-year period were 53 annually). Enteric fever 
is endemic ; malaria and insect-borne diseases 
are not prevalent. 


There are 20 dispensaries, at which approxi- 
mately 20,696 cases were treated in 1953.

Communications 


The seadrome is situated at Villa Bay, about 
three miles from Kingstown. 


There are about 400 miles of roads of which 
some 100 miles are motorable throughout the 
year; 58 miles of oiled roads for all classes of 
traffic; 27 miles of metalled roads and about 
325 miles of earth roads, besides various tracks. 


The chief port is Kingstown. A fortnightly 
cargo service is provided from Canada, by the 
Canadian National Steamship Company, with 
limited passenger accommodation. From the 
United Kingdom there is a cargo service every six 
weeks by the Harrison Line. The Alcoa Steam- 
ships call southbound from Canada fortnightly 
via the islands and proceed to New York approxi- 
mately every five weeks. The Caribbean Fruit 
Company have recently started a passenger and 
cargo service which operates between Trinidad, 
Grenada, St. Vincent, St. Lucia and Barbados. 
Schooners ply an unscheduled trade in the area, 
going when and wherever cargo is offered.

Main Crops and Products 


The main crops are arrowroot, cotton, copra 
and coconut, sugar, sweet potatoes, groundnuts 
and cassava. 


A rough estimate of the livestock population is :

and mules 253 ; swine 9,369. 


Sales of trees are restricted to a minimum in 
order to avoid the building up of a timber trade 
at the expense of soil and water conservation. 


There is fairly extensive fishing in-shore but 
very little is done off-shore. Catches are often 
insufficient to meet demand. 


There are a good many privately-owned mills 
for the processing of arrowroot and cassava 
starch ; a soap and cigarette factory ; an oil 
expressing and refining plant for cotton seed and 
coconut oil, with their by-products of stock feed 
and manure, and a deodorizing plant for the 
treatment of coconut and fish oils at the Govern- 
ment Cotton Ginnery ; a small sugar factory and 
rum distillery and several small plants producing 
aerated drinks.

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ZANZIBAR 


Zanzibar in 1832, and during his reign Zanzibar 
became both politically and commercially the 
principal town in East Africa. In 1861, by an 
award of Lord Canning, then Governor-General 
of India, the Imam’s possessions in Africa 
became independent of Muscat and from_ that 
date Oman and Zanzibar have remained politically 
separate. 


By an agreement in 1886 Great Britain and 
Germany recognized. the Sultanate of Zanzibar 
over the islands ot the coast (including Zanzibar 
and Pemba) and a ten-mile wide strip on the 
mainiand. 


_ In 1887 the Sultan handed over the administra- 
tion of many of his possessions on the African 
Continent to the British East Africa Association 
(later, the Imperial British East Africa Company). 
The Government of these territories eventually 
passed to the British Government when they 
became known as the British East Africa Protec- 
torate (later, Kenya Colony and Protectorate) and 
the Uganda Protectorate. Zanzibar still receives 
the sum of £10,000 a year from Kenya for the 
rights which the latter exercises in the coastal 
strip. 


In June 1889 Zanzibar and Pemba were placed 
under British protection by the Sultan, Seyyid 
Ali bin Said. The Protectorate was proclaimed in 
1890 and the following year a regular form of 
Government was set up. . 


The present Sultan acceded in 1911, In 1914 
the control of the Sultanate was transferred from 
the Foreign Office to the Colonial Office, the 
offices of His Majesty’s Agent and Consul- 
General and His Highness’ First Minister being 
merged in that of the newly created post of 
British Resident who was appointed subject to the 
control of the Governor of the British East Africa 
Protectorate as High Commissioner. At the same 
date a Protectorate Council was constituted as an 
advisory body with His Highness as President and 
the British Resident as Vice-President. 


In 1925 the office of High Commissioner was 
abolished and the British Resident was made 
directly responsible to the Colonial Office. 
Executive and Legislative Councils were con- 
stituted in 1926 in place of the old advisory 
Protectorate Council. 


Constitution 


The Government is administered by a British 
Resident who exercises his functions under the 
Zanzibar Order in Council, 1924. The Executive 
Council is presided over by the Sultan with the 
British Resident as Vice-President and consists 
of the Heir Apparent to the Throne, four ex officio 
members (the Chief Secretary, the Attorney- 
General, the Senior Commissioner and the 
Financial Secretary) and three official members. 
The Legislative Council is presided over by the 
British Resident and comprises four ex officio, 
five official, and eight unofficial members. The 
unofficial members include three Arabs, two 
Africans, two Indians and one European. 


Land Policy 


Under the Land Alienation Decree of 1939, 
subject to certain provisos, permanent alienation 
of land, leases exceeding two years, and mortgages, 
by Arabs or Africans have no effect without the 
consent of a Land Alienation Board. In certain 
of the more undeveloped areas of the island, 
mainly inhabited by the indigenous Africans, the 
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land is communally held and, according to native 
custom, cannot be alienated. But throughout 
the plantation areas (west and centre of both 
islands) land is freehold and there is no other 
statutory qualification as to its disposal.

Development Plans 

Zanzibar has received grants to a total of 
£1,319,184 under the Colonial Development and 
Welfare Acts. These grants have been made in 
connexion with the Ten-Year Development 
Programme. The programme was revised in 
1951 and since that time. practically all the 

ermanent recurrent expenditure has been taken 
into the Protectorate Estimates. To offset this, 
revenue from ‘development duties” (which 
until 1951 accrued to the Development Authority) 
is now paid direct to Protectorate revenue while 
an annual subvention is made from Protectorate 
Funds to meet expenditure by the Protectorate 
in connexion with the Development Programme.

In addition there are enrolments in grant-aided 
schools ie Primary and two Secondary) of 853 
boys and 1,608 girls in primary classes and 174 
boys and 75 girls in secondary classes. These 
schools are mainly for Indians. There is a Muslim 
Academy for Islamic studies, and 25 boys a year 
are sent to the Mombasa Institute of Muslim 
Education for a four-year course of technical 
training. Primary education in Government 
Schools is free for Arabs and Africans. Teachers 
for the Primary Schools are trained at the two 
teacher-training institutions, one for men and 
one for women. Post-secondary education for 
Arab and African students is provided at 
Makerere College, Uganda. Scholarships are 
provided for selected scholars to proceed to the 
United Kingdom and to India. 


Schools are also run by various Christian 
Missions. European children usually attend 
schools on the mainland. They receive financial 
assistance from the Government, but have to pay 
a special education tax. Expenditure on education 
a A ae was £214,144, compared with £27,220 in 


Health 

There is one combined Government Hospital 
for Europeans, Africans and Asiatics in Zanzibar, 
and two in Pemba; there are two maternity 
hospitals in Zanzibar. A new hospital with 
200 beds, to replace the existing out-of-date 
building, is being constructed. Dispensary units 
are maintained in the rural districts, and there is 
one Isolation Hospital where cases of contagious 
and infectious diseases are treated. A tuberculosis 
sanatorium of about 40 beds has been established 
on high ground 13 miles from Zanzibar town. 
Anti-malarial measures are maintained in and 
around the town. 


Communications 

Zanzibar airport is situated some four or five 
miles from the town. It has one all-weather 
runway. Operations are restricted to aircraft 
with a maximum all-up weight of 44,000 Ib. This 
figure is ample for the types of aircraft in use at 
present, but the construction of the runway and 
the adjacent terrain is such that extensions could 
easily be made. A new airport building came into 
use in 1952. Air Traffic Control and other services 
are provided. The airport is open during daylight 
hours. The total number of aircraft movements 
during 1953 was 3,386. The number of passengers 
handled was 35,000 of which 10,000 were in transit. 
Pemba Airport is situated approximately six miles 
from Chake Chake. There is an all-weather 
runway with a landing restriction of 33,000 Ib. 
Only temporary terminal facilities exist at present. 


Zanzibar has 210 miles of roads, of which 150 
miles are bitumen surfaced ; Pemba has 110 
miles, of which 50 are bitumen surfaced. There 
are no railways. 


Ocean-going vessels maintain regular and 
frequent communication with ail parts of the 
world ; 289 called at the port of Zanzibar during 
1953, representing a total net registered tonnage 
of 1,373,691. Government steamers maintain 
regular weekly connexions with Pemba and Dar 
es Salaam. Coasting vessels, carrying both 
passengers and cargo, also maintain regular 
services between Zanzibar, Kenya and Tanganyika 
ports. During 1953 the number of coasting 
vessels entered was 372 with a net registered 
tonnage of 183,760; the number of native 
vessels entered was 3,725, with an aggregate 
tonnage of 130,335. 


Broadcasting 

The Government broadcasting service provides 
an hour’s programme in Kiswahili six days a 
week, on a wavelength of 62-5 metres. The 
power of the transmitter is 0°25 kW. The station 
is the property of and operated by Cable and 
Wireless Limited under an agreement with 
Government. It is estimated that there are 2,500 
receiving sets, most of them in Zanzibar Town. 
There is no licence fee. 


Principal Occupations 

A large proportion of the rural population is 
engaged in food production ; paid labour is 
largely dependent on the Protectorate’s two major 
industries, cloves and coconuts, and the processing 
and handling of their products. Agricultural 
labourers employed by Government number 
about 1,200. Fishing is also the occupation of a 
large number but they usually cultivate as well. 


In urban areas, the principal occupations are 
transport, building, port and dock labour, 
domestic service, employment in sanitation and 
public works, clerical work, and business. 

There are five employees’ trade unions 
(membership over 500) and one employers’ union 
(membership 10). 


Main Crops and Products 


The main crops are cloves, coconuts, rice, 
Cassava, sweet potatoes, citrus fruits, chillies, 


tobacco, maize and millet. 
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The number of cattle in Pemba is approxi- 
mately 23,307 and in Zanzibar 9,666. The export 
of hides and skins is a useful item in the Pro- 
tectorate’s economy. 


There are three small forests, one in Zanzibar 
and two in Pemba which yield a small amount of 
Mfuu (Vitex cuneata) and Mtondoo (Calophyllum 
inophyllum), while jackwood (Artocarpus integra) 
is a useful timber of the clove areas. 


Fishing is an important activity and although 
most of the fish is consumed locally, small 
quantities of both fresh and dried fish are ex- 
ported. Since the beginning of 1953 the 
Fisheries Vessel has been regularly at sea surveying 
the fishing-grounds and testing gear and equipment. 


The only industries are the distillation of 
clove-oil, coconut-oil expression and the manu- 
facture of soap. The manufacture of coir fibre 
and rope by hand is fairly extensive in the coastal 
areas, but most of the resulting product is at 
present sold locally. A factory to process by- 
products of the coconut palm has recently com- 
menced operating.

He is the sole legislative authority for these 
Territories and is responsible to the Secretary of 
State for Commonwealth Relations in much the 
same way as a Colonial Governor is responsible 
to the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 


Each Territory is administered by a Resident 
Commissioner, responsible to the High Com- 
missioner, and is divided into admuinistrative 
districts in charge of District Comunissioners.

REGIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 


A feature of British colonial policy is the en- 
couragement of regional co-operation between 
Colonies, wherever practicable. In this way there 
is not only a valuable sharing of knowledge and 
experience, but also, in certain instances, a 
substantial measure of economy from the unified 
control of technical services. The following are 
the principal regional organizations. 


CIVIL AVIATION 


(a) British Caribbean Air Transport Advisory 
Council 

The Directorate-General of Civil Aviation 
in the British Caribbean Area was abolished in 
May 1954, and the Council was established in 
July by the Governments of Barbados, British 
Guiana, British Honduras, Jamaica, the Leeward 
Islands, Trinidad and Tobago and the Windward 
Islands, who meet between them the cost of its 
organization. It meets at least once a year and 
its membership consists of one representative of 
each of the above Governments and a representative 
of the United Kingdom as an observer. 


The main functions of the Council are :— 


(1) To keep under review and to promote the 
progress and development of civil air com- 
munications in the British Caribbean area. 


(2) To keep under review all matters affecting 
Governments which relate to Agreements with 
any operators of aircraft or air services. 


_G) To serve as a medium for the exchange of 
views and information between members on 
civil air transport matters. 


(4) To provide a means of co-operation on a 
regional basis with the United Kingdom 
Government. 


(5) To consider and advise on such civil 
aviation matters as may be referred to the Council 
by the Governments of member territories. 


There is also a Standing Technical Committee 
of the Council meeting at least twice a year. Its 
primary function is to advise the Council on 
technical matters and to obtain as wide a measure 
of common action by Governments as is possible 
to ensure that technical practices in the area, 
including airfield conditions, ground facilities, 
airworthiness, safety measures and international 
requirements, are co-ordinated and standardized. 
The members of the Committee are the Directors 
of Civil Aviation of each member Government, the 
Director of the British Caribbean Meteorological 
Service, the Resident Surveyor or the Air Regis- 
tration Board and a representative of the United 
Kingdom Government as an observer.

(b) Central African Air Authority. 


The Air Authority is now under the control of 
the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. 


The Central African Air Authority was 
constituted in Southern and Northern Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland in June 1946 under the Central 
African Air Services Act in Southern Rhodesia 
and parallel and similarly entitled Ordinances in 
Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland. The duty 


of the Air Authority is to keep under review and 
promote the progress and development of air 
services generally in the three Central African 
Territories, to act as a licensing authority for the 
control of air services, and to act as a supervisory 
and controlling body over the Central African 
Airways Corporation, which was established by 
the same statutes. 


The Air Authority consists of a Chairman 
appointed jointly by the three Governments 
(at present the Minister for Trade and Industrial 
Development, Southern Rhodesia), and three 
members nominated individually by each Govern- 
ment (at present the Chief Secretaries to the 
Governments of Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
and the Secretary for Trade and Industrial 
Development, Southern Rhodesia). The Air 
Authority has no staff of its own and the secretarial 
work is done by the Department of Civil Aviation, 
Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia. 


(c) East Africa. 

The East African Air Transport Authority was 
set up by Order in Council in 1945, to control 
aircraft flying for hire and reward. The functions 
of the Authority were taken over on the Ist 
January, 1948, by the East Africa High 
Commission. 


Following a meeting of the East Africa High 
Commission in March 1951, an Air Advisory 
Council was set up by administrative action 
pending the necessary legal enactment to establish 
the Council as a statutory body. The Council, 
which meets about twice a year, consists of the 
Commissioner for Transport as ex officio chait- 
man, two members appointed by each of the 
Governments of Kenya, Tanganyika and Uganda 
and one by the British Resident, Zanzibar, and 
in addition two members appointed by the High 
Commission. 


The functions of the Council are :-— 


(i) to be advisory to the East Africa High 
Commission, whose authority 1s exercised 
through the Commissioner for Transport ; 


(ii) to advise on all questions of major policy 
affecting Civil Aviation within the jurisdiction 
of the East Africa High Commission and on 
any civil aviation matters referred to it by 
the East Africa High Commission acting 
through the Commissioner for Transport ; 


(iii) to advise on the Annual Estimates of the 
Directorate of Civil Aviation before they 
are submitted to the Central Legislative 
Assembly and the Estimates Committees of 
the Central Legislative Assembly ; 

(iv) to advise on all Civil Aviation legislation 
coming within the scope of the Central 
Legislative Assembly ; 

(v) to advise on the steps necessary to achieve 
a policy of co-ordination between Civil 
Aviation and all other forms of transport.

(d) West African Air Transport Authority. 

The Authority was set up under the West 
African Territories (Air Transport) Order 10 
Council, 1946, to control aircraft flying for hire 
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and reward. It meets about twice a year and 
membership consists of the Officer administering 
the Government of the Federation of Nigeria as 
President; the Chief Secretary, West African 
Inter-Territorial Secretariat ; and one member 
nominated by each of the four West African 
territories. :

(e) South-East Asia and Hong Kong Air Transport 
Council. 


The Council is an advisory body under the 
chairmanship of the Commissioner-General, 
South-East Asia, established for the purpose of 
co-ordinating civil aviation matters in South- 
East Asia and Hong Kong. Its functions are 
discharged by the South-East Asia Governors’ 
Conference and the Governor of Hong Kong, 
normally meeting at six-monthly intervals under 
the chairmanship of the Commissioner-General. 
An Advisory Committee, now consisting of the 
Director-General of Civil Aviation, Malaya/ 


Borneo Region, the Directors of Civil Aviation, | 1 


Malaya and Hong Kong, and the Civil Aviation 
Adviser to the Commissioner-General, was set up 
in July 1952, to advise the Governors’ Conference 
when meeting as an Air Transport Council. The 
Committee meets more frequently than the 
Council and is so organized that its members 
may be consulted by the Secretary between 
meetings. 


The terms of reference of the Council are :-— 


(i) to keep under review the general develop- 
ment of civil air communications in South- 
East Asia and between South-East Asia 
and Hong Kong ; 


(ii) to co-ordinate air transport pelicy for the 
region and to co-ordinate and promote the 
orderly and economic development of 
trunk, regional and local air services by 
British interests, within the framework of 
the general policy which may from time to 
time be agreed between the United Kingdom 
and the other Governments concerned ; 


(iii) to consider and advise on such matters 
relating to civil aviation in-the region as any 
member Government may desire to refer 
to the Council ; 

(iv) to serve as a medium for the exchange of 
information and views on civil aviation 
matters affecting the region ; 

(v) to provide a link between the United 
Kingdom and British territories in the 
region in matters of mutual interest in the 
field of civil aviation. 


The Civil Aviation Adviser to the Commissioner- 
General, who is Secretary of the Advisory 
Committee, is at present an official seconded 
from the Ministry of Civil Aviation. 


DEVELOPMENT AND WELFARE 
ORGANIZATION IN THE WEST INDIES 
AND BRITISH SECTION, 
CARIBBEAN COMMISSION 


This Organization was set up in 1940, as a 
result of the recommendations of the West 
India Royal Commission (Cmd. 6607); __ its 
chief functions being to work out, in collaboration 
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with local governments, long-term programmes of 
social reform and schemes of development and 
welfare for which grants from United Kingdom 
funds under the Colonial Development and Welfare 
Acts might be recommended. The Comptroller, 
who has a staff of experts in various subjects, 
also advises the Secretary of State on individual 
applications for assistance under the Acts. 


The Orpenuanon provides expert technical 
advice to the Secretary of State and the Colonial 
Governments as necessary on matters not covered 
by the Development and Welfare Acts. It also 
acts as a centre for regional conferences on 
economic and technical projects, and in various 
other ways functions as a_ co-ordinating 
secretariat. 


The Comptroller is United Kingdom Co- 
Chairman of the Caribbean Commission (see 
under International Co-operation, page 256). The 
British Section of the Commission shares a joint 
secretarial staff with the Organization. 


In 1955, a Plan for a British Caribbean 
Federation (Cmd. No. 8895) having been accepted 
y the Legislatures of Barbados, Jamaica, the 
Leeward Islands, Trinidad and Tobago and the 
Windward Islands, the Comptroller, Sir Stephen 
Luke, was designated Commissioner for the 
preparation of the Federal Organization. 


The present Comptroller and his Labour 
Adviser are Chairman and Deputy Chairman 
respectively of the British West Indies Regional 
Labour Board, which is the body responsible 
for the programme of employment of British 
West Indies agricultural workers on contract in 
the United States of America.

EAST AFRICA HIGH COMMISSION 
CONSTITUTION, SCOPE AND LEGISLATIVE POWERS 


The establishment of an East Africa High 
Commission (headquarters are at Nairobi, 
Kenya), with effect from list January, 1948, 
to replace the East African Governors’ Conference, 
was announced in the House of Commons by the 
eed of State for the Colonies on 28th July, 


The High Commission, consisting of the 
Governors of Kenya, Tanganyika and Uganda, 
was constituted by Order in Council and was 
charged with the administration of the following

The East Africa Central Legislative Assembly 
was established by the Hast Africa (High 
Commission) Order in Council, 1947, for a period 
of four years from the 1st January, 1948. The 
Order in Council has since been amended to 
extend the life of the Central Legislative Assembly 
until the 31st December, 1955 


The Assembly is presided over by a Speaker 
and consists of seven ex officio members who are 
officers in the High Commission Service, three 
nominated official members (one from _ each 
territory) and 13 unofficial members, one elected 
by the members of the Legislative Council of 
Kenya, and respectively, one elected by the un- 
official members of the Legislative Councils of 
Tanganyika and> Uganda, one European, one 
Asian and one African member appointed by the 
Governor of each territory (in Kenya the European 
and Asian members are elected by the European 
and Asian members respectively of the Legislative 
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Council) and one Arab member appointed by the 
High Commission. The Assembly held its first 
meeting in April 1948, and normally holds three 
meetings in an annual Session. 


The High Commission has power to legislate, 
with the advice and consent of the Assembly, 
in respect of and in connexion with, the inter- 
territorial services. It also has power to legislate 
with the advice and consent of the Legislative 
Councils of the three territories on any matter 
concerned with the peace, order and good govern- 
ment of the Territories. It has power to appoint 
such advisory and consultative bodies as it may 

ink fit in respect of any matter which is subject 
to the control of the High Commission or is of 
common interest to the territories; in 1953 
there were twenty-three such bodies. 


The establishment of the High Commission 
has involved no change in the constitution or 
administrative responsibilities of the Governments 
of the three Territories, which remain responsible 
for the basic services such as administration, 
police, health, education, agriculture, animal 
health, forestry, labour, housing and public works. 


The East African Railways and Harbours 
Administration and the East African Posts and 
Telecommunications Administration are self- 
contained and_ self-financing services. The 
revenue of the High Commission, from which its 
other services are financed, is derived from 
contributions in agreed proportions by the three 
East African Governments, also by the Govern- 
ment of Zanzibar and certain other Governments 
for which services are performed, and by Her 
Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom 
which makes substantial contributions to the 
Research and other Services from the Colonial 
Development and Welfare Fund. The whole of 
the expenditure is controlled by the East Africa 
Central Legislative Assembly. 


RESEARCH AND SCIENTIFIC SERVICES 
RESEARCH SERVICES 


The Research Services administered by the High 
Commission at present are arranged in the following 
six principal divisions :— 


East African Agriculture and Forestry Research 
Organization incorporating the former East 
African Agricultural Research Institute at 
Amani in Tanganyika, and including inter 
alia the East African Herbarium, Nairobi; 
and attached schemes for Termite Research 
and Training in Ecology. The organization is 
responsible for research on certain aspects of 
animal industry in addition to agriculture and 
forestry. New headquarters shared with the East 
African Veterinary Research Organization have 
been established at Muguga within easy reach 
of Nairobi. 


The East African Veterinary Research Organi-. 
zation is responsible for research on animal 
diseases and other aspects of animal industry. 


The East African Tsetse and Trypanosomiasis 
Research and Reclamation Organization of the 
East Africa High Commission has four 
branches: tsetse research based on Shinyanga 
with sub-stations in each of the East: African 
territories ; 
and human, based on Sukulu in Uganda with a 
sub-station (Tinde) in Tanganyika ; practical 
and experimental reclamation in the three 
territories ; the headquarters are in Nairobi. 
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The East African Fisheries Research Organi- 
zation is in two sections, one for the fisheries 
of inland waters with headquarters at Jinja in 
Uganda, the other for marine fisheries at 
Zanzibar—the East African Inter-territorial 
Marine Fisheries Research Organization. 


The East African Industrial Research Board 
has headquarters in Nairobi and is at present 
concerned with research on secondary indus- 
tries, but plans exist for establishing an East 
African Scientific and Industrial Research 
Organization which will incorporate the 
Industrial Research Board and will have wider 
functions. 


The medical research division includes the East 
African Bureau of Research in Medicine and 
Hygiene with an office in Nairobi, the Virus 
Research Institute at Entebbe in Uganda, the 
Medical Survey and Filariasis Research unit 
based on Mwanza in Tanganyika and the 
Malaria unit at Amani in Tanganyika. 


SCIENTIFIC SERVICES 


The Scientific Services include some research 
among their functions and are as follows :— 


The East African Statistical Department has 
headquarters in Nairobi and branches are 
established at the seats of Territorial 
Governments. 


The East African Meteorological Department 
also has headquarters at Nairobi. The Depart- 
ment maintains and studies climatological 
records in all parts of East Africa, and is 
responsible for weather forecasting for aero- 
nautical and other purposes. 


The Lake Victoria Fisheries Service has 
headquarters at Kisumu in Kenya and is 
responsible for the development and control 
of the fisheries of Lake Victoria, which are 
shared by the three High Commission Terri- 
tories. 


The Desert Locust Survey has headquarters 
in Nairobi, but maintains field units in terri- 
tories to the north of East Africa, keeping close 
watch and conducting investigations in the areas. 


Desert Locust Control operates in East 
Africa and also in the same territories in 
which the Desert Locust Survey maintains 
field units.

WEST AFRICAN INTER-TERRITORIAL 
COUNCIL 


The West African Inter-Territorial Conference 
was set up in 1951, following the dissolution of 
the West African Council. At the second amen 
of the Conference in June, 1953, it was a 
that the title of the Conference should be changed 
to the West African Inter-Territorial Council, 
that the Governor of Nigeria should be the 
permanent President of the Council, and that a 
Chairman should be appointed for each meeting 
of the Council by the Government of the host 
Territory for that meeting. . 

The functions of the Council are as follows :— 

(a) to receive from the Secretariat a report on 
inter-territorial collaboration on research 
matters and to review the progress made 
thereon ; 

(b) to receive from the Secretariat a report on 
inter-territorial collaboration in other social 
and economic matters as expressed in reports of 
conferences held during the previous year or in 
other convenient form and to make recom- 
mendations thereon ; 

(c) to consider international collaboration on 
matters covered by (a) and (5) and to make 
recommendations thereon ; 

(d)to consider the estimates for the West 
African Inter-Territorial Secretariat ; 

(e) to consider any other matters referred to it 
by any, West,African Government.

The duties of the West African Inter-Terri- 
torial Secretariat, which continues to serve the 
Council, remain unchanged, and include in 
particular those of fostering international col- 
Jaboration with non-British territories in West 
Africa, organizing inter-territorial collaboration 
on technical subjects, supervising the administra- 
tion of joint research services and co-ordinating 
the military and civil aspects of West African 
defence.

The West African Cocoa Research Institute 
was established in 1944 to take over the work 
of the former Central Cocoa Research Station 
at Tafo in the Gold Coast. The Institute is 
responsible for research into diseases and pests 
which affect cacao, the breeding of improved 
types of cacao, the evolution of better methods 
of growing cacao and preparing beans for market. 
Sub-stations of the Institute have been set up 
in the Gold Coast and Nigeria.

The West African Council for Medical Research 
was established in 1954 following a reorganization 
of medical research in West Africa. The Council’s 
headquarters are at Yaba in Nigeria. The 
Council has absorbed the former West African 
Virus Research Institute and has assumed 
responsibility for the Helminthiasis Research 
Unit at Kumba in the Southern Cameroons and 
the Hot Climate Physiological Research Unit at 
Oshodi, Nigeria. In addition to the expansion and 
development of the work of these units, it is 
hoped that research will be undertaken in the 
near future into malaria and_ tuberculosis, 
while provision is being made for the establishment 
of further research units in the future.

The West African Examinations Council was 
established in 1953 to review examinations held 
in the four West African territories, and to 
develop a system of examinations suited to their 
special needs.

_ The West African Institute for Oil Palm Research 
is situated near Benin in Nigeria and was formed 
to take over the work of the Oil Palm Research 
Station Originally part of the Nigerian Agricultural 
Department. There are sub-stations of the 
Institute in Calabar Province, Nigeria, and at 
Nijala, Sierra Leone. The research programme 
of the Institute includes the carrying out of a 
fundamental study of the oil palm as a plant, 
the determination of the most efficient means of 
cultivating oil palms, selection and breeding for 
improved seed and the study of improved methods 
of processing oil palm fruit for the production 
of palm oil and palm kernels.

The West African Institute for Social and 
Economic Research was set up in 1950 on the 
recommendation of the Colonial Social Science 
Research Council to undertake and co-ordinate 
social and economic research in the British West 
African territories. The Institute is attached to 
the University College, Ibadan, where it has its 
headquarters. It is at present controlled by an 
Executive Committee composed of the Heads of 
the Departments of History, Geography and 
Social Medicine. Although the main activities

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INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION 


THE UNITED NATIONS 


Her Majesty’s Government are constitutionally 
responsible for the conduct of the international 
relations of Colonial territories and accordingly 
the interests of the Colonies are represented by 
the United Kingdom at the United Nations. 
Whenever the interests of Colonial territories 
are affected, the Governments concerned are 
consulted by Her Majesty’s Government before 
acceding to an international agreement on their 
behalf. 

In some of the Specialized Agencies, namely 
the International Telecommunications Union, 
the World Health Organization and the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization, Colonial Governments can be 
separately represented as associate members. 


The Malaya and British Borneo group (con- 
sisting of the Federation of Malaya, Singapore, 
North Borneo, Sarawak and Brunei) and Hong 
Kong are associate members of the Economic 
Commission for Asia and the Far East. 


Apart from the participation of Colonies 
directly in the work of those of the Specialized 
Agencies which permit it, Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment also, when appropriate, includes Colonial 
Representatives in United Kingdom delegations. 


The United Kingdom Representative on the 
Trusteeship Council of the United Nations is 
Sir Alan Burns, G.C.M.G., formerly Governor 
of the Gold Coast. 


AFRICA 


At a meeting in Paris in January 1950, 
representatives of the Governments of Belgium, 
France, Portugal, Southern Rhodesia, the Union 
of South Africa and the United Kingdom agreed 
to set up a Commission on Co-operation in 
Technical Matters in Africa South of the Sahara 
(C.C.T.A.). Though membership is at present 
restricted to the six founding governments 
(Southern Rhodesia having been replaced by the 
Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland), provision 


has been made for the admission of other countries 
south of the Sahara and also for the attendance of 
representatives from other countries or inter- 


national organizations at meetings of the 
Commission and at technical conferences. 
CARIBBEAN 


The Caribbean Commission was set up in 1946, 
and has its headquarters in Trinidad. It is a joint 
body representative of the Governments of 
France, the Netherlands, the United Kingdom, 
and the United States, for the purpose of en- 
couraging and strengthening social and economic 
co-operation between the Caribbean territories 
for which those Governments have responsibilities, 
and co-ordinating research in these fields. (See 
Cmd. 8575, paragraphs 336-344). 


SOUTH PACIFIC 


A regional Commission for the South Pacific 
was established in 1947 by agreement between the 
Governments of Australia, France, the Nether- 
lands, New Zealand, the United Kingdom and 
the United States of America, and it meets twice 
each year. This Commission is a consultative 
and advisory body to the participating Govern- 
ments in matters affecting the economic and 
social development of non-self-governing terri- 
tories within its scope and the well-being and 
advancement of their peoples. 


SOUTH-EAST ASIA 


All the British dependent territories in South- 
East Asia (with the exception of the small pro- 
tected State of Brunei) participated in the pre- 
paration of the Colombo Plan for Co-operative 
Economic Development in South and South-East 
Asia, and are eligible for assistance under the 
technical co-operation scheme. The scheme is a 
three-year programme designed to provide 
participating countries with technical assistance 
in the form of training facilities and the services of 
experts. 


COLONIAL FORCES 


The following local forces are maintained in the 
Colonial territories. Their chief réle is local 
defence and the preservation of internal security, 
but in exceptional circumstances some of the 
regular forces serve outside their geographical 
regions.

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RECRUITMENT 


The permanent staffs of the Colonial Office and 
of the Office of the Crown Agents for Oversea 
Governments and Administrations are recruited 
through the competitions held from time to time 
by the Civil Service Commission. Enquiries 
should be addressed to the Secretary, Civil Service 
Commission, Burlington Gardens, London, W.1!. 


The staffs of the oversea territories are in the 
main recruited locally. Oversea staff are recruited 
only for those posts for which suitable and 

ualified local candidates are not available. Since 

or one reason or another many territories will be 
unable for a long time to come to find from their 
own resources enough suitable and qualified staff 
to meet all the needs of modern administration, 
there remains and will remain a wide range of 
appointments open to candidates from overseas. 


Vacancies for which candidates from outside the 
territories are required occur chiefly in the terri- 
tories in Africa and South-East Asia (with Hong 
Kong) and only rarely in the West Indies, the 
South Pacific, the Mediterranean and the other 
small island territories. Vacancies are mainly in 
the spheres of Administration, Police, Engineering 
(Public Works and Railways), Agriculture, Posts 
and Telegraphs, Education, Law and Justice, 
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Health, Animal Health and Accountancy, but 
vacancies for candidates of many other professions 
occur (e.g., Architects, Foresters, Surveyors, 
Meteorologists, Social Welfare workers, Sanitary 
Inspectors, Printers and Skilled Tradesmen of 
various kinds). There are three main recruiting 
organizations in the United Kingdom dealing with 
appointments: the Director of Recruitment 
(Oversea Service Department), Colonial Office, 
Sanctuary Buildings, Great Smith Street, London, 
S.W.1, for appointments for Administrative and 
Police Officers and those requiring high pro- 
fessional or technical qualifications for which the 
Secretary of State selects candidates at the request 
of oversea governments: the Overseas Nursing 
Association, 15 Victoria Street, London, S.W.1, 
which recommends candidates to the Secretary of 
State for appointments for nurses and some 
other medical auxiliaries : the Crown Agents for 
Oversea Governments and Administrations, 
4 Millbank, London, S.W.1, for other appoint- 
ments for which they, acting on behalf of oversea 
governments, select and engage candidates.
